and  has  appeared  to  claim  a  seat  in  the  present  session  of  this  Asembly  v 

And  whereas,  the  said  Manuel  Antonio  Castro  was  not  legally  elected  to  repre- 
sent said  county,  not  havins  receiyed  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  polled  at  the  late 
election  held  therein,  and  furthermore  is  entirely  disqualified  from  holding  said 
office,  for  the  reason  that  he  has  neyer  acquired  a  six  months'  residence  in  said 
county,  as  required  by  law: 

And  whereas,  the  undersigned  did,  at  such  election,  receive  such  majority  of 
legal  votes,  and  was,  therefore,  legally  elected  to  fill  the  office  of  Eepresentative 
from  the  said  county  of  San  Luis  Obispo: 

And  whereas,  the  undersigned  has  duly  filed  the  necessary  statement  of  the 
grounds  of  his  contest,  notice  of  which,  wiUi  a  copy  thereof,  has  been  duly  served 
upon  the  said  Manuel  Antonio  Castro,  and  evidence  has  been  taken  therein  before 
a  oomraission  of  Justices  d  the  Peace  of  the  said  County,  duly  appointed  for  that 
purpose ;  the  original  documents  in  the  said  contested  case  being  now  on  file  in  ^e 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State: 

Now,  therefore,  the  undersigned  most  solemnly  protests  against  the  admission  of 
the  said  Manuel  Antonio  Castro  to  take  the  oath  of  office,  or  to  fulfil  the  duties  of 
Bepresentative  from  said  County  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  until  this  honorable  House 
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ahall  ascertain  in  due  oonne,  and  in  oon&rmity  io  law,  to  whom  the  seat  in  m

ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT,  ) 

Sacramento,  January    ,  1856.  j 

FeUow- Citizens  of  the  Seriate  and  Assembly: 

Haying  assembled  as  the  immediate  representatives  of  a  free  people  to  delibe- 
rate upon  the  varied  wants  and  interests  of  a  great  State,  the  duty  again  devolves 
on  me  as  Chief  Executive  of  communicating  with  you  by  message,  setting  forth 
the  "condition  of  the  State"  and  recommending  such  measures  as  I  "  may  deem 
expedient/'  and  promotive  of  the  prosperity,  happiness,  and  wealth  of  our  com 
mon  constituents. 

The  manifold  interests  committed  to  your  care,  and  which  it  will  be  your  duty 
to  foster  and  protect,  are  of  vast  importance  to  the  whole  people,  and  as  their 
representatives,  it  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  at  the  opening  of  a  new  year,  to 
welcome  you  to  the  scene  of  your  legislative  labors,  and  to  express  the  confident 
hope  that  all  your  acts  will  not  only  accord  with  the  public  will,  but  redound  to 
the  increased  prosperity  of  our  young  State. 

You  have  assembled  under  circumstances  the  most  auspicious,  and  at  a  time, 
too,  when  wise  counsels  and  judicious  legislation  will  immeasurably  advance  the 
onward  progress  of  California  to  that  high  position  among  the  confederacy  of 
sovereign  Ftates  to  which  she  is  so  eminently  entitled. 

For  the  first  five  years  of  our  history,  it  may  well  be  said  that  California  was 
placed  in  a  peculiar,  anomalous,  and  even  perilous  condition ;  when  Legislatures 
were  necessarily  surrounded  by  circumstances  well  calculated  to  retard  her  growth 
and  advancement,  and  to  encumber  her  with  indebtedness  beyond  any  former 
precedent  in  the  history  of  other  States  of  the  confederacy. 

Before,  however,  setting  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  at  the 
present  time,  and  suggesting  such  measures  of  econcftny  and  reform  as  are 
deemed  necessary  to  reduce  the  expenditures  of  Government,  it  may  not  be 
improper  briefly  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  facts  and  circumstances  connected 
with  the  early  history  of  the  State,  that  you  may  the  better  understand  and 
appreciate  the  real  causes  of  the  indebtedness  incurred.  For  notwithstanding 
the  errors  which  may  have  been  committed  from  a  lack  of  correct  information 
and  experience  as  to  the  wants  and  requirements  of  a  new  State,  einerging  at 
one  stride  from  the  cradle  to  the  estate  of  full  manhood,  we  are  entitled  to  the 
just  inferences  only  to  be  drawn  from  a  careful  examination  of  the  various  causes 
which  have,  to  a  very  great  extent,  laid  the  foundation  of  our  indebtedness. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  California,  unlike  other  new  States  of  the  con- 
federacy, never  received  the  fostering  care  of  the  General  Government,  and  had 
no  Territorial  organization, — that  wise  provision,  aptly  termed  the  period  of 
probation  and  tutelage,  during  which  the  agents  of  a  young  community  are 
expected  to  develop  the  latent  resources  of  the  future  State,  become  acquainted 
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vith  the  wants  and  requLrements  of  its  people,  aad  learn  that  experience  so 
necessary  to  judicious  and  proper  legislation;  and  that,  too,  without  feeling  the 
!()light  of  onerous  taication  to  support  a  cnmbersoine  and  perhaps  unueccssarj 
State  Oorernment.  Bat  from  the  date  of  its  first  settlement  to  its  admission 
into  the  Union,  California  had  been  denied  the  fostering  and  protecting  care  of 
Congress,  and  only  felt  the  rigor  of  its  laws  in  the  collection  of  revenue 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  that  Government  which  had  failed  to  make 
provision  for  the  wants  and  necesisities  of  her  people. 

The  failure  of  Congress  to  provide  a  territorial  Government  for  California 
icompelled  her  people  to  institute  and  set  in  motion  all  the  machinery  of  an 
expensive  State  Government  without  a  dollar  in  the  trea^ry  to  pay  the  expenses 
attendant  i^ion  its  inauguration  and  maintenance. 

With  an  encpty  treasury,  the  members  of  the  first  Legislature  assembled,  and 
upon  them  devolved  not  only  the  onerous  duty  of  providing  for  the  payment  of 
indebtedness  already  incurred  and  for  the  immediate  and  accruing  demands  of 
,the  government,  b^it  at  the  same  time  to  give  form  and  vitality  to  the  chaotic 
elements^  which  it  was  Requisite  to  mould  to  the  genius  of  our  people  and  the 
character  of  our  republican  institutions.  Thus  surrounded  by  circumstances  cal- 
!culated  to  dampen  the  ardor  and  depress  the  spirits  of  a  body  of  men  less 
determined  to  complete  the  work  of  organizing  a  new  State,  the  members  of 
that  Legislature  cast  about  for  the  means  of  carrying  on  the  new  government. 
The  plan  finally  adopted,  although  believed  by  many  to  be  ruinous  in  its  conse- 
quences, and  at  the  time  so  regarded  by  myself,  was  the  issuance  of  bonds  known 
as  the  three  per  cent,  bonds,  bearing  an  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent, 
per  month.  Although  the  policy  of  this  measure  has  been  doubted  by  some,  and 
Ainequivocally  condemned  by  others,  it  is  still  true  that  the  peculiar  condition 
of  aifairs  at  that  :tiqie,  the  urgent  necessity  for  funds,  and  pressing  circumstances 
with  which  the  representatives  of  the  people  were  surrounded,  would  seem  to 
.offer  an  excuse,  if  not  a  justification,  for  its  adoption. 

However  that  may  be,  and  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary  here  further  to  inquire 
into  the  policy  or  necessity  of  this  measure,  certain  it  is,  that  it  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  our  present  indebtedness,  and  to  it  may  justly  be  ascribed  much  of  the 
debt  at  present  existing.  For  although  the  amount  of  three  per  cent,  bonds 
issued  was  comparatively  small,  they  remained  outstanding  a  long  time,  with  in- 
terest fast  accumulating,  and  not  until  1854  hail  the  whole  issue  been  entirely 
redeemed  by  cash  payments  from  the  treasury,  and  not  until  after  the  interest 
Jiad  exceeded  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal 

The  State  wf*s  consequently  compelled  to  defer  cash  payments  for  other  objects 
until  bonds  bearing  such  a  ruinous  rate  of  interest,  had  been  redeemed  and 
cancelled.  Thus,  mainly  by  this  act,  was  forced  upon  us  the  scrip  system,  the 
results  of  which,  it  need  hardly  be  said,  after  our  too  long  experience,  are  so 
fatal  to  the  financial  credit  of  a  State,  and  proper  economy  in  the  administra- 
tion of  its  affairs. 

The  State,  thus  commencing  its  operations,  devoid  of  funds  or  the  immediate 
means  for  assessing  and  collecting  revenue,  was  compelled,  to  pay  most  ex- 
;traordinary  prices  for  service  performed  or  material  furnished.  Without 
jiecessary  public  buildings  for  the  Legislature,  State  officers,  and  Courts,  large 
appropriations  were  requisite  in  payment  for  office  rents.  There  was  no  prison 
for  the  safe  keeping  of  convicts,  and  large  amounts  were  expended  in  the  pursuit, 
detection,  conviction,  and  punishment  of  offenders  against  the  laws. 

The  sick  and  destitute  arriving  in  a  strange  land,  far  removed  from  friends  and 
family,  after  undergoing  the  toils,  hardships,  and  privations  of  a  long,  tedious, 
and  perilous  journey,  were  to  be  cared  for  at  the  public  expense,  and  in  answer 
U>  the  dictates  of  common  homanity.  Large  sums  (in  the  aggregate  about  one

millioii  two  hundred  tboiisand  dollars,)  were  appropriated,  not  only  to  sastain 
hospitals  for  the  afflicted  already  within  our  borders,  bat  to  aid  and  assist  the 
immip^ration  of  two  snccessive  years. 

Destitnte  of  money  at  the  organization  of  the  Government,  and  necessary 
expenditures  every  day  increasin*?,  with  little  or  no  revenue  coming  into  the 
coffers  of  the  State,  our  bonds  and  warrants  on  the  treasury  greatly  depreciated 
»  value,  and  it  was  not  until  a  much  later  period  that  they  commanded  over 
sixty  cents  on  the  dollar.  Thus  was  the  State  compelled  for  every  service  per- 
formed, for  salaries  of  officers,  for  work  done  or  materials  furnished,  to  add 
nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  to  the  price  for  which  the  same  could  have  been 
bad  if  the  treasury  had  not  been  entirely  depleted,  or  rather,  empty  from  the 
beginning.  The  Gonstitutionj  too;  provided  for  a  Government  on  too  grand  and 
expensive  a  scale  to  admit  of  an  economical  administration  of  its  affairs.  Many 
offices  were  thus* created,  unnecessary  at  the  time,  and  causing  a  vast  outlay  of 
money  in  their  organization  and  support  ;  annual  instead  of  biennial  sessions  of 
the  Legislature  were  authoHzed  ;  in  a  word,  so  cumbrous  and  expensive  was  the 
machinery  of  Government  thus  provided  for,  that  many  and  important  alterations 
in  that  instrument  have  already  been  suggested,  in  view  of  greater  economy  in 
future,  and  still  others  are  demanded  by  the  condition  of  the  treasury  and  the 
requirements  of  the  people. 

At  that  day,  too,  there  was  a  marked  difference  ih  the  condition  of  the 
conntry  from  that  presented  now.  The  first  immigration,  and  that  of  several 
sncceeding  years  came  hither  not  as  settlers,  but  as  adventurers,  seeking  to 
better  their  condition  from  the  rich  gold  fields  of  Calffornia,  and  then  speedily 
return  to  their  homes  on  the  other  coast.  Few,  if  any,  brought  with  them  their 
families,  their  farming  implements,  or  their  household  gods  ;  but  equipped  with 
those  modern  and  novel  implements  of  progress,  the  pick  and  rocker,  wandered 
along  the  golden  placers  of  our  rivers,  or  delved  in  the  rugged  mountain  side,  in 
search  of  the  glittering  ore,  which  was  to  take  back  light,  and  comfort,  and  joy^ 
to  hearth-sides  far  away,  where  expectant  fathers,  mothers^  wives,  and  children 
awaited  the  coming  of  the  watvderer. 

The  consequence  of  this,  was  a  state  of  society  Unparalleled  in  the  history  of 
States,  and  unsettled  in  its  character.  Each  one  roaming  at  large  in  quest  of 
new  discoveries,  taxes  could  neither  be  levied  nor  collected,  and  taxable  property 
of  course  was  rare. 

Oar  fertile  valleys  and  boundless  plains,  now  yielding  their  rich  products  to 
the  husbandman  and  contributing  so  largely  to  the  support  of  the  State,,  were 
then  desolate — the  sod  unturned  by  the  plowshare,  unadorned  by  the  farm- 
house. The  revenue  collected  for  the  first  three  or  four  years  was  for  these 
reasons  far  inadequate  to  meet  the  repeated  and  necessary  demands  on  the 
Treasury. 

Each  year,  hoping  to  abolish  the  scrip'  system  and  assume  cask  payments,  the 
floating  indebtedness  of  the  State  was  funded,  and  bonds  bearing  an  interest  of 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum  issued  in  its  stead, — rendering  it  necessary  to  impose 
additional  taxation  upon  the  people  in  otder  to  meet  accruing  interest  and  pro- 
vide for  the  gradual  redemption  of  the  bonds  thus  issued. 

The  foregoing,  however,  are  not  the  only  facts  connected  with  the  debt  of  the 
State  worthy  of  consideration,  in*  estimati^ig  the  many  and  'extraordinary  causes 
which  have  rendered  necessary  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  over  and  above 
the  revenue  received  into  the  Treasury. 

Of  the  existing  State  debt,,  about  one  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
were  e::pended  in  providing  for  the  necessities  of  the  sick,  destitute  and  insane; 
one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  for  Census  of  ISS'i,  taken  in  accordance  with 
constitutional   requirement;    three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  the 
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ereetkm  of  a  Prison  and  wall  for  the  safe-keeping  of  convicts;  one  hondftl  and 
fifty  ihonsand  dollars  for  the  Insane  Asylnm  Building  and  fnmitnre;  thirtT  thoiF 
sand  for  furniture  for  the  Capitol,  last  year,  and  twenty-three  thoosand  lerett 
hundred  and  eighty-one  doNars  and  eighty-two  cents  in  1851 ;  Sheriffs  for  goard- 
ing  prisoners  in  1851,  forty-six  thousand  and  thirty-one  dollars;  ten  thousand 
for  rent  of  State  Offices  for  the  year  1855;  not  less  than  sixty  thousand  lor 
previous  years; — and  other  equally  important  expenditures  not  necessary  here  to 
specifically  enumerate,  amounting  in  the  agregate  to  a  sum  but  little  less  than 
the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  State  at  the  present  time. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  which  surroooded  and  seriously  embarrassed 
the  State  Government  in  its  incipienej,  aud  which  to  some  extent  stili  exist,  the 
credit  of  California,  abroad  and  at  home,  has  been  Veil  sustained  by  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  outstanding  bonds  have  been  redeemed,  at  maturity,  in  every 
instance,  and  the  punctuality  which  has  always  characterized  the  payment  of 
interest  when  dne. 

•  A  comparison  of  the  financial  condition  of  California  with  that  of  other 
Western  States,  can  be  favorably  instituted — the  States  of  Missouri,  Iowa  and 
Wisconsin  alone,  having  a  smaller  amount  of  indebtednese  than  California;  the 
ethers  much  larger.  The  State  debt  of  Indiana  is  eleven  millions  forty-eight 
thousand  dollars;  that  of  Illinois,  sixteen  millions  seven  hundred  and  twenty-four 
thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  y  that  of  Alabama,  three  millions 
nine  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand  six  hundred  and  ten  dollars;  that  of 
Michigan,  two  millions  six  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eighty-one  dollars  and  seVenty-eight  cents;  and  Texas,  six  millions- eight  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars. 

It  should  moreover  be  remembered  that  all  of  these  States^  except  Texas, 
were  provided  for  a  series  of  years  with  a  Territorial  Government,  the  expenses 
of  which  were  paid  from  the  National  Treasury,  and  neither  was  compelled,  aa 
was  California,  to  organize  an  expensive  State  Government  before  the  condition 
of  the  country  fuUv  prepared  her  people  to  sustain  the  same.  It  is  also  true 
that  neither  of  the  btates  named  was  called  upon  to  interpose  and  expend  from 
its  own  coffers  in  less  than  three  years  so  large  a  sum  .as  one  million  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  support  of  the  unfortunate  sick,  insane  and  destitute. 

These  ace  a  few  of  the  causes  which  have  necessarily  eontributed  to  the  accu- 
mulation of  the  existing  State  debt,  and  their  recital  thus  briefly  i&  deemed  suffir 
cient  to  absolve  the  Government  and  its  administrators  from  the  charge  of  undue 
extravagance  or  leckless  indifference  to  the  interests  of  the  people. 

The  annual  expenditures  of  the  Government,  rendered  unnecessanly  large  bj 
a  Constitution  framed  at  so  early  a  period  in  the  history  of  a  people  assembled 
on  these  shores  foom  all  the  States  of  the  Union  and  nearly  every  nation  of 
Europe,  have  prevented  the  cancellation  of  this  heavy  debt  cast  upon  the  State 
at  the  very  inception  of  its  organization,,  and  in  jEiEict  before  it  was  fully  com- 
pleted. Though  not  disposed  to  cast  censure  upon  the  officers  of  the  Federal 
Government  for  failing  to  meet  the  crying  wants  of  our  people  on  these  shores, 
I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  opinion  that  to  the  neglect  of  the  authori«- 
ties  at  Washington  to  provide  a  territorial  organization  for  California,  at  a  time, 
too,  when  they  were  levying  duties  upon  our  citizens  for  the  support  of  that 
Government,  we  may  look  as  the  cause  of  many  of  the  evils  our  people  have 
suffered  and  of  the  excessive  burtlions  they  have  been  compelled  to  bear. 

Ilavlug  thus  briefly  touched  upon  some  of  the  more  important  of  the  many 
causes  which  laid  the  foundation  of  our  existing  State  debt,  and  which  have  up 
to  the  present  time  rendered  necessary  the  levying  of  high  rates  of  taxation,  it 
affords  me  sincere  gratification  to  be  enabled  to  assure  you,  that  in  all  the  ele- 
ments of  substantial  prosperity  and  real  wealth,  the  State,  during  the  past  year, 
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has  progressed  to  an  extent  nneqnalled  by  that  of  any  former  period  in  onr  his- 
tory. The  soil  has  yielded  to  the  labors  of  the  hasbandman  a  most  plentiftd 
return,  and  with  a  prodoctiyeness  nnparalleled  either  here  or  elsewhere.  The 
harvest  of  1855  has  firmly  established  the  claims  of  onr  young  State  to  a  high 
and  decided  pre-eminence  over  any  other  in  the  Union,  in  point  of  extreme  fer- 
tility and  agricultnral  productiveness.  No  longer,  as  of  yore,  do  we  look  alone 
to  onr  rich  placers  and  moontaln  gulches  for  wealth  and  the  means  of  sustaining 
our  world-wide  commerce  and  our  own  prosperity — but  the  abundant  and  no  less 
wonderful  products  of  a  most  prolific  soil  have  excited  the  admiration  and  at- 
tracted the  notice,  not  only  of  our  sister  States,  but  of  all  the  nations  of  the 
civilized  world.  No  longer  are  our  cities  the  mere  receptacles  of  foreign  pro- 
ducts and  our  merchants  the  agents  through  whose  hands  is  passed  the  glittering 
ore  in  exchange  for  articles  raised  and  manufactured  abroad. 

Our  capacious  warehouses  and  well  filled  granaries,  onr  stores,  shops  and 
buildings  of  every  character  are  teeming  with  the  home  products  of  the  agricul- 
turist, the  mechanic  and  the  artizan. 

While  we  are  no  less  proud  of  the  nnparalleled  wealth  of  the  mountain  and 
river  side,  and  still  boast  of  gold  as  the  great  staple  of  California,  it  is  a  source 
of  gratification  that  it  is  not  alone  to  that  we  look  as  the  basis  of  enduring 
wealth  and  prosperity,  but  also  to  the  boundless  agricultural  resources  each  day 
being  developed. 

Prom  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other-— from  San  Diego  to  Siskiyou,  every 
valley  and  plain  evidences  the  gratifying  fact  that  our  people  are  fast  turning 
their  attention  to  agricultural  pursuits.  The  farm-houses  dotting  our  river  sides 
— ^the  ranches  of  our  nK)untain  slopes — the  innumerable  herd^  of  the  southern 
plains — all  evince  not  only  the  happiness,  contentment,  and  prosperity  of  onr 
people,  but  also  the  permanent  character  of  our  settlements,  and  progre^  in  in- 
dnstrial  and  peaceful  pursuits.  Immigrants  hither,  come  not  now  to  sojourn  a 
brief  period  and  then  leave  our  shores  forever,  but  they  come  with  their  wives, 
ehildren  and  parents,  to  remain  as  permanent  citizens:  to  surround  themselves 
with  all  the  comforts,  blessings,  and  endearments  of  home,  and  adding  their  mite 
to  the  general  prosperity,  to  lay  the  foundation  of  the  future  greatness  awaiting 
this  young  State.  These  are  the  elements — the  forerunners  of  enlightened  civi- 
lization, and  to  the  harmonizing  influences  ^f  home,  of  friends,  and  the  fire-side 
circle,  must  we  look  for  future  wealth  and  enduring  progress  in  the  paths  of 
peace,  happiness  and  prosperity. 

The  past  year  has  given  gratifying  evidences  not  only  of  the  nneqnalled  fer- 
tility of  our  soil,  and  the  adaptability  of  our  climate  to  the  culture  of  the  staples 
and  luxuries  of  commeree,  but  also  of  the  interest  manifested  in  agricultural  pur- 
suits, and  the  skill,  science  and  learning  even  now  employed  in  onr  midst,  in  the 
improvement  and  invention  of  machiDery  and  farming  implements. 

The  State  Fair  of  the  Agricultural  Society  of  California,  held  in  Sacramento 
during  the  month  of  September,  while  serving  to  stimulate  our  farmers  to  re- 
newed exertions,  and  affording  an  opportunity  of  exhibiting  the  wonderful  and 
varied  products  of  our  soil,  was,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  attended  with  complete 
success,  and  such  annual:  exhibitions  are  eminently  conducive  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  State,  and  deserving  the  highest  consideration,  as  well  as  your  fostering 
care  and  encouragement. 

Nor  have  we  been  neglectful  of  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the  rising  and 
future  generations,,  but  with  a  liberal  hand  the  State  has,  while  providing  for 
present  wants,  laid  the  foundation  of  a  vast  fund,  devoted  to  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  a  system  oi  Common  Schools. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  institutions  of  learning  have  been  organized  at 
several  points  in  the  State,  under  the  most  flattering  prospects  of  future  success. 
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Three  Colleges  have  already  been  incorporated,  and  under  the  conduct  of  ex- 
perienced professors  giye  promise  of  becoming  institutions  worthy  of  California. 

Our  public  Schools — the  deserring  objects  of  yonr  unceasing  and  peculiar  care 
and  support,  are,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  in  a  most  flourishing  condition,  and  daily 
extending  their  ramifications  throughout  the  cities,  towns,  villages  and  hamlets 
of  every  county  of  the  State,  placing  within  the  reach  of  all,  irrespective  of  class 
or  condition,  the  unequalled  blessings  of  a  free  and  liberal  edacation. 

As  our  population  becomes  more  and  more  settled  and  permanent — as  families 
come  in  daily  among  us — ^and  homes  arise  on  every  side — it  is  the  part  of  wisdom 
as  well  as  of  duty,  to  see  that  ample  means  are  provided  for  fittinp:  the  children 
of  the  State  to  become  educated  and  properly  trained  citizens,  well  informed  as 
%cf  their  rights,  duties  and  responsibilities,  after  they  shall  have  been  called  upon 
to  partake  of  the  privileges  and  blessings,  and  to  bear  the  burthens  of  freemen 
in  this  highly  favored  land. 

Intelligence  is  rightly  esteemed  as  the  impregnable  bulwark  and  safeguard  of 
American  institutions,  without  which  our  liberties  can  neither  be  defended 
against  the  assaults  of  ignorance  and  superstition,  nor  properly  appreciated  in 
the  hearts  of  the  people.  It  is  therefore,  no  less  our  duty  than  it  should  be  onr 
endeavor  to  sustain  by  every  legitimate  means,  all  systems  for  the  education  of 
our  youth,  and  all  institutions  designed  to  promote  the  moral  aud  intellectual 
well-being  of  those  embryo  citizens  and  statesmen  who  will  soon  be  called  to  take 
part  in  the  busy  affairs  of  life,  and  assume  in  our  stead  the  reins  of  republican 
government 

Thus  only  can  the  civil  and  religious  liberty  bequeathed  to  us  as  a  heritage 
firom  our  fathers,  be  transmitted  pure,  unsullied,  and  undefiled,  to  our  children 
through  all  future  generations. 

It  is,  in  fact,  worthy  of  sincere  and  heartfelt  congratulation  thi^t,  although  as 
late  as  January  8th,  1852,  the  date  of  my  first  inauf^uration,  we  had  no  system 
of  common  schools,  and  were  not  possessed  of  a  dollar  of  school  fund,  we  can 
now  boast  of  a  system  scarcely  inferior  to  that  of  any  of  our  sister  States,  and 
a  fund  in  the  treasury  of  over  half  a  million,  inviolably  devoted  to  the  mainte- 
^nce  and  support  of  that  system  and  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  State. 

A  detailed  statement,  containing  statistics  and  important  suggestions  relating  to 
this  highly  interesting  subject,  will  soon  be  transmitted  for  yonr  consideration  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  From  his  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  public  schools  now  in  actual  operation  is  221;  teachers,  304;  the 
number  of  children  in  attendance,  25,398 

Until  within  the  last  year,  the  State  has  been  entirely  dependent  on  the  good 
faith  and  ability  of  private  citizens  for  the  safe  keeping  and  punishment  of  crim- 
inals sentenced  to  the  S^ate  prison,  that  institution  having  been  placed  under  the 
control  of  a  single  individnai  by  virtue  of  a  contract  made  in  1851.  It  is, 
perhaps,  needless  to  refer  to  the  numerous  escapes  of  prisoners,  and  the  conse- 
quent fears,  at  times,  entertained  by  our  people,  or  to  adduee  reasons  why  thfct 
institution  should  at  all  times  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  State  through 
agents  responsible  to  the  people. 

The  events  of  the  last  fifteen  months  have  conckisively  settled  that  point,  and 

it  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  on  the of  June 

w,t  Ithe  lessee  relinquished  to  the  State  his  contract,  and  turned  over  to  the 
Directors  appointed  under  the  act  of  May  tth,  1855,  the  prison  buildings, 
grounds,  and  prisoners,  as  will  more  fully  be  seen  by  reference  to  documents 
herewith  transmitted. 

Since  the  Directors  have  taken  charge  of  the  convicts,  they  have,  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  commeneed  and  completed  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial wall  around  the  prison,  averaging  twenty  feet  in  height  above  ground: 
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<{aite  safficieut  to  'Oonfine  and  safely  keep  one  thoosand  convicts,  and  rendering 
escapes  in  the  future  less  freqnent  than  heretofore,  if  not  altogether  impossible. 

The  completion  of  this  wall  will  not  only  secure  the  confinement  and  punish- 
ment of  convicts,  but  materially  diminish  the  number  of  guards  and  others  here- 
tofore necessarily  employed  in  and  about  the  prison,  and  of  course  greatly 
reduce  expenses.  The  whole  number  of  prisoners  now  confined  in  the  State 
Prison  is  four  himdred  and  twenty-se^en. 

In  instituting  a  comparison  between  our  present  condition  and  that  of  January 
8th,  1852,  in  regard  to  works  and  Institutions  of  public  necessity  and  utility,  the 
asylum  for  the  insane  at  Stockton  is  noted  as  not  the  least  creditable  to  the  State, 
whose  beneficence  has  thus  provided  for  the  wants  of  those  who  have  been  bereft  of 
the  light  of  reason,  far  from  home  and  friends.  This  splendid  edifice,  the  work 
of  our  own  artizans  and  mechanics,  no  less  beautiful  and  ornate  than  useful  and 
necessary,  is  at  once  an  ornament  to  the  city  of  Stockton  and  an  enduring  mon- 
ument, attesting  the  progressive  spirit  and  liberality  of  the  State. 

In  a  few  days  more,  the  of&cial  relations  between  the  representatives  of  the 
people  and  myself  will  have  ceased,  and  the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Executive  of  a  great  State  will  have  devolved  upon  another,  and,  although  it 
^11  be  with  him  that  you  will  hereafter  be  called  upon  to  co-operate  in  maturing 
sach  acts  as  are  demanded  by  the  wants  and  interests  of  our  common  constitu* 
ents,  I  nevertheless  deem  it  my  duty  to  invite  your  attention  to  measures 
regarded  by  me  as  importoat  to  the  whole  pec^le,  many  of  which  I  have, 
from  time  to  time,  in  Various  annual  and  special  messages,  urged  upon  the 
consideration  of  your  predecessors. 

Heretofore,  during  the  past  four  years,  I  have  esteemed  it  my  duty,  under  the 
Constitution,  to  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  people's  representatives  various 
measures,  constituting  in  themselves  a  system  for  the^more  economical  adminis- 
tration of  the  Government,  and  which,  in  a  brief  period  it  was  confidently 
believed,  would  extinguish  the  indebtedness  already  incurred,  and  extricate  the 
State  from  present  and  future  financial  difficulties. 

While  some  of  these  recommendations  have  received  from  your  more  immediate 
predecessors  proper  consideration,  and  the  measures  suggested  matured  and  re- 
ceived legislative  sanction,  others  of  equal  importance  have  failed  to  secure  that 
attention  and  action  essential  to  give  them  force,  form,  and  vitality  as  laws. 

In  this,  my  last  official  communication  with  your  honorable  body,  and  on  the 
eve  of  retiring  from  public  station  to  the  qnietude  of  private  life,  I  do  not 
consider  it  necessary  to  do  more  than  briefly  and  respectfully  refer  you  to  the 
recommendations  heretofore  made  by  me,  which  have  not  as  yet  been  acted  upon; 
and  while  assuring  you  that  my  mind  has  undergone  no  change  as  to  their  policy, 
propriety  and  necessity,  to  express  the  hope  that  you  will,  at  an  early  day, 
bestow  upon  them  the  careful  consideration  which  their  great  importance  to  the 
interests  and  welfare  of  the  people,  whose  agents  you  are,  assuredly  demands. 

I  have  heretofore,  as  will  be  discovered  on  examination,  repeatedly  recom- 
mended more  strict  economy  in  legislative  expenses,  and  beg  leave  again  to 
invite  your  attention  to  this  highly  important  item  of  State  expenditures,  that 
you  may,  at  the  outset  of  your  responsible  labors,  avoid  contracting  the  heavy 
and  unnecessary  indebtedness  heretofore  incurred  by  your  predecessors,  more 
perhaps  from  carelessness  and  in^.ttention  to  what  has  frequently  been  regarded 
as  but  small  matters,  than  from  lack  of  interest  in  what  concerns  the  welfare  of 
the  State. 

The  expenses  of  the  late  Legislature  for  clerical  services  alone,  exceeded  m 
the  aggregate  the  enormous  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars — ^a  sum 
more  than  treble  the  amount  actually  necessary,  and  nearly  equal  to  the  entire 
legislative  expenses  of  many  of  the  States  of  the  confederacy. 
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The  recommendations  made  during  the  sessions  of  '52^-4  and  5,  in  relation 
to  a  redaction  of  expenditures  in  the  several  departments  of  the  State  govern- 
ment, are  again  reiterated,  aftd  your  attention  earnestly  invited  to  the  subject  as 
one  of  much  importance  to  the  tax -payers  of  the  State. 

In  response  to  recommendations  made  by  me  in  the  annual  messages  of  1853, 
'54  and  '55,  the  last  legislature  matured  and  passed  several  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  State.  These  amendments  are  all  regarded  by  me  with  pe- 
culiar favor,  as  eminently  proper  and  necessary,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will,  ere 
your  adjournment,  receive  favorable  consideration.  The  most  important  of  the 
amendments  proposed,  is  that  providing  for  biennial  instead  of  annual  sessions  oi 
the  legislature. 

This  alone,  if  adopted,  will  save  to  the  State  annually,  the  large  snm  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  now  needlessly  expended  under  the 
Constitution. 

As  a  measure  therefore,  of  practical  economy,  and  as  one  demanded  alike 
by  the  voice  of  the  people  and  the  interests  of  the  State,  it  is  hoped  it  will  not 
fail  to  receive  your  sanction,  and  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  for  theii 
ratification. 

The  second,  third,  and  fourth  amendments  proposed,  are  necessary  in  order  to 
harmonize  other  provisions  of  the  Constitution  with  that  providing  for  biennial 
sessions  of  the  legislature. 

The  fifth  amendment,  reqainng  a  new  Constitution,  ia  case  on^  should  hereaf 
ter  be  framed  by  a  convention  of  delegates  assembled  for  that  purpose,  to  be 
submitted  to  the  people,  and  by  them  adopted  before  being  recognised  as  the 
fftndamental  law  of  the  State,  is  one  of  great  importance,  and  it  is  hop^  inll 
with  the  others,  receive  favorable  consideration  and  early  action. 

This  amendment  is  necessary  to  supply  a  most  important  omission  id  the  pre- 
sent  constitution,  which  instrument,  although  it  makes  provision  for  the  calling 
of  a  convention  to  revise  the  organic  law  of  the  State,  does  not  require  the  Con 
vention  to  submit  the  result  of  their  labors  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  but  makei 
their  action,  for  weal  or  for  woe,  final  and  binding  upon  the  people  of  the  State 

This  radical  defect,  and  one  capable  of  much  injury  and  inconvenience  to  th( 
people,  is  remedied  by  the  fifth  amendment,  which  secures  to  them  the  right  o: 
adopting  or  rejecting  a  new  Constitution,  after  having  been  framed  by  is  conven 
tion  of  delegates  of  their  own  choosing.

As  the  civil  debt  of  the  State  has  been  considerably  increased  during  the  year 
1855,  I  deem  it  proper,  in  explanation,  to  give  some  of  the  more  important 
items,  and  which  are  exclusive  of  the  large  amount  paid  /or  the  erection  of  the 
State  Prison  wall,  most  of  them  being  made  to  meet  deficiencies. 

These  several  amounts,  idthough  apparently  constituting  expenditures  of  the 
year  1855,  were,  with  the  exception  of  $10,000,  actually  applied  in  payment  for 
indebtedness  incurred  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  that  year,  as  follows: —

Congress  having  assumed  the  War  Deht^  and  directed  the  sum  of  nine  hun* 
dred  and  twenty-four  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-five 
cents,  ($924,259  65,)  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  California, 
will  unquestionably  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  balance.  Indeed,  I  have 
ever  regarded  the  entire  war  debt  as  an  apparent  rather  than  real  debt  of  the 
State:  the  general  government  being  clearly  liable  for  the  payment  of  every 
ceiit  of  it. 

In  accordance  with  the  requiremenj;s  of  an  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  I  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  a  certified  statement,  setting 
forth  the  several  amounts  paid  by  the  State  of  California  during  the  y^ars  1850 
and  1851,  in  the  suppression  of  Indian  hostilities. 

The  statements  were  duly  received,  but  the  Secretary  of  War — as  will  be  seen 
by  reference  to  his  letter,  bearing  date  Washington  City,  July  18th,  1855,  a 
copy  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted — declines  payment  of  the  amount  appro- 
priated, until  placed  in  possession  of  the  several  vouchers  upon  which  warrants  and 
bonds  were  issued  by  the  State  of  California,  claiming,  as  it  appears,  the  right 
to  question  the  propriety  of  such  payments,  and,  should  he  deem  the  vouchers 
unsatisfactory,  to  refuse  to  pay  over  to  the  State  the  moneys  appropriated  by 
Congress. 

By  reference  to  pages  682  and  583  of  the  United  States  "Statutes  at  Large," 
of  1854,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  section  numbered  three  (9)  of  the  act  making 
Appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  army,  directs  the  Secretary  of  War  "to  ex-

arahie  into  and  ascertain  the  amount  of  expenses  incurred  and  now  actually  paid 
by  the  State  of  California  in  the  suppression  of  Indian  hostilities  within  the  said 
State,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.,  1854,  and  that  the  amount  of 
such  expenses,  when  so  ascertafned,  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  said  State." 

In  compliance  with  the  provision  of  law  above  quoted,  tlie  act  cf  last  session 
was  passed,  and  statements  certified  by  the  proper  constitutional  officers,  duly 
forwarded  by  me  to  Washington  City,  under  the  impression  that  nothing  further 
was  necessary  or  requisite  under  the  law  of  Congress  to  authoirize  the  prompt 
and  immediate  payment  into  the  State  Treasury  of  the  sum  appropriated  b^ 
Cono^ress. 

This  impression,  however,  it  seems,  was  incorject,  and  the  Secretary  of  Wai 
positively  refuses  to  pay  to  the  State  the  amount  due  arid  appropriated,  until  h( 
shall  have  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers  on  which  the  original  warrant! 
(K  bonds  were  issued. 

These  accounts  and  vouchers,  it  is  proper  here  to  remark,  are  a  part  of  the  Ar 
chives  of  the  State,  and,  as  such,  are  required  to  be  kept  at  the  seat  of  Govern 
raent,  as  constituting  not  only  a  complete  history  and  expose  of  the  several  Indiai 
wars,  but  as  the  basis  of  the  action  of  the  Controller  apd  Board  of  Commission 
era  of  the  War  Debt,  and,  as  such,  their  proper  place  is  among  the  Records  o 
the  State. 

Under  the  law  no  officer  of  the  Government  has  the  right,  if  he  so  desired,  ti 
remove  them,  without  express  legislative  authority,  either  for^the  satisfaction  o 
information  of  an  offiqer  of  the  Federal  Government,  or  for  any  other  purpos 
whatever. 

The  law  of  Congress,  which  was  intended  to  govern  the  action  of  the  Secre 
tary  of  War,  in  my  opinion,  does  not  require  his  examination  into  the  propriel 
or. necessity  of  any  or  all  of  the  expenditures  of  the  State,  in  the  suppression  c 
Indian  hostilities  ;  but  directs  him  to  "examine  into  and  ascertain  the  amount  c 
expenses  incurred  and  actually  paid^^'  and  upon  such  ascertainment,  to  pay  th 
same  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  of  California  ;  provided  such  amount  shoul 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  two  hundred  an 
fifty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  ($924,259  65.) 

The  Secretary  of  War,  however,  has  deemed  it  his  duty  to  require  the  origins 
vouchers  and  papers,  and  to  refuse  payment  of  the  amount  appropriated,  uut 
they  shall  have  been  furnished. 

Although  fixed  in  the  belief  that  so  far  as  the  State  of  California  is  concernci 
the  requirements  of  the  law  of  Congress  on  the  subject  have  been,  on  her  par 
fully  complied  with,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  War,  having  from  statemen 
authenticated  by  the  proper  State  officei-s  ^'ascertained  the  amount  actually  paid 
Biiould,  without  further  question  or  delay,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  Congres 
have  paid  the  amount  appropriated,  "  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  Califc 
nia,"  it  is  neither  my  intention  nor  desire,  in  this  communication,  to  call 
question  or  advert  to  the  propriety  or  justice  of  the  action  of  the  Secretary 
War  in  the  premises,  further  than  to  dissent  trom  the  correctness  of  his  d^cisio 
as  being,  in  my  opinion,  unwarranted  by  the  language  of  the  act  of  Congre 
making  the  appropriation,  and  also  to  express  sincere  regret  that  months 
delay  in  payment,  must,  under  the  circumstances,  necessarily  ensue,  burthenii 
the  State  w^ith  a  large  sum  in  the  shape  of  interest  on  the  outstanding  W 
Bon'ds  and  Warrants. 

Without  further  comment,  the  whole  subject  is  commended  to  your  carei 
consideration,  for  such  action  in  the  premises  as,  under  all  the  circumstances,  m 
by  you  be  deemed  proper  and  necessary  to  secure  to  California  the  prompt  p£ 
ment  of  the  amount  long  since  ordered  by  act  of  Congress  into  the  treasury 
tUe  State. 
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SAN  FRANCISCO  WATER  FRONT.  ^ 

Althoagh  fully  satisfied  that  the  rapidly  increasing  commerce  of  San  Fra  nciscc 
will,  in  a  few  years,  require  for  its  accommodation  an  extension  of  the  entire 
water  front  of  the  city,  and  that  it  can  be  consumated  without  the  least  injury 
to  the  harbor,  it  would,  perhaps,  for  the  present,  be  desirable  to  do  no  more  than 
make  it  the  duty  of  some  agent  of  the  State  to  watch  over  it  and  prevent  it  from 
passing  into  the  hands  of  individuals  without  the  payment  of  its  value  to  the 
State.  The  ri^ht  of  the  State  to  dispose  of  this  character  of  property,  when  i' 
can  be  done  without  injury  to  commerce,  is  clear  and  unquestionable,  and  th' 
nterest  of  the  State  in  this  rich  heritage,  if  carefully  guarded  and  judiciously 
disposed  of,  will,  as  soon  as  there  is  a  demand  for  it,  command  an  amount  great^ 
ly  exceeding  the  existing  indebtedness  of  the  State.  With  the  foregoing  recom- 
mendation relative  to  the  selection  of  an  agent  to  guard  the  interests  pf  the 
State,  in  the  premises,  but  vesting  no  power  to  transfer  or  dispose  of  this  im- 
mensely valuable  property,  the  subject  is  commended  to  your  consideration. 

AMi:XDME.NTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

As  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  in  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  State  to 
search  out  every  aveiin*'  to  economy  which  does  not  encroach  upon  principle  or 
true  policy,  I  deem  it  prupor  to  invite  your  attention  specially  to  two  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution,  recommended  in  my  annual  message  of  1863. 

The  first  section  of  the  ninth  article  should  be  repealed,  and  the  duties  of  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction  devolved  on  the  Secretary  of  State.  The 
great  States  of  New  York,  Pennsy]vania,^Massachusetts  and  Illinois,  have  in 
this  way  merged  the  duties  of  the  two  ofiices. 

As  a  distinct  Department,  it  is  of  vefy  questionable  necessity,  and  if  in  the 
States  above  named,  the  duties  can  be  performed  by  the  Secretary,  there  cer- 
tainly exists  no  good  reason  for  incurring  the  expense  of  a  distinct  and  separate 
Department  of  Instruction  in  California. 

Reasons  similar  to  those  which  obtain  in  the  case  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  induce  me  to  renew  the  recommendation  to  repeal  the  ir^th 
Section  of  Article  5th,  which  provides  for  the  election  of  a  Surveyor  Generjil. 
Tlie  duties  of  this  ofiice  can,  without  detriment  to  the  public  interest,  be  flrvolv(  d 
on  the  several  county  surveyors,  with  a  requirement  to  report  annually  to  the 
Governor  or  State  Comptroller,  instead  of  the  Surveyor  General,  as  nt  present 

The  duties  of  the  office  of  Quarter-master  General,  can,  without  incouvonieTioe 
or  embarrassment,  be  assigned  to  the  Deputy  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  anioinit 
which  is  now  needlessly  expended  in  support  of  that  office  saved  to  the  Stnte. 

The  Board  of  State  Prison  Directors  can  also  be  abolished,  leaving  the  War- 
den, in  connection  with  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  State  Comptroller  and 
State  Treasurer,  as  a  Board  of  Privson  Inspectors,  to  manage  all  its  affairs.  Now 
that  the  Prison  building  is  securely  enclosed  with  a  substantial  wail,  so  that; 
convicts  can  be  safely  employed  inside  of  it,  the  warden  with  less  than  one-ha'f 
of  the  number  of  guards  heretofore  employed,  can  safely  control  and  direct  every 
thing  connected  with  the  prison. 

The  proposed  reduction  in  the  number  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  guards,  if 
carried  into  eflfect,  will  annually  save  about  thirty-two  thousand  dollars,  and  in 
the  aggregate,  the  several  constitutional  amendments  and  statutory  changes,  will 
ea>  h  year  reduce  the  expenditures  of  the  Government  not  less  than  fifty  thousand 
d  jjlars. 

These  changes,  it  is  proper  here  to  state,  in  order  to  prevent  misapprehension, 
are  recommended  as  measures  of  practical  economy,  and  not  because  the  duties  of 
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the  offices  proposed  to  be  abolished  have  not  been  efficiently  performed  bj  the 
present  incumbents,  or  from  any  want  of  confidence  in  the  capacity  of  those 
recently  elected  to  fill  them  in  the  future. 

THE  MINES. 

Tlie  mines  of  Califoruia,  yielding  to  the  hardy  and  industrious  of  our  people 
untold  and  almost  fabulous  wealtn,  and  extending  their  healthful  influence  in 
every  department  of  trade,  commerce,  agriculture,  and  the  mechanic  arts  ;  pen- 
etrating every  fibre  of  our  social  system,  and  adding  constantly  renewed  and 
increased  impetus  to  our  progress  in  peaceful  pursuits,  have  excited  the  admira- 
tion and  wonderment  of  all  nations,  as  year  after  year  the  story  of  California's 
unbounded  mineral  resources  has  gone  forth,  accompanied  by  the  glittering  ore 
itself,  giving  to  the  world  wealth  and  prosperity,  and  more  than  realizing  the 
fables  of  antiquity  or  the  stories  of  the  Eastern  Ind. 

All  other  of  the  vast  and  manifold  resources  of  this  young  State,  are  influenced 
by  the  product  of  our  mines,  and  are  dependent  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  upon  the 
annual  yield  of  gold.  Indeed,  although  we  justly  boast  of  the  uneqalled  fertility 
of  our  soil,  and  the  unparalleled  productions  which  each  year  fill  our  store- 
houses and  granaries,  with  less  of  care  and  labor  than  in  any  other  country  of  the 
world,  gold  is,  and  will  for  very  many  years  to  come  continue  to  be  tlie  great 
staple  of  California,  found  as  it  is  in  almost  every  section  of  the  State,  from  the 
extreme  North  to  the  farthest  South. 

The  quantity  of  gold  obtained  by  thousands  of  industrious  miners,  swells  the 
amount  annually  abstracted  to  an  enormous  sam,  and  finds  its  way  through  a 
thousand  channels  to  the  east  and  the  west,^  replenishing  the  coffers  of  the 
backers  of  Europe  and  the  Atlantic  States,  and  carrying  wealth  to  our  cities 
and  comfort  and  happiness  to  many  a  family  fireside  beyond  the  mountains. 

Through  its  varied  and  powerful. iofluence,  commerce  with  its  wide-spread 
wings  whitening  every  sea,  is  sustained  ;  trade,  ploughing  our  mighty  rivers, 
and  coursing  the  plains,  building  and  enlarging  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  is 
encouraged  and  enlivened  ;  and  national  energy  and  enterprise,  in  all  the  ramifi- 
cations of  social  life,  of  art,  mechanics,  and  agriculture,  aroused  and  increased. 

Thus  has  the  product  of  our  mines,  in  a  few  years,  revolutionized  not  aloae 
the  commercial  world,  but  every  department  of  life,  carrying  with  it  prosperity 
and  wealth,  and  advancing  civilization  beyond  any  former  period  in  the  history 
of  our  race. 

Heretofore,  in  the  American  Union,  cotton  has  monopolized  the  attention  of 
our  merchants  and  capitalists,  and  exercised  a  controlling  influence  upon  our 
exchanges  with  other  nations  ;  but,  now,  although  greatly  increased  in  quantity 
and  aggregate  value,  is  inferior  in  potency  and  importance  to  the  product  of  the 
gold  fields  of  California. 

Cotton,  like  other  crops,  is  obtained  with  much  labor,  and  for  value  is  almost 
wholly  dependent  upon  the  wants  and  necessities  of  other  nations.  The  gold  of 
California,  on  the  contrary,  possessing  an  intrinsic,  not  a  comparative  value, 
is  found  throughout  the  State,  forming  as  it  were  a  part  of  the  soil  itself,  and 
the  labor  which  in  cotton  countries  breaks  up  the  ground  at  seed  time,  and 
prepares  the  soil  to  receive  the  germ  of  future  wealth,  here  brings  forth  the  fruit 
— the  pure  gold — ready  at  once  for  the  refiner's  fire  or  the  mint.  Here,  with 
regard  to  this  rich  product,  we  know  no  seed  time,  but  the  harvest  is  ever  at 
hand,  from  the  vernal  spring  to  the  snows  of  winter.  Although  it  is  true  that 
iiiining  can  at  some  seasons  be  prosecuted  more  successfully  than  at  others,  for 
Thor»*ason  that  water  is  an  mdispcnsaMe  element  in  mining  operAtions,  it  has 
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tbis  marked  advantage  over  all  other  crops — if  so  it  may  be  called — tbat  in 
quality  and  valae,  it  remains  forever  the  same — resting  securely  in  purity  in  the 
r.ecesses  where  first  deposited  by  nature's  hand,  unalloyed  by  exposure,  undecayed 
by  time.  Industry  and  well  directed  efforts  are  alone  necessary  to  obtain  it 
from  its  hidden  depths.  Neither  competition  in  labor  nor  abundance  of  gold  can 
depreciate  its  value  in  the  markets  of  the  World  as  that  value  is  intrinsic,  and 
the  quantity  obtained  will  never  be  greater  than  increased  population,  improve- 
ments, extended  commerce,  and  enlarged  manufactures,  will  require.  AH  the 
products  of  the  world  are  tributary  to  it,  and  with  it  are  bought  and  sold. ' 

It  is  gratifying,  then,  to  be  able  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  congratulate  you 
upon  the  very  general  prosperity  which  has  during  the  past  season  characterized 
the  operation  of  those  of  our  citizens  engaged  in  mining  operations,  and  richly 
rewarded  them  individually,  and  as  a  class,  for  the  amount  of  labor  bestowed. 
Mining,  too,  has  been  greatly  extended,  and  the  facilities  for  engaging  in  and 
pursuing  enlarged  operations  immensely  increased  ;  vast  canals  have  been  con- 
structed, ditches  dug,  dams  built,  and  water-c,ourses  turned  to  convey  that 
necessary  element  into  rich  mineral  regions,  heretofore  deserted  and  abandoned 
for  the  want  of  it.  By  these  means,  since  the  adjournment  of  your  immediate 
predecessors,  have  new  and  extensive  gold  fields  been  discovered,  and  vast  sections 
of  rich  mineral  lands,  until  now  undeveloped,  opened  up  by  the  enterprise  of  our 
hardy  miners,  and  compelled  to  render  tribute  to  industry  and  labor. 

Although  the  shipment  of  dust  and  bullion,  as  exhibited  by  custom  house 
returns,  would  seem  to  indicate  a  falling  off  in  the  product  of  the  mines  during 
the  past  twelve  months,  yet  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  aggregate  amount  yielded 
has  largely  exceeded  that  of  any  former  year. 

In  the  past,  and  until  lately,  our  people  were  compelled  to  purchase  almost 
exclusively  from  the  Atlantic  States  and  Europe,  every  article  of  necessity, 
utility,  or  luxury,  for  which  they  paid  in  dust  and  bullion  taken  from  our  mines, 
causing  a  constant  drain  almost,  if  not  quite  equal  to  the  whole  amount  of  gold 
obtained. 

Now,  however,  it  is  different.  Our  own  farmers  supply  us  at  our  doors  with 
provisions  and  the  necessaries  and  luxuries  of  life  ;  our  mechanics  and  artizaus 
furnish  us  with  improvements  in  machinery  and  manufactures  ;  in  a  word,  our 
wants«  to  a  very  great  extent,  are  fully  and  well  supplied  by  our  own  people,  and 
the  gold  of  California  now  finds  a  home  instead  of  a  foreign  market.  Thus,  is  a 
large  portion  of  the  rich  product  of  our  gold  fields  retained  within  the  borders  of 
the  State,  serving  to  enrich  onr  own  people  rather  than  to  swell  the  coffers  of 
transmontaue  capitalits  and  European  bankers. 

Under  the  healthful  influence  of  this  state  of  facts,  we  find  improvements  of 
every  character  advancing  with  a  rapidity  heretofore  unknown  ;  we  behold  cities 
built  up  with  a  permanency,  durability,  and  beauty,  unsurpassed  in  any  land  ; 
farms  enclosed,  well  stocked,  and  adorned  with  villas  and  cottages,  bespeaking 
prosperity  and  contentment ;  factories,  machine  shops,  warehouses,  and  depots, 
increasing  in  number  and  extent,  evidencing  the  enlarged  wealth  and  progress 
of  our  people  in  all  the  elements  which  constitute  the  true  greatness  of  a  State, 
and  the  happiness  and  general  prosperity  of  her  citizens. 

Daring  the  year  I  have  obtained  much  statistical  information  in  relation  ta 
mim'ng  operations  within  the  State,  which,  without  further  remark,  is  appended,, 
and  commended  to  your  careful  consideration.

AGRICULTURE,  MANUFACTURES  AND  COMMERCE. 

Among  the  many  evidences  of  the  progress  which  has  characterized  the  past 
year,  evincing  the  industry,  enterprise  and  prosperity  of  our  people,  none  is  more 
worthy  of  profound  gratulation  than  tho  advancement  made  in  testing  the  capa- 
city of  our  soil  and  developing  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  State. 

The  statistics  hereto  appended,  and  which  have  been  collected  with  great  care, 
exhibit  the  no  less  interesting  than  surprising  fact,  that  our  soil  and  climate  are 
peculiarly  edapted  to  the  ^.ultivation  of  all  the  grains  produced  in  more  northern 
latitudes,  as  well  as  nearly  all  the  rich  and  luxurious  fruits  common  to  tropical 
regions. 

That  astonishing  progress  has  been  made  in  agriculture,  is  demonstrated  by  the 
fact  that  but  a  few  years  ago  we  were  almost,  if  not  entirely,  dependent  upon  the 
Atlantic  States,  Chile,  Oregon,  'and  the  Islands  for  all  the  necessaries  and  luxu- 
ries of  life.  Now,  however,  by  the  energy  of  our  people  and  the  unequalled  fer- 
tility of  our  soil,  we  huve  a  superabundance  for  home  aonsumption,  and  even  for 
export.  In  tlie  market  reports  of  the  Atlantic  cities,  are  regularly  quoted  the 
prices  paid  for  California  wheat -and  flour;  of  which,  exports  exceeding  one  mil-^ 
lion  of  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  This  is 
truly  a  wonderful  change  to  be  effected  in  so  brief  a  period,  and  has  no  parallel 
iu  the  history  of  any  of  our  most  progressive  and  rapidly  developed  sister  States. 

Among  the  many  and  varied  products  of  our  proliic  soil,  wheat,  barley  and 
oats  may  be  mentioned  as  the  more  important.  These  are  produced  in  California 
ill  greater  quantities  to  the  acre  than  in  any  of  the  Atlantic  States,  and  of  a 
quality  urisurpassed  if  not  unequalled.  Rye  and  corn,  although  not  so  reliable 
as  a  crop,  nor  so  prolific  in  growth  as  in  some  of  the  older  western  States,  never- 
theless yield  remunerative  returns. 

Vegetables  of  every  kind  are  produced  in  great  abundance,  and  of  unequalled 
size  and  flavor.  Grapes  are  successfully  cultivated  in  almost  evtjry  part  oi  the 
State,  but  have  received  most  attention  in  the  southern  counties,  where  immense 
quantities  of  this  most  delicious  fruit  are  annually  raised  and  shipped  to  San 
Francisco  and  the  north. 

During  the  four  months  ending  October  31st,  1855,  there  were  shipped  from 
the  single  port  of  San  Pedro,  no  less  than  31,095  boxes  of  grapes,  valued  at 
$155,475,  as  appears  from  the  report  of  J.  F.  Stephens,  deputy  collector. 

As  evidence  of  the  increase  of  wealth  of  the  southern  counties,  I  subjoin  fur* 
ther  extracts  from  the  same  report  of  products  shipped  from  San  Pedro,  during 
the  four  months  above  meutianed,  viz:

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Figs  are  also  produced  in  greater  or  less  quantities  in  all  the  valleys  of  the 
State.  Apples,  ))eaches»  pears,  plains,  appricots  and  cherries,  are  all  produce<l 
^t  the  present  time,  and  in  a  very  few  years  will,  in  quantity,  far  exceed  the 
wants  of  our  people. 

The  statistics  appended,  I  doubt  not  will  amaze  many  of  our  own  citizens,  ex- 
hibiting as  they  do,  an  amount  and  variety  of  agricultural  products,  greatly 
exceeding  the  expectations  of  those  who  have  travelled  but  little  through  the 
State,  and  who  have  given  this  important  element  iu  oar  substantial  prosperity 
but  little  consideration. 

The  numl>er  of  cattle  of  vario'ns  kinds — ^horses,  males,  sheep,  hozs,  tVc.  form- 
ing impor^^^ant  items  in  the  agricultural  Interest,  is  truly  surprising,  and  givos  nn- 
mistakeable  evidence  of  a  degree  of  prosperity  onequalled  iu  any  of  the  SUites 
of  the  confederacy. 

But  as  the  statistics  themselves  best  evidence  the  agricultural  capacity  and 
resources  of  the  State,  it  is  deemed  nnnecessary  to  do  more  than  to  commend 
them,  as  well  as  this  most  important  interest  of  our  people,  to  your  fostering 
care  and  favorable  consideration. 

In  connection  with  the  im[K)rtant  question  of  developing  the  agricultural  re- 
sources of  California,  it  is  proper  to  state,  that  intelligent  planters  are  confident 
in  the  belief,  and  indeed  the  experience  of  the  past  year  abundantly  proves  the 
correctness  of  their  opinion,  that  the  soil  and  climate  of  this  State  are  admirably 
adapted  to  the  culture  of  Tobacco,  and  that  lands  strongly  impregnated  with 
alkali — which  exists  in  gceat  quantities  throughout  the  central  part  of  Caliromia 
— would,  without  the  use  of  neutralizing  ingredients,  produce  immense  crops,  of  a 
quality  equal  to  that  grown  on  the  island  of  Cuba. 

It  has  also  latterly  been  ascertained  that  wild  hemp,  of  an  excellent  quality, 
abounds  in  a  district  of  country  in  the  vicinity  of  Tulare  Lake,  and  the  head  of 
the  San  Joaquin  valley.  This  hemp  is  indiginous  to  the  soil,  and  grows  most 
luxuriantly  in  a  state  of  nature,  over  a  large  region  of  country.  A  sample,  after 
having  been  rotted  and  prepared,  was  forwarded  to  experienced  rope  and  cord 
manufacturers,  who,  having  experimented  with  it,  pronounced  it  equal  to  the 
cnltivated  article  of  the  western  States,  and  express  the  opinion  that  this  Impor- 
tant product  will,  in  the  future,  if  found  in  sufficient  quantities,  add  greatly  to 
the  wealth  of  California.  Being  indiginous  to  the  soil,  and  found  in  immense 
quantities,  it  can  be  collected  without  other  labor  or  expense  than  is  required  in 
gathering  it,  and  will  undoubtedly  soon  form  an  important  item  among  the  agri- 
cultural products  of  the  State. 

The  interesting  subject  of  agriculture  having  heretofore  received  bat  little 
consideration — the  mines,  until  within  the  last  two  years,  having  been  regarded 
as  alone  worthy  of  attention  by  the  people  of  California,  I  have  deemed  it  my 
duty  to  invite  your  attention  to  some  of  the  more  important  products  of  the 
State,  with  such  suggestions  as  were  regarded  as  best  calculated  more  fully  to 
develope  the  varied  resources  with  which  our  people  are  so  bountifully  blessed.

Among  the  various  discoveries  of  the  past  year,  which  have'added  so  much  to 
tLe  increased  wealth  and  prosperity  of  California,  and  given  renewed  evidences 
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of  ber  immense  and  varied  resources,  the  discovery  of  Coal  in  different  sections 
of  the  State,  is  to  be  noted  as  one  of  the  most  important. 

This  osefnl  and  higblj  necessary  article,  I  am  pleased  to  inform  yon,  has  been 
found  in  great  quantities,  and  of  a  quality  unsurpassed. 

Yeins  are  now  being  opened  in  several  counties,  which  promise  in  future  to 
yield  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  our  own  people. 

In  estimating  the  comparative  wealth  and  productiveness  of  California,  as  an 
evidence  of  her  wonderful  progress  and  prosperity,  we*  may  well  and  proudly  in- 
stitute a  comparison  with  other  States  of  the  confederacy. 

Among  the  many  interesting  facts  to  be  gleaned  ^om  official  reports  and 
other  reliable  sources,  we  learn  that  the  number  of  horses  and  mules  in  California, 
is  only  exceeded  in  fifittm.  States,  including  the  great  States  of  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Yirginia  and  Ohio.  In  the  number  of  cattle,  but  iwm  States  ex- 
ceed California.  In  wheat,  but  ni'nt  States  produced  more  during  the  year 
1855 — while  Neu>  York  alone  exceeds  California-  in  the  number  of  bushels  of 
barley  raised.  Of  potatoes,  sixteen  of  the  States  produce  a  less  quantity  than 
our  own.  Of  all  the  States  of  the  Union,  not  one  produces  so  many  gallons  of 
wine — and  in  the  aggregate  value  of  live  stock,  hut  fourteen  of  the  thirty-one 
States  exceed  California. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  California,  though  the  youngest  of  the  sovereign 
States,  ranks  at  this  day  among  the  first,  in  all  the  elements  of  true  wealth ;  and 
the  rapid  progress  made  in  the  past,  warrants  the  hope  that  she  will  soon  oat* 
strip  all  competitors  in  the  friendly  struggle  for  commercial  and  agricultural 
suspremacy  in  the  markets  of  the  world. 

WHALE  TRADE  OP  THE  PACIFIC. 

In  a  special  communication  addressed  to  your  immediate  predecessors  on  the 
16th  of  March,  1855,  the  great  importance  of  securing  for  San  Francisco,  and 
other  ports  within  the  State,  the  benefits  of  the  Whale  trade  was  urged  npoit 
their  early  and  favorable  consideration,  and  suggestions  made  as  to  the  best 
mode  of  inducing  the  Pacific  Whalers  to  seek  our  ports  for  supplies,  repairs,  Ac. 

The  recommendation  relative  to  a  reduction  of  the  rates  of  Pilotage,  received 
prompt  attention,  and  an  act  regulating  the  same  was,  in  a  few  days,  passed  and 
approved. 

Since  the  transmission  of  the  communication  above  referred  to,  and  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  named,  a  part  of  the  whaling  fleet  in  the  Pacific,  has  visited 
ports  on  our  coast,  and  several  vessels  were  a  short  time  since  on  the  Dry  Dock 
at  Mare  Island,  undergoing  repairs.  But,  it  would  seem,  that  further  legislation 
is  requisite  in  order  to  secure  to  our  people  the  full  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
this  highly  important  branch  of  commerce. 

During  the  recess,  I  have  given  much  consideration  to  this  subject,  and  have 
ascertained  that  additional  legislation  is  necessary  to  secure  the  advantages  of 
this  valuable  trade,  and  that  the  great,  and,  perhaps,  only  remaining  obstacle  to 
be  overcome,  is  in  relation  to  the  shipping  of  seamen,  and  the  prevention  of  de- 
sertion, by  the  unwarrantable  interference  of  parties  resident  in  the  large  cities. 

This  branch  of  the  commerce  of  the  Pacific  is  rapidly  on  the  increase,  and 
some  idea  of  its  importance  may  be  formed  from  the  fact  that  there  are  now  en- 
gaged in  whaling,  on  this  coast,  no  less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  vessels, 
manned  by  twenty  thousand  seamen. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  securing  for  our  people  the  benefits  of  this 
larg^  branch  of  our  national  commerce,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  the 
selection  of  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  houses,  with  instructions  to  correspond 
with  the  owners  of  whaling  ships  resident  at  New  Bedford,  New  London,  Nan- 
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tucket,  and  other  cities  on  the  Atlantic,  and  obtain  tbdr  yiews  and  such  infor- 
mation as  may  be  necessary  to  proTide  the  legislation  required  for  their  more 
perfect  secnrity,  while  in  our  ports,  receiving  supplies  and  making  repairs. 

Such  a  committee,  if  prompt  in  its  action,  could,  before  the  close  of  the  session, 
acquire  the  information  needed  as  the  basis  of  subsequent  legislation,  which 
would  doubtless  enure  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  our  own  people,  and  the  cost- 
▼enience  aud  profit  of  whalers  in  the  Pacific. 

Bearding  the  subject  as  one  of  much  importance,  and  worthy  of  prompt  at- 
tention, it  is  commended  to  your  immediate  and  favorable  consideration. 

SWAMP  AND  OVERFLOWED  LANDS. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  an  act  providing  for  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the 
overflowed  lands  within  the  State,  upon  terms  liberal  and  just  to  all  disposed  to 
purchase  and  engage  in  their  reclamation  and  cultivation.  This  act,  however, 
in  justice  to  a  large  number  of  enterprising  citizens,  requires  to  be  so  amended 
as  to  authorize  the  sale  of  all  the  overflowed  or  swamp  lands  of  the  State, 
except  such  as  may  be  situate  within  on$  mile  of  the  cities  of  San  Francisco, 
Sacramento,  Stockton,  Oakland,  and  Marysville. 

There  exists,  in  my  opinion,  no  good  reason  why  settlers  upon  the  banks  of 
the  Sacramento  river  should  be  deprived  of  perfecting  or  acquiring  a  title  from 
the  State,  as  they  now  are  by  the  act  of  April  28th,  1855.  By  the  provisionii 
of  this  act  a  large  number  of  the  settlers  of  Yolo,  San  Joaquin,  Sacramento,  and 
other  counties,  are  debarred  from  acquiring  a  title  to  these  lands,  and  now  only  re- 
main upon  or  hold  them  by  the  sufferance  of  the  State,  although  able  and  willing 
to  pay  a  reasonable  price  to  the  State  for  the  same. 

The  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  aH  lands  ''  idthin  ten  mBes 
of  the  city  of  San  Francisco  and  Jive  miles  from  Sacramento,  Marysville  and 
Oakland,  and  within  one  mile  of  the  Sacramento  river,"  was  inserted  more  espe- 
cially to  prevent  speculations  ,in  certain  water'  property  contiguous  to  and  ad- 
joining those  great  cities,  but  would  have  been  as  effectual  in  the  accomplishment 
of  that  Ql]9ect  if  one  mUe,  instead  of  ten  and  five,  had  been  named,  and  at  the 
same  time  would  have  brought  into  market  and  cultivation  lands  which  cannot 
be  obtained  until  the  law,  in  justice  to  individuals  and  interests  of  the  State,  shall 
be  so  modified  as  to  authorize  their  sale.  \ 

It  is  no  doubt  true  that  the  land  exempted  from  sale  is  of  greater  value  than 
that  more  remote  from  the  cities  and  the  river,  and  that  when  once  reclaimed, 
will,  from  close  proximity  to  good  markets  and  water  courses,  no  Jess  than  fr<Mn 
its  wonderful  fertility,  command  a  much  higher  price. 

It  may  also  be  true  that  no  injustice  would  be  done,  and  the  interests  of  the 
State  best  subserved,  by  charging  a  larger  sum  per  acre  for  lands  thus  si^ated, 
but,  I  must  say,|tbat  I  doubt  the  policy  of  such  action,  and  believe  the  true 
coarse  to  be  pursued  by  the  State  is,  to  offer  everj  inducement  to  then:  early 
reclamation  and  settlement,  imposing  as  few  restrictions  or  hardships  as  possible. 

The  act  in  question  should,  therefore,  be  amended  as  above  suggested,  and  the 
necessary  measures  adopted  to  secure  to  the  State  of  California  all  the  landi 
within  her  limits  subject  to  overflow. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  your  immediate  predecessors  were  urged  to  action 
in  relation  to  this  important  matter,  and  reminded  ''that  the  instructions  of  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  issued  on  the  21st  of  November,  1850, 
direct  the  aeyeral  Surveyors  General,  to  regard  as  granted  by  the  act  above  re* 
ferred  to,  "  all  lands,  which  from  being  swampy  or  subject  to  overflow,''  are  war 
fit  for  cultivation,  and  in  which  are  to  be  included  also  "  all  lands  which  through 
ftoy  part  of  the  year,  are  subject  to  inundation  at  the  flunivng,  growing,  or  kir* 
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ves^i$ig  Reason,  so  as  to  destroy  the  crop,  and  therefore  are  aofit  for  cnltivation: 
taking  the  average  seasons  for  a  reasonable  number  of  years  as  the  rule  of  de- 
termination." ■ 

In  order  to  secare  to  the  State  of  California  all  the  lands  within  her  limits 
stibjed  to  overfiow^  and  to  which  she  is  justly  entitled,  under  the  act  of  September 
2dth,  1850,  it  will  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  agents  of  the  State  to  procure 
and  present  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  general  government,  satisfactory  testi- 
mony on  the  subject. 

Experiments  made  during  the  past  year  have  demonstrated  the  fact  that  these 
lands  after  reclamation,  are  of  a  fertility  unequalled  in  any  country,  and  with 
comparatively  little  care  or  cultivation,  produce  in  unparalleled  abundance. 
Yegetables  ot  every  kind  and  of  the  richest  flavor  are  produced,  and  of  greater 
size  and  quantity  to  the  acre,  than  has  been  realized  in  any  other  part  of  the 
world. 

It  is  believed  by  many  whpse  opinions  are  entitled  to  much  weight,  that  these 
lands  will,  after  reclamation  and  careful  preparation,  produce  cotton  and  rice  in 
sufficient  quantities  to  make  their  cultivation  as  profitable  as  in  any  of  the  south- 
ern States. 

The  experiments  heretofore  made,  it  is  proper,  however^  to  state,  have  not 
been  apon  such  a  scale  as  to  fairly  test  the  adaptability  of  our  climate  and  soil 
to  the  culture  of  these  important  products,  or  satisfactorily  to  settle  the  question, 
but  I  have  little  doubt  that  a  few  years  hence  the  overflowed  lands  of  California 
will,  to  a  great  extent,  be  used  in  the  cultivation  of  these  great  Southern  staples. 

Among  the  present  actual  products  of  these  exceedingly  rich  lauds,  the  most 
important,  perhaps,  is  the  sweet  potato,  which,  during  the  past  season,  has  beea 
cultivated  in  the  greatest  abundance,  and  of  a  size  and  flavpr  unsurpassed  in  any 
other  country. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  I  informed  your  immediate  predecessors  that  "sev- 
eral parcels  of  Tule^  which  is  indiginous  to  the  soil,  had  been  forwarded  to  pa- 
per manufacturers  in  the  Atlantic  States,  for  the  purpose  of  testingr  by  actual 
experiment,  its  adaptation  to  the  manufacture  of  paper." 

The  quantity  of  Tule  sent,  I  regret  to  say,  was  insufficient  for  the.  purpose  of 
8atisf£^ctory  experiment;  but  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  assure  you  that  the 
experienced  manufacturers,  who  tested  the  small  quantity  which  reached  them 
safely,  entertain  np  doubt  that  a  good,  if  not  superior  quality  of  paper  can  be 
manufactured  from  the  TuU,  if  collected  before  it  fully  ripens,  and  is  preserved 
fronj  exposu|:e  to  thie  winter  rains.  It  is  believed  that  the  fibers  of  the  Tule  thus 
cpllepted  and  secured,  would  be  much  finer  in  texture  and  stronger,  and  that  the 
cost  pf  bleachingwDuld  npt  be  increased. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  I  was  not  advised  of  the  failure  of  the  principal 
packages  sent  to  reach  their  place  of  destination  before  the  rainy  season  com- 
mencea,  as  I  was  extrepaely  an^ous  to  have  reported  fully  and  favorably  to  the 
present  Legislature. 

Under  the  Act  of  April  p8th,  1855,  comparatively  but  a  small  quantity  of 
these  lands  have  been  disposed  of,  and  but  little  will  be  sold  until  the  Act  is 
modified  as  before  suggested,  and  lands  which  pur  people  desire  and  need  placed 
|n  market. 

The  reclamation  of  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  to  which  the  State  is 
entitled  under  the  act  of  Congress,  amounting  in  the  aggregate,  if  judiciously 
^  and  properly  selected,  to  not  less  than  six  millions  of  acres,  will  add  immensely 
to  the  substantial  wealth  of  the  State,  and  the  prosperity  of  our  people ;  and  as 
a  source  of  continuous  and  never-ceasing  revenue,  as  taxable  property,  is  a  8ul> 
Ject  worthy  of  grave  and  careful  consideration. 

4>t  present,  their  reclamation,  as  a  whole,  is  regarded  by  many  as  an  ixnpos- 
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sibiMty;  but  tbe  experience  of  a  fe^fr  years,  and  a  more  intimate  acquaintance 
with  the  country,  will  demonstrate  the  fallacy  of  this  opinion,  and  satisfy  all  that 
these  lands  can,  by  the  adoption  of  some  general  plan,  be  reclaimed  and  subject- 
ed to  cultiyation,  and  when  so  reckimed,  will,  as  a  source  of  wealth,  be  exceeded 
only  by  the  rich  placers  and  hill  sides  of  the  snow-capped  Sierra  Nevadas. 

The  actual  settlers  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  river  below  the  city  of  Sacra- 
mento, have  in  contemplation  an  improvement  which,  when  completed,  will  pro- 
tect against  overflow,  not  only  the  lands  now  occupied  and  improved  by  them, 
but  thousands  of  acres  belonging  to  the  State. 

This  improvement,!  so  necessary  and  important  to  the  projectors  of  it,  as  also 
to  the  State,  will  be  speedily  completed  at  the  expense  of  private  individuals, 
in  case  the  act  of  April  28th,  1855,  be  eo  amended,  by  you,  as  to  enable  them 
to  obtain  title  from  the  State  to  the  overflowed  lands  now  occupied  by  them. 

These  enterprising  and  Industrious  citizens  deserve  consideration  at  your 
hands,  and  I  trust  that,  without  unnecessary  delay,  the  act  above  referred  to 
will  be  amended  as  suggested,  to  the  end  that  they  may  secure  homesteads  to 
themselves,  and  at  the  same  time  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  the  property  yet 
remaining  to  the  State.

It  's  confidently  believed  thait  if  the  act  of  1855  be  modified,  as  above  sug« 
gested,  the  entries  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  will  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  acres  within  the  year  1856. 

PROTECTION  TO  ACTUAL  SETTLERS. 

I  have  heretofore,  in  annual  and  special  paessages,  urged  upon  the  Legislature 
the  great  importance  of  providing  more  perfect  security  for  the  homestead,  by 
requiring  adequate  payment  to  be  made  to  the  actual  settler,  in  case  of  eject* 
ment,  for  all  necessary  and  useful  improvements.  An  act  for  the  protection  of 
this  enterprising  and  deserving  class  of  our  fellow  citizens,  I  have  ever  regarded 
as  necessary  to  inspire  confidence  among  the  people  that  the  labor,  capital  and 
enterprise  expended  in  preparing  the  soil  for  cultivation  and  developing  the 
agricultural  resources  of  the  State  have  not  been  bestowed  in  vain. 

Inallliew  States,  especially' is  it  the  duty  of  Government  to  encoqr^ge 
and  foster  agricultural  pursuits,  as  the  enduring  basis  of  substantial  prosperity 
and  true  wealth.  By  this  means  not  only  are  wild  and  uncultivated  lanids  set- 
tled upon  and  improved,  and  a  community  formed  more  stable  in  character  and 
iDdnstrious  in  habit,  but  the  real  wealth  of  the  State  augmented,  and  taxable 
property  increased.  Of  what  avail  is  it  that  onr  soil  is  the  most  productive,  and 
our  climate  admirably  adapted  to  the  culture  of  all  the  necessaries  and  luxuries 
of  life,  if  flowery  vales  sleep  in  native  beauty  and  silence,  and  expansive  plains 
are  but  the  roaming  grounds  and  rich  pasture  fields  for  the  unchecked  herd  ? 
The  true  wealth  of  a  prolific  aoii  is  to  be  found  alone  in  the  hardy  and  industri-. 
cos  hand  which  brings  it  into  subjection^^which  turns  the  rich  sod  with  the 
plough-share — ^prepares  it  for  the  rains  of  winter  and  dews  at  nightfall,  and 
which,  at  harvest  season,  reaps  from  fields  of  beadiBg  gr^ii^  the  rich  recompense 
of  toil. 
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In  California,  where,  by  act  of  Congress,  tbe  settler  can  make  bis  pre-emption 
npon  unsurveyed  lands,  and  where  there  exists  so  much  uncertainty  as  to  Una 
and  titles,  errors  in  location  must  necessarily  often  occur,  and  there  certainly 
shonld,  therefore,  be  provision  made  for  the  security  of  the  bona  fide  settler  in 
such  cases. 

Having  giyen  the  question. careful  consideration,  and  made  thorough  inquiry, 
in  order  to  satisfy  myself  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  position  assumed,  1  can 
conceive  of  no  good  reason  why  the  owner  of  the  soil  should  object  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  fall  value  of  all  useful  and  sabstantilil  improvements. 

These  improvements  are  generally,  if  not  universally,  of  such  a  character  as  to 
greatly  enhance  the  value  of  the  land,  over  and  above  their  actual  worth,  or  even 
origvnal  cost. 

An  act  providing  this  salutary  and  much  needed  protection  f^o  actual  settlers, 
I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion,  would,  in  a  short  period  of  time,  have  but  few  expon- 
ents^ and,  I  have  no  doubt,  that  brief  experience  would  prove  its  utility  in  pro 
moting  the  general  welfare.  Such  an  act,  carefully  prepared  and  well  guarded, 
it  is  confidently  believed,  would  produce  a  feeling  of  more  perfect  security,  settle 
existing  disputes,  and  prevent  future  difficulties  and  controversies,  relative  to 
lands  in  California.  Nor  need  it  be  apprehended,  as  some  seem  to  fear,  that,  in 
the  event  of  the  passage  of  such  an  act,  locations  would  be  made  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  exacting  from  land  owners  exorbitant  prices  for  improvements.  No 
man,  it  is  maintained,  will  locate  upon  land,  and  expend  time,  money  and  labor  in 
improving  and  beautifying  it,  with  the  full  knowledge  that  th^  title  is  in  another, 
and  that  he  can,  at  any  time,  be  ejected  from  the  premises. 

The  class  of  men  who  are  engaged  in  tilling  the  soil,  are  usually  too  much  de- 
Toted  to  domestic  quiet,  and  that  peaceful  retirement,  which  is  attendant  alone 
upon  such  pursuits — are  too  much  attached  to  the  calm  and  hallowed  enjoyment 
of  home  and  the  fireside  circle,  to  locate  upon  and  improve  lands  belonging  to 
others,  and  from  which  they  must,  ere  long,  be  driven  to  seek  a  new  shelter  for 
their  families,  and  to  abandon  improvements  and  comforts  obtained  at  the  8acri« 
fice  of  many  a  weary  hour,  at  the  expense  of  so  much  toil  and  money. 

Those  who  come  to  settle  upon  and  cultivate  the  public  lands  are  generally 
the  most  stable,  enterprising  and  permanent  of  the  population  of  a  new  State, 
and  come  hither  with  their  families  to  surround  themselves  and  those  they  holcl 
most  dear,  with  the  manifold  blessings  and  endearments  of  home.  It  is  for  this 
they  abandon  the  green  fields  of  their  earlier  days,  sever  the  fond  associations  of 
youth  and  early  manhood,  endure  the  trials,  afflictions  and  toils  of  a  long  and 
perilous  journey,  and  when  once  settled  in  their  new  abodes,  by  the  labor  of  their 
own  hands,  adorn  and  beautify  them.  It  is  neither  reasonable  to  believe^ 
nor  does  experience  teach  it  to  be  true,  that  hope  of  gain  in  improving  the 
lands  of  others,  has  heretofore,  or  will  hereafter,  actuate  them  in  making  locations. 
For  these  reasons  I  regard  this  sul^ject  as  one  eminently  entitled  to  yoar  most 
serious  consideration,  and  respectfully,  but  earnestly  renew  the  recommendatioQ 
of  last  and  preceding  years,  with  the  hope  that  it  mi^y  receive  your  early  and 
fiavorable  action. 

SCHOOL  LANDS. 

Of  the  many  interesting  and  highly  important  subjects,  which,  as  the  immedi- 
ate representatives  of  a  free  people,  you  will  be  called  upon  to  examine,  there  is 
none  more  deserving  of  your  most  serious  and  careful  consideration  and  jndieious 
action  than  that  connected  with  the  education  of  the  rising  generation. 

By  the  wisdom  of  the  framers  of  our  own  Constitution,  and  the  proper  appre« 
*  elation  by  Congress  of  the  great  importance  of  educating  the  whole  {^ople,  the 
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children  of  the  State  of  Caliibrnia  are  possessed  of  not  less  than  seven  mUlions  of 
acres  of  pablic  lands — constituting  a  rich  heritage  inviolably  devoted  to  edaca- 
tional  purposes. 

The  lands  donated  to  the  State  bj  acts  of  Congress,  passed  in  the  years  1842 
and  1853,  should,  without  delay,  be  selected  and  set  apart  so  as  to  prevent  their 
sale  by*  agents  of  the  General  Government.  Prompt  and  decisive  action  alone 
is  required  to  secure  to  the  children  of  the  State  the  princely  endowment,  be- 
stowed by  the  parent  Government  to  be  applied  in  their  education  a,nd  prepara- 
tion for  the  cares  and  responsibilities  soon  to  devolve  upon  them  as  free  and 
enlightened  citizens  of  a  sovereign  State.  It  b  true  that  an  act  designed  to 
provide  for  the  selection  of  the  school  lands  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  and  was  approved  by  me.  Thid  act,  however,  was  not  such  as  the 
necessities  of  the  case  demanded,  nor  did  its  provisions  meet  with  my  entire  con- 
currence, as  they  were  manifestly  inadequate  to  secure  the  great  object  desired; 
but  the  session  wd^s  so  far  advanced  ere  any  action  had  been  taken  in  the  matter, 
that  I  was  compelled  to  choose  between  the  alternatives  of  an  imperfect  law  on 
the  subject,  or  none  at  all. 

The  nEiain  objection  to  the  act  above  referred  to,  is,  that  it  will  require  too 
great  a  length  of  time  to, perfect  the  selections  authorized  uuder  its  provisions. 

The  subject  is,  therefore,  commended  to  your  early  and  careful  coi'sideration, 
as  one  pre-eminently  entitled  to  the  earnest  investigation  and  mature  thought  of 
the  representatives  oi  an  intelligent  people,  and  with  the  hope  that  by  means  of 
your  immediate  and  ji^dieions  action,  the  school  lands  may  be  all  selected  at  an 
early  day,  and  the  foundation  thus  laid  for  a  vast  fund  devoted  to  the  education 
of  the  youth  of  the  State. 

PACIFIC  RAILROAD. 

The  rapid  progress  which  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  made  in  developing 
the  Tast  and  unequalled  resources  of  the  Pacific  country,  together  with  the  evi- 
dent fact  that  additional  population  alone  is  required  on  this  coast  to  give  it  still 
greater  prominence  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  and  immensely  to  augment  the 
national  prosperity  and  wealth,  has  called  forth  from  our  people  a  universal  de- 
maud  for  the  speedy  construction  of  a  thoroughfare  across  the  continent,  con- 
necting the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans. 

The  growing  importance  of  California — ^the  wants  of  her  people,  and  the  re- 
quirements of  her  fast  augmenting  commerce,  would  seem  to  demand  the  consid- 
eration of  the  Federal  Government,  and  that  prompt,  decisive,  and  judicious 
legislation  which  should  ever  characterize  its  action  in  matters  involving  the 
national  welfare,  or  the  prosperity  of  the  individual  States. 

That  it  is  peculiarly  the  province  of  Congress,  at  least  to  lend  a  helping  hand 
to  this  vast  undertaking,  uniting  with  bands  Qf  iron,  and  the  more  indisolnble 
bonds  of  a  common  interest,  the  extremes  of  our  mighty  confederacy,  few  will 
deny.  Forming  a  part  of  the  same  free  republic — having  a  common  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  nation — ^partaking  of  the  same  blessings,  and  submitting  to  the 
same  burthens:^ — enjoying  identical  institutions,  with  similar  laws  and  language, 
and  firmly  united  in  feeling  with  our  sister  States,  the  people  of  California  are 
yet  more  widely  separated  in  distance  from  the  parent  Government  than  they  are 
from  the  Empires  of  China  and  Japan.  With  all  their  wealth,  free  institutions, 
ooramercial  importance  and  niinerd  resources,  they  are,  at  this  time,  on  a  far  off 
coast,  beyond  the  protecting  arm  of  the  General  Government,  and,  in  case  of 
war,  are  left  almost  entirely  to  their  own  resources  to  defend  their  hearths  or 
lepel  agression.  With  our  national  fleet  at  a  distance  of  fifteen  thousand  miles, 
an  army  ot  rescue  would  be  compelled  to  travel  through  a  foreign  country  or 
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trayerse  an  uDpeopled  waste  across  a  continent,  with  stores,  mnnitions  of  war, 
and  artillery,  ere  we  conld  receive  snccor  in  case  of  invasion.  It  is  a  wise  maxim 
and  one  now  especially  worthy  of  consideration,  which  teaches  governments 
"in  time  of  peace  to  prepare  for  war,''  and  it  is  the  part  of  true  wisdom 
for  the  General  Government  to  attend  to  the  wants  of  our  people  in  this 
respect  ere  their  necessities  shall  demand  it,  or  the  threatened  safety  of  the 
youngest  and  brightest  star  of  the  confederacy  show  the  fallacy  of  a  procrastina- 
tion which  has  already  been  felt  too  long,  and  which,  in  the  end,  mnst  redound 
to  the  injury  of  California,  if  not  irreparable  loss  to  the  Union. 

The  time  has  at  length  arrived  when  our  people  can  no  longer  brook  delay, 
and  when  renewed  and  constant  exertions  on  our  part  are  eminently  demanded, 
to  press  upon  Congress  the  importance  and  the  necessity  of  art  early  completion 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad. 

It  is  true  that  now,  while  all  Europe  is  trembling  on  the  rerge  of  an  inter- 
minable warfare,  and  while  her  battle-fields  ring  with  the  clang  of  arms  and  the 
roar  of  artillery,  while  thrones,  principalities  and  kingdoms  rock  with  internal 
discord,  and  the  mutterings  of  popular  outbreak  are  heard  on  every  side,  we  are 
calmly  enjoying  the  blessings  of  continued  peace,  and  in  plenty  and  prosperity 
reveling  in  the  fruits  of  abundant  harvests  and  peaceful  pursuits. 

But  we  know  not  how  long  this  happy  state  may  continue;  how  )ong  we  may 
be  exempt  from  the  ravages  of  foreign  war,  or  how  soon  a  combination  of  the 
great  powers  of  the  earth  may  wreak  vengeance,  Or  envy,  upon  our  own  people. 
Standing  in  the  vanguard  of  nations  in  commerce,  civilization  and  enlightened 
progress;  in  agriculture,  mannfacturee,  arts,  literature  and  science — in  all  that 
elevates  the  man,  dignifies  the  race,  or  makes  renowned  a  people  it  is  our  duty, 
which  prudence,  if  not  necessity,  should  dictate,  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergen- 
cy; to  be  ready  as  well  to  meet  an  enemy  at  the  threshold,  as  to  give  succor  to 
a  friend. 

While  we,  with  hospitable  arms  and  generous  liberality,  extend  an  invitation 
and  kindly  greeting  to  the  downcast  and  oppressed  of  every  land,  and  offer  a 
home  and  protection  to  those  who  seek  our  shores  to  share  our  privileges  and 
burthens,  and  enrich  the  State,  we  should  not^  in  the  days  of  prosperity  forget, 
that,  in  the  course  of  events,  and  from  the  very  necessity  of  things^  we^  too,  may 
be  called  apon  to  defend  our  honor  and  onr  homes  against  the  aggressions  of  an  in- 
vading foe.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  in  such  an  event,  in  our  present 
condition^  California  would  be  entirely  unable  to  protect  herself.  With  an  open 
and  aknost  unprotected  sea-board,  of  seven  hundred  miles  in  extent,  her  citiei?, 
from  north  to  south,  would  be  liable  to- capture  and  destruction,  ere  snccor  could 
reach  these  shores;  her  people  could  be  harrasscd,  their  property  destroyed, 
their  commerce,  domestic  and  foreign,  completely  annihilated,  and  a  sufficiently 
powerful  armament  could,  for  a  tim«  at  least,  terminate  the  political  existence  of 
this  the  brightest  gem  in  the  galaxy  of  States. 

To  avert  so  dire  calamities,  and,  also,  to  foster  and  extend  onr  varied  com- 
merce, to  advance  our  prosperity,  and  to  add  to  the  glory  and  wealth  of  this 
young  State,  as  well  as  to  promote  the  dignity,  importance,  and  welfare  of  the 
whole  Union,  is  the  province  and  the  duty  of  the  Congress  of  the  nation.  In  no 
way  can  this  so  well  be  accomplished,-^iu  no  way  eo  many  blessings  be  vouch- 
safed and  insured,  or  evils  untold  averted,  as  by  the  speedy  constmction  of  a 
great  national  highway  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific. 

But  the  benefits  of  this  enterprise,  although  immensely  important  to  California, 
will  not  be  confined  solely  to  her,  and  it  is  not  alone  in  her  behalf  that  we  urge 
the  measure  upon  the  consideration  of  Congress.  The  railroad  across  the  conti- 
nent is  a  great  national  work,  eminently  worthy  of  the  enterprise,  indnstrj, 
wealth,  and  energy  of  this  great  Confederacy. 
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Its  magnitade  and  utility  to  the  whole  XJi^ion,  embracing,  with  its  branches, 
every  section  of  tlie  country,  and  uniting  with  iron  bands  the  outermost  portions 
of  a  mighty  empire,  render  it  a  proper  object  for  the  exhibition  of  the  powers 
and  resources  of  the  United  States,  and  when  once  completed,  will  forevei* 
remain  a  monument  to  the  intelligence,  progress,  wisdom,  and  energy  of  the 
nineteenth  century. 

^  As  a  thoroughfare  for  the  certain  and  speedy  transportation  cf  mails,  muni- 
tions of  war,  and  emigrants  who  n^ay  desire  to  find  a  new  home  on  the  Pacific. 
as  well  as  to  increase  the  facilities  required  by  the  commerce  of  the  world,  ana 
that  frequent  and  safe"  intercommunication  and  friendly  interest  necessary  between 
the  people  of  the  same  great  confederacy,  this  road  is  demanded  by  every  consid- 
eration of  justice,  necessity,  and  propriety. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  truly  important  question,  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  this  young  giant  republic,  with  its  three  millions  of  square  miles  of 
territory,  extending  from  ocean  to  ocean,  over  a  space  of  twenty  degrees  of  lati- 
tude, (being  nearly  one  million  square  miles  more  than  the  Russian  poss6ssions 
proper)  with  its  twenty-six  millions  of  inhabitants, — with  its  unequalled  resources 
of  wealth,  and  all  the  elements  of  true  greatness,  has  do  national  highway,  no 
grand  thoroughfare  extending  across  its  compact  territory;  in  truth,  has  no  reli- 
able means  of  transit  for  its  mails,  munitions  of  war  or  troops,  from  one  portion 
of  the  continent  to  the  other.  , 

In  order  to  remedy  this  great  want,  now  beginning  to  be  felt  as  a  necessity 
by  our  people,  I  regard  it  as  the  duty  of  Congress  to  provide  at  an  early  day  for 
the  building  of  the  road,  and  if  necessary,  to  Tend  the  nan^e,  credit,  and  territory 
of  the  nation  in  assisting  in  its  speedy  completion.  So  far  as  the  construction  of 
the  road  by  Congress  is  concerned,  I  deem  it  proper  to  state,  that  I  regard  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Ra-ilroad  as  a  necessity  of  the  age,  as  a  great  nationalenter- 
prise,  and  that  the  constitutional  power  of  Congress  to  provide  for  its  construc- 
tion through  territory  exclusively  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Federal  Government, 
by  the  donation  of  alternate  sections  of  such  territory,  or,  if  necessary,  by  the 
appropriation  of  treasure  from  the  coffers  of  the  nation,  cannot  be  questioned. 
The  refined  distinction,  advanced  by  some,  between  the  donation  of  lands,  and 
the  appropriation  of  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  those  lands,  is,  in  my  opinion, 
not  authorized  by  any  principle, of  constitutional  construction,  nor  can  it  be 
derived,  either  expressly  or  impliedly,  from  the  language,  context,  or  tenor  of 
that  instrument.  With  reference  to  the  great  question  of  internal  improvements 
I  desire  here  to  state,  that  the  position  taken  by  the  framers  of  the  Constitution 
itself,  and  by  the  great  lights  who  followed  them,  whose  names  and  deeds  are 
now  history,  as  understood  by  me,  has  always  been  that  Congress  possessed  the 
constitutional  power  to  commence,  carry  on  and  complete,  with  the  public  funds, 
if  necessary,  each  and  every  work,  national  in  its  character,  and  which  is  requi- 
site to  advance. the  prosperity,  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  general 
welfare  of  the  whole  people. 

In  a  word,  the  line  of  distinction  drawn,  is  between  a  system  of  internal  im- 
provements for  the  special  benefit  of  individual  States,  and  those  larger,  more 
extended,  and  important  enterprises  which  embrace  in  their  nature  the  well 
being  of  the  whole  nation — those  national  undertakings  which  are  necessary  to 
preserve  its  unity,  defend  its  outposts,  and  provide  for  the  protection  and  foster- 
ing of  its  extended  foreign  and  internal  commerce.  As  such  a  work,  the  Pacific 
and  Atlantic  Railroad  pre-eminently  deserves  to  receive  the  aid  and  care  as  well 
as  the  resources  of  the  nation. 

In  conclusion  of  this  highly  important  and  interesting  subject,  I  would  simply 
remark,  that  in  my  opinion  the  most  advisable  plan  to  secure  the  early  comple- 
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tioD  of  this  great  work,  woal4i  perhaps,  be  tbe  donation  of  alternate  sections  of 
land  on  the  route  selected,  and  if  need  be,  the  lending  of  the  name  and  credit  of 
the  nation,  with  a'  lien  npon  the  road  itself,  as  security  for  payment. 

The  first  wonld  not  only  be  amply  sufficient  in  a  short  time,  to  raise  fands  to 
complete  the  road,  but  would  greatly  enhance  the  valae  of  the  alternate  sections 
reserved  by  the  government,  so  that  while  the  country  now  unpopulated  would 
be  opened  up  to  the  industry  and  enterprise  of  our  people,  the  revenue  of  the 
nation  derived  from  the  sale  of  these- lands  would  not  be  diminished,  but  actually 
increased.  The  latter  would  perhaps  be  necessary  to  begin  the  work  and  assist 
in  its  speedy  completion,  and  would  assuredly  secure  the  government  from  losa 

OVERLAND  ROUTE  TO  CALIFORNIA, 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  Railroad,  and  as 
the  most  speedy  and  practicable  plan  of  rendering  facilities  to  immigrants,  in 
their  long  and  hazardous  journey  to  California,  I  desire  to  renew  the  recommen- 
dation contained  in  my  last  annual  message,  relative  to  the  establishment  by 
Congress  of  a  sufficient  number  of  military  posts  along  the  entire  route  between 
the  Western  frontier  and  the  Pacific  to  afford  ample  protection  to  immigrants 
against  the  aggressions  of  hostile  Indians,  and  also  stations  where  needful  sup- 
plies could  be  obtained. 

As  the  time  expended  in  the  discussion  of  the  project  of  the  Railroad,  the  sur- 
vey and  location  of  the  route,  together  with  necessary  explorations,  will,  in  all 
probability,  delay  its  final  completion  at  least  several  years,  I  desire  to  invite 
your  attention  to  the  recommendation  made  to  your  immediate  predecessors,  and 
to  express  the  hope  that  you  will,  at  an  early  day,  in  some  appropriate  form, 
urge  upon  Congress  the  importance  of  increasing  the  facilities  of  overland  travel 
to  Caluornia,  and  of  affording  the  protection  and  aid  now  so  much  reqmred  bj 
immigrants  to  our  shores. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  remarked:  ^'The  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  military  stations,  at  intervals  of  seventy-five  or  one  hun- 
dred miles,  with  fifty  men  at  each  post,  it  is  believed,  would  afford  the  security 
required,  and  incur  the  expenditure  of  but  a  trifling  sum,  compared  with  the 
great  and  manifold  advantages  which  would  certidnly  result  not  only  to  Califor- 
nia,  but  to  the  whole  Union." 

This  plan,  it  is  believed,  wonld  render  overland  travel  secure,  and  augment 
immensely  the  population  of  California,  by  the  immigration  of  families,  at  present 
so  much  required  to  add  permanence  and  stability  to  our  prosperity.  Nor  would 
the  benefits  derived  from  this  plan  be <;onfined  to  California  alone,  for  around 
each  of  these  stations  wonld  gradually  be  formed  a  settlement  of  hardy  and  ad- 
venturous pioneers,  and  in  a  few  years,  from  the  protection  tfnd  facilities  thus 
afforded,  the  entire  country  lying  between  the  Mississippi  and  Sacramento  rivers 
would  be  thoroughly  explored,  and,  I  doubt  not,  discoveries  made,  not  only  de- 
veloping the  vast  mineral  and  agricultural  resources  of  that  immense  tract  of 
land  whioh  is  now  an  almost  unbroken  wilderness,  but  also  clearly  and  nnmis- 
takeably  indicate  the  shortest  and  most  practicable  route  along  whtch  can  be 
constructed  the  great  highway  of  nations — ^the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  Railroad. 

This  subject  is  regarded  by  me  as  one  of  vast  importance  to  California,  and  as 
the  forerunner  of  the  Railroad,  and  the  precursor  of  a  speedier  and  safer  means 
of  communication,  the  establishment  of  military  posts  by  the  general  government, 
and  completion  of  a  wagon  road  across  the  Sierra  Nevadas,  by  our  own  people, 
is  eminently  worthy  of  your  most  earnest  consideration  and  immediate  action. 
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ASIATIC  IMMIGRATION. 

In  a  special  commimication  transmitted  to  the  Legislature  of  1852,  as  well  as 
in  my  annual  message  to  your  immediate  predecessors,  views  and  opinions  were 
expressed  in  relation  to  the  Asiatics,  which  it  is  proper  here  to  state  have  under- 
gone no  change.  I  still  maintain,  as  then  asserted,  that  the  power  of  determ* 
ining  who  are  and  who  are  not  dangerous  or  inimical  to  the  interests  and  well 
being  of  the  people  of  a  sovereign  State,  rests  entirely  with  themselves,  and  that 
the  legislative  power  of  the  State  of  California  can  under  the  Constitution  not  only 
prevent  Asiatics  from  landing  within  her  limits,  but  can  also  remove  from  among 
her  citizens  such  as  may  be  regarded  83  injurious  or  dangerous  to  the  welfare  or 
safety  of  the  commonwealth. 

It  is,  in  truth,  a  question  of  policy  alone,  concerning  which  the  representatives 
of  the  people  have  the  right  to  decide  and  the  power  to  enforce,  the  authority 
of  the  State  in  the  premises  being  unquestionable. 

In  connection  with  this  question,  I  have  uniformly  stated  that  I  was  opposed 
to  any  change  in  the  wise  and  liberal  policy  of  our  Qovemment,  inaugurated  at 
the  very  formation  of  the  Republic,  and  which  should  for  no  light  reason  be 
evmr  departed  from,  so  far  as  concerns  foreigners,  who  seek  our  shores  to  find  a 
home  in  a  free  land,  and  who,  under  the  Constitution  and  laws,  by  naturaliza- 
tion, can  become  citizens  of  this  great  copfederacy,  and  with  us  share  our 
privil^es,  cares,  and  responsibilities ;  but  I  have  .ever  doubted  the  policy  of 
encooraging  the  immigration  of  Asiatics,  for  the  reason  principally  that  they 
cannot  be  naturalized  or  unite  with  our  people  oh  an  equality  socially,  morally, 
or  physically.  Such  a  population,  if  encouraged,  wil]  deter  and  take  the  place 
of  others  who  are  now  citizens,  or  who  can  soon  become  such,  and  as  we  have 
abundant  evidence,  create  a  prejudice  against  al^  persons  of  foreign  birth,  with 
out  r^ard  to  their  claims  to  the^  privileges  granted  by  our  Constitution  and  laws. 
That  we  need  additional  population  in  California  to  develope  our  vast  mineral 
.  and  agricultural  resources,  to  promote  manufactures  and  arts,  and  increase  the 
wealth  and  importance  of  the  Pacific  country,  is  certainly  true;  but  much  as  we 
may  require  increased  numbers,  we  should  not  desire  a  population  which,  under 
our  constitution  and  laws,  the  conventional  rules  of  society,  and  the  still  more 
arbitrary  law  of  nature  itself,  can  neither  become  citizens,  nor  mingle  socially 
with  our  own  people. 

So  far  as  Europeans  are  concerned,  I  have  uniformly  favored  liberal  enactments 
in  relation  to  citizenship,  and  have  ever  believed  and 'maintained  that  the  fram- 
era  of  the  Constitution,  in  authorizing  a  uniform  system  of  naturalization,  intend- 
ed that  privilege  should  be  confined  to  them,  and  that  they  certainly  did  not 
intead  to  include  those  with  whom  our  people  could  not  socially  unite. 

I  have  ever  entertained  this  opinion,  for  the  reason  that  no  higher  privilege 
can  be  extended  to  man  than  that  inestimable  blessing  which,  while  it  secures  to 
him  the  enjoyment  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  raises  him  to  his  proper  estate 
in  the  eyes  of  his  fellow  man,  and  confers  upon  him  the  right  and  dignity  of  citi- 
zenship in  a  free  land.  After  having  thus  granted  this  greatest  ol  privileges, 
and  stamped  upon  his  brow  the  title  of  freeman  and  fellow-cUizen,  as  a  national 
idea,  others  of  less  importance  cannot  be  denied,  and  he  is  then  left  to  his  own 
merits,  to  hia  intelligence,  uprightness,  industry  and  moral  character,  to  win  his 
waj  in  the  affections  and  esteem  of  his  co-laborers  here  to  the  highest  social 
and  political  positions.  Naturalization,  conferring  as  it  does  citizenship,  places 
the  object  of  it  on  a  level  with  those  who  are  to  the  "  manor  born  "-^-extends 
the  right  of  suffrage — of  holding  office — in  short,  every  privilege  secured  to  the 
people  by  the  liberal  constitution  under  which  we  so  happily  live  and  prosper. 
After  having  granted  to  individuals  of  |t  particular  race  or  nation,  all  these 
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great  and  inestimable  privileges,  we  cannot  and  do  not  claim  superiority  over 
them  in  any  respect;  and  in  proportion  to  their  individual,  moral  and  intellectual 
worth  unite  and  mingle  with  them  in  every  relation  of  social  life. 

The  conceded  fact  that  Asiatics  cannot  become  citizens,  and  must  on  our  soil 
forever  remain  as  the  African  a  distinct  and  separate  races,  with  marked  peculiari- 
ties and  Characteristics,  differing  essentially  from  our  own  people,  without  the 
possibility  of  amalgamating  or  uniting  wtth  us  in  future,  is  to  my' mind  a  sufficient 
reason  why  we  should  not  elVJOurage  their  migration  hither,  but  by  every  just 
and  proper  means  endeavor  to  relieve  our  people  from  the  hordes  who  have 
already  gathered  on  our  shores. 

That  they  interfere  seriously  with  operations  in  the  mines,  ahd  that 
their  ignorance  of  our  habits,  language,  laws,  and  institution^,  produces  innu- 
merable difficulties  and  conflicts  between  them  and  others  iff  relation  to  mining 
claims,  forms  another  strong  ground  of  objection  to  them  as  a  portion  of  th© 
population  of  the  State.  This,  perhaps,  in  time  might  be  obviated,  but  the  fact 
that  they  cannot  become  citizens  and  unite  socially  with  us  is  aa  insuperable 
objection,  and  one  which,  in  my  opinion,  will  never  be  removed. 

Your  attention  is  at  this  time  invited  to  the  Asiatic  question,  because  I  have 
been  induced  to  believe  that  an  effort  will  be  made  during  the  present  session  to 
modify  the  existing  laws  on  the  Statute  Book,  which  were  adopted  after  mature 
deliberation  and  earnest  inquiry,  and  in  response  to  the  almost  unanimous  wishes 
expressed,  in  the  most  unmistakable  manner,  by  our  common  constituents  in  the 
various  mining  localities  throughout  the  State.  Although  some  of  the  provisions 
of  the  statute  sought  to  be  modified,  did  not  originally  meet  with  my  entire  con- 
currence, I  now  doubt  the  policy  of  any  material  change.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  in  legislating  upon  this  intricate  and  exceedingly  delicate  Subject,  we 
are  acting  not  so  much  for  ourselves,  or  the  present  generation,  as  for  all  time; 
and  that  upon  your  wisdom  and  judicious  action  now  may  depend  to  a  very 
great  extent  the  future  prosperity  of  the  State,  and  the  happiness  and  \^ell-being 
of  succeeding  generations. 

From  reliable  data  it  appears  there  are  not  less  than  forty  thousand  Chinese 
in  our  midst,  scattered  throughout  the  entire  mining  sections  of  the  State,  and 
congregated  in  our  cities,  villages  and  towns,  forming  a  distinct  class  of  them- 
selves, separate  and  apart  from  the  great  body  of  the  peopla. 

Through  the  instrumentality  of  the  laws,  now  in  force,  this  number  is  being 
gradually  but  surely  diminished.  Should  we,  however,  materially  modify  these 
la^s,  and  by  so  doing,  encourage  the  immigration  which  is  now  efFectually 
checked,  and  which  at  one  time  threatened  to  overrun  the  State  with  immense 
hordes  of  Chinese,  we  will,  in  a  very  short  period  of  time,  find  ourselves  numeri- 
cally their  inferior,  and  surrounded  by  a  race  in  no  other  respect  esteemed  as 
equal,  alike  ignorant  of  our  language  and  laws,  and  regardless  of  our  institutions, 
habits  and  customs. 

No  present  pecuniary  gain  or  hope  of  future  profit  is,  in  my  opinion,  sufficient 
to  outweigh  these  considerations,  or  induce  us  to  entail  upon  those  who  are  to 
come  after  us  the  evils  of  such  a  population,  or  to  imperil  the  well-being  of  the 
State  by  encouraging  an  immigration  which  can  only  result  in  future  difficulty 
and  injury. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  interfesting  and  highly  important  question,  it  should 
be  remembered,  that  Asiatic  immigrants  can  reach  California  for  less  than  one- 
sixth  of  the  sum,  and  in  much  less  time,  too,  than  immigrants  from  any  of  the 
Atlantic  States  or  Europe,  and  that  the  departure  from  China  of  a  population 
equal  in  number  to  that  of  both  the  great  States  of  New  York  and  Pennsylva- 
nia, would  scarcely  be  missed  from  a  people  whose  empire,  at  this  time,  numbers 
more  than  three  hundred  and  eighty  millions  of  souls. 
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The  question  of  Asiatic  imim^ation  to  California,  involves  many  considera* 
tions  which  do  not  affect,  and  can  have  no  relation  to  immigrants  from  Bnrope* 
The  latter  are,  as  it  were,  a  part  of  our  own  people,  belonging  to  the  same  race, 
with  our  own  blood  flowing  in  their  veins, — capable  of  the  same  intellectual, 
moral  and  political  advancement,  susceptible  to  thte  same  high  influences — wor- 
shipping the  same  living  and  eternal  God — and  possessed  of  the  same  longing 
after  liberty  as  ourselves.  With  them  we  are  more  or  less  directly  connected  in 
interest  and  feeling,  and  remotely  or  nearly  descended  from  a  common  ancestry. 
Prom  them  have  we  received  much  of  our  language,  literature,  laws  and  free  in- 
stitutions. Above  all,  they  can  and  do  appreciate  the  inestimable  blessings  our 
Constitutions  guarantee,  and  unite  with  us  as  citizens  of  a  great  Republic  ia 
endeavors  to  sustain  its  glory  and  advance  its  progress — nor  need  we  apprehend 
that  they  will  arrive  and  remain  amongst  us  as  aliens  in  such  numbers  as  to 
seriously  interfere  with  the  interests  of  others,  or  outnumber  the  population  enjoy 
ing  and  appreciating  all  the- privileges  conferred  by  a  free  government. 

On  the  contrary  the  Asiatics,  in  a  moral  and  political  sense,  are  the  very  an-* 
tipodes  of  our  race,  and  cannot  assimilate  or  unite  with  our  people  in  any  of  the 
relations  of  civil  or  social  life. 

In  view,  then,  of  these  undeniable  facts,  what  is  to  be  done  ?  This  is  the 
great  question  at  this  time  to  be  solved.  As  before  remarked,  if  the  existing 
statutes  be  materially  modified  and  liberalized,  it  will  be  regarded  as  a  new  invi* 
tation  to  the  Asiatics,  and  the  tide  of  immigration  which  for  a  time  has  been 
checked  will  again  roll  in  upon  us,  ^nd  no  estimate  can  be  formed  as  to  the 
numbers  who  will  flock  to  our  shores  in  search  of  gold. 

After  having  relaxed  in  our  opposition  and  induced  increased  immigration,  we 
cannot  then  with  justice  or  propriety  pass  laws  calculated  to  oppress,  or  burthea 
with  exorbitant  taxation,  in  order  to  again  drive  them  from  our  midst.  Such  a 
course  would  be  manifestly  unjust,  improper,  and  illiberal.  It  is  no  part  of  the 
character  of  the  American  people  to  entice  the  stranger  far  from  his  native  land 
by  fair  inducements,  and  then  plock  him  of  his  gains,  restrain  him  of  his  liberty; 
or  oppress  with  rigorous  laws.  The  evils  of  too  great  an  immigration  can  best 
be  avoided  by  permitting  existing  laws  te  remain  in  force;  but  if  material  modi- 
fications be  made,  injurious  effects  will  certainly  be  felt  as  the  natural  conse- 
quence of  a  mistaken  policy  of  (far  own,  and  the  remedy,  if  remedy  can  be 
devised,  should  be  as  free  as  possible  from  hardship  and  oppression. 

Having  thus  freely  and  fully  expressed  my  own  views,  the  whole  subject  is 
commended  to  your  earnest  consideration,  with  the  hope  that  you  will  not  act 
without  first  weighing  well  the  consequences  to  ensue,  and  giving  to  all  the 
questions  involved  that  careful  examination  which  they  eminently  deserve. 
POSTAL  ARRANGEMENTS. 

Believing  that  there  should  be  a  very  considerable  reduction  in  the  rates  of 

r)8tage  now  chargeable  for  California,  as  well  as  greatly  increased  mail  facilities, 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  representatives  of  the  people,  in  some 
form,  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject,  and  give  expression  to  the 
voice  of  their  constituents,  who  are  at  present  burthened  with  exorbitant  taxatioa 
for  the  support  of  the  Post  Office  Department  at  Washington. 

I  have  given  the  question  sotne  consideration,  but  can  conceive  of  no  good 
reason  why  the  people  resident  on  this  coast  should  be  required  to  pay  on  each 
letter  more  than  treble  the  amount  exacted  from  the  citizens  of  other  States  oC 
the  Union.  , 

It  is  true  that  our  people  are  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  central  part  of 
the  Confederacy  than  those  of  other  States,  but  I  cannot  regard  this  as  a  suffi- 
cient reason  for  so  great  a  discrimination  against  them  in  this  particular,  as  they 
are  equally  entitled  to  the  consideration  of  the  parent  Government.     A  cheap. 
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as  well  as  uniform  postage  system  is  required  by  the  people  of  the  nation,  as 
well  as  of  California,  «Qd  the  experience  of  other  Goyemments  no  less  than  our 
own,  has  proven  that  such  a  system,  is  productive  more  revenue  than  higher 
and  irregular  rates. 

Late  official  reports  exhibit  the  fact  that  in  England,  where  the  postal  system 
is  cheap  and  uniform,  and  hasreached  a  high  degree  of  perfection,  the  average 
number  of  letters  written  and  mailed  during  the  year  1854,  was  fifteen  to  each 
inhabitant,  and  that  in  the  United  States,  the  number  to  each  inhabitant  was 
but  four  during  the  same  time.  ^ 

It  will  hardly  be  contended  that  the  mass  of  the  subjects  of  Great  Britain  are 
more  intelligent  and  well  informed  than  the  people  of  the  Union,  yet  the  discre- 
pancy between  the  number  of  letters  written^would  secfm  to  argue  that  such  was 
the  fact  were  we  not  able  to  trace  it  to  the  real  cause. 

During  the  year  1854  the  whole  number  of  letters  whicb  passed  through  the 
various  post  offices  of  the  United  States,  was  one  hundred  and  nineteen  millions; 
while  in  England,  during  the  same  period,  they  exceeded  four  hundred  and 
eighty  millions.  The  difference  between  the  number  of  letters  written  and 
mailed  in  the  two  countries  is  very  great,  considering  that  the  population  of 
Ungland  is  but  about  two  millions  greater  than  that  of  the  United  States,  and 
can  only  be  accounted  for  in  the  faet  that  our  rates  of  postage  are  too  high,  and 
our  mail  facilities  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  people.  In  the  year  1854  the 
whole  amount  collected  from  the  people  of  California,  in  the  shape  of  postages, 
was  two  hundred  and  fifty-^ix  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty^eight  dollars  and 
thirty-four  cents;  amount  paid  for  mail  service  within  the  State,  pne  hundred 
and  sixty-three  thousand  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents;  ex- 
cess of  receipts  over  expenditures,  ninety-three  thousand  one  hundred  and  ten 
dollars  and  fifty-one  cents. 

The  foregoing  facts  prove  that  however  it  may  be  in  other  parts  of  the  Union, 
it  is  manifestly  true,  that  so  far  as  the  people  of  California  are  concerned,  im- 
portant reformation  is  demanded  in  our  postal  system,^and  a  reduction  of  th3 
excessive  rates  at  present  imposed. 

Justice  requires  that  I  should  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  no  blame  attaches  to 
the  management  of  the  post-office  department,  but  that  the  intervention  of  Con- 
gress is  required  to  remedy  the  defects  comptMned  of  by  our  people,  and  I  trust 
you  will  deem  it  proper  to  urge  the  subject  of  postal  reform  upon  their  immediate 
consideration. 

INSANE  ASYLUM. 

This  most  excellent  institution,  erected  and  sustained  by  the  liberality  of  the 
State,  has  been  well  managed  during  the  past  year.  Those  having  control  of 
the  institution,  by  their  skill,  urbanity,  kindness  and  unwearying  attention,  have 
given  the  utmost  satisfaction. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  asylum  on  the  1th  day  of  Jauuary,  1856,  was 
one  hundred  and  thirty-four;  since  that  date  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  new 
patients  have  been  admitted,  making  the  whole  number  treated  during  the  year, 
three  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  During  the  period  named,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-two  have  been  restored  to  reason,  cured  and  discharged;  eleven  have  died, 
and  one  hundred  and  sixty^four  are  still  in  the  Asylum  under  treatment. 

The  office,  wards  and  rooms  are  all  well  and  comfortably  furnished.  The 
reading-room,  which  is  large  and  commodious,  and  contains  a  library  of  about 
two  hundred  volumes,  ten  daily  newspapers,  one  weekly,  and  a  number  of  monthly 
magazines,  is  a  new  and  commendable  feature  in  the  institution,  being  a  verj  - 
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great  accession  to  the  means  employed  to  render  the  condition  of  the  nnfortn- 
nate  inmates  as  comfortable  and  pleasant  as  possible. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  yonr  immediate  predecessors,  a  large  and  well 
arranged  kitchcD,  a  bakery,  store-room,  dining  and  wash-rooms,  and  sep* 
arate  bathing  apartments  for  the  males  and  females,  have  beeiji  completed  and 
are  attached  to  the  main  building. 

Surrounding  the  Asylum  and  under  a  good  fence,  Is  a  piece  of  ground  of  one 
hundred  and  one  acres,  together  with  a  garden  in  a  fine  state  of  cultivation,  which 
by  the  labor  of  the  patients  alone  yielded  last  year  a  most  abundant  crop  of 
yegetables  of  every  variety. 

An  additional  wing  for  the  accommodation  of  female  patients  is  regarded  by 
the  physicians  in  change  as  indispensably  necessary,  and  I  hope  you  will,  early  in 
the  session,  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  erect  the  building  required,  which, 
together  with  those  heretofore  provided,  will  afford  room  amply  sufficient  to  meet 
the  wants  of  the  State  in  this  department  for  the  next  ten  years. 

The  ihstitntion  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  assure  yon,  has  been  admirably 
and  economically  conducted,  and  on  the  first  day  of  December  last  was  entirely 
free  from  indebtedness. 

PUBLICATION  OP  AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSTITUTION. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  several  highly  important  amendments  to 
the  constitution  of  the  State  were  framed  and  passed,  but  your  immediate  pre- 
decessors neglected  either  to  direct  their  publication,  as  required  by  the  consti- 
tution, or  to  appropriate  means  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

In  order  to  give  the  publicity  required,  and  enable' you  to  act  upon  them  at 
the  present  session,  I  took  the  responsibUity  of  directing  their  publication  for  the 
information  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  hope  that  you  will,  at  an  early  day, 
make  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  several  claims  for  publication,  which  I 
have  no  doubt  will  all  in  due  time  be  presented  for  your  consideration. 

It  is  proper  in  this  connection  to  state,  that  all  who  published  the  amendments 
were  informed  that  no  appropriation  had  been  made,  and  that  they  must  look  to 
the  Legislature,  and  rely  upon  them  for  payment. 

STATE  LAND  SALES.  ^ ' 

During  tll^  recess  of  the  Legislature,  but  one  sale  of  land  within  the  dty  of 
gan  Francisco,  in  which  .the  State  possessed  an  interest,  has  been  held.  Of  the 
property  sold,  but  a  few  parcels  wete  of  much  value,  the  greater  portion  of  it 
consisting  of  lots  resold,  on  account  of  purchasers  at  sales  made  by  the  late 
Board  of  State  Land  Commissioners. 

All  the  information  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  subject,  together 
with  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  n^ill  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  i^ent  ap- 
pointed under  the  law.  • 

A  full  report,  of  the  {)roceedings  and  sales  of  the  late  Board  of  State  Land 
Commissioners,  will  be  also  transmitted  for  your  information. 

ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

Copies  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  State  Controller,  State  Treasurer,  Sur- 
veyor General,  and  Quartermaster  General,  are  herewith  transmitted.  These 
reports  contain  highly  important  and  interesting  information,  all  of  which  is 
commended  to  your  careful  consideration.

In  compliaoce  with  constitntioQal  requirement,  I  herewith  transmit  a  state- 
ment exhibiting  the  number  and ;  names  ot  persons  pardoned  doring  the  year 
ending  December  1,  1855.  Also  a  list  of  appointments  made  to  supply  vacancies 
which  have  occurred  in  office  daring  the  year. 

I  have  also,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  April  2T, 
1855,  filed  in  the  State  Controller's  office  a  statement,  verified  by  oath,  exhi- 
biting the  several  payments  made  during  the  year  from  the  contingent  funds 
placed  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Governor. 

The  Directors,  of  the  State  Prison,  I  have  been  assured,  will,  in  a  few;  days, 
transmit  for  your  information  a  full  andj  satisfactory  report  in  relation  to  the 
naanagement  of  the  Prison,  and  the  erection  of  the  wall. 

Believing  that  the  law  did  not  require  it,  I  was  not  consulted  by  the  Directors 
in  relation  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  nor  was  I  called  upon  to  examine  and 
approve  the  accounts  rendered  under  the  contract.  This  being  the  case,  I  am 
unable  in  this  communication  to  do  more  than  to  state  that  the  Directors  will,  in 
a  few  days,  present  an  elaborate  report  of  their  acts  and  proceedings  since  the 

day  of  June,  1855,  and  that  I  have  their  assurance  that  it  will  be  entirely 

satisfactory. 

The  recommendations  heretofore  made,  and  in  this  communication  again  com- 
mended to  your  serious  consideration,  in  relation  to  economy  and  reform  in  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  State  Government,  and  in  the  abolishment  of 
offices  regarded  as  unnecessary,  together  with  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  providing  for  biennial  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  will  so  far 
lessen  public  expenditures  as  to  authorize  a  very  considerable  reduction  in  the 
present  rates  of  taxation,  and  should  the  property  of  the  State  in  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  be  properly  husbanded,  as  herein  suggested,  and  hereafter  judiciously 
disposed  of,  the  State  is  possessed  of  ample  means  for  the  redemption  of  the 
entire  existing  debt,  without  imposing  additional  burthens  on  the  people. 

This  is  a  consummation  ardently  desired  by  every  well  wisher  of  the  State, 
and  to  you  alone  can  they  look  for  that  aid  and  fostering  care  which  onlj  the 
representatives  of  the  people  can  bestow. 

.  The  Governor,  under  the  Constitution,, can  only  suggest  and  recommeud  in 
general  terms,  measures  of  utility  and  necessity,  and  mark  out  a  course  of  ecoa- 
omy  and  retrenchment;  but  with  you,  in  your  legislative  capacity,  remains  the 
power  to  mature  and  give  force  and  vitality  to  those  recommendations,  and  in 
detail,  provide  means  for  the  liquidation  of  the  State  debt,  and  the  prevention  of 
extravagant  expenditures  in  the  several  departments  of  the  Government. 

Having  thus  fully  and  unreservedly,  tliough  as  succinctly  as  possible,  suggested 
such  measures  a^  are  believed  to  be  necessary  to  relieve  our  people  from  onerous 
taxation  and  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  State,  it  only  remains  for  tne,  in  con- 
clusion of  this,  my  last  Executive  official  communication,  to  assure  you,  and 
through  you,  our  common  constituents,  that  hereafter  while  engaged  in  the  more 
retired  pursuits  and  quietude  of  private  life,  I  shall  continue  to  exert  my  lium- 
ble  energies  for  the  well-being  of  my  fellow-citizens,  and  shall  ever  remember 
with  feelings  of  deepest  gratitude  past  evidences  of  partiality  and  confidence. 

During  the  past  four  years  I  htive  labored  assiduously  and  uointermittingly  to 
discharge  in  strict  compliance  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Constitution  and 
laws,  and  in  accordance  with  the  interests  and  wishes  of  the  whole  people,  the 
various  responsibilities  devolved  upon  me  as  chief  Executive.  If  in  the  review 
of  the  various  acts  performed  and  recommendations  made  by  me,  aught  is  to  be 
found  to  militate  against  the  well  being  of  the  people,  or  the  welfare  of  the  State, 
I  trust  it  will  be  attributed  to  the  fallibility  of  human  judgment,  rather  than  to 
an  intent  to  shrink  from  the  performance  of  duty,  or  to  do- that  which  was  not 
authorized  and  enjomed  by  law  or  required  by  the  wants  of  the  people. 
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To  the  manj  and  oft  repeated  charges  and  aspesions  which  have  in  times  of 
political  excitement  been  so  freely  circulated,  it  is  neither  the  time  nor  place 
here  to  advert,  farther  than  to  solemnly  assure  you  that  all  my  official  acts  and 
deeds  have  been  performed  with  an  eye  single  to  the  interests  of  the  people  to 
whom  I  owe  so  much,  and  with  an  intense  and  never-failing  desire  to  promote 
by  every  legiraate  means  the  onward  progress  of  California  in  all  the  paths  of 
peace,  increased  wealth,  and  enduring  fame. 

By  the  record  which  will  forever  remain,  let  the  administration  of  the  Govern- 
ment be  tested,  and  by  the  legitimate  results  of  the  action  of  the  Executive, 
whether  for  good  or  evil,  should  he  be  held  accountable;  but  to  make  him  re- 
sponsible for  the  acts  of  others,  or  for  matters  over  which  he  could  exercise  no 
direct  control,  fs  the  part  of  prejudice  or  malice,  and  is  condemned  by  the 
dictates  alike  of  justice,  reason,  and  honor. 

For  a  vindication  against  aspersions,  whether  made  in  the  heat  of  political 
contests,  or  suggested  by  the  more  ignoble  rankling  of  disappointment  and 
revenge,  I  appeal  to  the  record  and  to  the  calm  judgment  and  sense  of  justice 
of  my  fellow-citizens,  knowing  full  well  that  before  such  a  tribunal  and  with  such 
an  examination,  the  truth  in  every  case  will  not  only  appear  but  receive  the 
credence  and  support  of- honest  and  upright  minds. 

Under  the  guidance  of  the  Great  Disposer  of  human  events,  to  whom  all 
should  render  tribute  of  grateful  acknowledgment,  enter  upon  the  performance 
of  the  important  duties  assigned  you  by  a  free  and  intelligent  people.

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CORRESPONDENCE  IN  REGARD  TO  STATE  PRISON. 

MEMORIAL  FROM  STATE  PRISON  GUARDS. 

Point  San  Qubntin,  May  14,  1856. 

To  Ills  Excellency,  John  Bioler, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

We,  the  undersigned  Memorialists,  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  Excel- 
lency, that  the  majority  of  us  have  been  employed  as  Guards  at  the  State  Prison 
for  the  last  eight  months,  and  some  even  for  a  longer  period,  at  the  inadequate 
salary  of  $50  per  month ; — that  none  of  us  have  received  even  the  half  of  our 
wages  during  our  employment,  and  quite  a  number  have  never  obtained  the  least 
compensation.  This  fact  is  at  present  adverted  to,  simply  to  convince  your 
Excellency  that  we  have  religiously  discharged  our  painful  and  onerous  duties, 
under  circumstances  ot  personal  inconvenience  and  unrewarded  peril,  which 
would  have  fully  justified  us  at  any  time  of  resigning  in  a  body,  and  thas  from 
the  embarrassed  pecuniary  situation  of  the  Lessee,  rendered  it  utterly  impossible 
on  his  part  to  supply  our  place.  For  months  anterior  to  the  assembling  of  the 
Legislature,  we  were  induced  to  continue  in  our  present  position,  by  the  frequent 
and  reiterated  promises  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee,  that  our  past  arrears  should 
be  paid;  and  under  this  delusion  we  have  lingered,  or  rather  have  been  forced 
to  remain,  until  January  last,  when  believing  that  by  the  transfer  of  the  Peni- 
tentiary to  the  State,  the  Lessee  would  be  able  to  compensate  us  for  past  ser- 
vices, we  have  continued  in  his  iemployment  up  to  the  present  moment. 

None  of  these  promises  have  been  realized,  and  some  of  us  now  find  ourselves 
at  the  expiration  of  from  three-fourths  to  a  year's  laborious  service,  without  a 
dollar  in  compensation,  or  the  remotest  hope  of  procuring  it. 

We  have  introduced  these  purely  personal  facts  to  your  Excellency's  attention 
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as  a  Bufficient  reason  for  our  long  and  perilous  seryice  for  such  a  paltry  and 
inadequate  consideration. 

The  Lessee  being  indebted  tons  for  one  month's  service,  we  labored  the  second 
for  him  in  hopes  of  procuring  the  first,  and  toiled  the  third,  eighth  and  twelfth, 
in  the  expectation  of  obtaining  our  wages  for  the  preceding.  That  the  service 
rendered  by  a  Guard  at  the  State  Prison  is  laborious,  and  eminently  dangerous, 
and  that  the  compensation  heretofore  given  is  inadequate  and  incommensurate 
with  the  labor  performed,  is  obvious  from  the  following  circumstances:  The 
average  time  of  a  Guard  employed  on  active  duty,  the  month  round,  is  eighteen 
hoars  out  of  the  twenty-four.  Every  Guard  is  employed  in  active  duty  during 
the  day,  from  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  sunset,  and  four  out  of  this 
nnmber  are  then  detailed  for  service  during  the  night;  hence  it  follows  thai  none 
of  us  average  more  than  four  nights  in  a  month  of  uninterrupted  I'est. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  daily  peril  of 
our  position.  The  most  casual  inspection  of  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Pri- 
soners, and  the  inefficiency  of  our  present  means  of  defense,  is  sufficient  to  satisfy 
the  most  superficial  observer  that  every  hour  of  the  day  we  literally  "carry  our 
lives  in  our  hands,  and  that  at  any  moment  it  is  liable  to  be  wrested  from  us. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  would  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  your 
Excellency  to  the  expediency,  and  even  justice,  of  augmenting  our  present 
salary  to  an  amount  in  some  measure  commensurate  with  its  importance,  toil, 
and  ever-threatening  danger.

Lessee  of  State  Prison: 


I  am  extremely  anxious  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  convicts  now  in  the  State 
Prison,  under  your  control  as  Lessee  of  the  same,  and,  therefore,  take  the  liberty 
of  communicating  with  yon  on  the  subject. 

I  am  aware  that  under  the  existinf]^  contract  between  yourself  and  the  State, 
the  Lessee  is  bound  to  "preserve  the  State  from  every  expense  for  the  clothing, 
feeding,  and  safe  keeping  of  the  convicts/'  and  that  the  Lessee  has  fall  control 
of  the  same,  under  the  law. 

The  circumstances  of  the  case,  however,  and  the  rumors  freely  circulated, 
seem  to  demand  that  I  should  communicate  with  you  and  ascertain  whether  you 
intend  to  retain  or  abandon  the  contract.  I  desire  to  be  notified  of  your  deci- 
sion, so  that  I  can,  should  you  determine  to  abandon  the  contract,  secure,  in 
complid.nce  with  constitutional  requirement,  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws,  by 
making  provision  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  convicts. 

If,  however,  you  determine  to  retain  the  contract  and  comply  with  its  provi- 
sions, and  will,  in  writing,  so  inform  me,  I  shall  take  great  pleasure  in  immedi- 
ately directing  the  State  Prison  Inspectors  to  render  you  all  the  assistance  in 
the  premises,  authorized  by  law. 

As  I  can  remain  in  this  city  but  a  short  time,  and  as  I  am  extremely  desirong 
that  there  should  be  no  longer  question  or  doubt  in  relation  to  the  perfect  secu- 
rity ot  the  convicts  now  in  your  charge,  I  hope  that  you  will  give  the  subject 
immediate  consideration  and  with  as  little  delay  as  practicable  inform  me  of  your 
determination,  in  order  that  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  should  any 
be  necessary,  may  be  taken  without  delay.

GoTernor  Bigler: 
Sir— 

I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  yesterday,  and  in  replj^,  have  to  say,  that,  ruined 
as  I  am  pecuniarily,  by  a  failure  as  I  believe,  on  the  part  of  the  State,  to  carry 
out  in  good  faith  her  obligations  executed  April  25,  1851,  I  shall  offer  no  resis- 
tance to  the  enforcement  of  the  law  a|^roved  May  *I,  1855,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  Government  of  the  State  Prison:" 

Yet  having  an  abiding  faith  in  the  honor  and  integrity  of  the  people  and  the 
institntioDS  of  my  adopted  State,  I  shall,  at  some  future  day,  apply  for  reason- 
able remuneration. 

With  the  understanding  that  I  yield  no  rights  to  which  I  am  entitled  under 
the  law,  and  believing  the  peace  and  quiet  of  community  requires  that  something 
should  be  done,  and  that  quickly,  I  am  compelled,  as  a  good  citizen,  to  yield  to 
the  pressure  of  public  necessity,  and  rely  on  the  future  for  remuneration.

Gen.  J.  M.  Estbll: 

Sm— 

Your  letter  of  the  16th  inst.,  relinquishing  the  State  Prison  and  State  Pris- 
oners, together  with  the  contract  entered  into  by  you  with  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia in  the  year  1851,  has  just  been  received,  and  in  reply,  have  the  honor  to 
inform  you,  that,  incompliance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  approved  May  7. 
1855,  and  the  constitutional  requirement  to  see  the  laws  faithfully  executed,  I 
will,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  take  passession  of  the  State  Prison,  State  Prisoners, 
^nd  State  Prison  grounds  owned  by  the  State,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  t). 
1855. 
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I  beg  leave  further  to  remark,  in  reply  to  your  note,  that  although  I  diflfer 
with  you  in  opinion,  and  maintain  that  the  State  has  in  good  faith  and  in  every 
respect  psrformed  her  part  of  the  contract,  I  do  not  conceive  that  I  have  the 
power  to  do  more  in  the  premises  than  take  possession  of  the  Prison,  Prisoners, 
and  Prison  grounds,  and  manage  the  same  in  accordance  with  law,  leaving  you 
entirely  free  to  act  as  you  may  hel-eafter  determine  in  relation  to  the  remunera- 
tion which  you  claim,  and  which  you,  in  your  letter,  express  a  determination  at 
some  future  day  to  demand  from  the  State. 

In  short,  so  far  as  any  just  claim  you  may  have  against  the  State  is  concerned, 
it  is  proper  to  say  that  I  do  not  regard  the  relinquishment  of  the  State  Prison 
contract  on  your  part,  or  the  assumption  of  the  control  of  the  Prison  and  Pris- 
oners on  the  part  of  the  State,  as  interfering  in  any  manner  with  your  right 
hereafter  to  ask  for  remuneration,  or  the  right  of  the  State  to  refuse  to  recog- 
nize and  pay  such  claim  when  by  you  presented. 

On  the  first  day  of  June,  being  the  day  designated  in  the  Act  of  May  Tth, 
1855,  I  will  beiu  attendance  at  the  State  Prison,  prepared  on  behalf  of  the 
State  to  take  control  of  the  Prisoners,  Prison  and  the  Prison  Grounds,  owned  by 
the  State.

COPY  OF  AN  ARTICLE  OF  AGREEMENT  MADE  BETWEEN 
THE  STATE  PRISON  DIRECTORS  AND  GEN.  J.  M.  ESTELL, 
LESSEE    OF    STATE    PRISON. 


Whereas,  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California, 
passed  April  25,  A.  D.  1851,  the  said  State  entered  into  a  contract  with  Jaqies 
M.  Estell,  whereby  the  said  Eetell  was  and  is  bound  to  receive  and  safely  keep 
the  State  convicts  for  the  period  often  years  from  the  date  of  said  contract, 
and  in  consideration  thereof,  was  and  is  entitled  to  the  labor  of  said  convicts  for 
ten  years.  And,  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  that  the  interests  of  the  State  and 
the  execution  of  the  laws  would  be  best  subserved  by  a  relinquishment  on  the 
part  of  said  Lessee,  of  the  convicts  now  in  his  charge,  and  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  unexpired  contract,  from  and  after  the  date  hereof, 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known.  That  the  said  James  M.  Estell,  as  Lessee  of  the 
State  Prison,  and  R.  N.  Snowden,  J.  S.  Love  and  Wm.  H.  Palmer,  Directors, 
appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  law  passed  May  7,  1855,  have  this  day  en- 
tered into  and  executed  the  following  agreement,  viz: 

The  said  James  M.  Estell  agrees  and  hereby  relinquishes  to  the  said  Directors, 
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acting  on  the  part  of  of  the  State  of  California,  the  State  convicts,  buildiogs, 
lands,  and  appnrtenances  thereunto  belonging,  and  the  property  of  the  State, 
together  with  the  unexpired  portion  of  his  contract,  and  all  right  to  the  labor 
and  service  of  said  convicts  from  and  after  the  date  of  these  presents,  and  in  so 
doing,  relinquishes  to  the  said  Directors,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  May  T,  1855,  all  control  over  the  convicts,  grounds  and  buildings;  and 
furthermore  agrees  and  stipulates,  that  he  will  in  no  manner  interfere  with  the 
Directors  in  the  assumption  of  the  contract  and  the  full  control  of  the  convicts, 
or  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  under  the  Act  of  May  *I,  1855,  from  and 
after  the  signing  and  ensealing  hereof,  and  that  he  will  not  hereafter  seek  to 
disturb  the  State  in  the  custody  of  the  convicts  and  prison  grounds  and  build- 
ings, obtained  by  said  Lessee  under  the  Act  of  April  25,  1851- 

And  it  is  furthermore  agreed  and  understood,  that  in  relinquishing  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  the  contract  and  the  convicts,  as  above  mentioned,  the  said 
Lessee  relinquishes  no  legal  or  equitable  claim  he  may  have,  or  claim  to  have, 
against  the  State,  for  damages  or  relief  in  consequence  of  alleged  failure  or  neg- 
lect on  the  part  of  the  State  to  perform  or  fulfil  the  provisions  of  the  contract 
of  1851,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  1855,  or  for  any  damages  to  which  he 
may  be  justly  entitled  for  injuries  sustained  or  claimed  to  have  been  sustained  in 
consequence  of  the  Act  of  May  7,  1855;  provided,  however,  that,  as  the  said 
Directors  have  no  authority  other  than  to  take  possession  of  said  convicts,  pris- 
on grounds  and  prison,  Junder  the  law,  and  disclaim  all  right  or  intention  to  take 
into  consideration,  or  interfere  in  any  manner  with  the  claims  of  the  said  Lessee 
against  the  State,  it  is  distinctly  understood  that  nothing  in  this  agreement 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  admit,  recognize,  deny  or  prejudice  the  validity  of 
any  such  claim  or  claims.

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  12th  of  May,  tranfr 
mittiug  certain  statements  intended  to  show  the  amount  of  expenses  mcurred 
and  paid  by  the  State  of  California,  in  the  suf^ression  of  Indian  hostilities,  for 
the  repayment  of  which,  provision  has  been  made  by  the  ninth  section  of  the 
army  appropriation  Act,  approved  August  5,  1854. 

The  Act  directs  the  Secretary  of  War  **  to  examine  into,  and  ascertain  the 
amount  of  expenses  incurred,  and  now  actually  paid  by  the  State  of  Califoxnia." 
This  requirement  cannot,  in  my  opinion  be  fulfilled,  upon  evidence  showing  noth- 
ing more  than  that  the  State  has  made  certain  bonds  and  warrapts,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  satisfying  claims  of  the  description  specified  in  the  Act,  and  thiat  theae 
bonds  have  been  issued  to  certain  persons.  Under  similar  circumstances  other 
States  have  produced  the  original  bills  paid  by  them,  and  the  Department  has 
thus  been  enabled  at  once  to  see  that  the  charge  was  one  which  Congress  in- 
tended to  assume^  and  that  it  had  been  paid.  I  qannot  so  far  depart  from  a 
practice  , which  I  believe  has  been  invariably  observed,  as  to  authorize  payment 
to  be  made  to  the  State  of  California,  upon  the  evidence  now  tendered.

IN   CONTENTION. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mandeville  a  committee  of  two  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the^ 
Governor  elect  and  inform  him  that  both  Howes  were  in  waiting  to  receive  him. 

Mr.  Mandeville  was  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  Mr.  McFarland  on* 
tike  part  of  the  Ac(sembly. 

The  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  el^t  appearing  at  the  bar  of  the  Asscnr- 
bly,  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  by  Chief  Justice  Murray. 

Whereupon,  the  President  declarred  that  J.  Neely  Johnson,  having  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes,  was  duly  elected  GoV?mor  of  California,  for  the  ensuing  two 
years,  and  Robert  M.  Andersonr,  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  was  duly 
elected  Lieutenant  Governor  for  the  same  period. 

Governor  Johnson  then  delivered  the  following  Inaugural  Address.^ 

About  to  assume  the  duties  which  have  been  assigned  me  by  the  free  suffrages 
of  the  people  of  this  State,  under  the  solemnity  of  the  oath  I  have  just  subscribed 
in  the  presence  of  this  Convention  of  delegated  representatives  and  vase  concourse 
of  citizens,  here  assembled,  I  find  much  to  iinprees  me  with  a  sense  of  the  onerous 
responsibilities  attached  to  the  gubernatorial  office — the  most  exalted  position  a 
State  can  bestow — whilst  at  the  same  time  a  preference  thus  manitiested,  cannot  fail 
to  inspire  me  with  the  most  profound  sentiments  of  gratitude  toward  those  from 
whom  I  have  received  this  distinguished  mark  of  confidence. 

Universal  custom  demands  of  the  incoming  Executive  an  indication  of  the  gene- 
ral course  of  policy  by  which  he  will  be  guided  in  the  adminiatration  of  public 
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affiiirs.  A  compliance  with  this  well-recognised  usage,  is  mainly  my  present  desigQ, 
deferring  to  another  and  early  occasion,  the  specific  recommendations  whiph  I  may 
deem  essential  for  legislative  consideration. 

With  due  deference  to  such  counsels  «s  have  heen  potent  in  incorporating  into 
our  legislation  a  practical  exposition  of  certain  distinctive  features  of  the  State 
Constitution — so  opposiie  i;o  the  views  entertained  by  myself-^I  caiinot  refrain, 
even  at  this  early  day,  from  eQumcrmting  some  of  the  more  prominent  provisions  of 
that  instruuMmt,  and  venturing  to  suggest  my  individual  opinion  of  the  proper  con- 
btruction  to  be  given  them,  whereby  the  future  action  of  the  Executive  may  be 
fedlitated,  and  official  interceurse  with  the  Legislative  department  of  the  Govern- 
ment most  happily  pro^ioted. 

In  the  first  place,  the  subject  of  State  indebtedness  is  one  affecting  the  most  vital 
interests  of  o«r  population,  involving,  sa  it  does,  the  reputation  of  the  State,  both  at 
home  and  abroad ;  and  probably  at  the  present  time  enlists  more  general  interest 
and  inquiry,  than  all  other  matters  eonnected  with  the  administration  of  the  public 
business.  That  our  depreciated  credit  may  be  restored,  and  our  obligations  homr- 
ably  redeemed,  finds  in  all  a  Universal  response.  To  the  certain  and  speedy  accom- 
plishmei^t  of  this  desire,  radical  reforms  must  be  resorted  to,  and  a  more  willing 
and  close  obedience  observed  towards  our  constitutional  obligations. 

In  the  study  and  investigation  which  I  have  given  the  State  Constitution,  I  find 
nought  that  can  reccmcile,  with  a  proper  sense  of  duty,  a  disregard  of  any  of  its 
provisions,  under  the  specious  pretext  that  necessity  requires  this  or  that  fisature 
should  be  treated  as  a  **  dead  letter,"  but  in  all  its  parts  it  manifestly  displays  a 
complete  adaptation  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  enacted — in  no  respect  more 
happily  illustrated  than  in  those  checks  and  restrictions  which  secure  the  people 
against  prodigal  and  wasteful  expenditure  of  the  pubUe  money  by  legislative  Sanc- 
tion. Most  prominent  of  the  class  referred  to  is  the  eighth  article  of  that  instru- 
ment, and  that  I  may  the  more  readily  be  understood,  I  quote  the  article  entire : 

"  Abugus  VIII.,  State  Debts. — ^The  Legislature  shall  not,  in  »ny  manner,  create  any 
debt  or  debts,  liability  or  liabilities,  which  shall  singly  or  la  the  aggregate,  with  any  previous 
debts  Of  liabilities,  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  except  in  case  of  war, 
to  repel  invasion  or  suppress  insurrection,  unless  the  same  shall  be  authorized  by  some  law 
for  some  single  olgect  or  work,  to  be  distinctly  speeified  therein ;  which  law  shall  provide 
ways  and  means,  exclusive  of  loans,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  such  debt  or  liability 
as  it  falls  due,  and  alsp  to  discharge  the  principal  of  such  debt  or  liability  within  twenty 
years  from  the  lime  of  the  contracting  thereof,  and  shall  be  irrepealable,  until  the  principal 
'  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  and  discharged.  But  no  such  law  shall  take  effect  until 
at  a  general  election  it  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  people,  and  have  received  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  it  at  such  election  ;  and  all  money  raised  by  authorisy 
of  such  law  shall  be  implied  only  to  the  eroecified  object  therein  stated,  or  to  the  payment  of 
the  debt  thereby  created  ;  and  such  law  snallbe  published  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each 
Judicial  District  (if  any  be  published  therein),  throughout  the  State,  for  three  months  next 
preceding  the  election  at  which  it  is  submitted  to  the  people." 

• 

Has  this  article  been  feithfuUy  observed,  these  requirements  pursued  in  the  mil- 
lions of  money  appropriated,  now  aggregating  our  public  debt,  and  hereafter  to  be 
discharged  by  means  of  onerous  exactions  from  the  people  ?  Truly  not.  No 
inconsiderable  amount  of  appropriations,  since  the  State  indebtedness  reached  the 
sum  mentioned,  has  been  for  "  specific  purposes,"  aud  not  embraced  within  the 
exceptions  named.  In  theso^  each  successive  Legislature  has  borne  its  part,  and  *• 
generaUy,  it  is  believed,  without  duly  considering  the  effect  of  such  restrictions. 

With  the  established  fact  that  our  existing  indebtedness  far  transcends  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  a  literal  construction  of  this  article  might  seem 
to  eml^ace,  among  the  interdicted  appropriations,  such  even  as  are  absolutely 
necessary  to  ihe  support  of  the  State  Government.  In  this  view,  however,  I  cannot 
eoocur.     All  governments  must  inherently  possess,  to^a  practicable  extent,  the 
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power  of  providing  eieans  for  their  own  maintenance,  so  &r  even  as  to  pledge  their 
credit  and  revenue ;  else  every  movement  might  be  at  once  arrested,  and  each 
department  fail  utteify  to  perform  the  functions  for-  which  it  was  ordained.  The 
exclusion  of  such  authority  in  onr  own  State  Government,  without  the  observance 
of  the  formula  prescribed  in  the  article  just  quoted,  would  wholly  destroy  its  utility, 
and  render  its  action  entirely  abortive ;  thus  making  it  what  it  was  never  designed 
to  be  by  the  framers  of  Uie  Constitution — a  Government  ia  name,  indeed,  but 
destitute  of  the  power  to  impart  vitality  to  any  of  its  movements.  Hence,  in  my 
view,  no  Constituttooal  objection  can  arise,  in  making  all  needful  appropriations  for 
supporting  the  v^arious  departments  of  the  State  Government.  But  here  the 
authority  ceases;  and  each  and  every  appropriation  for  purposes  not  absolutely  land 
necessarily  embraced  within  (he  class  of  expenditures  required  to  support  the  ^taie 
Government^  or  such  as  fall  T^ithin  the  exception — "in  case  of  war,  to  repel  inva- 
sion, or  suppress  insurrection,'' — the  Constitution  utierly  forbids  and  prohibits, 
unkfis  ptpeviously  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  sanction  and  ratification  in  the 
pj^borSbed  manner. 

Iii  tSiis  same  connection,  I  would  call  attention  to  Sec,  23,  Art.  lY.,  of  <iie  Con- 
«titution :  "  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treafrary,  but  in  -conse(|uence  of 
appropriations  made  by  law."  How  far  this  requirement  has  been  complied  with, 
it  is  only  necessary  to  refor  to  past  Aotaoa,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  State  indebtedness  has  ^en  created  by  at  least  a  most  latitudinous  cou- 
fitruction  of  what  «onstiitute0  an  '' appropriation  made  by  law,^'  and  o£ben  by  an 
utter  dafiregard  of  ibis  positive  mandate  of  the  Constitution. 

Another  restnctive  feature  of  this  instrument  is  found  in  the  artieie  relating  to 
dorporations,  and  which,  I  fear^  has  not  been  so  closely  observed  as  iits  importance 
^demands.  Sec.  31  of  Art.  lY^  pisovidea,  that  ^'Corporations  OQay  be  formed  under 
general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created  by  i^eeial  act,  except  for  municipal  pur- 
poses," And  the  sense  in  which  the  word  ^*  Corporations**  19  there  employed,  is 
defined  in  .Sec.  .8S  ^  the  same  article,  as  follows:  ''  The  term  corpoi^tions,  as 
nsed  in  this  article,  shall  be  confitraed  to  include  all  associations  and  joint  stock 
^companies,  having  any  of  the  powers  or  privileges  of  corporations  not  possessed  by 
individuals  or  partnerships."  The  experience  of  all  legislation  has  demonstrated 
the  pernicious  consequences  attendant  on  conferring  aathority  upon  the  legislative 
department  to  grant  special  privileges  to  corporate  companies,  in  which  the 
public  have  but  little  or  no  interest.  To  mention  no  greater  objecti6n,  the  fre- 
quency of  such  applications  oftentimes  absorbs  much  valuable  time>  and  greatly 
retards  the  course  of  general  business.  The  framers  of  our  Constitution  have, 
therefore,  "  except  for  municipal  purposes,"  wisely  forbidden  the  Legislaturo  to 
pass  other  than  general  laws  on  this  subject.  <  Entertaining  the  opinion  that 
those  provisions  vnean  what,  in  words  readily  understood,  they  declare,  if,  upon 
examination,  it  «hall  be  found  that  the  general  laws  hitherto  enacted  require 
amendment  so  as  to  promote  their  greater  usefulness,  my  sanction  will  be  most 
cheerfully  given;  but,  "except  for  municipal  purposes,"  it  will  be  withheld  from 
iiny  special  act  of  inoorporation. 

The  only  remaining  subject,  especially  connected  with  this  branch  of  my  re- 
marks, to  which  I  will  now  allude,  is  the  veto  power  conferred  on  the  Execu- 
tive. In  this  respect  the  Constitution  of  California  is  not  singular,  but  finds  a 
precedent  in  that  of  the  Federal  Union,  and,  with  various  modifications,  in  those 
of  all  the  States  composing  that  Union.  At  this  remote  period,  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  investigate  the  motives  which,  in  a  system  like  our  own,  prompted  the 
adoption  of  a  feature  so  positively  in  derogation  of  the  popular  will,  as  mani- 
fested through  their  chosen  representatives;  but  we  may  rationdly  infer  that 
the  prerogative  thus  bestowed  was  never  designed  to  be  raei^ly  or  inconsiderately 
exercised,  nor  its  uses  prostituted  to  the  accomplishment  of  selfish  ends,  bat 
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rather  to  preserre  intact  tfaeCoflfttitotioR,  to  gaard  from  liitmsioit  vnd  Tiolatkm 
its  sacred  mandates,  and  to  restrain  the  improvident  exercise  of  kgltlatiya 
power.  If,  nahappily,  the  necessity  shall  arise  during  my  official  term-^- which  I 
eonfidently  hope  and  believe  will  not<-^in  mj  opinion  ealling  for  the  interpost*- 
tion  of  this  prerogative,  it  will  only  be  exercised  in  consonance  with  the  views  i 
have  here  expressed. 

An  observance  of  the  fdregcmig  maxims  may  contribute  mtieh  to  relieve  the^ 
embarrassments  nnder  which  our  beloved  State  has  so  loog  labored,  bnt  they 
eonstitnte  only  in  part  these  reformatory  measnres  the  people  ask,  yea,  demand, 
at  the  hands  of  the  administration;  The  most  rigid  economy  in  M  its  depart* 
ments,  scmpnlons  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  public  trusts,  and  an  earnmt  seal 
in  promoting  the  present  and  fninre  well-being  of  the  Stckte,  are  confidently  ex-< 
pected  from  those  in  power.  To  this  end^  the  aboMtton  of  all  sinecures  and 
needless  offices— -especially  refusing  to  create  more  of  like  kind — a  just  and  dis- 
criminating redu^oo  of  the  fees  and  emoluments  of  office,  and  withal  (if  such 
detestable  heresy  has  ^ver  in  our  State  found  its  votaries,  that  there  can  honest- 
ly e^st  sacfa  things  as  eonstmctive  perquisites  in  salaried  offices,)  teachii^  the 
official  incumbent  of  every. degree,  tl^t  he  must  look  sv^ely  4;o  the.iegitimate 
salary  or  fees,  as  defined  by  law,  for  compensation ;  the  adoption  of  such  needful 
amendments  to  our  code,  criminal  and  civil,  as  will  tend  to  promote  the  ioqsar- 
lial  and  speedy  administration  of  justice,  simplify  legal  proceedings,  and  give 
force  and  efficacy  to  laws  framed  for  beneficent  purposes,  but  which  have  proven 
so  defective  as  to  render  them  absolutely  nugatory;  that  the  blessings  of  a  Re- 
publican Government  may  be  successfully  enjoyed,  .and  the  noblest  boon  of  the 
American  citizen  not  ruthlessly  bvertidden'hy  peijury  and  fraud,  the  enactment 
of  election  laws  and  regulations,  such  as  wiH  tend  to  secure  the  legal  voter,  whether 
native  or  naturalized,  the  right  of  voting  in  security  and  safety ;  the  exercise  of  such 
constitutional  legislation  as  will  be  oalculated  to  afjjn^.  on  equitable  terms,  contro- 
versies in  relation  to  lands,  in  adverse  possesion  to  those  claiming  under  Mexican 
grants,. tb9t  stability  ^nd  Gertainty  of  title  maj^  tend  to  augment  .population  >and 
improvement,  and  enhance  the  public  revenue  ;  the  adoption  of  biennial  sessions  of 
the  Legislature,  and  by  assiduity  and  laborious  industry  in  the  work  'of  legislation, 
bring  the  sessions  within  the  shortest  possible .  limit. ;  thqi^^  gentlemen  of  the 
Legislature,  coostituto  ?bme  of  the  undertakings  now  before  u^;  and,  entertaining  as 
I  do,  the  most  exalted  confidence  in  the  purity  of  your  motives,  wisdom  of  your 
counsels,  and  regard  for  the  public  weal,  I  doubt  not  we  will  be  found  alike  co- 
workers in  the  noble  task  of  reforni  now  to  be  begun,  and  prosecuted  with  a  ^al 
and  ardor  that  knows  no  abatement,  that  the  sincerity  of  our  declarations  may  be 
Tindicated,  and  public  expectation  realized. 

But  let  us  not  forget  that  we  have  other  dnties  and  obligations  iStaco.  those  en- 
tailed in  the  management  of  our  domestic  affairs.  As  one  of  the  American  Confed- 
eracy, whilst  California  would  evince  a  due  spirit  of  resistance  toward  any  encroach- 
ment on  her  well-recognised  rights  as  a  sovereign  State,  she  yields  to  none  in  the 
alacrity  displayed  in  the  performance  of  her  duties  toward  the  General  Government, 
the  history  of  her  people  constitutes  the  noblest  vindication  of  their  fealty  to  the 
Union,  and  their  desire  for  its  perpetuation.  When,  years  ago,  she  was  struggling 
vrith  a  self-constituted  government,  during  months  of  anxious  entreaty,  refused 
recognition  as  a  State  ;  paying  tribute  in  countless  thousands  to  the  Federal  Treas- 
ury ;  her  people  sorely  perplexed  with  the  apparent  indifference  with  which  their 
appeals  were  received — no  murmur  of  discontent  was  heard,  or  threat  of  secession 
indulged  in ;  and  when  at  length  came  the  gladsome  news  of  admission  to  the  rights 
of  a  State,  the  universal  joy  of  the  people  demonstrated  their  loyal  attachment  and 
devotion  to  the  Union.  Such  is  now  the  universal  sentiment  which  the  lapse  of 
time  has  but  sstrengthened ;  and  the  fond  hope  may  be  confidently  cherished,  that  if 
12a 
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ever  disorganizers  shall  plot  tbe  destrnctien  xi  this  DoM^st  &bric  c^  hvmau  govern- 
nent,  the  people  will  ba  found  arrayed  in  ita  dcffense  and  pKseiTation. 

Id  cooclusioD,  though  fal]y  sensible  of  the  fact,  that*  the  present  oondition  of  the 
State  invokea  the  aid  of  administrative  eapaoitj,  having  its  foundati^  in  eminent 
ability  and  the  most  comprehensive  ezperienoe,  and  eonscious  that  those  attribntea 
of  character  are  denied  me,  yet  in  the  discharge  of  the  difficult  duties  which  I  am 
called  upon  to  perform,  with  a  hopeful  depeod^nee  on  the  watchful  and  protecting 
oare  of  that  Buler  who  is  supreme  over  all,  I  hesitate  iK>t  to  give  the  assurasce  that 
S.0  far  as  I  have  at  this  time  avowed  my  eourse  of  policy)  its  observance  shall  be 
strictly  regarded,  and  that  in  all  niatters  of  public  duty,  an  impartial,  honest,  and 
ooDscientions  course  shall  illustrate  my  own  action  ;  and  if  the  fond  wish«s  for  the 
publio  good  in  which  I  have  indulged  be  Bot  realiaed,  it  will  not  result  from  the 
want  of  determined  and  eonstant  effort  an  the  part^  your  Executive.

Erery  Bill  shall  be  introduced  by  giving  at  least  one  day's  notice,  or  by  leare 
of  two-thhrds  of  the  House;  except  such  BUI  shall  be  introdaced  by  a  Committee 
in  accordance  with  a  rule  of  the  House.

Erery  Bill  shall  receiye  three  readings  previously  to  its  being  passed.  The 
Speaker  shall  give  notice,  at  each  reading,  whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  reports  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  all  such  propositions 
relative  to  the  revenue,  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House;  to  inquire 
into  the  state  of  the  public  debt  or  the  revenue,  and  of  the  expen^ture,  and  to 
report,  from  time  to  time,  their  opinion  thereon. 

XXII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  to  take  into  consideration 
all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  touching  claims  and  demands  on  the 
State,  as  shall  be  presented,  or  shall  or  may  come  in  question,  and  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  Hoase,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon. 

XXIII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  to  take  into  consideration 
all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  totiching  the  commerce  of  the -State,  as 
shall  be  presented,  or  shall  or  may  come  into  question  and  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  House,  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  their  opinion  thereon. 

XXIV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things,  respecting  the  lands  of  the 
State,  as  shall  or  may  come  in  question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  .to  report  their  opinion  thereon. 

XXV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures  and  Acconnts, 
to  examine  into  the  state  of  the  several  public  departments,  and  particularly 
into  laws  making  approprictions  of  money,  and  to  report  whether  the  moneys 
have  been  disbursed  conformable  with  such  laws;  and,  also,  to  report  from  time 
to  time,  such  provisions  and  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  to  add  to  the 
economy  of  the  departments,  and  the  accountability  of  their  offictw, 
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XXVI. 

It  Ehall  be  tbe  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  8u''jects  relating  to  the  military  establishment  and  public  defence, 
which  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  their  opinion  there- 
upon; and  also,  to  report  from  time  to  time,  smch  measures  as  may  contribute  to 
economy  and  accountability  in  the  said  establishment. 

XXVII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Highways  to  take  into 
consideration  all  such  petitions  and  matters  and  things  relating  to  roads  and 
canals,  and  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  rivers,  as  fihall  be  presented^ 
or  may  come  in  que&tion  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report 
thereon. 

XXVIII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  to 
eonsider  all  snbjeists  relating  to  the  public  edifices  and  grounds  within  the  Seat 
of  Government,  which  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon. 

XXIX. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  to  ascertain  and  report  the 
distance  for  which  each  member  shall  receive  pay. 

XXX. 

No  Committee  shall  be  permitted  to  employ  a  Clerk  at  the  expense  of  the 
State,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  two^thirds  of  the  House  for  that  purpose. 

XXXI. 

When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  ,any  subject,  and  different  Committees  shall 
be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  following  order: 
The  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
A  Standing  Committee. 
A  Select  Committee. 

XXXII. 

In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  a  Chairman,  to  be  named  by 
the  Speaker,  shall  preside;  bills  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
shall,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  be  read  by  lections.  All  amendments  shall 
be  noted  and  reported  to  the  House  by  the  Chairman.  After  report,  the  bill 
shall  again  be  subject  to  amendment  before  the  question  is  taken. 

XXXIII. 

The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  so  far 
as  may  be  applicable,  except  limiting  the  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the 
ayes  and  noes  shall  not  be  taken. 
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XXXIV. 

A  motion  that  the  Committee  rise  shall  alwayB  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

XXXY. 

DEQORUK  AND  DEBATS.   • 

If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Honse, 
the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order,  in  which  case  the  member 
so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain ;  and 
if  called  to  order  by  a  member,  such  member  shall  Immediately  state  the  porat 
of  order.  If  the  point  of  order  be  sustained  by  the  Chair,  the  member  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  proceed,  but  if  it  be  not  sustained,  then  he  shall  be  permitted  to 
go  on.  Every  such  decision  from  the  Chair  shall  be  snbject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
House;  bnt  no  discussion  of  a  question  of  order  shall  be  allowed  unless  an  appeal 
be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

XXXVI. 

When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member 
who  is  first  to  speak. 

XXXTII. 

Every  member  when  he  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address  **  Mr, 
Speaker,"  and  when  he  has  finished,  he  shall  sit  down.  Ko  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once  to  the  same  question  without  leave  of  the  House,  unless  he  be 
the  mover,  proposer,  or  introducer  of  the  matter  pending,  in  which  case  he  shall 
be  permitted  to  speak  in  reply,  but  not  until  every  member  choosing  to  apwk^ 
shall  have  spoken. 

XXXVIII. 

If  a  question  pending  be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  Hoose,  and  revived  on  tha 
succeeding  day,  no  member  who  shall  have  spoken  ou  the  preceding  day  shall  be 
permitted  again  to  speak,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

XXXIX. 

If  any  member  be  called  to  order  for  offensive  words  spoken  in  debate,  the 
person  calling  him  to  order  shall  report  the  words  excepted  to,  and  they  diall 
be  taken  down  in  writing  at  the  Clerk'i  table;  and  no  member  shall  be  held  to 
answer,  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Honse,  for  language  used  in  debate, 
if  any  member  has  spoken,  or  other  business  has  intervened,  after  the  words 
spoken,  and  before  exception  to  them  shall  have  been  taken.

XL. 

Any  member  may  rise  to  explain  a  matter,  personal  to  himself,  with  leare  of 
the  Chair,  but  shall  not  discuss  a  question  in  such  esplauatioa. 
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XLJ. 

MOTIONS,  ETC. 

No  motion  shall  be  debated,  until  the  same  be  seconded  and  distinctly  an- 
nounced by  the  Speaker;  and  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the 
Speaker  or  any  member,  and  ho  read  by  the  Clerk,  before  the  same  shall  be  de- 
bated.   A  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

XLII. 

A  motion  to  adjourn,  or  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  House  will  adjourn,  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided  without  debate.  The  Clerk  shall  enter  on 
the  Jonrnala  the  name  of  any  membet  moviag  an  adjournment,  and  also  the  hour 
at  which  the  motion  was  made. 

XLIII. 

When  a  question  is  under  debate  or  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  re" 
eeived  but  to  adjourn;  to  lie  on  the  table;  for  the  previous  question;  to  postpone 
to  a  day  certam;  to  commit  or  amend;  to  postpone  indefinitely;  which  several 
moticois  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named,  but  the 
first  three  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  And  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a 
day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  again  be 
allowed  on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  proceedings.  A  motion  to 
strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  if  carried,  shall  be  consid- 
ered equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

XLIV. 

The  preyions  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  '*  Shall  the  main  question  be  now 
put  ?"  and  its  effect,  when  sustained  b;^  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  shall 
be,  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bnng  the  House  to  a  vote  on  the  question  or 
questions  before  it. 

XLY. 

All  incidental  questions  of  order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  pf  eviom 
question,  and  pending  such,  shall  be  decided  (whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise) 
withont  debate. 

XLYI. 

The  previous  question  shall  only  be  put  when  demanded  by  three  members. 

XLVII. 

When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  agaia  be  intro- 
doced  during  the  session. 

XLVIII. 

Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  thai!  be  divided  If 
it  comprehend  propositions  in  substance  so  distinct  that  one  being  taken  away,  a 
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substantive  proposition  sball  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Hoase.  A  motion  to 
strike  out,  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendment,  nor  a  motion  to  strike 
out  and  insert. 

XLIX. 

No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration 
shall  be  admitted  as  an  amendment.  No  b  U  or  resolution  shall  at  any  time  be 
amended  by  annexing  thereto,  or  incorporating  therewith,  any  other  bill  or  reso- 
lution pending  before  the  House. 


A  proposition  to  print  an  extra  number  of  any  document,  or  other  matter, 
shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day  for  consideration,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
unanimous  consent  of  the  House. 

LI. 

No  bill  or  other  matter  shall  be  printed  without  first  being  specially  ordered 
by  the  House,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  required  to  certify  to  the  re- 
oeptioa  by  the  House  of  all  such  printed  matter  and  the  quantity,  before  payment 
shall  be  made,  or  bills  audited. 

LII. 

Maps  accompanying  documents  shall  not  be  printed  under  the  general  order 
to  print,  without  the  special  direction  of  the  House. 

LIII. 

In  filling  up  blanks,  the  least  sum  and  shortest  shall  be  first  put. 

LIY. 

All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

LY. 

When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  petitions,  and  the  same  is 
objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House  with- 
out debate. 

LVI. 

When  a  question  on  a  motion,  or  on  the  final  reading  or  passage  of  a  bill  or 
resolution,  shall  have  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  in  the  negative,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  a  re-consideration  thereof 
on  the  same  day,  or  by  giving  notice  of  such  intention,  on  the  succeeding  day  ; 
and  after  such  notice  being  given,  it  snail  not  be  in  order  for  any  member  to 
more  a  re-conaideration  on  the  day  on  which  such  motioa  or  question  shall  have 
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been  decided;  ftud  8acb  mottoi  shall  take  precedenoe  of  all  other  questioDS,. ex- 
cept a  motion  to  adjoam. 

LVII. 

In  all  cases  of  election  by  the  House,  the  Tote  shall  be  taken  vive  voce. 

LVIII. 

The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  when  called  for  by  three  memb^s  present, 
and  every  member  within  the  bar  of  the  Hoase,  when  his  name  is  called,  shall 
(unless  for  special  reasons  he  be  excased)  declare  openly  and  without  debate 
his  Tote.  In  taking  the  ayes  snd  noes,  and  upon  call  of  the  House,  the  names 
of  the  members  shall  be  taken  alphabetically,  and  the  Clerk  shall  enter  on  the 
Jonmab  the  names  of  those  demanding  the  ayes  and  noes. 

LIX. 

No  member  or  other  person  shall  remain  by  the  Clerk's  table  while  the  ayes 
and  noes  are  being  called,  or  while  the  rotes  are  being  counted. 

LX. 

No  member  shall  vote  oft  any  question,  in  the  result  of  which  he  is  personally 
interested  or  inyolved. 

LXI. 

Upon  a  dirision  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question,  no  person  withoat 
the  bar  shall  be  counted. 

LXII. 

No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  explain  his  rote,  or  discnss  theqnestioii,  while 
the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called;  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  change 
his  TOte,  after  the  vote  is  announced  from  the  Chair. 

LXIII. 

CALL  OP  HOUSE. 

Upon  a  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  orer  bj 
the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted  ;  after  which  the  names  of  the  absentees 
shall  again  be  called  orer.  The  doors  shall  then  be  shut,  and  those  for  whom 
DO  excuse,  or  iasnfficient  excuses  are  made,  may,  by  order  of  those  present,  be 
taken  into  custody  as  they  appear,  or  may  be  sent  for  and  taken  into  custody  by 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  wherever  to  be  found,  or  by  special  messenger  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose. 

LXIV. 

MISCELLAKEOUS. 

No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  without 
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a  Tote  of  two-thirds,  luid  o&e  day's  notice  bdng  gff«ii  of  the  iBOtion  ther^or; 
bnt  a  role  or  order  may  be  suspended  temporarily,  by  a  rote  of  two-thirds  c^ 
the  members  present. 

LXV. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Honsfe  without  the 
leave  of  the  £touse,  except  in  case  of  sickness;  and  if  any  meml)er  or  officer  of 
the  House  absent  himself  without  leave,  his  per  diem  shall  not  be  allowed  him; 
but  no  member  shall  obtain  leave  of  absence,  or  be  excused,  without  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  House. 

LXYI. 

No  persons  except  Senators,  State  Officers  and  ladles,  shall  be  admitted  within 
the  Bar  of  the  House,  except  by  special  invitation  on  the  part  of  some  member; 
but  a  majority  may  authorize  the  Speaker  to  have  the  House  cleared  of  all  such 
persons. 

LXVII. 

No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Assembly  Chamber  during  the  session 
of  the  House. 

LXVIII. 

The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  contained  in  Jefferson's' Manual,  shall 
govern  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  House,  and  the 
joint  rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Assembly. 

LXIX. 

The  Assembly  Room  shall  not  be  used  for  any  public  w  private  basiness  other 
than  legislative,  except  by  permission  of  the  House* 

LXX. 

■ 

Witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the  House,  or  any  of  its  committees 
shall  be  paid  as  follows:  For  each  day  a  witness  shall  attend,  the  sum  of  two 
d^ars.  For  each  mile  he  i^all  travel  in  coming  to  and  going  from  the  place  of 
azaminaticm,  the  sum  of  tweniy^^fiv^  cents;  but  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  travel- 
ing home,  when  the  witness  has  been  summoned  at  the  place  of  trial.  No 
mileage  shall  be  paid  except  where  the  witness  has  actually  traveled  for  the 
purpose  <tf  giving  testimony. 

LXXI. 

It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  ot  ojembers  to  protest  against  the  action 
of  the  House,  and  have  Such  protest  entered  upon  the  minutes.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Assembly  qf  California  : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  to  discharge  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers of  War  Claims  from  further  duties,  and  to  abolish  the  same,  approved 
April  23,  1855,  we  have  the  honor  to  report: 

The  aggregate  amount  of  unaudited  claims  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, was  $24,936  46,  as  reported  to  the  Senate  by  the  Hons.  Chas.  A. 
Leake  and  G.  W.  Hook,  Special  Committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the  con- 
dition of  the  papers  and  vouchers  relative  to  the  war  debt.   The  sum  of  $4,965  25 
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has  been  aadited  by  the  Bosrd  tip  to  the  first  day  of  August,  1855,  the  time 
when,  by  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Act,  the  Board  was  dissolved.  Owing 
to  the  informal  nature  of  the  transfers  of  the  claims,  and  conflicting  interest  of 
parties,  as  well  as  the  want  of  testimony  to  substantiate  the  legality  of  claims, 
the  Board  could  not  injustice  to  the.interests  of  the  State,  audit  more  than  the 
above  amount. 

The  war  debt,  without  interest,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $849,549  13. 

The  sum  of  $900  was  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  to  pay  a  Clerk  to  the 
Board,  and  also  to  make  a  duplicate  statement  of  the  transactions  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  from  its  orgam*zation  to  its  dissolution,  this  sum  was  found  inad- 
equate for  the  purpose,  and  the  Board  deeming  it  important  to  have  the  work 
executed,  advised  the  Controller  to  issue  his  warrant  on  the  War  Loan  Fund 
tor  $1,100,  as  a  further  compensation.  The  duplicate  statement  is  herewith 
transmitted  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.  The  Board  of  Examiners,  would 
most  respectfully  call  the  attention  ()f  the  Legislature  to  the  printed  report  and 
statement  of  the  Senate  special  committee,  Hon.  Messrs.  Leake  and  Hook,  for 
ample  information  relative  to  the  condition  of  the  vouchers  and  papers  that  are 
in  any  way  connected  with  the  war  debt. 

The  Board  of  Examiners,  deeming  the  knowledge  possessed  by  their  CIerk> 
Mr.  A.  J.  F.  Phelan,  of  the  complicated  and  intricate  transactions  relative  to 
the  war  indebtedness,  have  requested  him  to  remain  (mtil  the  meeting  of  the 
Legislature,  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  any  information  that  may  be  re* 
quired  on  the  subject,  trusting  that  he  will  be  remunerated  for  the  same.

The  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  matter  of  the  reso- 
lution concerning  the  number  of  assissant  Clerks  to  be  employed  by  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave 
to  report: 

That  in  their  opinion,  there  has  been  a  great  useless  expenditure  in  the  cleri- 
cal department  of  .both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  by  a  careful  exam- 
ination by  your  Committee  of  the  business  of  that  department  new  on  the  Clerk's 
desk,  as  well  as  by  an  examination  of  the  business  which  will  accumulate  from 
time  to  time  on  his  hands,  a  great  reduction  in  the  expenses  of  that  department 
may  be  made  without  inconvenience. 

Past  Legislatures  have  always  allowed  to  that  office  the  aid  of  not  less  than 
sixteen  assistants;  and  the  pay  of  Clerks  last  session  alone  amounted  to  the  sum 
of  $28,000,  exclusive  of  the  pay  of  Committee  Clerks. 

While  your  Committee  believe  that  the  interest  of  the  State  will  be  promoted 
by  a  liberal  allowance  of  aid  to  the  Chief  Clerk  in  the  discharge  of  the  onerous 
duties  devolving  upon  him,  they  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  number  heretofore 
allowed  have  more  retarded  than  expedited  the  business  of  that  department; 
your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  five  assistants  be  allowed  the  Chief 
Clerk,  to  be  appointed  immediately,  and  an  additional  number,  as  the  gradual 
but  certain  increase  of  business,  as  the  session  progresses,  may  from  time  to 
time  require,  and  that  they  be  required  to  perform  the  labor  of  the  entire  cleri- 
cal department  of  this  branch  of  the  Legislature,  including  the  assistance  which 
it  may  sometimes  but  rarely  be  necessary  to  render  to  the  standing  Comnuttees, 
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while  it  will  afford  liberal  and  ample  aid  to  the  Clerk,  will  bring  with  it  a  re- 
daction of  several  thousand  dollars  in  the  annual  expenses  in  that  department. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  amount  of  business  at  present 
on  the  Clerk's  desk,  and  are  of  opinion  that  it  demands  immediate  assistance. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  :

TT'^ftw,  The  rapidly  augmenting  commerce,  foreign  and  domestic,  of  our 
;>eople,  absolutely  raquires  more  perfect  and  reliable  intercommunication  with 
-.he  other  States  of  the  confederacy :  and 

Whereas,  The  present  and  future  prosperity  and  happiness,  increased  wealth 
ind  safety  of  the  people  of  California,  absolutely  requires  the  immediate  estab- 
.  shment  and  early  completion  of  the  great  highway  of  nations  across  the  Ameri- 
can Continent:  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  this  State,  regard  the  building  of  the  Atlantic  and 
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Pacific  Railway,  as  not  only  conducive,  but  absolutely  essential  to  the  integrity, 
perpetuity,  and  well-being  of  the  Union:  and 

W/iereas,  The  powers  of  Con^^ress  made  the  limitations  of  the  Constitution, 
as  understood  by  the  members  of  tliis  Legislature  and  tlieir  respective  constit- 
uencies, not  only  authorize,  but  actually  require  the  exercise  on  the  part  of 
Congress,  of  such  power  as  may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  works, 
national  in  their  character,  and  which  tend  to  advance  the  prosperity,  and  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  whole  Union:    Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  California,  that  our  Senators  in 
Congress  be  Instructed  and  our  Representatives  requested  to  urge  upon  Con- 
gress the  necessity  of  establishing  iv  Railroad  from  the  Mississippi  river  to  some 
point  in  the  State  of  California,  aad  they  are  furthermore  specifically  instracted 
and  requested  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  procure  from  Congress,  without 
delay,  the  passage  of  a  law  providing  for  the  construction  of  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Railroad  by  the  donation  of  alternate  sections  or  divisions  of  public 
lands,  or  by  the  direct  appropriation  of  money  from  the  coffers  of  the  nation, 
and  such  other  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  secure,  at  au  early  day. 
the  completion  of  this  great  national  work. 

Resolved,  That  the  right  of  way  be,  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  general 
Government,  for  the  location  and  construction  of  said  Road  through  any  portion 
of  the  territory  of  this  State,  where  the  location  of  such  Road  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  protectiofl  of  our  citizens,  and  the  interests  of  commerce. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint 
forthwith,  six  Commissioners,  two  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  North,  two  from 
the  West,  and  two  from  the  South,  and  to  report  the  said  appointees  to  the 
Senate  for  confirmation. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Commissioners  be,  and  are  hereby  instructed  imme- 
diately after  their  appointment  and  confirmation,  to  visit  the  Legislatures  of  the 
several  States  which  may  be  in  session,  and  request  their  co-operation  and  aid — 
and  afterwards  to  proceed  to  Washington  City,  and  use  their  best  endeavors,  in?

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The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  House,  made 
the  followiug  report:  * 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California: 

The  undersigned  Sergeant-at-Arms  in  accordance  with  a  resohition  passed  by 
this  honorable  body,  has  received  from  the  Postmaster,  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  and 
Pacific  Express  companies,  the  following  propositions  for  carrying  the  legislatiye 
documents  for  the  House. 

The  Postmaster  will  agree  to  carry  all  the  legislative  documents,  packages, 
papers  and  letters  at  rates  in  accordance  with  the  IT.  S.  t^ost  Office  laws,  keep- 
ing the  account  himself  and  receiving  his  pay  in  March  next,  in  cash  or  its 
equivalent  in  State  Warrants  at  cash  value. 

The  Express  companies  will  agree  to  carry  all  documents,  letters  and  pack- 
ages sent  by  members  of  the  Li*gislaturo,  at  eight  cents  each,  receiving  their 
pay  in  State  Warrants  at  par — furnishing  government  envelopes  if  required: 
an  accoont  to  be  kept  of  the  number  of  packages,  &c.  thus  forwarded  by  any 
one  this  House  may  designate. 

I  would  further  report  that  I  am  unable  to  ascertain  the  number  or  kind  of 
packages  to  be  forwarded  by  this  House.  But,  as  far  as  I  can  understand,  the 
government  postage  on  most  of  the  packages  would  be  very  heavy,  and  paying 
government  postage  on  such  packages  was  one  means  of  swelling  the  large  bills 
paid  by  the  lust  Legislature  for  transportation,  and  taking  into  consideration 
the  facilities  offered  by  the  Kxpresses,  for  transportation  to  points  where  there 
are  no  Post  Offices,  or  where  there  are  only  semi-weekly  mails,  and  also  the 
difference  which  is  to  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  Postmaster  and  the  Ex- 
press, which  is  the  difference  between  the  par  and  cash  value  of  the  State 
Warrants,  amounting  to  over  forty  per  cent.  I  recommend  giving  the  contract 
to  the  Express.

Whereas,  Furthermore,  we  regard  the  Act  of  Congress  organizing  the  Ter- 
ritories of  Nebraska  and  Kansas,  as  embodying  and  enunciating,  as  far  as  the 
people  of  those  Territories  are  concerned,  the  recognition  of  the  same. right 
accorded  to  us,  and  by  the  operation  of  which,  we  are  now  in  the  enjoyment  of 
our  present  politicp-l  position.    Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved^  By  the  Assembly,  (the  Senate  concurring,)  that  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress,  be  requested  to  vote  against  any  proposition  made 
therein,  denying  to  the  people  of  any  of  the  Territories,  the  right  of  deciding  for 
themselves  all  questions  of  a  domestic  nature,  subject  only  to  the  provisions  of 
the  federal  Constitution. 

Resolved,  By  the  Assembly,  (the,  Senate  concurring,)  that  copies  of  this 
preamble  and  of  these  resolutions,  be  transmitted  to  our  Senators  and  Represen- 
tatives in  Congress.

I  herewith  present  a  communication  in  relation  to  the  Indian  disturbances  in  the 
northern  portions  of  this  State,  signed  by  the  Hon.  J.  D.  Cosby  and  Hon.  Walter 
McDonald,  besides  by  other  well  known  citizens. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  signers  of  such  petition  request  the  aid  of  one  volunteer 
company  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  against  hostile  Indians  :  but  deeming  the 
authority  of  the  Executive  to  accede  to  said  request,  under  existing  circumstances 
at  least,  a  matter  of  doubtful  propriety,  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  call  your 
immediate  attention  to  this  subject,  that  you  may  take  such  action  herein  as  a  due 
regard  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State  and  the  protection  of  her  citizens  demand 
at  ihe  hands  of  the  Government. 

I  would  also  iniorm  your  honorable  bodies,  that  my  predecessor  in  office,  on  the 
9th  inst,  issued  an  order  directing  thirty  men  to  be  called  into  the  service  of  the 
State,  for  the  purposes  indicated  in  the  petition  herein  referred  to.  The  only  infor- 
mation, however,  on  which  this  statement  is  founded,  is  derived  from  a  memoran- 
dum to  that  effect  in  the  Order  Book  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  I  am,  therefore, 
unable  to  furnish  any  additional  information  as  to  the  action,  if  any,  taken  in  pur- 
suance of  such  order.

And  for  the  faithfnl  performance  of  said  duty,  he  shall  give  bonds 
with  two  or  more  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  and  Controller  of  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said ,  in  consideration  of  the  services  so  rendered, 

shall  receive  from  the  State  the  sum  of  dollars;  and  after  said  ser- 

yices  shall  have  been  so  rendered,  the  said  Comptroller  shall,  and  is  hereby  em- 
powered to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  said  amount,  to 
be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

The  per  diem  allowances  contemplated  by  the  bill  referred  to  the  committee 
are  believed  to  be  below  that  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  which  should  be 
allowed,  especially  when  the  enormous  rate  of  discount  on  State  scrip  is  considered. 

If  the  officers  were  to  be  paid  in  cash  the  subject  would  be  in  a  different 
shape  and  your  committee  would  then  be  more  disposed  to  coincide  with  those 
stringent  views  of  economy. 

The  Committee  has  therefore  prepared  a  substitute  for  the  bill  referred  to 
them,  and  herewith  report  it  to  the  House,  and  ask  its  passage.

L 

In  every  case  of  an  amendment  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  House,  and  dissented 
to  in  the  other,  if  either  Hoase  shall  request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  com- 
mittee for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House  shall  also  appoint  a  committee  to 
confer,  such  committee  shall,  at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed  on  by  their 
chairman,  meet  in  the  conference  chamber,  and  state  to  each  other  verbally,  or 
in  writing,  as  either  shall  choose,  the  reasons  of  their  respective  Houses  for  and 
against  the  amendment,  and  confer  freely  thereon. 

II. 

When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House,  it  shall  be  announced  at 
the  door  by  the  Doorkeeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the 
Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

IIL 

Messages  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary,  Clerk,  or  by  such  persons  as  a  sense 
of  propriety  in  each  House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

IV. 

While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  Houses,  they  shall  be  on 
paper,  and  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House  re- 
spectively. 


After  a  bill  shall  have  pa«»sed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Assembly  or  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  may  have  origi- 
nated in  the  one  or  the  other  House,  before  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State. 

VI. 

When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  jointly  by  the  Enrolling  Com- 
mittees of  the  Senate  and  the  Assembly,  appointed  as  Standing  Committees  for 
that  purpose,  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enrollment  with  the  engrossed 
bill,  as  passed  in  the  two  Houses,  and  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discov- 
ered in  the  enrolled  bills,  make  their  report  forthwith  to  their  respective  Houses. 

VIL 

After  examination  and  report  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective 
Houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  then  by  the  President  of  th© 
Senate. 
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VIII. 

After  a  bill  shall  have  thus  been  signed  in  each  Honse  it  shall  be  presented 
by  the  said  committee  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  for  his  approval  (it  being 
first  endorsed  on  the  back  of  the  roll  certifying  in  which  House  the  same  origin- 
ated, which  endorsement  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk,  as  the  case 
may  be,  of  the  House  in  which  the  same  originated,)  and  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journals  of  each  House.  The  said  committee  shall  report  the  day  of  pre- 
sentation to  the  Governor,  which  time  shall  also  be  carefully  entered  on  the 
Joamals  of  each  House. 

IX. 

All  orders,  resolutions  and  votes  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Governor 
of  the  State  for  his  approbation  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner,  be  previously 
enrolled,  examined  and  signed  and  shall  be  presented  in  the  same  manner  and 
by  the  same  committee  as  provided  in  the  case  of  bills. 


When  the  Senate  and  Assembly  shall  judge  it  proper  to  make  a  joint  address 
to  the  Governor  it  shall  be  presented  to  him  in  his  audience  chamber  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate  in  the  presence  of  the  Speaker  and  both  Houses.

"When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House  is  rejected  by 
the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which  the  same  shall 
have  passed.

The  following  petition  was  presented  by  Mr.  Upton: 

To  tlie  Honorable  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California  : 

It  is  with  unfeigned  regret  that  the  undersigned  State  Prison  Directors,  are 
compelled  so  soon  after  being  installed  in  office,  to  call  upon  the  Legislature  for 
pecuniary  aid,  in  order  to  enable  us  to  execute  the  duties  imposed  upon  us  by 
the  law  under  which  we  are  acting. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  condition  in  which  we  found  the  Prison  and  its  in- 
mates upon  assuming  the  duties  of  our  office,  will  be  necessary  to  a  full  aod 
proper  understanding  of  our  present  position: 


At  the  time  we  took  charge  of  the  Prison,  not  more  than  three  days  su 
were  on  hand,  rendering  an  immediate  outlay  of  money  or  exercise  of  credit  ab 
solutely  indispensable,  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  prisoners. 

The  credit  of  the  Prison  is  such,  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  obtain  necessary 
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snpplies  without  submitting  to  exactions  which  would  be  ruinous  to  the  interests 
of  tlie  State,  and  render  the  support  of  the  Prison  onerous  in  the  extreme. 

The  Directors  present  the  institution  to  you  without  means  or  credit,  and 
having  in  charge,  and  looking  to  the  Directors  for  food  and  clothing,  more  than 
four  hundred  and  eighty  (480)  persons,  including  officers,  guards,  employees, 
and  convicts. 

Common  decency  and  humanity  require  that  some  provision  be  made  by  the 
State,  for  the  proper  care  of  those  that  have  been  condemned  for  the  violation 
of  her  laws.  The  Directors  do  not  deem  it  reputable  or  humane  for  a  State  to 
punish  felons  by  starvation,  or  by  withholding  such  articles  of  clothing  as  will 
will,  at  least,  hide  nakedness,  and  form  some  protection  against  the  inclemencies 
of  the  season. 

The  Board  of  Directors  would  further  represent: 

That  the  occupation  of  the  convicts  has  heretofore  mainly  been  making  brick, 
quarrying  and  cutting  stone  for  San  Francisco,  and  other  markets.  The  former 
business  it  is  impossible  to  pursue  during  the  rainy  season,  and  the  demand  for 
stone  during  the  same  season  is  so  slight,  that  the  Directors  cannot  with  any 
certainty,  calculate  upon  deriving  any  revenue  from  the  sale  of  brick  or  stone 
within  the  ensuing  five  (5)  months. 

The  convicts  at  present  are  employed  in  grading  the  Prison  grounds,  and  in 
digging  clay  for  making  brick,  to  be  used  as  soon  as  the  season  will  allow.  So 
deeply  are  we  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  Legislative  aid  to  relieve  us  from 
our  present  embarrassments,  that  we  feel  authorized  to  briefly  recapitulate  our 
situation,  and  urge  in  the  most  respectful  manner,  the  earliest  action  of  the  Leg- 
islature upon  the  subject  of  this  memorial. 

We  are  destitute  of  supplies  with  which  to  meet  the  daily  demands  of  the 
Prii^on. 

A  large  portion  of  the  convicts  are  in  immediate  want  of  the  most  common 
and  ordinary  articles  of  clothing. 

The  Prison  has  no  credit,  or  only  such  a  credit  as  will  enable  the  Directors 
to  obtain  supplies  at  double  the  market  prices. 

At  present  we  cannot  employ  convict  labor,  so  as  to  make  it  of  any  value  to- 
ward the  support  of  the  Prison. 

Lack  of  acquaintance  with  the  cost  of  supporting  the  Prison,  renders  it  impos- 
sible for  the  Directors  to  fix  the  amount  of  money  that  should  be  appropriated 
to  relieve  our  present  and  future  necessities,  but  the  Directors  will  state,  from 
the  best  information  they  can  gain,  that  the  expenses  for  this  year  will  not  fall 
short  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  per  month;  we  shall  not  therefore 
ask  for  any  specific  amount  as  an  appropriation,  but  submit  the  same  to  the 
discretion  of  your  honorable  bodies. 

The  Directors  would  further  represent: 

That  at  the  present  time,  there  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  convicts  lodged  in 
cue  room,  so  that  the  erection  of  a  new  Prison  is  absolutely  necessary.

I  sign  the  above  report,  because  I  agree  with  my  colleagues  that  uot  less  than 
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the  sum  mentioned  above  will  be  suflScient  to  pay  tbe  expenses  of  the  Prison, 
but  state  also,  that  upon  a  careful  calculation,  the  figures,  if  the  Prison  is  pro- 
perly managed,  will  amount  to  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  more  than  the  estimate 
set  down  as  above,  and  further,  if  nothing  is  done  previous  to  the  first  of  Febru- 
ary next,  the  prisoners  will  be  destitute,  and  the  Directors  forced  to  throw  them 
upon  the  charity  of  your  honorable  body.

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This  agreement,  made  this  fifteenth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  by  and  between  John  S.  Love,  R  N. 
Snowden,  and  William  H,  Palmer,  Wardens  of  the  State  Prison,  acting  for  and 
in  behalf  of  the  State  of  California,  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  James  Smiley, 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  of  the  second  part, 
witnesseth : 

That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  said 
James  Smiley,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  to  build  and  construct,  for  the 
party  of  tlie  first  part,  a  wall  around  the  State  Prison,  situated  at  Point  Saa 
Quentin,  in  the  county  of  Marin,  State  of  California,  such  wall  to  be  of  the  fol- 
lowing dimensions,  namely:  Two  thousand  feet  long,  in  the  form  of  a  square, 
each  side  of  which  is  to  be  five  hundred  feet  long,  to  be  four  feet  in  thickness  at 
the  base,  or  ground  line,  and  to  be  carried  up  to  the  height  of  ten  feet  above 
the  ground  with  stone  laid  in  cement;  and  then  ten  feet  more  in  height  to  be 
built  of  brick  laid  in  lime.  The  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  furnish 
to  the  party  of  the  second  part  all  the  stone  and  brick  necessary  for  the  con- 
Btructiou  of  the  wall,  and  to  place  them  as  near  the  line  of  the  wall  as  practica- 
ble; also  to  turni  h  all  the  convict  labor  that  is  necessary  to  attend  to  the  masons 
and  other  mechanics  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  may  employ  in  the  fulfil- 
ment of  this  contract;  and  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  furnish 
all  other  materials,  excepting  those  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  also  to  furnish 
the  mechanics  to  do  the  work. 

For  and  in  consideration  of  all  which  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  forty 
cents  per  cubic  foot  for  the  stone  laid  in  the  wall ;  said  stone  work  to  be  measured 
at  the  end  of  every  two  weeks,  and  a  certificate  of  the  amount  given  to  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  and  orders  drawn  by  the  Wardens,  parties  of  the  first  part,  on  the 
State  Treasury  for  the  amount ;  the  State  to  appoint  its  own  Superintendent,  and  he 
to  measure  the  same,  and  his  measurement  to  be  binding  upon  the  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part.  The  party  of  the  first  part  furthermore  agrees  to  pay  to  the  party  of  the 
second  part  for  ail  the  brick  laid  in  the  wall  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  dollars  per  thous- 
and, measured  in  the  wall ;  said  measurement  to  be  made  by  the  Superintendent 
at  the  end  of  every  two  weeks,  aud  orders  to  be  drawn  by  the  Wardens  on  the  State 
Treasury  for  the  amount. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  also  agree  to  furnish  all  the  iron  work  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  said  wall,  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay 
for  the  same  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  pound,  by  Wardens'  orders  on  the  State 
Treasury,  as  herein  before  mentioned.

Mr.  Brunton,  f^om  Committee  on  Elections,  made  the  following  report  in  relt« 
tion  to  the  contested  election  between  Walter  Murray  and  Mauuel  Antonio 
Castro,  with  an  accompanying  resolution. 

Mr.  Sftdkir: 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  the-  Protest  and  matter  of 
contest,  between  Walter  Murray,  contestant,  and  Manual  Antonio  Castro,  respondent, 
for  the  seat  in  the  Assembly  as  representative  from  the  County  of  San  Luis  ObispOt 
have  bad  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report : 

For  the  purpose  of  presenting  in  the  clearest  light  practicable,  the  result  of  their 
investigations,  they  propose  to  examine,  s^-icUwi,  the  specificatipns.  contained  in 
said  protest : 

1.     Malconduct  of  the  Board  of  Judges  at  the  Costa  precinct. 

Specification  first-^n  this,  that  the  said  Board  of  Judges  appointed  om  Fran* 
«iM90  Urisa,  an  alien,  as  one  of  the  Clerks  of  said  Board,  and  allowed  him  to  act  an 
each  throughout  and  after  the  day  of  election. 

Tho  said  Francmco  Urisa,  as  appears  from  his  testimony^  clainiQ  to  bp  a  eitiieB  et 
t|ie  United  States,  but  wbetber  be  is  or  not»  th^,  committee  do  not  deim  it  npAteria) 
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to  dedde.  as  they  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  were  he  an  alibn,  as  alleged*  it 
would  not  vitiate  the  returns  of  the  election  in  the  Costa  preeinct. 

Specification  second — ^In  this,  that  the  said  Board  of  Judges  neglected  to  ehal* 
lenge,  and  did  allow  to  vote,  persons  whom  they  well  knew,  or  had  good  reason  to 
suspect,  were  aliens,  or  otherwise  unqualified  to  vote  at  said  election. 

It  appears  by  the  evidence  of  Julian  Estrada^  one  of  the  Judges  of  Election  tt 
said  precinct,  that  one  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  two  persons  who 
were  Chilenos,  then  and  there  voted  unchallenged  and  unsworn,  and  who,  he  kaew« 
were  unqualified  to  vote. 

There  is  no  proof  that  any  other  member  of  the  Board  of  Judges  was  aware  of 
these  facts,  while  the  committee  apprehcEd  that  the  said  Estrada  rendered  himself 
liable  to  the  penalties  of  the  law,  in  case  penalties  were  provided  for  such  ofienses, 
and  that  the  said  three  votes  are  illegal ;  yet  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  neg^ 
lect  or  criminalifcy  on  his  part,  would  not  vitiate  the  returns  of  said  precinct. 

Specification  third — As  there  is  no  evidence  in  relation  thereto,  is  omitted. 

Specification  fourth — ^In  this,  that  the  said  Board  of  Judges  did,  at  the  close  of 
said  election,  neglect  to  sign  and  certify  to  the  proper  poll  list,  to  be  returned  from 
said  precinct,  but  did  afterwards  set  various  times  and  places  within  twelve  days  af- 
ter such  election,  sign  and  certify  the  said  poll  list,  with  the  intent  to  palm  it  off  as 
having,  been  so  signed  and  certified  to  on  the  day  of  election. 

Francisco  Urisa  aforesaid,  testifies  that  a  poll  list,  a  certified  copy  of  which  the 
committee  have  examined,  was  signed  by  him  six  or  eight  days  after  the  electioa, 
and  this  is  the  only  clear  evidence  on  this  point  produced  before  the  committee.  It 
appears  from  the  indorsement  of  the  County  Clerk,  of  the  County  of  San  Luis 
Obispo,  on  the  said  poll  list,  that  said  poll  list  was  filed  in  his  office  the  17th  da}  of 
September,  1855,  and  from  the  certificate  of  said  Clerk,  that  it  was  delivered  to 
him  unsealed.  We  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  informality  of  the  poll  list, 
and  that  said  poll  list  was  not  attached  to  the  certificate  of  returns  of  election  from 
said  precinct,  received  by  said  Clerk  the  day  after  the  election,  as  prescribed  in  ths 
35th  section  of  the  Act^to  regulate  Elections. 

2.     Insuficient,  informal  and  fraudulent  returns  from  the  Costa  preoinet. 

Specification  first — ^In  this,  that  ^there  were  neither  tally  paper  nor  poll  list  ie« 
turntsd  from  said  precinct. 

It  appears  from  the  deposition  of  D.  F.  Newson,  County  Clerk  of  the  County  of 
San  Luis  Obispo,  that  the  certificate  of  the  returns  of  election  at  Costa  precinct 
and  the  said  poll  list,  were  all  the  papers  of  returns  of  election  received  by  him 
from  the  Costa  precinct. 

Specification  second — In  this,  that  the  only  document  duly  returned  from  the 
Costa  precinct,  setting  forth  the  result  of  the  election  held  therein,  is  in  np  re^)ect 
entitled  to  be  received  as  a  certificate  of  such  result,  inasmuch  as  it  does  not  pur- 
port to  be  a  certificate  thereof,  is  not  attached  to  any  poll  list  or  t^ly  paper,  does 
express  the  number  of  votes  polled  for  each  candidate  in  words,  but  in  figures  only; 
was  not  indorsed  '*  Election  Betums/'  nor  was  it  signed  by  the  Inspector  or  Judges 
in  their  official  capacity.

The  facts,  as  appears  from  the  evidence  adduced,  relative  to  the  tally  paper 
and  poll  list  have  already  been  presented.  The  said  docnment,  purporting  to  be 
a  certificate,  expressed  the  number  of  votes  in  figures  only  and  not  words  The 
oomriiittee  apprehend  that  the  main  question  to  be  solved  in  this  case  is  this: — 
Is  tbe  certificate  of  the  return  6f  the  election  in  the  Costa  precinct  unaccompa- 
nied by  any  tally  papers,  and  accompanied  by  a  poll  list?  which  was  certainly 
informal;  so  utterly  and  essentially  defective  and  informal  as  to  nullify  its  effect 
as  a  good  and  sufficient  legal  instrument,  and  therefore  deprive  Manuel  Antonio 
Castro  of  a  seat  in  this  House.  Sensible  as  the  committee  are  of  their  deficien- 
des  in  legal  knowledge,  they  venture  to  express  their  opinions,  and  submit  them 
with  diffidence  to  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

The  intention  of  the  Legislature,  no  doubt,  was  to  initiate  and  establish  a  cor- 
rect and  nniform  mode  of  conducting  elections,  and  for  this  end  have  embodied 
aod  pot  upon  the  Statute  book  a  compilation  of  directions  which  are  in  their 
character  directory  merely;  for  the  laws  upon  elections  evidently  aim  to  give  as 
great  a  latitade  as  practicable  in  relation  to  informalities  and  technicalities  con- 
ftstent  with  a  reasonably  certain  ascertainment  of  the  true  and  correct  results  of 
electioDS. 

Section  35  of  the  Act  to  regulate  Elections,  provides  that  a  certificate  shar 
be  drawn  up  on  tAck  of  the  papers  containing  the  poll  list  and  tallies,  or  attached 
thereto.  This  would  seem  to  imply  that  the  poll  list,  tallies,  and  certificates  are 
each  in  themselves  to  be  regarded  as  papers  single  and  distinct  one  from  the 
other. 

The  certificate  may  be  written  upon  the  polf  list  and  tallies,,  or  may  be  written 
by  itself  and  attached  to  the  poll  list  and  tallies,  thus  Implying  an  existence  of 
iht  one  without  the  other. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  certificate  showing  true  and  certain 
results,  though  not  conjoined  with  the  poll  lists  and  tallies  ought  not  to  be  re- 
jected. 

The  certificate  is  the  result,  sum  and  substance,  of  the  poll  lists  and  tallies 
embodied  and  summed  up  in  a  brief  and  comprehensive  form,  and  the  intent  of 
the  accompaniment  of  the  poll  list  and  tallies  are  but  lor  the  better  verification 
of  the  certificate. 

The  rejection  of  the  certificate,  in  this  view  of  the  case,  would  be  a  rejection, 
on  the  bare  ground  of  technicalities  or  informalities. 

We  think  this  view  of  the  case  is  supported  by  thp  language  of  Section  37,  of 
the  same  Act.  ' 

No  tally  paper,  poll  list  or  certificate  returned  from  any  election,  shall  be  set 
atfde  or  rejected  for  wanC  of  form,  nor  on  account  of  ito  not  being  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  this  Act,  if  tbe  same  can  be  satisfactorily  un- 
derstood. 

The  tally  papers,  poll  lists  and  certificates  are  here  spoken  of,  not  as  an  aggre- 
gate but  as  singular  each  in  and  by  itself,  and  it  may  be  presumed  that  when 
true  and  certain  results  can  be  satisfactorily  attained  from  either  or  any  of  the 
said  papers  capable  of  fnrnishuig  such  results,  and  particularly  the  certificate  of 
the  returns  of  any  election  should  not  be  thrown  aside  or  rejected. 

Tbe  committee  think  that  this  view  of  the  matter  is  made  still  more  apparent 
by  the  language  of  section  45  of  same  Act,  to  wit: 
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"  No  certificate  shall  be  withheld  on  account  of  Atty  defect  or  ftifofmality  in 
the  return  of  any  election,  if  it  can  with  reasonable  certainty  be  ascertained  from 
such  return  what  office  id  intended,  and  who  is  entitled  to  such  certificate;  nor ' 
shall  any  commission  be  withheld  by  the  Governor  on  account  of  any  sncli  de- 
fect or  informality  of  any  returns  made  to  the^office  of  Secretary." 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  returns  of  the  election  had  at  the 
Costa  precinct,  on  the  grounds  advanced  by  the  coqimittee,  are  good  and  8af8- 
cient  in  law,  and  should  not  be  considered  null  and  void.  The  contestant  does 
not  claim  that  Manuel  Antonio  Castro,  from  the, documents  and  testimony  laid 
before  them,  can  be  deprived  of  a  seat  in  the  Assembly,  unless  the  retarns  of 
the  Costa  precinct  are  so  vitiated  as  to  be  tiirown  out  entirely,  and  this  pre- 
cludes the  necessity  of  examining  many  other  allepcations  and  specifications  made 
against  the  right  of  the  said  Castro  to  a  seat  hi  the  Assembly. 

It  is  also  alleged  by  the  contestant,  that  said  Castro,  the  respondent,  ha? 
never  acquired  a  six  months*  residence  in  the  county  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  and 
was  therefore  ineligible  to  be  elected  as  a  member  of  Assembly  from  that  county. 
It  is  in  proof,  that  the  said  Castro  has  resided  of  lived  in  said  county  at  varions 
times  within  fourteen  months  past;  at  One  timekeeping  a  billiard  saloon  two  or 
three  months.  The  question  would  seem  to  turn  upon  the  intent  of  the  party  in 
the  matter — a  thing  not  easily  determined  in  many  cases. 

The  committee  think  that  the  proof  before  them  is  not  sufficient  to  show  that 
said  Castro  was  not  a  resident  of  S9id  county. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  as  presented  before  the  committee,  ihey 
are  unanimously  of  opinion^  that  Manuel  Antonio  Castro  is  entitled  to  his  seat 
in  this  body;  but  recommend  that  the  parties  be  allowed  a  hearing  on  this  floor, 
either  in  person  or  by  attorney. 

The  committee,  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolution:

Resolved,  That  Walter  Murray,  contestant,  and  Manuel  Antonio  Castro,  re- 
spondent, in  the  contested  election  case  from  San  Luis  Obispo  county,  be  allowed 
a  hearing  before  this  House,  and  that  such  hearing  be  made  the  special  order  of 
the  day  Jor  to-morrow,  at  12  o'clock,  M.

To  the  lion.  Senate  and  Assembly  of  California  : 

As  early  as  the  17th  instant,  I  received  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Assem- 
bly, anil  at  a  later  period  one  of  similar  import  adopted  by  the  Senate,  calling 
on  me  for  such  information  as  was  in  my  pos>ession  in  relation  to  the  War  Debt 
Fund  ap]»ropriated  by  Congress  for  the  payment  of  such  expenses  as  this  State 
had  incurred  jn  the  suppression  of  Indian  hostilities. 

As  this  dejiartment,  so  far  as  I  could  ascertain,  had  no  oflBcial  information  oq 
the  subject,  the  delay  in  responding  to  your  respective  resolutions  has  been  una- 
voidable, whilst  procuring  from  other  sources  the  desired  uiformation.  On  the 
5th  August,  1854,  an  Act  ot  Congress  was  approved,  which,  among  other  things, 
contained  the  following  section: 

"  3  (9).  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  amount  of 
expt'nses  incurred  and  now  actually  paid  by  the  State  of  California  in  the  sup- 
prefssion  of  In«lian  hostilities  within  the  said  State,  prior  to  the  lir'^t  ot  January, 
A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  that  the  amount  of  such  expenses, 
when  so  ascertained,  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  State.  Provided,  That 
the  snm  so  paid  shall  not  exceed  in  amount  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents;  which 
amount  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
f^ppropriated/' 

On  the  29th  March,  1855,  an  Act  was  passed  by  our  State  Legislature,  (vide 
Acts  1^55,  pp.  61,  62,)  authorizing  the  Governor  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary 
ot  War  certified  copies  of  indebtedness  incurred,  and  the  laws  under  which  the 
same  was  authorized  by  the  State,  which,-  it  appears  by  the  last  Annual  Mes- 
sage of  my  predecessor,  was  complied  with  on  the  12th  day  of  May  succeeding 
tJje  passage  of  the  Act. 

The  receipt  of  those  papers,  with  the  accompanying  letter  of  the  Governor, 
was  acknowledged,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  reply  of  the  Secretary  of " 
War,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

"War  Depahtment,         ) 
Washington,  July  18,  1855.  j 

"Sir: — I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Ibtter  of  the  12th  of 
May,  transmitting  certain  statements  intended  to  show  the  amount  of  expenses 
incurred  and  paid  by  the  State  of  California  in  the  suppression  of  Indian  hos- 
tilities, for  the  repayment  of  which  provision  has  been  made  by  the  ninth  section 
of  the  Army  Appropriation  Act,  approved  August  5,  1854. 

••  The  Act  directs  the  Secretary  of  War  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the 
amount  of  expenses  incurred  and  now  actually  paid  by  the  State  of  California. 
Tills  requirement,  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  fultilled  upon  the  evidence  showing 
nothing  more  than  that  the  State  has  made  certain  bonds  and  warrants  for  the 
purpose  of  satisfying  claims  of  the  description  specified  in  the  Act,  and  that 
tliese  bonds  have  been  issued  to  certain  individuals. 

'•  Under  similar  circumstances,  other  States  have  produced  the  original  bills 
pAid  bv  them,  and  the  Department  has  been  enabled  at  once  to  see  that  the 
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charge  was  one  that  Congress  intended  to  assume,  and  that  it  had  been  paM. 
I  cannot  so  far  depHrt  from  a  practice  which  I  believe  has  been  invariably  ob^ 
served  as  to  authorize  payment  to  be  made  to  the  State  of  California  upou  the 
evidence  now  tendered. 

(Signed) 

JEFFERSON   DAYIS, 
Secretary  of  War." 

This,  I  believe,  embraces  all  the  correFpondence  on  the  subject;  and,  as  yet, 
nothing  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  procuring  the  money  thus 
appropriated;  and  it  is  apparent,  that  without  further  legislative  action,  the 
State,  or  rather  her  bond  holders,  can  never  realize  the  benefits  intended  by  the 
law. 

I  presume  there  can  exist  no  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  importance  of 
speedily  adopting  sucn  legislative  enactments  as  will  insure  the  payment  of  this 
money  by  the  General  Government.  And  scarcely  secondary  to  these  cousideT- 
ations,  is  thcit  of  making  provision  for  the  application  of  the  money  so  received 
to  the  discharge  of  our  outstanding  War  Bonds. 

Regarding  the  means  by  which  these  desirable  results  are  to  be  attained, 
various  suggestions  have  been  made.  And  actuated  solely  by  the  same  earnest 
desire  which  you,  gentlemen,  entertain,  that  our  present  efforts  may  not  prove 
abortive,  but  that  this  fund  may  be  speedily  obtained  and  appropriated  to  iis 
legitimate  object,  with  the  least  possible  ex[)ense  to  the  State,  I  am  induced  to 
make  this  the  occasion  also  of  suggesting  such  legislative  enactments  as  iu  my 
juigraent  are  essentially  necessary  to  secure  these  desirable  objects.  It  is  need- 
less to  inquire  whether  the  Secretary  of  War  has  misapprehended  the  spirit' m^ 
intent  of  the  act  of  Congress  making  this  appropriation,  in  rejecting  the  certified 
iopies  of  vouchers  forwarded  him,  as  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  payments  made 
by  the  State;  neither  at  this  time  can  any  beneficial  results  attend  the  discas- 
sion  of  an  issue  seemingly  foreshadowed  by  the  Secretary's  letter,  involving  a 
construction  of  the  law  which  would  invest  him  with  discretionary  power,  to 
allow  or  reject  at  pleasure,  specific  items  of  expenditure  which  have  been  assumed 
by  the  State.  I  must  confess,  however,  that  an  assumption  of  authority  so  un- 
warranted, as  I  believe  this  to  be,  is  quite  manifest,  and  I  am  apprehensive  that 
the  aid  of  further  Congressional  legislation  will  have  to  be  invoked,  ere  oar 
State  will  derive  the  benefits  of  the  entire  sum  appropriated. 

If  the  Secretary  of  War  shall,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  given  him  to  ex- 
amine into  these  claims,  assert  the  right  to  go  behind  the  act  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  and  inquire  whether  the  demands  were  such  as  ought  to  have 
been  allowed,  and  the  evidence  on  which  the  payments  were  predicated,  as 
appears  of  record,  sufficient  to  sustain  their  decision,  I  doubt  not  that  the  exact- 
ing requirements  of  the  Secretary  and  his  auditing  officers,  would  find  abundant 
pretexts  to  reduce  the  sum  materially. 

In  the  various  mi  itary  expeditions  which  California,  !n  defense  of  her  citizens 
was  compelled  to  undertake,  either  from  inability  or  neglect  of  the  General 
Government  to  provide  such  defense — owing  to  the  condition  of  the  country  at 
those  periods — with  our  State  credit  most  ruinously  depreciated,  prices  were 
paid  for  supplies,  and  many  expenses  incurred,  which  to  us  even  now  would  ap- 
pear enormous. 

Furthermore,  in  the  settlement  of  accounts  by  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and 
in  some  few  insiances  before  committees  of  the  Legislature,  the  introdnction  of 
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oral  testimony  on  behalf  of  claimants,  was  permitted,  which,  no  doubt,  to 
them,  was  conclusive;  but,  unfortunately,  the  evidence  was  not  perpetu-^ted. 

From  these  and  other  causes  we  may  be  much  embarrassed  if  tiie  exercise  of 
sach  discretionary  power  shall*  be  persisted  in.  Whilst,  therefore,  hoping 
oar  fears  may  prove  groundless,  still  these  misgivings  should  snggest  to  our 
minds  the  necessity  of  extreme  caution  and  deliberation  regarding  the  measures 
now  to  he  adopted. 

Let  us  so  fortify  ourselves  against  all  possible  contingencies,  that  further  de- 
lay in  securing  the  payment  of  this  money  may  not  be  the  fruits  of  our  own 
inefficient  legislation. 

Ill  the  first  place,  authority  should  be  given  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  the  original  vouchers,  and  at  a  reasonable  expenditure,  secure  the  services 
of  sach  per;son  or  persons  as  niay  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  these  claims 
before  that  officer.  One  of  our  present  members  of  Congress,  Gen  J.  W.  Den- 
ver, and  of  him  I  speak  particularly,  on  acoount  of  his  former  position  as  one  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  will,  no  doubt,  lend  his  cooperation  without  compen- 
Batioa  by  the  State.  Such  assistance  will  be  all  important,  as  a  very  large  por- 
tion of  these  claims  were  examined  before  him  and  allowed,  and  he  is,  conse- 
quently, possessed  of  an  intimate  knowledge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this 
iudebteduess.  There  is  another  gentleman,  however,  A.  J.  F.  Phelan,  Esq., 
whose  services  are  indispensably  necessary  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  these 
claims.  In  this  I  speak  partially  from  my  own  personal  knowledge  as  well  as 
from  the  testimony  of  the  late  Board  of  Examiners,  to  whose  efficiency  and  un- 
derstanding of  the  whole  subject  they  voluntarily  bear  witness 

Mr.  Phelan  was  the  Clerk  of  that  Board  for  nearly,  if  not  quite,  the  entire 
period  during  which  the  seven  per  cent,  bonds  were  being  issued,  and  from  his 
position  necessarily  became  familiar  with  all  the  vouchers  and  testimony  adduced 
in  rapport  of  the  claims  presented;  and  his  usefulness  to  the  State  in  connec- 
tion with  these  claims  against  the  Government,  can  be  readily  foreseen  ;  and  I 
woald,  therefore,  suggest  that  his  services  be  secured,  which  I  am  advised  by 
hiiii  can  be  effected  on  terms  quite  reasonable  to  the  State. 

By  thus  procuring  the  active  co-operation  and  aid  of  these  two  gentlemen,  in 
addition  to  the  influence  ot  our  other  members  of  Congress,  which  will  be  most 
cheerfully  given,  I  feel  confident,  that  if  the  claim  of  the  State  be  not  allowed 
to  the  full  amount  of  the  appropriation  authorized  by  Congress,  further  effort 
will  be  useless  until  the  act  shall  have  been  amended. 

In  the  suggestions  I  have  thus  far  deemed  it  proper  to  make,  I  have  confined 
mysell  to  the  adoption  of  m^asnres  having  reference  solely  to  the  allowance  by 
the  Secretary  of  War,  of  the  money  so  appropriated,  and,  as  already  observed, 
it  is  a  matter  of  scarcely  secondary  importance  that  provision  be  likewise  made 
for  the  immediate,  payment  of  this  money  to  the  holders  of  the  War  Bonds. 

A  rapidly  increasing  interest  account  against  the  State,  at  the  rate  of 
$5,698  12-100  per  month,  admonishes  us  of  the  importance  of  such  action, 
'vhiist  the  plighted  faith  of  the  State,  that,  money  appropriated  by  the  General 
Government,  shall  be  inviolably  used  for  this  purpose,  leaves  no  alternative. 

The  report  of  the  State  Controller  shows  our  indebtedness  on  account  of  the 
War  Debt,  to  be,  on  the  20th  December,  1855,  as  follows: 
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Twelve  per  cent.  Bonds,  (which  are  payable  in  New  York,)

Indebtedness  against  the  State,  over  and  above  the  sum  appropriated  by  Con- 
gress. 

In  this  calculation  I  have  estimated  the  interest  to  20th  May  next,  as  in  all 
probability  that  will  b.e  as  early  a  period  as  the  Stnte  will  be  able  to  realize  the 
amount,  so  as  to  disburse  it  to  her  bondholders.  The  law  of  Congress  making 
this  appropriation,  it  hrs  been  shown,  requires  the  money,  when  allowed,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

To  do  this  literally,  would  subject  the  State  to  a  cost  of  some  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  at  least,  else  the  risk  would  have  to  be  borne,  which  is  iusepa- 
r.ibly  incident  from  alLwing  individuals  or  bankers  to  handle  the  money. 

Again:  Of  this  sura,  to  be  paid  in  our  treasury,  on  the  20th  May  next,  as  I 
have  shown,  tht^re  will  be  due  on  the  12  per  cent  bonds,  payable  in  New  York, 
the  sum  of  $321,145  53.  This,  necessarily,  would  have  to  be  returned  there,  and 
at  current  rates  of  exchanjre,  at  a  further  expense  to  the  State  of  $9,634  36. 

To  tins  must  also  be  added,  the  further  accumulation  of  interest  on  the  1 2  per 
cent,  bonds,  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  per  month,  whilst  the 
money  is  in  transitu,  and  we  are  arranging  for  its  payment.  Thus,  on  these 
bonds  alone,  with  the  additional  interest  incurred  in  returning  the  money  to  New 
York,  we  must  su'  m"t  to  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  expenditure. 
Superadded  to  this,  the  additional  interest  on  the  7  per  cent,  bonds,  incident  to 
the  transmission  of  the  money  to  California,  and  time  occupied  in  adverrislng 
for  their  redemption,  will  increase  the  sn?i  to  at  least  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. From  these  causes  alone,  and  adding  the  expense  already  shown  for  ti'ans- 
portinj?  the  entire  amount  to  this  State,  we  have  in  round  numbers  an  expendi- 
ture of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  every  dollar  of  wliieh,  I  confidently  believe,  can 
be  saved  for  the  {State.  The  State  Treasurer  is  by  law  constituted  the  custo- 
dian of  the  public  funds,  and  the  manner  in  which  he  shall  discharge  the  duties 
incident  to  his  office  is  clearly  within  legislative  control ;  and  I  hold  that  it  is 
entirely  competent  to  authorize  by  law  the  performance  of  those  duties  when 
deemed  essential  to  the  public  interest,  even  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  espe- 
cially so,  when  there  is  no  objection  on  his  part  to  discharge  the  duties  in  such 
manner  as  the  Legislature  may  prescribe.  Legislative  sanction  may  also  be 
given,  to  authorize  the  payment  of  this  money  in  Washington  or  New  York,  in 
lieu  of  being  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  the  receipt  of  the  State  Treas- 
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nrer  to  the  General  Government  would  be  of  equal  validity  as  if  an  official  act 
performed  at  our  State  Capital,  and  would,  most  unquestionably,  meet  the  appro- 
val of  the  General  Government;  more  especially  as  this  plan  would  be  adopted 
80  as  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  the  funds  to  our  bondholders.  If  this  can  be 
effected,  and  I  think  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  of  it,  the  next  inquiry 
presented  is  as  to  the  manner  of  the  disposition  of  these  funds  in  the  payment  of 
our  bonds.  The  State  Treasurer,  Dr.  Bates,  proposes  to  render  his  services  in 
connection  with  this  matter,  gratuitously  to  the  State,  if  authority,  and  leave 
of  absence  be  given  him  for  the  purpose.  I  propose,  therefore,  a  joint  commis- 
sion consisting  of  J.  W.  Denver,  Dr.  H.  Bates,  and  A.  J.  F.  Phelan,  two  of 
whom  for  the  reasons  before  stated,  can  doubtless  render  most  efficient  services 
in  prosecuting  the  claim,  and  the  State  Treasurer,  in  his  official  capacity,  in 
superintending  the  payment  and  cancellation  of  our  bonds. 

Let  them  be  i^uthorized  to  appropriate  what  money  may  be  allowed  by  the 
General  Government  under  the  Act  referred  to,  in  the  payment  of  the  outstand- 
ing War  Bonds,  in  the  following  manner: 

First,  To  set  apart  and  use  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  and  discharge  the  twelve 
per  cent,  bonds.    This  for  two  reasons:  the  high  rate  of  interest  renders  it  im- 
portant that  they  should  be  cancelled  as  soon  as  possible;  and  also,  because 
they  are  of  earlier  date; — this  entire  fund  being  pledged  inviolably, //'s^  to  their 
redemption,  exceeding  as  it  does  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  twelve  per 
cents,  there  can  consequently  exist  no  reason  why  the  holders  of  them  would, 
if  invited  to  bid  for  their  redemption,  consent  to  accept  less  than  principal  and 
interest.    Taking  the  20th  of  May  next  as  the  basis  of  calculation,  it  has  been 
shown  that  after  setting  apart  enough  money  to  discharge  the  twelve  per  cent, 
bonds,  there  would  remain,  on  the  supposition  that  the  entire  appropriation  is 
allowed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  sum  of  $603,114  12,  whilst  at  that  date 
the  remaining  indebtedness  on  the  bonds  and  warrants  would  be  $803,790  00, 
the  balance  of  the  appropriations  being  within  a  small  fraction  of  seventy-five 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  debt. 

As  the  bonds  are  not  due,  and  the  sum  appropriated  falling  short  of  the  out- 
standing indebtedness,,  and  there  being  no  permanent  and  certain  provision  for 
tbe  payment  of  interest  on  them,  I  doubt  not  that  the  holders  of  these  bonds, 
when  notified  to  that  effect,  would  come  lorward  and  bid  for  their  redemption 
on  sach  favorable  terms  as  would  enable  the  State  to  cancel  the  whole  debt  with 
the  sum  appropriated. 

If  this  can  be  done,  and  it  would  be  worth  the  experiment,  a  saving  would 
be  made,  in  this  regard  alone,  of  two  hundred  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars 

It  has  been  suggested  that  California  has  a  valid  claim  against  the  General 
Government  for  the  large  deficiencies  between  the  sum  appropriated  and  the 
Segregate  of  the  sum  for  which  the  State  has  become  resppnsible,  and  as  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation,  fully  sufficient  to  cover  this  defi:ciency,  will  be  made  by 
Congress,  it  is  needless  to  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  outstanding 
bonds  with  the  sum  already  set  apart.  This  reasoning  is  by  no  means  conclu- 
sive. The  sum  which  was  appropriated  by  Act  of  5th  August,  1854,  included 
the  entire  amount  of  principal  of  the.  War  Debt,  also  the  interest  to  a  given  date, 
amounting  to  $t5,348  35,  and  the  deficiency  now  existing  consists  wholly  of 
interest  which  has  since  accrued. 

Many  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  that  measure*  in  Congress,  and  fully 
nnderstand  the  difficulties  attendant  on  procuring  tbe  original  appropriation,  and 
now  the  probability  of  obtaining  an  additional  amount  to  cdver  this  interest;, 
most  of  which  has  accrued  since  the  Act  of  August  5th,  1854,  is  certainly  very 
remote,  especially  as  with  some  propriety  it  may  be  charged  against  us  tii«.t  the 
324 
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money  has  been  locked  np  during  this  time  in  the  United  States  Treasury,  be- 
cause we  have  not  made  proper  application  for  it.  Be  this  as  it  may,  however, 
it  is  now  a  duty  we  owe  to  the  State  to  legislate  so  as  to  meet  existing  circnm- 
stances,  and  if  Congress  should  hereafter  make  further  appropriations  to  pay 
this  deficiency,  there  will  then  be  found  no  objection,  I  trust,  to  allowing  pay- 
ment in  full  to  those  bond-holders,  who  may  now  consent  to  accept  a  material 
reduction  on  the  sum  total  of  their  bonds.  It  may  furthermore  be  assigned  as  an 
objection  to  this  plan,  that  as  these  bonds  are,  by  the  terms,  payable  at  the  State 
Treasury,  we  cannot  compel  bond-holders  to  accept  payment  elsewhere.  This  is 
assuredly  true;  yet,  if  the  bond-holders  are  desirous  of  receiving  payment  in  New 
York  or  Washington,  in  preference,  as  it  will  certainly  be  to  their  pecuniary  ad- 
vantage so  to  do,  the  State  ought  not  to  object  to  this  plan  of  payment  which . 
promises  such  favorable  results  and  without  any  risk  of  loss. 

I  am  fully  satisfied,  after  extensive  inquiry  on  the  subject,  that,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  very  small  amount,  these  outstanding  bonds  are  held  out  of  this 
State,  and  those  owning  bonds  to  the  small  amount  in  the  State,  would  be  will- 
ing to  accept  payment  at  either  of  the  places  proposed. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  money  allowed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  be  no 
further  under  the  control  of  this  Commission  than  to  authorize  them  to  draw 
for  it  in  favor  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds,  as  those  bonds  are  taken  up  and 
cancelled ;  thus  all  objection  would  be  silenced,  suggesting  the  probability  of  the 
Commission  speculating  in  the  public  funds,  which  it  is  supererogatory  in  this  case 
to  say  is  by  no  means  probable. 

One  item  of  saving  suggested:  The  expense  of  bringing  this  money  to  Califor- 
nia, amounting  to  $25,000,  may  be  liable  to  objection,  under  such  a  construction 
of  the  law  as  would  seem  to  warrant  the  belief  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government  to  pay  the  money  into  our  State  Treasury,  and  consequently, 
to  incur  the  expense  necessary  to  do  so.  Yet,  if  this  should  be  so  deter- 
mined, contrary  to  my  own  belief,  the  delay  thus  produced,  would  eventnally 
increase  our  interest  account,  until  the  aggregate  expense  would  fully  equal 
the  first  estimate;  and  if  the  measures  I  here  propose  prove  as  successful 
as  I  fully  believe  they  will,  the  saving  to  the  State  will  fall  not  short  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  all  will  be  accomplished  at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars. 

In  presenting  the  foregoing  views,  I  have  been  necessarily  restricted  to  a  mere 
outline  of  the  plan,  to  be  more  fully  emborlied  by  your  legislation;  and  whatever 
may  be  done  in  the  premises,  due  regard  must,  of  course,  be  had,  to  secure  most 
amply  and  fully,  the  interests  both  of  the  State  and  her  bondholders;  and  all 
such  needful  checks  and  restrictions  should  be  adopted,  as  will  be  calcula- 
ted to  achieve  the  paramount  objects  for  which  legislation  is  now  required.

Mr.  McDonald  introduced  a  bill  for  an  Act  to  provide  for  settling  the  bound- 
ary lioe  between  the  counties  of  Klamath  and  Humboldt.

Mr.  George  gave  notice  of  a  bill  to  define  and  declare  what  are  nuisances. 

Mr.  Brent  from  the  Judiciary  Committee,  made  the  following  minority  report: 
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Mr,  Speaker: 

The  minority  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Assembly 
bill  entitled,  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled,  an  Act  concerning  Notaries 
Pablic,  passed  April  30,  1853,  would  respectfully  recommend  its  indefinite  post- 
ponement. 

The  undersigned,  are  unable  to  discover  any  good  reason  for  the  passage  of 
this  law ;  they  have  heard  of  no  complaint,  that  the  number  of  Notaries  Pub- 
lic was  insufficient,  or  that  the  present  Notaries,  as  a  body,  are  incompetent 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office.  Neither  are  the  minority  cognizant  of 
any  good  reason  why  the  tenure  of  the  Notarial  office  should  be  changed.  At 
present,  these  offices  are  independent  of  the  Executive's  will,  i^nd  are  only  re- 
movable for  causes  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  criminal  act;  neither 
public  policy  nor  public  morals  arc  successfully  promoted  by  increasing  the  Ex- 
ecutive patronage,  in  the  manner  indicated  in  this  bill  It  is  proposed  to  con* 
vert  into  mere  tenants  at  will,  of  the  Executive,  over  three  hundred  Notaries 
Public,  who  have  received  commissions  vesting  the  franchises  of  the  Notarial 
office  in  them,  for  the  term  of  two  years,  for  which  they  have  paid  the  tax  levied 
thereon  by  law,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements]  have  purchased  official 
seals,  executed  heavy  bonds,  and  incurred  other  expenses. 

While  not  proposing  to  discuss  in  this  report  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to 
change  the  tenure  of  this  office  the  undersigned  would  intimate  grave  doubts 
about  its  constitutionality. 

Neither  have  the  minority  been  able  to  discover  any  good  cause  for  multiply- 
ing in  so  excessive  a  manner  the  number  of  this  class  of  officers.  Already  there 
are  in' this  State  over  three  hundred  Notaries  Public;  yet  this  bill  proposes  to 
swell  this  immense  array  to  the  exorbitant  number  of  near  five  hundred. 

The  minority  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  opinions  that  the  creation 
of  this  vast  horde  of  office  holders,  dependent  for  the  maintenance  of  their  office 
upon  the  caprice  of  the  Executive,  is  dangerous  to  the  free  and  unbiassed  exer- 
cise of  the  elective  franchises  and  calculated  to  establish  an  Executive  luflueDce, 
prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the  people.

Exhibit  G  consists  of  C.  D.  Semple's  account  for  survey  of  boundary  line  be- 
tween Colusi  and  Yolo  Counties,  authorized  by  me  under  the  Act  concerning 
the  office  of  Surveyor  General,  for  $342  20. 

His  account  should  have  been  certified  to  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Connty  Judge,  yet,  as  the  work  has  undoubtedly  been  done,  I  recommend 
that  he  be  paid. 

My  approximate  estimate,  scrip  $24,000,  of  December  15,  contained  $1,000 
for  County  Boundary  Surveys;  whereas  this  statement  includes  less  than  $1,000. 
Returns  for  the  balance  have  been,  or  probably  will  be,  received  by  my  successor.

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No:  W,  entitled 
an  Act  to  repeal  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  concerning  the  Fees  of  Public  Admin- 
istrators, passed  April  28,  1851,  and  for  other  purposes,  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  respectfully  ask  leave  to  submit  that  the  title  of  said 
bilJ,  containing  more  than  one  object,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  un- 
constitutional.    (See  Constitution,  Art.  4,  Sec.  25.)    Your  Committee  further 
report,  that  after  strict  investigation  and  diligent  search,  we  are  unable  to  find 
any  enacting  clause  in  the  said  bill;  and  having  discovered  by  examination  of 
the  Constitution  (see  Art.  4,  Sec.  1)  of  this  State,  that  a  form  is  there  given, 
to  be  used  in  every  Act  of  the  Legislature,  we  infer  that  the  framers  of  the  Con- 
stitution regarded  it  as  essential,  and  having  heard  that  an  Act  without  th€( 
same  would  be  of  no  validity,  and,  having  heard  motions  made  in  this  body  to 
9trike  out  the  enacting  clause,  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  a  bill  or  Act,  yet 
with  all  these  reasons,  it  is  with  the  greatest  diffidence  that  we  feel  constrained 
to  differ  with  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate,  to  whom  the  said  bill  was 
referred,  and  by  whom  reported  back  to  the  Senate,  with  a  recommendation  that 
it  should  pass  that  honorable  body.    So  glaring  an  omission  as  the  want  of  an 
enacting  clause,  could  not  have  escaped  the  legal  penetration  of  that  able  and 
talented  Committee,  and  hence  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion,  that  they,  after 
dne  consideration,  'deem  the  enacting  clause  entirely  superfluous.    We  have 
heard  that  St.  Denis  travelled  with  his  head  under  his  arm;  but  the  body  of  the 
Senate  bill  travels  without  being  accompanied  by  any  head  at  all.    We  could 
scarcely  believe  the  former,  regarding  it  as  a  tale  of  the  marvelous;  but  to  be- 
lieve the  latter  would  be  a  stretch  of  credulity  beyond  our  power,  had  we  not 
have  seen  its  locomotive  powers  exhibited  in  its  transit  from  the  Senate  to  this 
House.    In  consideration  of  the  magnitude  of  the  question  of  difference,  and  the 
difficulty  of  its  solution,  that  there  may  be  no  question  open  to  puzzle  lawyers 
or  judges  hereafter,  ask  leave  to  report  the  said  Senate  bill  No.  50  back  to  this 
House,  together  with  a  substitute  therefor,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
substitute. 

The  same  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  No.  66,  a  bill  fbr  an 
Act  entitled  an  Act  to  establish  an  Asylum  for  the  Insane  of  the  State  of  Caii^ 
fornia,  passed  May  17,  1853,  have  had  the  bill  under  consideration,  and  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  report  the  same  back  to  the  House,  and  ask  that  it  may  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hospitals.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  referred  to  Judiciary  Committee. 

To  ike  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California " 

The  undersigned,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  are  under  the  necessity  of 
making  the  following  statement: 

A  few  months  ago,  being  aware  that  no  preparation  was  making  for  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Supreme  Court  Reports  since  the  third  volume,  one  of  us  sought 
an  interview  with  H.  P.  Hepburn,  who  was  then  Reporter.  In  that  conversa- 
tion, Mr.  Hepburn  stated  that  he  could  not  further  report  under  the  present 
system ;  that  he  had  received  no  adequate  compensation  for  the  report  of  the 
second  volume,  and  none  whatever  for  the  third. 

At  this  time,  nearly  two  volumes  of  Reports  were  on  hand,  many  cases  were 
coming  up  on  appeal,  the  principles  of  which  had  already  been  determined,  but 
the  decision  of  which  the  professional  men  throughout  the  State  had  no  means 
of  knowing.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  was  thought  proper  to  urge  upon 
Mr.  Hepburn  to  go  on  with  the  reports;  and  to  induce  him  to  do  so,  he  was 
promised  that  the  Judges  would  present  the  subject  to  the  Legislature,  and  ask 
lor  him  a  fair  remuneration ;  and  the  opinion  was  expressed  to  him  that  he  was 
reasonably  entitled  to  receive  four  thousand  dollars  for  reporting  each  volume, 
and  the  cost  of  printing  and  binding  the  volume,  upon  delivering  the  whole  edi- 
tion to  the  State. 

Acting  upon  this  inducement,  Mr.  Hepburn  undertook  to  prepare  and  publish 
ihe  fourth  volume  of  Reports,  which  is  now  nearly  ready  for  delivery,  but  de- 
clined taking  the  risk  of  proceeding  with  the  succeeding  volume. 

In  order  to  obtain  an  early  publication  of  the  fifth  volume,  we  applied  to  J. 
G.  Baldwin;  and  with  the  same  reasons  as  given  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Hepburn, 
we  induced  him  to  undertake  the  report* and  publication  of  that  volume.  It  is 
now  in  course  of  preparation,  and  may  be  expected  to  be  ready  for  delivery  in  a 
short  time. 

These  two  gentlemen  have  undertaken  the  heavy  labor  and  expense  which  is 
necessary,  upon  the  supposition  that  the  opinion  of  the  Judges  would  have  some 
weight  with  the  Legislature  in  determining  in  their  favor  the  grant  of  a  just 
compensation. 

It  is  needless  for  us  to  add  that  all  the  provisions  heretofore  made  by  law  for 
the  publication  of  the  reports,  have  proved  totally  inadequate.

We,  the  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Counties  and  County 
Boundaries,  deeming  ouri^elves  compelled  after  a  full  and  careful  examination  of 
all  the  facts  and  circumstances,  to  difiVr  in  opinion  with  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee in  reference  to  a  bill  for  the  referring  the  removal  of  the  County  Seat  of 
Amador  to  a  vote  ot  the  people  thereof,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

The  County  Seat  of  Amauor  was  located  at  Jackson,  under  a  coiUract  with 
the  citizens  thereof.  t 

The  terms  of  the  contract  were,  that  in  consideration  of  the  County  Seat  being 
located  at  that  place,  the  citizens  thereof  were  to  furnish  the  county  with  a  Court 
House,  free  of  any  cost,  which  terns  have  been  complied  with  in  good  faith. 

The  Coun»y  Seat  was  located  at  Jackson,  with  the  above  understanding,  by  a 
vote  of  the  people,  and  confirmed  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1854,  and 
also  1855. 

You  will,  therefore,  perceive  that  certain  provisions  of  this  bill  arc  unc^onsti- 
tutional,  a  breach  of  faith,  and  a  recision  of  a  contract. 

We  would  also  state,  that  should  a  removal  be  ordered,  it  would  be  a  heavy 
bivrthen  and  unnecessary  expense  upon  the  tax  payers  of  the  county. 

And  lastly,  which  is  as  good  a  reason  as  could  be  adduced,  that  there  are  a 
great  many  more  signers  to  the  remonstrance  than  to  the  petition.

To  tAe  Honorable  the  House  of  Eepresenlalive^  of  i/ie  State  of  California : 

Gentlemen: 

.  Agreeably  to  your  resolution,  passed  February  9th,  calling  on  me  for  infor* 
mation  of  the  immber  of  passengers  ineligible  to  citizenship,  who  have  arrived  at 
the  port  of  San  Francisco  since  the  passage  of  the  Fifty  dullars  Act,  1  will  htate 
that  the  arrival  of  ninety-six  Chinese  passengers  huve  been  reported  at  this 
office  since  the  1st  of  September  last,  and  in  no  one  instance  has  the  fifty  dol- 
lars head  money  been  collected,,  as  every  merchant  in  this-  place,  and  all  others 
who  know  anything  of  the  laws  of  the  United.  States,  ase  fully  aware  of  the  nn- 
constitntion  lity  of  the  said  law,  passed  by  the  la-t  Lt'gislature,  it  being  a  direct 
tax,  instead  of  being  in  commutation  of  bonds  Tlie  act  is  also  merely  accumu- 
lative, and  does  not  repeal  any  of  ihe  former  acts,  amJ  consequently,  merchants 
who  had  consignments  of  ships  from  Chin.i  wlt!i  passengers,  !iad  the  right,  and 
did  in  most  cases  give  bonds,  that  the  said  passeniiers  would  not  become  a 
charge  upon  the  State  for  the  j)eriod  of  one  year.  The  total  amount  collected 
in  the  office  from  the  1st  of  September  last  to  the  1st  day  of  F.braar}  1856, 
hsis  bean  $1,830-Hmuch  less  than  the  expenses  of  the  office  during  that  period. 
A  full  and  complete  list  of  all  the  arrivals  I  herewith  transmit  you.  The  amonut 
paid  into  the  State  treasury  last  year  wajs  about  $30,000 — this  year  it  will 
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scarcely  amount  to  that  manj  hQudreds.  The  nnmb^  of  Chinese  who  have  left 
the  State  during  that  period  has  been  much  greater  than  the  arrivals;  but  it 
does'uot  form  a  part  of  the  duties  of  the  offi<;e  to  keep  a  record  of  the  dtpar* 
tures.  But  iuformatiou  can  probably  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  CoUecior 
of  the  port.

ExECHTiVE  Department, 
Sacramento,  February  16,  1856. 


To  the  Assembly  of  California  : 


The  Resolution  of  Inquiry  adopted  by  your  Honorable  body  on  the  14th  inst.^. 
calling  on  me  for  information  as  to  what  action  had  been  taken  in  the  matter  of 
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a  Joint  Resolution,  calling  out  a  Company  of  fifty  Volunteers  "  for  the  protec- 
tion of  oar  Citizens  in  the  nortUern  portion  of  Klamath  county,"  was  received 
this  day,  and  I  hasten  to  comply  with  such  request. 

At  the  time  I  was  notified  of  such  Joint  Resolution,  (the  19th  ult.,)  by  infer- 
mation  derived  from  the  newspapers,  I  was  induced  to  believe  a  military  force 
of  United  States  troops  had  been  despatched  to  the  locality  mentioned  in  said 
resolution,  subsequent  to  the  information  on  which,  doubtless,  the  two  branches 
of  the  Legislature,  relied  on  its  adoption;  and  whilst  sincerely  desirous  of  render- 
ing all  needful  aid  in  the  protection  of  the  person  and  property  of  our  citizens, 
yet,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  State  should  not  be  needlessly  subjected  to  an 
expenditure  of  money  for  this  purpose,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  communicate  first 
with  the  officer  in  command  of  the  Pacific  Division  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  (General 
John  E.  Wool,)  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  my  conjectures  were 
correct,  that  troops  had  been  stationed  at  the  point  designated. 
.  In  pursuance  of  this  object,  and  the  apparent  necessity  of  an  early  reply,  I  de- 
spatched Adjutant  Gen.  Kibbe  with  a  communication  to  General  Wool,  desiring 
information  on  this  subject.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  reply  of  that  officer,  (here- 
with submitted  as  Exhibit  '*  A")  the  wishes  of  the  Legislature  had  been  fully 
anticipated,  by  the  presence  of  an  adequate  military  force  in  that  vicinity. 
Therefore,  conceiving  that  ample  protection  would  be  afforded  the  citizens  of 
that  portion  of  the  State,  without  subjecting  her  to  the  expense  attendant  on 
maintaining  a  Volunteer  Company,  I  consequently  declined  to  issue  orders  in 
furtherance  of  such  resolution.

Governor  of  California: 

Sib— 

I  had  the  honor  to  receive  on  yesterday,  through  Gen.  Kibbe,  your  communi- 
cation of  the  19th  inst.,  relative  to  the  protection  of  the  people  of  Crescent 
City.  In  reply  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  not  only  your  wishes  but 
those  of  the  people  of  that  city  were  anticipated  some  two  months  since,  when 
I  ordered  a  detachment  of  fifty  men  for  their  protection.  This  force  is  now 
there  under  the  command  of  Capt.  D.  F.  Jones,  a  very  efficient  officer,  who  will, 
no  doubt,  be  able  to  defend  them  in  any  attack  that  may  be  meditated  by  the  few 
Indians  remaining  in  ihat  section  of  California.  I  would  further  remark  that 
it  is  my  intention,  should  it  be  deemed  necessary,  to  §end  another  company  for 
the  protection  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  region,  and  of  Rogue  River  Valley. 
These,  with  the  three  companies  now  at  Forts  Lane  and  Jones,  one  at  Humboldt 
and  another  at  Port  Orford,  constituting  a  force  of  more  than  four  hundred 
regulars,  will,  I  trust,  be  all  sufficient  to  protect  the  people  of  Southern  Oregon 
and  Northern  California  from  Indian  barbarities,  without  the  aid  of  volunteers, 
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and  especially  as  I  am  well  informed  that  there  are  not  to  exceed  one  hundred, 
or,  at  most,  one  hundred  and  twenty  five  Indians  in  arms  against  the  whites  in 
all  that  region. 

Id  conclusion,  I  have  only  t6  remark  that  I  shall  ever  be  ready  to  co-operate 
with  your  Excellency  in  any  measure  that  will,  in  any  respect  whatever,  tend  to 
preserve  tranquility  and  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  the  frontiers  of  California 
from  Indian  barbarity.

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions  of  citizens  of 
El  Dorado  county,  prayin<2:  tor  the  reward  of  David  L.  Stansberry,  and  others, 
for  the  arrest  of  Mickey  Free  and  George  Wilson,  two  notorious  robbers  and 
murderers,  have  had  liie  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  to 
the  House  the  following  facts,  as  shown  before  the  committee: 

It  appears  that  David  L.  Stansberry,  John  Hackley,  George  McCrary,  Frank- 
lin Robinson,  Edmond  Greenwood,  and  Raymon  L.  Baker,  did  arrest  and  bring 
to  justice,  the  said  Mickey  Free  and  George  Wilson,  and  that  at  the  time  of 
said  arrest,  there  was  in  and  about  the  towns  of  Mud  and  Diamond  Springs,  one 
of  the  most  formidable  organizations  Oi'  thieves,  rubbers,  and  murderers,  that  ever 
infested  any  porti  n  of  this  State;  so  well  organized  indeed,  that  they  had 
secret  grips,  signs,  and  passwords;  the  fact  of  which,  was  drawn  from  the  said 
George  Wilson,  as  States',  evidence,  and  corroborated  by  actual  experiment 
upon  persons  who  were  known  to  belong  to  the  gang,  by  the  officers  of  that 
county;  so  formidable  indeed  were  they,  in  and  about  those  towns,  that  the 
honest  and  peaceable  citizens  dared  not  risk  an  altercation  with  them,  lest  they 
thereby  subject  their  towns  to  the  torch  of  the  incendiary.  That  inasmuch  as 
the  said  George  Wilson's  confession  has  not  been  published,  and  as  many  impor- 
tant facts  are  thereby  locked  up  with  the  proper  officers  at  Coloma,  awaiting 
further  developments,  it  is  therelore  impossible  for  the  committee  to  judge  of 
the  real  merits  of  t^he  claims  to  its  fulidvSt  extent;  sufficient  has  however  been 
shown,  to  satisfy  the  committee  that  the  claim  is  not  only  founded  in  justice,  but 
that  in  extreme  cases  like  the  present,  and  especially  when  crime  and  murder 
are  daily  on  the  increase,  that  it  would  be  bad  policy  on  the  part  of  the  State 
to  refuse  to  reward  liberally,  those  who  have  thus  braved  the  dangers  to  which 
all  subject  themselves  in  ferreting  out  and  bringing  to  justice,  members  of  regu- 
larly organized  bands  of  robbers  and  murderers. 

It  appears,  that  upon  the  testimony  of  the  said  George  Wilson,  four  despc* 
radoes  have  been  brought  to  justice,  two  of  them  are  now  in  the  States'  Prison 
— one  has  been  executed,  and  the 'Other  is  now  under  sentence  of  death — the 
last  mentioned  is  Stuart  Kelly,  for  whose  arrest  the  Governor  paid  a  reward  of 
one  thousand  dollars. 

Thus,  it  appears  that  by  the  arrest  of  said  parties,  the  band  has  beeii  broken 
np  to  a  great  extent,  though  it  is  well  known  to  the  citizens  of  said  towns,  that 
there  are  yet  left  among  them  members  of  the  said  organization.  In  view  of 
services  rendered,  as  appears  from  the  above  facts,  the  said  David  L.  Stansberr^ 
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and  others,  represent  and  hold,  that  they  are  entitled  to  a  reward  of  at  lea&t 
five  thous(and  dollars,  in  consiueration  of  services  rendered  the  State,  money  ex- 
pended,' time  lost,  ard  the  responsibilities  and  dangers  to  which  thfy  have  sub- 
jected themselves,  by  incurring  the  displeasure  of  this  furmidable  band  of 
robbers. 

Tlie  committee,  in  view  of  all  the  facts  before  them,  are  of  the  opinion  that 
Twenty  Four  Hundred  Dollars  would  be  but  a  just  and  reasonable  reward  to  the 
said  parties,  for  which  amount  they  report  a  bill,  and  recommend  its  passnge.

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  only  one  fact  established  before 
them,  the  simple  fact  that  the  petitioners  did  arrest  uud  deliver  over  to  the  legal 
authoriiiis  the  persons  named  in  the  petition. 

The  petitioners  have  not  shown  to  us  that  they  have  made  any  outlf y  of 
money,  loss  of  property,  or  time,  while  they  were  engaged  in  making  the  arrest. 
They  ask  to  be  remunerated  for  their  devotion  to  the  interest  uud  honor  of  the 
State.

I  have  the  honor  to  reply  to  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly  relative  to  the 
delivery  of  the  Laws  and  Journals  of  the  last  Legislature,  adopted  on  the  15th 
inst.,  and  received  by  me  on  the  21st  inst. 

The  copies  of  the  Laws  and  Resolutions  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
were  ail  delivered  to  the  State  Printer  on  the  16th  day  of  May;  all  tne  proof 
sheets  for  index hig  were  not  received  at  this  office  until  the  2d  day  of  July,  at 
which  time  the  Index  was  delivered  to  the  Stnte  Printer.  The  number  of  copies 
of  the  Laws  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  State,  were  printed  and  delivered  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  1st  day  of  September.  The  copies  of  the  Journal 
are  not  furnished  the  State  Printer  from  this  office,  but  by  the  Secretajy  of  the 
Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  Assembly.  The  proof  sheets  of  the  Senate  Journals 
were  not  all  delivered  to  this  office  for  Indexing  uitil  the  28th  day  of  August, 
on  which  day  the  complete  Index  was  delivered  to  the  State  Printer.  The  proof 
sheets  of  the  Assembly  Journals  were  not  allreceived  at  this  office  until  the  16th 
day  of  September,  and  on  the  same  day  the  Index  was  delivered  to  the  State 
Printer. 
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The  Journals  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  were  not  printed  a-nd  received  at 
this  office  nntil  after  the  5th  day  of  November,  the  exact  date  of  their  delivery 
is  not  known  by  me,  as  no  record  of  the  fact  appears  to  have  been  kept  by  my 
immediate  predecessor.

Elections; 

Mr.  Speaker:         :  ^  -• 

The  undersigned,  one  of  the  Committco  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  sob- 
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stitute  for  A^mbly  biHs  Nds  10  and  13,  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  to  regulate 
Elections,  passed  March  23,  1850,  and  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  amend 
an  Act  ta  regulate  Elections,  passed  March  23, 1850,  and  approved  April  27,  1855, 
begs  leave,  to  make  the  following  minority,  report : 

That  he  has  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  recommends  that  all  that  por- 
tion of  section  seven  of  said  bill,  commencing  at  the  words  *'  It  being  provided,"  in 
the  sixteenth  line,  to  the  words  "  permitted  to  vote,"  in  line  21st,  shall  be  stricken 
out,  and,  with  this  amendment,  that  the  bill  pass. 

The.  undersigned  does  not  concede  to  any  one  a  greater  anxiety  to  secure  the 
purity  of  elections,  than  he  himself  purposes  ;  yet,  while  he  is  desirous  for  the  pas- 
sage of  any  law  by  which  all  improper  persona  shall  be  prevented  from  voting,  he 
is  equally  desirous  not  to  surround  or  encumber  the  exercise  of  the  elective  fran- 
chise with  such  restrictions  or  difi&culties  as  would  prevent  any  citizen  from  casting 
his  vote.  Indeed,  it  would  be  a  great  misfortune  to  the  State,  if,  owing  to  the 
stringency  of  the  election  law,  any  considerable  number  of  the  citizens  should  fail 
to  indicate  by  their  vote  their  choice  of  rulers,  than  that,  a  few  not  entitled  should 
exercise  that  right. 

The  undersigned  believes  that  it  is  the  polic)  of  the  United  States,  and  hitherto 
has  been  the  policy  of  the  State  of  California,  to  encourage  by  every  lawful  means, 
and  every  reasonable  inducement,  the  immigration  of  persona  to  this  country  who 
are  capable  of  becoming  citizens.  After  the  expiration  of  a  few  years  residence, 
we  give  to  the  European  resident,  a  full  share  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  en- 
joyed by  a  citizen  born  upon  the  soil.  The  liberality  of  our  laws  in  this  rq^pect 
has  bad  a  great  share  in  bringing  to  this  country  that  immense  flood  of  immigratipn 
which  *we  have  continued  to  receive  since  the  foundation  of  our  Government. 

The  wisdom  of  our  policy,  and  the  good  effects  arising  from  this  immigration, 
are  shown  by  the  results. 

The  population  of  our  country  at  the  time  of  the  Revolut^ion  was  three  mil- 
lions; DOW  it  is  twenty-five  millions.  One-third  of  the  population  of  this  country 
,  are  native  born  children  of  those  who  have  come  hither  since  the  Revoluticui. 
The  immigrant  who  comes  to  our  shores  with  the  intention  to  make  this  his  home 
(and  most  come  with  that  purpose,)  becomes  at  once  enamored  of  our  institu- 
.tions,  and  nothing  has  a  greater  influence  in  fixing  his  loyalty  to  republicanism, 
than  the  fact  that,  after  so  short  a  probation,  he  is  clothed  with  all  the  rights 
of  a  citizen,  has  himself  a  voice  in  the  choice  of  his  rulers,  and  is  freed  from  the  . 
dominion  of  those  who  claim  to  have  the  right  to  rule  by  "right  divine."  Men 
need  only  consult  the  known  and  universal  traits  of  human  nature  to  learn  the 
fact  that  an  immigrant  finding. himself  here  considered  an  equal  in  all  political 
rights,  and  not  a  stranger  holding  an  inferior  position,  is  the  strongest  bond 
which  holds  him  to  his  ^allegiance  to  his  adopted  country. 

We  have  been  led  to  make  these  remarks  because  it  is  impossible  to  mistake 
the  object  and  purpose  of  the  provision  which  is  here  recommended  to  be  stricken 
out— to  set  up  a  palpable  and  tangible  distinction  between  the  native  and 
adopted  citizen.  The  bill  changes  the  old  law  in  this;  that  it  gives  not  only  the 
general  challenge,  but  also  particular  challenges;  gives  not  only  the  challenger 
but  the  Board  of  Judges  the  right  to  interrogate  upon  particular  subjects  of 
chkllenge.  In  every  case  the  oath  of  the  person  desiring  to  voce  is  taken  as 
coDclasive,  but  if  the  person  desiring  to  vote  is  *'of  foreign  birth"  then,  by  this 
bill,  his  oath  is  of  no  avail,  but  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  vote  **unless  and 
until"  in  the  words  of  the  bill,  he  shall  produce  his  certificate  of  naturalization. 
But  even  after  he  shall  have  produced  his  certificate  there  is  still  no  assurance 
that  his  vote  will  be  allowed  him,  for  it  must  be  from  a  court  of  competent 
jarisdiction  and  attested  with  all  the  forms  of  law.    Who  are  to  judge  of  the 
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competency  of  the  court  arid  the  correctness  of,  these  forms?  Ofconne,  the 
Board  of  Judges.  Kow  perhaps  it  is  not  a  more  violent  presumption  to  suppoae 
that  election  Judges  will  be  unscrupulous  than  that  indiTidtifil  voters  will  be 
guilty  of  perjury.  And  in  a  closely  contested  election  we  can  eoncieive  bow  easy 
it  would  be  for  an  adroit  lawyer  to  point  out  to  dishonest  or  even  ignoraq^t 
Judges  defects  enough  in  every  certificate  offered  to  prevent  many  natorali2e4 
citizens  from  casting  their  votes.  In  a  close  contest,  a  debate,  a  row  and  ;pei^- 
haps  a  f  ght  would  insure  over  nearly  every  certificate  Offered.  It  would  be 
necessary  to  .greatly  increase  the  number  of  election  precincts  and  to  open  the 
polls  during  three  days  instead  of  one.  Again,  the  inevitable  result  of  the  paa- 
sage  of  this  provision  would  be  the  disfranchisement  of  many  citizens  who  ar^ 
fully  entitled  to  vote,  and  have  long  exercised  that  right.  It  is  well; known  that 
a  majority  of  the  immigrants  to  this  country  are  comparatively  young,  many  jost 
'  arriving  at  manhood  and  this  has  always  been  the  case. 

These  parties  become  naturalisied  soon  after  they  arrive,  and  after  keeping 
their  certificates  a  few  years,  they  are  mislaid  through  carelessness,  or  lost  «r 
destroyed  by  accident.  There  are  thousands  of  men  now  in  this  State  who  were 
naturalized  many  years  ago,  who  have  born  arms  in  the  service  of  this  eouotrj, 
and  been  wounded  in  her  cause,  who  have  long  unchallenged  been  alk^wed  a 
vote,  and  have  even  held  office  as  the  choice  of  the  people,  who  could  not  go  to 
the  polls  should  this  provision  became  the  law^ 

They  could,  it  is  true,  obtain  copies  of  their  lost  certificates,  after  some  e6n« 
ttderable  trouble,  delay  and  expense,  but  many  of  them  i^s  high  spirited  «tid 
scrupulous  as  auy  **  to  the  manor  born,"  would  not  consider  it  worth  their  wbHe, 
if  they  were  to  be  thus  stripped  of  their  former  equality,  and  subjected  to  this 
unwarrantable  humiliation.  They  are  willing  to  take  an  oath^^the  test  pte- 
'  scribed  for  other  citizens,  but  will  not  exhibit  at  every  eleetion  theevidenoe  that 
the  times  have  changed,  and  that  they  are  becoming  a  suspected,  perhaps  batdi 
pprtion  of  the  community. 

Whence  the  necessity  of  this  law  ?  It  has  never  found  a  place  upon  the  stat* 
utes  of  any  of  our  sister  States,  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain--^if  it  all,  Very 
:  recently.  And  even  if  it  should  be  considered  a  wise  provision  in  other  parts  of 
the  country,  this  is  the  last  State  in  the  Union  where  it  should  find  supporters. 
We  have  not  yet  a  sufficient  population  to  be  able  to  aflford  an  illiberal  policy. 
This  community,  of  all  others,  should  be  careful  not  to  disgust  in  any  manner 
the  ibmigrants  from  other  countries,  who  incorporate  so  readily  with  ourselves, 
and  whose  coming  will  greatly  enhance  the  prospertiy  of  our  State.  Even  if  the 
provision  should  not  work  great  inconvenience,  (which  we  do  hot  concede,)  yet, 
since  it  is'  an  unusual  prevision,  and  establishes  one  species  of  test  fot  the  native- 
'  born,  and  a^iother  for  the  naturalized  citizen^  it  tends  to  keep  unprofitable  dia- 
tinctions,  and  prevents,  by  that  means,  the  foreign  born  from  coaleseiog  so  rea^* 
ly  and  effectually  with  ourselves. 

And  again.  The  undersigned  minority  of  your  committee,  is  of  opinion  thai 
•  en  legal  votes  would  be  excluded  by  this  provision,  tQ  where  one  illegal' vote 
would  be  cast,  were  the  provision  omitted.  One  reason  for  this  <^ittio&i8,  that 
many  old  citizens  would  be  disgusted  with  this  new  test,  and  hot  go  to  the  poBs, 
although  holding  their  certificates.  And  another  reason  is,  that*  from  olmooa 
cahses,  many  legal  voters  are  here  in  this  State  without  the  eyidenee  of  their 
naturalization.  For  all  such  persons,  the  law  would  be  one  of  com|^ete  <fia- 
franchisement,  for  a  considerable  time  at  leiist. 
For  the  reasons  given  above,  and  for  m&ny  more  that  oiigbt  be  ttr^^  thu 
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stricken  out,  and  that  the  bill  thiu  amended  pa«f.

ioumalB  reqnired  by  law  to  be  delfverj^d  to  the  State,  and  have  the  same  bound 
up  at  the  end  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  together  with  the  index  furnish- 
ed by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  distri- 
bution in  such  manneras  to  aroid  the  expense  of  paying  twice  for  composition.

Hie  following  mesaages  were  reoeived  from  the  Governor: 

Sacramento,  Feb.  29,  ISM. ) 
To  the  Asnmblf  of  Cai^dnda: 

I  herewith  return,  without  approval,  file  hSl  eni^iieA  an  Act  to  amend  an 
Act  concerning  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  State,  approved  March  16, 185.5,  and 
beg  leave  to  present  the  reasons  for  such  refnsal. 

It  will  be  recollected  that,  on  the  3^0th  day  of  January  last,  I  approved  an 
Act  passed  by  the  presanit  Legislature  which  prohibited  the  payment,  by  the 
State  Treasurer,  of  certain  designated  Controller's  warrants,  registered  undo 

provisionaof  liie  Act  of  March  16,  1855;  of  which,  the  present  bill  is  amenda* 
tory;  said  Controller's  warrants  being  such  as  purported  to  be  issued  for  ma* 
teriais  furnished  and  hibor  performed  on  the  State  Prison  wall.  In  compliance 
with  that  law,  the  State  Treasurer  has  refused  to  pay  any  of  those  warrants, 
and  I  havdf  no  reason  to.believe  at  the  present  time  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
I^g^tore,  by  the  provisioiis  of  the  present  amendatoi7  Act,  practically  to. 
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nullify  the  prohibition  contained  in  the  Act  of  the  80th  of  Jantiftry  before  re- 
ferred to,  60  88  to  authorize  the  pajment  of  tiie  so  called  State  Prison  warrants. 
Yet,  by  adopting  the  present  amendments,  I  am  satitificd  such  would  be  their 
legal  effect. 

By  reference  to  the  amendatory  Act,  alter  prescribing  the  mode  of  j^viniif 
notice  for  presentation  of  warrants,  the  following  clause  occurs  :  *\^Hi  the  fund 
reserved  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  will  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  unpaid 
warrants,  next  in  order  of  presentation  and  registry,  and  the  money  reserved  for 
the  payment  of  warrant^  not  re-presented  within  ninety  days  from  the  date  of 
the  notice,  shall  by  the  Treasurer  be  appfied  to  the  redemption  o.f  unpaid  war- 
rants next  in  order  of  registry." 

No  reference  is  made  to  the  Act  of  the  30th  January  last,  neither  is  there 
contained  any  proviso  or  exception  in  relation  to  the  State  Prison  warrants;  but 
the  Legislature,  by  a  subsequent  enactment,  directed  the  manner  in  which  the 
Treasurer  shall  disppse  of  the  money  res*  rved  for  the  payment  of  warrants  not 
.  re-presented  withi^  the  given  time  by  requiring  him  to  apply  it  "  to  the  redemp- 
tion of  unpaid  warrants  next  in  order  of  registry."  Thus  the  holders  of  the 
State  Prison  warrants  would  be  enabled  to  procure  a  payment  on  them  by  the 
very  simple  process  of  obtaining  the  control  of  a  requisite  amount  of  warrants 
next  preceding  in  order  of  registry,  those  the  payment  of  which  is  nowprohibited 
and  withholding  them  from  re-presentation,  and  so  repeating  the  same  experi- 
ment successively,  until'the  entire  amount  of  these  illegal  warrants  would  be 
paid. 

This  might  seem  to  be  a  speculation  so  questionable  in  its  results  that  it  would 
not  likely  be  undertaken;  but  when  we  consider  the  fact  that  the  valid  warrants 
by  not  being  represented  for  payment  could  be  at  once  re-registered,  and  would 
lose  in  value  nothing  more  than  the  mere  use  of  the  money,  until  they  shoald  be 
feached  again  in  the  order  of  payment,  whilst  the  State  Prison  warrants,  under 
existing  laws,  are  of  questionable  value,  most  ample  inducements  present  them* 
selves  to  seek  their  payment  by  these  mt  ans. 

If  the  suggestions  I  have  offered  receive  not  the  concurrence  of  your  Honor- 
able body,  yet  if  any  doubt  or  question  exists  regarding  the  legal  effect  of  this 
amendment,  contrary  to  its  obvious  intent,  it  involves  considerations  of  sufficient 
moment  to  justify  the  adoption  of  such  restrictive  features  in  the  proposed 
amendments  as  will  at  least  leave  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  State  Treasurer 
as  to  his  duty  under  the  law,  and  likewise  relieve  him  of  the  vexatious  and  ex- 
pensive  litigation  likely  to  arise  in  the  course  of  his  ofBcial  duty,  regarding  it. 

With  these  considerations  the  Act  j^  submitted  anew,  for  such  further  actioQ 
as  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  may  deem  proper.

An  Act  to  define  the  terra  of  office  of  the  District  Judge  of  the  Fifteenth  Judi- 
<*ial  District,  and  to  fii  Ws'ttlary;  is  herewith-  returned  withput  approval,  and,  as 
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r^gired  bj  the.  Conijitatiqn,  I  rpapeotfally  present  the  reaaons  why  I  withhold,  mj 
approval  of  the  same. 

The  title  of  the  Act  indicates  two  objects :  that  of  defiolDg  the  term  and  salary 
of  the  Judge.  The  latter  clause  of  section  five,  article  four,  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tion, fixes  the  term  at  six  years.  This  provision  applies  equally  to  the  District 
Judges  elected  by  the  first  Legislature,  and  fhose  afterwards  to  be  elected  by  the 
people ;  therefore,  so  far  ns  it  proposes  to  fix  the  term  of  the  Judge,  it  is  but  the 
reiteration  of  a  Constitutional  provision — confers  no  additional  sanction,  and,  conse- 
quently, is  needless  in  its  purposes.  But  wherein  it  proposes  to  fix  the  salary  of 
the  Jadge  at  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  from  the  7th  day  of  September,  1855, 
'  it  involves  principles  of  greater  moment  and  worthy  of  more  serious  consideration. 
To  my  mind  there  is  presented  two  objections  to  this  feature  of  the  bill.  The  one 
of  public  policy,  the  other  of  Constitutional  authority  ;  and  to  render  more  intelli- 
gible the  force  of  the  objections  I  have  to  ofier,  reference  is  here  made  to  the  Con- 
etitution  and  laws  applicable  to  the  case  ;  also,  to  such  well  authenticated  hctB  as 
may  have  relation  to  it. 

Section  one  of  an  Act  approved  April  16,  1855.  which  defines  the  various  Judi- 
cial Districts  of  the  State,  makes  the  counties  of  Trinity  and  Humboldt  the  Fif 
tcenth  District.     Section  two,  of  the  same  Act,  authorizes  the  Governor  to  appoint 
%  Judge  in  (he  Fifteenth  District,  to  hold  the  office  until  the  election  by  the  people 
I  at  tiio  next  succeeding  election,  and  fixed  the  salary  of  the  Judge  so  to  be  appointed 

at  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum;     No  appointment  was  made  by  the  Oovernor, 
and,  by  the  amendatory  Act,  approved  ten  days  thereafter,  section  one  was  repealed, 
i  Thus,  whilst  the  power  to  appoint  was  taken  from  the  Qovernor,  the  clau^  fixing 

I  the  salary  was  repealed  also ;  and,  instead,  the  Governor  was  required  to  issue  his 

,  proclamation  for  the  election  of  tbe  Judge  by  the  people  of  the  District,  in  the 

I  flame  manner  »s  other  IHstrict  Judges  were  required  to  be  elected — vide  Acts  1855, 

I  pagp  149.    It  will  thus  be  seen,  at  this  date,  April  26,  1855,  a  District  was  created 

I  «>f  the  two  counties  mentioned,  and  authbrity  given  the  people  to  elect  at  the  next 

general  election. 
J  April  28,  1855,  an  Act  was  approved  defining  the  time  of  holding  the  Courts  in 

this  District,  and  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Judge  at  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
f  At  the  last  general  election,  (§ept.  5)  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  Acts, 

J  Judge  Pitzer  was  duly  elected  to  the  Judgeship  of  the  Fifteenth  District ;  was  com- 

missioned as  such  on  the  22d  of  the  same  month,  and  soon  after  qualified  and  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  by  holding  terms  of  Court  as  required  by  law. 

Section  15,  Art.  VI,  of  the  Gonstitutiou,  provides  that  **  the  Jitstices  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  and  Judges  of  the  District  Court  shall  severally,  at  stated  times  dur- 
ing their  ctQutinuance  m  office,  receive  tor  their  services  a  compensation,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  Treasury,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term 
. ^r  which  they  shall  have  been  elected." 

when  Judge  Pitzer  was  elected  and^qualified,  during  the  period  he  has  perform- 
ed the  duties  of  his  Judgeship,  and  to  the  present  time,  the  sahry  was  fixed  at  four 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  now,  by  the  Act  under  consideration,  it  is  proposed 
to  increase  this  salary  to  six  thouctand  dollars. 

This  is  most  unquestionably  sought  to  be  done  **  during  the  term  for  which  he 
was  elected,"  to  wit:  the  six  years  of  his  official  duties,  as  defined  by  the  Constitu* 
tton,  and  as  such,  to  my  mind,  is  a  positive  violation  of  the  Constitution. 

Neither  is  this  objection  the  only  reason  why  I  cannot  approve  the  Act.  Tho 
same  portion  of  the  Constitution  I  have  quoted  says :  **  The  Judges  of  the  District 
Courts  shall,  during  their  continuance  in  office,  receive  a  compensation,^'  etc.  I  have 
already  shown  that  Judge  Pitzer,  although  elected  on  the  5th  of  September,  was  not 
oommissioned  uptil  the  2^  of  the  same  month,  and  did  not  qualify  for  some  days 
thereafter ;  jet  this  bill  propfMos  to  pay  him,  as  Judge  of  the  Fifteenth  Jadidal 
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Sifitriet,  at  the  rate  of  six  thousand  dollars  per  adntim,  from  the  7th  of  SepteiiA>er — 
fifteen  dajQ  heforo  he  was  eommissioned,  and  nearly,  if  not  quite,  one  Qiontb  before 
he  qualified  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Whilst  a  State  sh6uld  he  scrupulously  exact  in  paying  all  legitimate  demands 
Against  her,  and  properly  rewarding  officials  whilst  in  office,  especially  her  Judges,  due 
regard  to  the  public  interests  should  at  all  times  forbid  the  appropriation  of  money, 
however  valuable  might  bo  their  after  services,  in  payment  of  salaries  before  they 
have  entered  upon  their  duties.  Is  this  Act,  therefore,  in  consonance  with  our  Con- 
atitutional  obligations  ?  Does  it  commend  itself  by  a  due  observance  of'  the  prin- 
ciples which  should  govern  us  in  matters  of  public  expenditures  ?  These  are  ques- 
tions for  your  further  conpideration,  and  I  hesitate  not  to  believe  the  action  of  the 
two  branches  of  the  Legislature  has,  in  this  particular,  resulted  from  the  seeming 
justice  and  necessity  of  providing  a  salary  for  a  worthy  public  officer,  commensurate, 
in  some  degree,  with  his  official  duties.  And,  whilst  the  amount  involved  ia  but 
trivial,  they  have  unfortunately  lost  sight  of  a  principle  which  should  be  immutable 
and  unchanging,  when  the  positive  mandates  pf  the  Constitution  are  involved. 

At  this  time  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  the  views  1  enunciated  on  the  subjeet 
of  the  exercise  of  the  veto  power,  when  assuming  the  duties  of  Executive : 

**  The  prerogative  thus  lestowed  was  never  designed  to  be  rashly  or  inconsider- 
ately exercised,  nor  its  u^es, prostituted  to  the  'accomplishment  of  selfish  ends,  but 
rather  to  preserve  intact  the  Constitution ;  to  guard  from  intrusion  and  violation  its 
sacred  mandates,  and  to  restrain  the  improvident  exercise  of  Legislative  power.  If, 
unhappVy.  the  necessity  shall  aritje  during  my  official  term— ^hich  I  confidently  hope 
and  believe  will  not — in  my  opinion  calling  for  the  interposition  ot  this  prerogative, 
it  will  only  be  exercised  in  consonance  with  the  views  I  have  here  expressed.'' 

To  me  it  is  a  niost  unwelcome  >nd  forbidding  task  to  have  found,  thus  early,  an 
occasion  whcrem  I  (deemed  it  necessary,  in  obedience  to  Constitutional  obligations  as 
I  understand  them,  to  withhold  approval  from  your  Legislative  action  ;  yet  the  re- 
gret I  entertain  must  now,  in  this  first  instance,  and  shall  ever  hereafter,  give  way 
to  a  8ens6  of  duty  I  owe  to  the  people  of  the  J^tate,  who  have  delegated  to  nie  Exec- 
tivt)  respdnsibilities  and  obligations.

The  following  reports  were  received  from  Committees: 

JIfr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
numerous  citizens  of  Carson  Valley,  to  be  attached  to  the  State  of  California, 
by  establishing  a  meridian  of  longitude  as  thejeastern  boundary  of  this  State — 
60  far  east  as  to  include  Uie  Sink  of  the  Humboldt.  Sink  of  Truckee,  Walker's 
Rivers,  and  Carson  Valley,  within  the  boundary  of  California,  having  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report:  That  the  position  of 
Carson  Valley  naturally  attaches  to  California,  rather  thian  to  Utah  or  Salt 
Lake. 

Upon  examination,  we  find  that  Carson  Valley,  by  the  mostly  travelled  road, 
is  within  one  hundred  and  ten  miles  of  the  capitol  of  this  ^tate^  and  that  Mor« 
mon  Station,  the  county  site  of  Carson  Valley,  is  but  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  miles  from  Sacramento,  while  the  distance  from  Carson  Valley  to  Salt  Lake 
city  is  between  600  and  ^700  miles.  Ihe  eastern  boundary  of  CaliforDia  is  now^ 
difficult  to  be  ascertained.  Running  as  it  now  does,  along  the  summits  of  the 
Sierra  Range,  the  curvatures  upon  the  eastern  side  of  the  mountains  are  such, 
that  a  direct  line  from  summit  to  summit  brings  portions  of  the  valley  or  valleys 
upon  that  side  within  the  present  boundaries  of  this  State,  and  great  inconve- 
nience may  result  to  California  and  Utah  from  this  source,  within  a  few  years, 
unless  a  change  oe  soon  made  in  the  boundary  between  the  State  and  Territory. 
The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  118th  meridian  of  longitude  west  from 
Greenwich,  would  be  a  judicious  line  for  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  State, 
passing  as  it  does,  through  a  sterile  waste  of  desert,  and  mountains  destitute  of 
vegetation,'  except  occasional  patches  of  sage  brush,  from  the  point  where  that 
meridian  intersects  the  southern  boundary  of  Oregon,  to  a  point  south  where 
the  ^aid  mendian  crosses  the  line  of  California. 

The  committee  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  we  acquiesce  in 
the  wishes  of  the  people  of  Carson  "^^allcy,  as  set  forth  in  their  petition  to  be 
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aiUchfid  to  Califon^,aiid  that  we  ayk,  ^Uh  fImB,  i^e  p»9ifiee  of  a  law  by 
Coogress,  making  the  118tb  meridiaaof  loogitude  tbe. eastern  boandary  of  tbii 
State,  before  mentioned  in  this  report> 

Belieying  it  for  the  interest  of  the  people  of  Carson  Tallej,  and  not  prj^ndi* 
cial  to  the  interests  of  California,  could  the  oblect  they  propose  be  effected 'your 
.  committee  submit  the  following  pi^amble  and  resolutions,  and  resgeQtfoIly  re- 
eoouneud  their  adoption: 

Wktrea4^  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Carson  Valley,  in  Utah  Territory, 
have  petitioned  uongress  to  be  set  off  from  said  Territory  of  XT  tab,  and  to  be 
attached  to  the  State  of  Califomia»  for  good  reasons,  as  set  forth  in  their  peti- 
tion, and, 

Whereas,  they  have  also  asked  tbe  co-operation  and  aid  of  this  Legislature  to 
secure  a  result  of  so  vital  interest  to  their  growth,  proeperity,  and  happiness; 
therefore 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  Calvlbmia,  that  we  aeqniesoe  in 
Ihe  wishes  of  the  cittiens  of  Carson  Valley,  as  set  forth  In  their  petition,  to  be 
attached  to  California,  and  that  we  request  our  Senator  and  Representatives  in 
Congress  to  urge  the  passage  of  a  law  making  the  118th  meridian  of  loogiiade 
west  from  Greenwich,  the  eastern  boundary  of  California,  from  the  point  in  tbe 
southern  boundary  line  of  Oregon  crossed  by  said  meridian,  to  a  point  in  the 
eastern  line  of  Cidifornia^  iatavaected  by  the  said  meiidian. 

Bssdved,  That  the  Oovemor  of  the  State  be  requested  immediatelj  tofiyr 
ward  to  our  Senator  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  copies  of  these  joint  reso- 
luttons.

I  herewith  present  a  petition,  numerously  signed  by  the  citizens  of  Elanath 
county,  in  relation  to  the  recent  Indian  depredations  in  that  part  of  (he  State 
^and  in  the  adjacent  Territory  of  Oregon,  in  which  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large 
number  of  our  citizens  ha?6  been  m^^sacred  and  muQh  ▼al'uable  pro|>ei^ 
destroyed. 

The  condition  of  these  distorbanoei  and  (he  utte^  wast  «|  9ffici^<7  which 
aeems  to  have  been  displayed  by  the  United.  States  troops  in  that  quarter,  hava 
at  length  induced  me  to  believe  that  a  force  of  mounted  troops,  to  be  raised 
under  authority  of  the  State,  is  essential  to  the  protection  of  ^the  iuhabitaats  of 
that  region  of  country,  and  the  matter  is  submitted  to  the  prompt  and  speedy 
consideration  of  the  Legislature.

entertained  by  the  people  of  Crescent  City  and  Ticinity,  of  an  outbreak  amonn^si 
those  Indiana,  and  representations  to  that  effect  irere  made  both  to  the  late  Ex* 
ecotive  and  myself. 

Whilst  it  was  my  sincere  desire  to  render  ample  protection  to  the  lives  and 
property  of  the  people  of  that  quarter,  at  the  s^me  time  I  wished  to  avoid  in- 
curring expenses  on  behalf  of  the  State,  if  it  were  possible  so  to  do.  Accordingly, 
when  a  request  was  made  to  me  to  call  into  the  service  of  the  State  a  compauj 
of  volunteers  for  that  service,  I  immediately  addressed  a  communication  to  Oen. 
John  E.  Wool,  Commander  Pacific  Division,  U.  S.  Army,  reqtiesting  information 
88  to  the  number  of  United  States  troops  in  that  quarter;  also,  whether  troops 
sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  protection  to  those  people  could  be  fur- 
nished by  him. 

The  reply  of  Gen.  Wool,  dated  2lst  Jan.  1856,  and  a  copy  of  which  I  trans- 
mitted  to  your  Honorable  body  on  the  23d,  was  so  entirely  satisfactory  en  these 
points  that  I  was  at  once  induced  to  believe  no  possible  necessity  existed  for 
calling  out  a  volnnteer  force,  and  up  to  this  time  1  have  forborne  to  do  so,  bat 
now  the  results  which  are  before  us,  render  manifest  the  necessity  of  having  a 
mounted  volunteer  corps,  from  whom  we  can  hope  results  more  favorable  than 
have  attended  the  presence  of  the  regular  troops  General  Wool  has  ordered 
there. 

It  is  supposed  that  a  company  of  fifty  mounted  men,  for  a  period  of  three 
months  will  be  sufficient,  and  I  therefore  most  earnestly  ask,  that  a  law  may  be 
passed,  authorizing  a  company  of  this  description  to  be  raised  in  that  county, 
and  at  the  same  time  making  provision  for  their  equipment,  pay  and  aostenance, 
as  it  is  due  to  those  who  embark  in  such  hazardons  service  that  they  should 
have  such  provision  made  for  them  in  advance,  whilst  it  will  constitute,  in  favor 
of  the  State,  a  formidable  impediment  against  an  unnecessary  and  increased 
expenditure. 

I  would  also  state,  that  I  have  ordered  the  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  General 
to  forward^to  Crescent  City,  for  theiruse,  such  arms  and  ammunition  as  their  neoes- 
sities  seem  to  r^qulr^,  taking  bonds  for  their  due  preservation  and  return. 

A  strict  adherence  to  the  law  directing  the  distribution  of  arms  and  ammunition, 
would  not  authorize  me  so  to  do ;  but  it  is  important  that  they  should  have  this  aid 
ly  the  speediest  means  of  communication,  and,  as  the  next  steamer  for  the  northern 
coast  leaves  San  Francipco  on  the  4th  inst.,  and  the  delay  of  awaiting  legislative 
action  nught  prove  extremely  hazardous,  if  not  dit^astruus,  I  did  not  hesitate,  under 
the  circuiiistaiiocs  to  as-^ume  Huch  rcsj.^>nsibility.

On  the  3d  instant,  I  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Assembly,  in  relation 
to  recent  Indian  disturbances  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  State,  and  on  yes- 
terday, casually  meeting  Gen.  Wool,  tlfe  commanding  officer  of  the  Pacific  di- 
vision of  the  U.  S.  Army,  at  San  Francisco,  I  learned  it  was  his  intention  at 
once  to  order  more  troops  to  the  vicinity  of  those  disturbances;  and  that  official 
information  might  be  laid  before  your  respective  bodies,  I  addressed  a  letter  to 
that  officer,  requesting  him  to  inform  me  what  measures  he  had  in  contemplation, 
and  would  adopt,  in  protecting  our  citizens  from  those  threatened  hostilities. 
To  this,  I  received  in  reply  a  letter,  of  which  the  accompanying  is  a  copy,  and  I 
hasten  to  lay  the  same  before  your  respective  bodies,  for  such  consideration  as 
jou  may  deem  necessary  and  proper.

To  His  Excellency  J.  N.  Johnson, 

Governor  of  California, 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
this  date  relative  to  the  calling  out  of  volunteers  for  the  defence  of  the  northern 
frontier  of  California,  and  especially  for  the  citizens  of  Crescent  City  and  its 
vicinity.  In  reply,  I  would  remark,  that  I  do  not  think  there  is  the  slightest 
necessity  for  any  such  call.  There  is  no  Indian  War  in  California  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  and  I  do  not  believe  there  will  be,  unless  unnecessarily  provoked.  To 
guard  and  protect  the  citizens  of  Crescent  City,  I  have  now  fifty  men  under 
Capt.  D.  Floyd  Jones.  I  will  send  up  on  the  steamship  Columbia,  which  will 
leave  on  the  6th  instant,  20  men  to  fill  up  that  company,  and  Capt.  Ord's  com- 
pany, 70  strong.  I  have  also  ordered  Brevet  Major  Wise  to  proceed  with  all 
possible  despatch  to  Fort  Lane.  Altogether  I  will  have  on  the  southern  fron- 
tier of  Oregon,  in  a  few  days,  at  diiferent  points,  eight  companies,  making  an 
aggregate  force  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  rank  and  file. 

But  a  short  time  since,  it  was  reported  that  there  was  but  one  hundred  war- 
riors in  arms  against  the  whites.  It  is  now  reported,  that  in  the  recent  massa- 
cre of  the  whites,  there  were  three  hundred.  This  is  the  largest  number  I  have 
heard  of  from  any  quarter  as  being  in  the  field. 

If,  however,  the  force  already,  and  which  will  be  in  the  field  in  the  course  of 
a  few  days,  is  not  sufficient  to  conquer  the  Indians  in  Southern  Oregon,  I  will 
as  scon  as  I  arrive  at  Vancouver,  to  which  point  I  propose  to  proceed  on  the 
6th  instant,  send  an  additional  force  from  that  post  by  the  return  of  the  steamer 
Columbia. 

In  conclusion,  on  this  subject  of  calling  out  Volunteers,  I  would  refer  yon  to 
be  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  recently  made  to  the  President  of  the  XJni- 
ed  States,  and  with  his  message,  laid  before  the  present  Congress.  He  says 
51a 
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in  substance  in  his  remarks,  that  the  calling  out  of  Volunteers  to  act  with  the 
regulars,  will  necessarily  be  discretionary  with  the  commander  of  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Pacific.  .  .

Although  your  Committee  have  reason  to  believe,  that  a  number  of  convicts 
did  escape  from  confinement  about  the  time  that  your  petitioner  was  assaulted 
and  robbed;  yet  your  Committee  have  not  in  their  possession  any  positive  or 
conclusive  evidence  that  the  assault  and  robbery  were  committed  by  said  escaped 
convicts. 

Your  Committee  are  further  of  the  opinion,  that  if  said  depredations  had  been 
committed  by  escaped  State  convicts;  in  absence  of  any  evidence  that  all  dae 
diligence  and  care  bad  not  been  used  by  the  State,  through  her  agents,  to  keep 
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her  prisoners  confined  and  secnre,  the  State  would  not  be  liable  for  any  damages 
that  might  accrue  to  the  citizens,  from  the  Acts  of  her  escaped  convicts. 

Therefore,  your  Committee,  although  they  sympathize  with  your  petitioner 
in  his  misfortunes,  cannot  recommend  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature 
for  his  relief.  •

The  undersigned,  a  portion  of  the  El  Dorado  delegation,  having  had  under 
consideration  Assembly  bill  No.  168,  entitled  an  Act  to  submit  the  question*, 
the  Removal  of  the  County  Seat  of  El  Dorado  county  to  the  qualified  Voters 
thereof,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

First.  That  in  our  opinion,  derived  from  personal  acquaintance  and  inquiry, 
a  large  majority  of  the  citizens  and  tax  payers  of  El  Dorado  county  are  satis- 
fied with  the  present  location  of  the  County  Seat  of  said  county,  and  that  they 
are  averse  to  any  change  of  location;  believing  that  removal  v/ould  result  in 
great  pecuniary  loss  to  the  county  at  large,  without  affording  aoy  additional 
facilities  for  county  business.  The  county  has  now  a  court  house,  with  ofiBces 
for  its  county  officers,  which  is  convenient,  and  of  a  substantial  chara'tter  for  a 
wooden  edifice,  which  will  answer  every  requirement  for  the  holding  of  courts 
for  a  number  of  years. 

Second.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  a  large  granite  jail  at  this  time  in 
course  of  construction,  a  large  portion  of  which  is  already  completed,  and  the 
whole  of  which,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  must  be  completed  and 
ready  for  use  by  the  first  day  of  June  next.  The  cost  of  this  jail  is  $16,000, 
and  the  amount  already  paid  by  the  county  to  the  contractor,  is  upwards  of 
EeveD  thousand  and  six  hundred  dollars. 
58a 
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Third.  Removal  of  the  County  Seat  from  Coloma  to  Plaeerville,  or  any  other 
place  in  the  county,  would  involve  the  coaiity  in  the  loss  of  her  present  public 
buil<lings.  which,  together  with  the  accruhip:  expenditures  for  the  erection  of 
new  buildings,  if  auytiiiug  like  commodious  buildings  are  erected,  such  as  the 
county  would  require,  a  debt  in  amount  not  less  than  seventy  or  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars.  In  the  event  of  removal,  the  present  buildirigs  owned  by  the 
county  would  be  nearly  a  total  loss,  while  the  expenses  of  the  election,  the  re- 
moval and  the  erection  of  new  structures,  would  involve  the  county  in  a  large 
debt,  clouding  the  credit  of  the  county,  depreciating  her  paper,  rendering  it 
necessary  to  resort  to  direct  and  onerous  taxation. 

Fourth.  There  have  been  two  elections  held,  at  which  the  people  have  twice 
already  directly  voted  for  the  location  of  the  County  Seat  of  El  Dorado  county, 
the  last  of  which  was  held  but  little  more  than  one  ye^r  ago,  in  accordance  with 
an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature,  April  19,  1854.  In  this  election,  as  in  the 
preceding  one,  Coloma  received  the  largest  number  of  votes,  and  was  declared 
the  County  Seat  of  El  Dorado  county.  The  undersigned,  therefore,  deem  it 
wholly  and  totally  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  re-submit  this  matter  again  to 
the  people,  especially  go  soon  after  an  expression  of  the  people  has  been  had  at 
the  ballot  box;  and,  furthermore,  viewed  in  the  light  of  past  experience,  a  special 
election  would  by  no  means  insure  a  fair  expression  of  the  people,  while  it  would 
cost  the  county  many  thousaud  dollars. 

Fifth.  The  total  vote  of  EI  Dorado  county  in  1853  was  eight  thousand  two 
hundred  and  ninety-lour,  and  in  1854,  when  the  question  of  County  Soat  was 
pending,  the  number  of  votes  [rolled  was  eleven  thousand  fivehnmlred  and  forty- 
five,  ani  in  the  lust  election,  1855,  the  number  polled  was  eiglit  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty-one,  showing,  :it  the  time  when  the  County  Seat  was  pend- 
ing, an  unusu'd  and  unprecedented  vote.  It  also  appears  by  official  pnjiers  now 
in  the  hands  of  your  Committee,  that  in  1854,  when  voting  for  County  Seat,  the 
city  of  Plaeerville  polled  fifty  more  voles  than  was  polled  at  the  last  election  in 
the  whole  township.  Diamond  Springs,  another  town  competing  for  County 
Seat  in  1854,  polled  nine  hundred  and  forty-three  votes,  while  in  1855,  this  town 
polled  only  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  votes;  all  of  which  shows  a  remarkable 
falling  off  iu  the  voting  ability  of  these  places.  Coloma,  the  present  County 
Seat,  on  the  contrary,  shows  a  singular  contrast  compared  with  the  places  just 
mentioned.  In  1853,  Coloma  township  polled  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
votes,  and  in  the  two  succeeding  elections,  ten  hundred  and  ninety-eight  and  ten 
hundred  and  sixteen  votes  respectively;  showing  a  less  vote  on  the  County  Seat 
than  was  polled  the  preceding  year. 

Sixth.  Your  Committee  find  no  petitioners  praying  for  an  election  by  the 
people  to  settle  the  question  of  County  Seat,  nor  do  the  people  of  El  Dorado 
desire  anj^thiug  of  the  kind;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  remonstrances  have  been 
presented  to  your  honorable  body,  signed  by  over  six  thousand  voters  and  tax 
payers  of  tl*e -county,  protesting  against  any  action  upou  this  subject.  Your 
Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  Coloma,  the  present  County  Seat,  is  as  central 
and  as  conveniently  ioeated,  as  any  other  town  in  said  county,  and  to  fortify 
th'S  opinion,  they  would  adduce  the  fact,  that  no  coi»veniion  or  comity  assem- 
blage of  the  people  htt«,  iu  their  knowledge,  been  held  in  any  other  town  than 
Coloma.  Furthermore,  the  citizens  of  Coloma  have  expended,  by  private  enter- 
prise,  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  bridges  and  roads  leading  into  Coloma; 
im  amoant  greater,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  than  has  been  expended

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  only  object  which  would  justify  the  State  in 
the  present  impoverished  situation  of  the  Treasury  in  incurring  the  enormous 
expense  of  taking  the  Census  wonld  be  the  reformation  of  the  basis  of  repre- 
sentation in  the  Legislature;  and  hence,  your  committee,  being  ef  the  opinion 
that  the  Census  taken  in  1856  could  not  constitutionally  establish  a  basis 
whereby  the  representative  system,  adopted  in  pursuance  of  the  Census  of  1852, 
could  be  legally  overthrown,  (for  the  reason  that  the  first  named  Census,  is  not 
the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State,  provided  for  in  Section  28  of 
Article  4  of  the  Constitution,)  have  agreed  in  making  this  recommendation. 
If  the  object  sought  to  be  obtained  by  taking  the  Census  this  year  should  be 
confined  simply  to  the  obtaining  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  statistics  pf  pop- 
ulation and  wealth  of  the  State:  still  your  committee,  bearing  in  mind,  that  in 
less  than  four  years  the  Federal  Government  will  afford  us  this  information  free 
of  expense;  cannot  consent  to  advise  the  enormous  outlays  attendant  upon  the 
enactment  of  cither  of  these  bills,  however  much  they  may  desire  to  see  the

Authority  is  there  given  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  cities  and  incorpo- 
rated villages;  but  in  so  doing,  to  restrict  their  power  of  taxation,  assessment, 
borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loaning  their  credit,  so  as  to  prevent 
abuses  in  assessment  and  contracting  debts  by  su(ih  municipal  corporations. 

This  injunction  in  the  bill  before  me  has  been  regarded  only  in  the  matter  of 
levying  taxes;  leaving  in  the  other  particulars  the  exercise  of  those  powers  to  tbe 
absolute  will  of  its  Board  of  Trustees;  in-which  respect  it  will  at  once  be  per* 
ceived  to  be  a  violation  of  the  Constitution.

The  Committee  on  State  Hospitals,  to  whom  was  referred  a  petition  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  Insane  Asylum  of  California,  praying  that  an  appropriation  of 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  be  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  relief  of  Jas. 
H.  Millmore,  for  losses  said  to  have  been  sustained  by  said-Millmore  on  a  con- 
tract entered  into  between  the  said  Millmore  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Insane 
Asylum  for  the  erection  of  a  kitchen  to  the  Asylum,  in  accordance  with  an  Act 
of  the  last  Legislature,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  have  in- 
structed me  to  report:  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  it  would  be  an 
Act  of  injustice  to  the  State  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  and  thereby 
establish  a  precedent  which  could  bnt  end  in  unwise  and  unjust  appropriations 
hereafter  in  every  case  of  similar  character.  It  appears  in  the  petition,  as  set 
forth  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Asylum,  that  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the 
building  was  let  out  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  the 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  building  were  submitted  to  the  said  Millmore  be* 
tore  the  contract  was  entered  into. 
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Your  committee  are  therefore  of  the  opinion,  that  as  the  said  Milmore  entered 
into  the  contract  as  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  with  all  the  facts  before  hira, 
and  has  sustained  a  lo?s  in  complying  with  the  requisitions  thereof,  the  State 
should  not  be  made  to  bear  the  burilien  of  a  lack  of  judgment  of  the  said  con- 
tractor, and  inasmuch  as  siie  has  acted  in  good  faith  in  the  premises,  and  lias 
fulfilled  to  the  letter  all  the  provisions  of  the  contract  on  her  part,  your  com- 
mittee therefore  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  no  farther  action  be 
taken  in  the  premises.  The  memorial  of  the  said  petitioners  is  herewith  returned.

Your  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  have  had  under  consideration,  and  have 
duly  considered  Assembly  bill  Iso;  148,  entitled,  an  Act  to  prohibit  the  carrying 
of  concealed  w^eapons. 

Your  committee  have  agreed  that,  under  the  existing  state  of  society  in  Cali- 
fornia, the  bill  would  be  inoperative.  It  might,  perhaps,  prove  beneficial  in 
many  of  the  incorporated  towns  and  cities  of  this  State;  but,  in  consequence  of 
the  isolated  situation  of  many  of  our  towns  and  villages — the  numerous  desolate 
and  unsettled  portions  of  the  country  over  which  immigrants  and  travellers  have 
to  pass — the  many  marauders  and  murderers  that  are  extant  in  the  State — and 
the  widely  separated  and  isolated  location  ot  the  officers  of  justice,  in  most  of 
the  counties. 

Your  committee  think,  that  notwith.standing  it  might  be  beneficial  in  the  in- 
corporated cities,  as  aforesaid,  it  is  not  advisable  to  pass  such  a  law  at  this  time, 
as  they  believe,  oh  the  whole,  it  would  prove  injurious  to  the  interests  of  the 
country  at  large  during  the  present  state  of  afT.iirs. 

They  therefore  recommend  the  bill  back  to  the  House,  and  its  indefinite  post- 
ponement.

Mr,  Speaker  : 

The  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Boundaries,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  petitions  of  sundry  citizens  in  the  township  of  Eureka,  in  the  county  of  Ne- 
vada, praying  not  to  be  attached  to  the  county  of  Sierra  by  any  law ;  and  a  pe- 
tition signed  by  sixty-eight  names  from  the  village  of  Eureka  South,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Sierra,  praying  a  change  in  the  boundary  of  said  county,  so  as  to  run  up 
the  north  lork  of  the  Middle  Yuba  river  to  its  source,  and  thence  east  to  the 
State  line;  as  also,  a  substitute  Senate  bill  for  attaching,  by  a  new  boundary,  a 
portion  of  Sierra  county  to  the  county  of  Nevada;  together  with  the  removr 
strance  of  the  people,  residing  in  that  portion  of  Sierra,  against  being  attached 
to  Nevada  county,  as  proposed  by  the  substitute,  having  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report: 

The  first  petitioners  alluded  to,  state  that  "  they  are  inhabitants  of  the  town- 
ship of  Eureka,''  in  the  county  of  Nevada;  that  "they  are  informed  that  a  bill 
will  be  introduced,  or  is  now  pending,  for  the  purpose  of  having  that  township 
added  to  Sierra  county,  which  they  pray  may  not  pass  or  become  a  law."  The 
other  petition,  signed  by  the  sixty-eight  from  the  village  of  Eureka  South, 
prays  for  the  establishing  of  a  new  boundary  between  the  two  counties  as  above 
described. 

Upon  these  petitions  as  a  basis,  it  appears  the  Senate  bill  was  intro- 
duced, to  establish  a  new  northern  boundary  for  the  county  of  Nevada,  which,  if 
it  become  a  law,  will  attach  a  large  section  of  the  present  territory  of  Sierra 
county  to  the  county  of  Nevada.  To  this  the  people  residing  upon  that  terri- 
tory remonstrate. 

tjpon  examining  the  Act  establishing  the  county  of  Nevada,  we  find  the 
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words  defining  the  northern  boundary  of  that  eoantj,  to  read  as  follows:  "be- 
ginning at  the  point  in  the  Ynba  riyer,  opposite  the  mouth  of  Deer  Creek,  and 
running  thence,  up  the  Yuba  river  to  a  point  opposite  the  middle  branch  of  the 
Yuba  river;  thence,  up  the  middle  of  said  middle  branch  to  a  point  opposite  the 
mouth  of  Wolf  Creek;  thence,  easterly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  boundary  of  the 
State:"  and  we  find  that  this  line,  in  the  formation  of  Sierra  county  is  made  the 
southern  boundary  of  that  county. 

The  substitute  bill  does  not  propose  to  carry  out  the  expressed  wishes  of  the 
sixty-eight;  but  proposes  materially  to  change  the  boundary  between  the  two 
counties,  by  following  the  Middle  Yuba  to  the  mouth  of  the  south  fork  of  said 
river;  thence,  up  the  south  fork  of  the  Middle  Yuba  to  its  source;  thence,  due 
east  to  the  State  line. 

Your  committee,  from  the  documents  referred  to  them,  do  not  feel  justified  in 
recommending  a  change  in  the  boundary  between  the  two  counties,  but  think, 
on  the  contrary,  that  it  would  be  establishing  a  dangerous  precedent  to  permit 
the  fear  8f  either  pretended  or  real,  of  the  people  of  one  county  of  being  attached 
to  an  adjoining  county  to  be  taken  as  a  basis  of  action  by  the  people  of  the 
former^  to  secure  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  the  county  to  which  they  feared 
being  attached. 

Your  Committee,  believing  that  the  boundary  of  Nevada  county  was  estab- 
lished in  wisdom  by  those  who  organized  it,  would  most  respectfully  report  the 
following  amendments  to  the  substitute,  and  recommend  its  passage.  To  wit: 
In  section  20,  after  the  words  *'  middle  Yuba  river,"  where  they  first  occur, 
strike  out  the  words  **  thence  up  said  middle  Yuba  river  to  the  mouth  of  the 
south  fork  of  the  same;  thence  up  the  said  south  fork  to  its  source;  thence  doe 
east  to  the  eastern  line  of  the  State,"  and  insert  the  following:  '•  thence  up  said 
middle  Yuba  river  to  a  point  opposite  the  mouth  of  Wolf  Creek;  thence  due  east 
to  the  eastern  line  of  the  State,''  which,  although  it  only  re-establishes  the  original 
boundary  of  the  county,  will  leave  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Eureka,  as 
they  desire  in  the  county  of  Nevada,  and  the  remonstrants  as  they  wish  in  the 
county  of  Sierra.  The  petitioners  pray  that  they  may  not  be  attached  to  Sierra 
county,  and  as  there  has  been  no  bill  before  this  body  to  effect  that  purpose, 
your  Committee  can  see  no  just  reason  why  their  prayer  should  not  be  granted. 
The  remonstrants,  one  hundred  in  number,  complain  that  a  change  in  the  boun- 
dary line,  as  proposed  by  the  bill,  will  entail  upon  them  grievous  burdens,  by 
an  increase  of  their  taxes,  and  by  an  increase  of  distance  to  the  Seat  of  Justice, 
for  while  now  they  state  they  are  within  twelve  miles  of  Downieville,  the  County 
Seat  of  Sierra  countj*  they  are  thirty  miles  from  the  County  Seat  of  Nevada 
coanty. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  being  averse  to  the  changing  of  the  boundaries  of 
counties,  unless  urgent  necessities  seem  to  require,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
prayer  of  the  remonstrants  should  also  be  granted,  by  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment  proposed  to  the  substitute.

Mr.  Oxley,  from  a  portion  of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  ascertain  the 
facts  in  regard  to  the  publication  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State  of  California  in  the  Spanish  language,  made  the  following 
report: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  a  portion  of  the  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
Assembly  resolution  in  regard  to  the  publication,  in  Spanish,  of  the  several 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  proposed  by  the  last 
Legislature  of  this  State,  and  now  pending  their  second  action  by  the  present 
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session  of  the  Legislature,  would  most  respectfully  report:  That  they  have  had 
the  matter  under  careful  consideration  ;  have  addressed  the  Secretary  of  State, 
Controller  of  State,  and,  also,  Ex-Governor  Bigler,  in  regard  to  the  matter,  but 
have  been  unable  to  o'jt.iin  any  information  from  either  of  those  ofiSi^ials:  which 
would  ^o  to  show  that  the  said  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were 
published  in  Spanish,  previous  to  the  last  general  election.  We  find  that  they 
were  published  extensively  in  most  of  the  papers  throughout  this  State,  in  the 
English  language,  and  also  that  they  were  published  in  one  German  paper,  which 
has  an  extensive  circulation,  and  also  in  the  French  paper,  known  as  '*  El  Echo 
del  Paciftqne,"  which  is  published  in  ^an  Francisco. 

The  only  evidence  of  the  publication  in  Spanish  of  the  said  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  which  yonr  committee  have  been  able  to  obtain,  is 
found  in  the  Statutes  of  1855,  which  were  published  in  Spanish,  according  to 
law,  but  were  not  distributed  until  about  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature;  having  been,  from  some  cause  best  known  to 
the  State  Printer,  delayed  an  unusual,  and  your  committee  believe  an  unwar* 
ran  table  length  of  time,  as  by  reference  to  section  7  th  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act 
to  create  the  office  of  State  Printer,  and  define  the  duties  and  compensation 
thereof,  and  to  provide  for  the  time  and  manner  of  election,  passed  May  1st, 
1854,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  La.ws  and  Journals  are  required  to  be  ready  for 
distribution  within  seventy  days  Irom  the  time  the  Legislature  adjourns.  Sec- 
tion 1st,  Article  10th,  of  the  Constitution,  requires  that  when  amendments  are 
proposed  to  the  Constitution  by  one  Legislature,  they  shall  be  published  for 
three  months  next  preceding  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  Legislature, 
Ac,  and  Section  21st,  Article  11th,  requires  that  all  Laws,  Decrees, 'Regula- 
tions and  Provisions,  which,  from  their  nature,  require  publication,  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  English  and  Spanish. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  the  plain  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  so  far  as  re- 
lates to  the  publicatioii  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  in  the 
Spanish  language,  have  been  neglected  or  disregarded.  Yet  we  are  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  such  neglect  or  disregard  of  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  by  a 
public  officer,  should  not  deprive  the  people  of  their  right  to  vote  on  a  subject  of 
such  vital  importance  as  the  one  in  question.  They  are  now  groaning  under  the 
weight  of  a  tax  for  the  support  of  the  goverment  of  this  State,  which  is  almost,  if 
not  quite,  without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  any  State  in  the  Union.  They  have 
called  loudly  for  measures  of  retrenchment  and  reform,  and  have  but  too  often 
been  answered  with  ruinous  and  unheard  of  appropriations,  and  a  general  waste  of 
their  money  by  those  who  should  have  exercised  a  fostering  care  over  a  sacred  trust, 
but  instead  thereof  have,  like  the  vulture,  covered  and  devoured  their  prey.  They 
demanded,  two  years  ago,  biennial  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  hoping  in  that  way, 
not  only  to  save  from  $^iOO,000  to  $500,000  per  annum,  as  expenses  incident  upon 
every  session  of  the  Legislature  ;  but  an  equal  amount  in  the  gigantic  schemes 
which  have  been  concocted  at  almost  every  session  of  the  Legislature  in  this  State. 
This  cherished  object  of  their  wishes  they  now  have,  as  it  were,  in  their  very 
clutches,  and  it  would  appear  hard  indeed  were  it  to  be  snatched  from  them,  and 
two,  three  and  perhaps  live  years  elapse  before  they  can  obtain  that  which  they  con- 
fidently and  anxiously  hoped  would  be  accomplished  by  the  members  of  the  present 
liCgislature  ;  and  that,  too,  as  a  result  of  negligence  or  oversight  in*one  whom  they 
had  elevated  to  a  high  and  reponsible  position,  and  whose  duty  it  was  to  guard  with 
an  unremitting  vigilance,  their  rights,  and  to  comply,  as  far  as  was  in  his  power, 
with  their  wishes  as  expressed  by  their  representatives. 

Your  committee,  notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  the  "  Proposed  Amendments 
to  the  Constitution"  were  not  published  in  the  Spanish  language  prior  to  the 
last  general  election,  cannot  see  the  impropriety  of  legislative  sanction  to  them, 
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onder  all  the  circnmstancrs;  neither  do  we  propose  to  expound  the  Constitution, 
or  argue  the  const  irutionility  of  8oW»  l"i:'slative  Faitrtion,  anv  fiirth»-r,  than  to 
ino<»t  resp«fctfiilJy  >ul»'riit  for  your  co-jsi  it-r.^.tion,  the  fads  in  the  ra«e,  and  our 
hninhle  views  of  wntit  we  coji.'eire  to  h"  the  spirit  an«i  intent  of  fheConstitulion. 
Uu'ier  the  circum>taucts,  and  in  relaiion  to  t.ie  waiter  now  Ik- 'ore  your  com- 
mittee, after  we  have  done  our  duty  to  tlie  best  of  cur  ability,  then  on  appeal 
can  be  had  to  a  hitrhtr  tribuii-il,  who?e  i»ecnliar  prerogative  is  to  settle  d:ff('r- 
cnces  of  opinion  on  such  poims,  and  one  where  more  calm  dWib*  la'ion  can  be 
h>id  npon  such  subject:},  than  in  a  lt'<rislnt  ve  hall.  If  any  action  we  mi^ht  t;tke 
in  the  premises,  in  ajrain  passing  the  **  Pr«»pos«'d  Amendments  to  ti»e  Con>tila- 
tion,"  sbonld  be  unronstiiutional,  on  account  of  a  dereliction  of  duty,  or  an  over- 
sight  on  the  part  of  a  puldic  officer,  then  finch  infractions  of  the  fundam^utbl 
law  would  soon  become  an  every  day  occurrence,  whenever  it  mi^iht  snit  the 
caprices  or  whims  of  public  officers  hereafter,  in  like  manner,  to  outrage  the  sov- 
ereign will  and  dignity  of  a  confiding  and  tax-rid^ien  constituency. 

As  above  stated,  your  committee  find,  on  examination  in  the  proper  cfSce, 
that  the  proposed  amendments  in  question  have  been  very  extensively  published 
in  all  parts  of  the  State,  in  Enprli>h,  and  also  in  French  and  German  papers 
havhig  a  very  hirpe  circnlat'on,  for  wliich  the  State  is  expecied  to  pay  the  haod- 
Fome  sum  of  between  $25  00)  and  $30,000,  and  all  this  is  to  be  a  dead  loss  to 
the  State,  through  the  i»i;itt4Mitio'i  of  one  imlividual  to  the  letter  of  the  Con«5ti- 
tation,  and  the  people'ti  will  a;;ain  disregarded,  and  that  by  a  technical  qnibble, 
unless  the  Legislature  resolve  to  make  the  blame  rest,  where  it  properlv  belongs, 
and  not  upon  the  people,  who  are  in  no  wuy  the  culpable  parties  in  the  matter.

Hr.  Brent,  from  a  portion  of  same  committee,  made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  nndcrsigned,  members  of  your  Select  Committee,  to  which  was  referred 
the  question  of  investigating  the  fact,  whet  iter  the  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ments were  published  in  English  and  'S[)anish,  together  with  instructions  to 
report  their  opinion  upon  the  necessity  of  publication  in  Spanish,  having  had 
the  said  matters  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Article  X  of  oi;r  State  Constitution  prescribes  the  mode  of  its  being  amended. 
The  first  two  steps  required  by  this  Article,  are  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses,  and  then  the  publication  of  the 
proposed  amendments  "  fur  three  months  next  preceding  the  elections  of  the 
members  of  the  Legislature." 

The  undersigneil  are  of  opinion  that  the  publication  for  the  three  months 
designated,  is  as  necessary  a  pre-reqnisite,  as  the  obtaiidng  the  consent  of  a  nia- 
j'lriiy  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly;  hence  they  believe,  that  if 
the  publication  has  tiot  been  m.ide  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  i.sclf,  the 
proper  mttiiod  for  amending  the  Constitution  has  not  been  pursued. 

Section  21  of  Article  XI  prescribes,  that  when  it  is  necessary  to  make  pob- 
llcation  of  '*  laws,  decrees,  regulations,  and  provisions,"  the  said  publication  shall 
be  made  in  English  and  Spanish,  and  hence  the  undersigned  believe  that  it  is  tf 
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necessary  to  publish  in  Spanish  as  in  English.  The  Committee  have  correppond- 
ed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Controller,  concerning  the  pnblication  of  the 
constitutional  amendments  in  Spanish,  and  hen  with  subniit  the  answers  re- 
ceived by  them.  Tlie  undersigned  submit,  as  the  result  of  their  investigation, 
that  the  proposed  co!«stitation&l  umendmen  s  were  not  jublihhed  in  Spanish  ai.d 
English  for  three  months  next  preceding  the  last  election;  that  said  j.ulilication 
was  absolutely  necessary,  and  was  a  conditiou  precedent  to  our  ability  to  agree 
to  the  proposed  constitutional  amendments.

Yours  of  yesterday  is  received.  Yon  desire  to  know,  on  what  my  impression 
that  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  published  in  Spanish,  is 
founded.  The  impression  was  probably  derived  from  the  fact,  that  ihey  were 
translated  by  the  State  Translator,  and  published  in  the  Yolume  of  Spanish 
Laws  of  the  last  session;  and  Irom  the  further  fact,  that  it  has  been  customary 
when  important  matters  of  that  kind  have  been  published  by  aathority,  for  them 
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to  be  copied  into  the  French  and  Spanish  papers.  I  do  not  now  recollect  to 
have  seen  ihera  published  in  any  Spanish  papers,  but  they  are  published  in  the 
Volume  of  Spanish  Laws.  You  desire  to  know  at  what  time  the  Spanish  T.nws 
were  delivered  to  the  State;  they  were  delivered  in  the  month  of  January  last

GsNTLBinEN: 


Your  note  of  March  16,  1856,  reached  me  last  evening.    In  it  you  make  the 
following  inquiries — to  wit: 
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**  We  wonld  therefore  respectfully  inquire  from  you,  whether  the  Constitu- 
tional ame'idments  were  published  by  your  diredirms,  iu  Spanish,  during  the 
three  months  next  preceding  the  last  General  Election." 

In  reply,  I  beg  leave  to  remark,  that  the  Leg'slatnrc  of  185"^  adjourned  with- 
out directing  or  authorizing  the  Executive,  or  any  other  oflScer  of  governnjent 
to  have  the  Constitutional  amendments  published. 

But  in  order  if  possible  to  secure  early  action  in  relation  to  them^  I  had  the 
amendments  prepared  for  publication,  stating  to  publishers,  in  every  case,  that  I 
was  not  authorized  by  law  to  direct  publication  to  be  made;— that  no  money 
had  been  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  that  if  they  made  publication,  they 
must  look  to  the  Legislature  for  compensation. 

The  amendments  may  have  been,  and  I  think  were,  published  in  the  Spanish 
language,  in  a  paper  io  Sao  Francisco,  but  I  have  no  recollection  of  having  di- 
rected such  publication  to  be  made. 

In  fact,  I  did  not  at  the  time  I  had  the  amendments  prepared  for  publication, 
nor  do  I  now  regard  the  Constitution  as  requiring  proposed  amendments  to  that 
instrument  to  be  published  in  the  Spanish  language, 

I  then,  as  now,  regarded  Section  first  of  Article  10th,  which  relates  to  the 
"mode  of  amending  and  revising  the  Constitution,"  (and  not  Section  21  of  Ar- 
ticle 11,)  as  controlling  the  matter  of  publication  of  proposed  auiendments  to  the 
Constitution.

The  reports  were  read,  and  on  motion,  the  rule  was  suspended,  and  five  hun- 
dred copies  of  each  report  ordered  printed. 

Mr,  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No. 
58,  for  an  Act  making  Appropriations  to  meet  Deficiencies  in  Appropriations 
heretofore  made  to  defray  the  Civil  Expenses  of  the  Government  from  the  first 
day  of  February,  1855,  to  the  first  day  of  February,  1856,  ask  leave  to  report 
the  same  back  to  the  House,  with  sundry  amendments,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  amendments. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  the  limited 
time  they  have  had  the  bill  under  consideration,  precludes  the  possibility  of  their 
obtaining  definite  information  in  regard  to  the  amount  due  from  the  State  upon 
the  matters  for  which  appropriations  are  mentioned  in  the  original  bill,  and  they 
are  compelled  to  rely  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Senate  Committee,  and 
upon  certificates  of  various  officers,  to  the  correctness  of  the  accounts  upon 
which  the  respective  claims  are  based.  In  most  cases,  these  certificates  are  extra 
oflficial,  the  law  not  makiiig  it  the  duty  of  the  officer  to  make  such  certificate, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  entitled  to  the  same  consideration  as  the 
certificate  of  a  private  citizen. 
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Your  committee  olso  deem  it  their  duty  in  this  connection  to  refer  to  the  fact, 
that  more  tiian  half  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government  are  incurred  in  dis- 
chnr^nij<r  claims,  the  araouiit  of  which  are  not  previously  fi.vel  by  law,  an  the 
amount.  j)Mid  for  whicli,  is,  to  a  p:reat  extent,  depe^idant  upon  t  .e  action  of  legis- 
lative committees  ;  a  chiss  of  officers,  who,  on  aci.'<)urit  of  the  short  time  ia 
which  they  are  compel  ed  to  decide  upon  an  endless  variety  of  questions,  are, 
perhaps,  t'le  best  prepared  of  any  that  (ould  be  selected  to  de* ermine  matters  of 
this  kind  requirinj^  tedious  invest  illations  of  books  and  accounts 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  three-fourths  of  the  contingent  expenses 
of  the  State  offices,  and  of  the  State  buildinp^s'  expenses,  might  be  saved  by  pro- 
viding by  law  that  each  officer  should  be  allowed  a  fixed  amount  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  be  r  'quired  to  pay  the  expenses  of  his  office  or  department  at  bis  own 
charge;  and  by  making  similar  provisions  in  regard  to  the  officer  having  charge 
of  the  State  buildings.  The  items  of  expense  above  referred  to  have  been  bo 
very  considerable  up  to  this  date,  as  to  form  a  very  heavy  burden  upon  the 
Treasury. 

In  connection  with  the  appropriation  of  $62,000  for  the  printing  of  last  year, 
together  with  $4,600  for  paper  furnished  the  State  Printer  during  that  time, 
making  $60,600,  in  addition  to  the  large  appropriation  of  the  last  Legislature, 
your  committee  feel  compelled  to  advert  to  the  fact,  that,  in  their  opinion,  the 
amount  hereiolore  paid  for  State  Printing  is  excessive  and  exorbitant.  Your 
committee  would  most  respectfully  submit,  that  in  these  respects,  the  law  should 
be  auKiided,  and  would  recommend  that  the  appropriate  committees  be  instruct- 
ed to  bring  in  bills  for  that  purpose. 

Your  committee  deem  it  idle  to  talk  of  putting  the  State  upon  a  "  cash  basis," 
by  changing  the  form  of  her  inilcbtedness,  so  long  as  the  expenses  annually  ex- 
ceed the  receipts.  To  increase  the  amoimt  of  taxes  is  an  expedient  evidently  to 
be  avoided,  if  possible,  and  your  committee  know  of  no  other  practicable  mode, 
ei  her  in  public  or  private  alfairs,  to.  institute  a  *'  cash  basis,"  but  to  limit  and 
restrict  expeudittu'es  to  an  amount  less  thau  the  receipts.

An  Act  entitled,  an  Act  authorizing  the  Sheriff  of  Alameda  county  to  proceed 
and  collect  the  delinquent  Taxes  assessed  for  the  years  1854  and  1855,  is  here- 
with returned  to  your  honorable  body,  in  which  it  originated,  without  my  ap- 
proval. 

Section  2d  qf  said  Act  prescribes  as  follows;  "The  said  Sheriff  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  bid,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  said  county,  upon  any  real  estate  that 
may  be  offered  for  sale  for  said  taxes,  and  the  said  county,  upon  the  same  being 
so  purchased,  shall  become  the  owner,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  of  such  land,  to 
the  same  extent,  and  with  the  same  rights  and  liabilities,  as  if  purchased  hy  an 
individual  at  such  sale,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  county  shall  have  full 
power  to  sell  or  dispose  of,  rent  or  lease  said  land,  or  transfer,  for  the  county  bid 
thereon,  to  any  person  on  such  terms  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  provided  that 
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in  case  any  person  or  persons  shall  bid  the  amount  of  taxes  due  npon  any  assess- 
ment, the  said  Sheriff  shall  not  bid  upon  such  side."  Autliori  y  is  here  given  to 
the  Sheriff  to  bid  in  for  the  oounty,  in' its  corporate  eaj^acity,  property  so  offered 
for  sale,  and  thenceforward  the  title  of  such  ])roperty,  vested  in  lh<^  county,  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  unlimited  and  unrestricted  authority  **to  sell  or 
dispone  of,  rent  or  leaFe  said  land,  or  transfer  the  county  bid  thereon  to  any  per- 
son on  such  terras  as  they  shall  deem  proper." 

Such  absolute  power  of  disposition  of  as  vast  landed  estates  sh(iuld  never  be 
given  to  any  Board  of  Supervisors,  without  proper  restrictions  placed  on  their 
action,  and  a  precedent  of  this  kind  once  established,  it  is  not  improper  to  sug- 
gest, might  be  fraught  with  the  most  alarming  consequences  of  sjh  cniation  and 
fraud  upon  the  rights  of  the  citizens,  and  fully  justifus  me  in  reiusii.g  Fanctiou 
to  an  Act,  which,  by  even  a  possibility,  could  be  the  instrument  in  producing  such 
results.  Furthermore,  no  provision  is  made  tlierein  for  the  payment  into  the 
.  State  Treasury  that  proportion  of  taxes  to  be  realized  from  this  jirocess  of  col- 
lection which  would  properly  be  due  to  the  State.  Wherefore,  the  Act  refe:  red 
to  is  returned  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  Legislative  department.

Herewith  I  return,  without  approval,  an  Act  concerning  the  Collection  of 
Taxes  now  due  in  the  County  of  Marin.  According  to  the  jH'Ovisions  of  section 
1st  of  this  Act,  the  Sheriff  is  required  to  [)rocecd  witii  such  collection  by  ihe 
provisions  of  an  Act  to  provide  Revenue  for  the  t.U]^})ort  of  the  Government  of 
this  State,  passed  May  15,  1854,  and  also  an  Act  to  anjend  an  Act  to  j  rovide 
llevenue  for  the  support  of  the  Government  of  this  State,  p.issrd  Apnl  17.  1^55, 
and  in  said  collections  is  restricted  in  his  dutic^s  (except  iji  the  time  of  mak- 
ing return.)  to  the  provisions  of  the  two  Acts  before  alluded  'o,  by  tlie  fol'uwing 
l)Ositive  language — **  in  said  collections  he  shall  be  governed  i-ii,  all  re.sjpccts  by 
said  Ads."  "* 

Now  it  is  quite  obvious  that  it  had  escaped  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
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that  the  material  portions  of  the  Act  of  May  15th,  18''>4  were  amended  on  the 
27th  of  April,  1855,  {vide  Act  1855,  paj^  172,)  which,  in  effect,  repealing  so 
much  of  the  orij^inal  Act  as,  without  also  embracing  the  provisions  contained  ia 
the  amendatory  Act,  would  invest  the  Sheriff,  as  tax  collector,  with  no  p^weror 
authority  to  collect  any  taxes  since  he  **must  be  governed  m  all  respects  by  a 
law  once  in  existence,  but  unfortunately  for  the  successful  workings  of  this  bill 
was  long  since  repealed. 

Wherefore  it  will  be  readily  perceived  that  the  purposes  and  design  of  this  Act 
cannot  be  successfully  accomplished  as  it  is  now  presented,  and  would  tend  but  to 
embarrass  the  (Jollector  in  his  official  duties,  and,  in  a\\  probability,  involve  the 
delinquent  tax  payer  in  prolonged  and  expensive  litigation,  without,  in  the  least 
maimer,  facilitating  the  collection  of  taxes;  hence  the  objections  to  its  approval.

Also,  have  this  day  examined  Assembly  bill  No.  224,  an  Act  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars,  to  meet  defi- 
ciencies of  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Insane  Asylum  of  California, 
for  the  year  1855,  and  find  the  same  correctly  enrolled.

The  select  committee  [Tuolumne  Delegation,]  to  whom  was  referred  Assem* 
bly  bill  No.  222,  entitled  an  Act  to  re-incorporate  the  City  of  Sbnora.  have  had 
the  bill  under  consideration  and  report  the  same  back,  with  amendments,  and 
recommend  its  passage  as  amended.

On  motion.  Assembly  bill  No.  222,  reported  by  the  Tuolumne  delegation,  was 
made  the  special  order  for  28th  Inst.,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Tour  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No.  120, 
an  Act  for  the  relief  of  Horace  Wheeler,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  beg  leave  to  report: 

This  claim  against  the  State  is  for  furnishing  Indian  goods  to  the  expedition 
for  suppressing  Indian  hostilities  in  Los  Angeles  county,  in  the  year  1852. 
These  goods  were  used  by  the  expedition  as  a  means  of  obtaining  peace  with 
said  Indians,  and  not  as  supplies  for  the  expedition ;  hence,  did  not  come  within 
the  provisions  of  the  law  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  said  expedition,  and 
could  not,  therefore,  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  In 
yiew  of  these  facts,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  bil  be  passed  without 
amendment. 

Your  committee  have  also  considered  Assembly  bill  No.  250,  an  Act  for  the 
relief  of  Cyrus  Rowe,  and  sureties.  The  petitioner  in  this  case  was  the  County 
Treasurer  of  Sacramento  county  from  1851  to  1853,  and  lost  by  the  fire  of  1852 
moneys  belonging  to  the  State  amounting  to  $6,000,  for  which  the  State  has 
obtained  a  judgment  against  him,  one-half  of  which  he  has  paid,  and  he  now 
asks  to  be  released  from  paying  the  remainder;  inasmuch  as  the  loss  was  not 
caused  by  any  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner,  but  by  a  calamity  that 
he  could  not  prevent.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  the  relief  he  asks  for 
should  be  granted,  and  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill,  with  an 
amendment. 

Your  committee  have  also  considered  a  communication  from  the  State  Con- 
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troller,  in  relation  to  the  State  Translator,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  account  of  A.  Ainsa,  State  Translator,  for  translating  the 
Messages  and  Documents  of  State  Offiers  for  the  present  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Assembly,  and  that  the  Control- 
ler of  State  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State  for  the  same. 

Tour  committee  have  before  them  the  bills  for  printing  notices  of  Land  Sales, 
in  German  newspapers,  and  ask  leave  to  report  them  back  to  the  House,  and 
request  to  be  discharged  from  their  further  consideration. 

Tour  committee  make  the  same  request  in  regard  to  the  claims  against  the 
State  in  favor  of  G.  W.  Tenbroock  and  W.  H.  Lyons,  for  services  alleged  to 
have  been  rendered,  in  selecting  Seminary  Lands  in  the  county  of  San  Diego,  in 
the  year  1853,  by  authority  of  Gov.  Bigler. 

Tour  committee  have  also  considered  claim  of  B.  G.  Crozier,  against  the 
State,  and  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  whole  House. 

Tour  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  Richard  Cole, 
asking  to  be  remunerated  for  translating  certain  laws  into  the  Chinese  language. 
"  Tour  petitioner  was  employed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  by  virtue  of  a  law 
passed  during  the  session  of  1858,  to  make  said  translation,  and  have  the  same 
printed;  your  petitioner  made  the  translation,  and  contracted  for  the  printing 
of  three  thousand  copies^  (the  number  aushorized  by  the  law«  for  $400."  It  ap- 
pears, however,  that  notwithstanding  your  petitioner  had  made  the  above  coq- 
tract  in  accordance  with  his  instructions  and  the  law,  yet.  Governor  Bigler,  for 
no  other  reason  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  than  to  reward  a  favorite, 
placed  the  printing  in  other  hands,  and  ordered  500  copies  more  than  the  law 
authorized  printed,  giving  the  balance  of  the  appropriation,  ($200)  for  the  extra 
printing;  which  amounted  to  no  more  or  less  than  making  a  present  to  his  fa- 
vorite, of  two  hundred  dollars,  less  the  price  of  a  ream  of  paper,  and  about  one 
day's  work,  which  the  Governor  as  a  practical  printer  well  knew.  This  action 
of  the  Governor  consumed  the  entire  appropriation,  and  left  nothing  for  the 
translator. 

Tour  committee,  in  view  of  these  facts,  are  of  the  opinion,  that  justice  de- 
mands your  petitioner  should  be  paid,  and  therefore  introduce  a  bill  for  the  par- 
pose,  and  recommend  its  passage.

The  following  Message  was  received  from  the  Governor:

Sacramento,  March  21,  1856 

To  the  Assembly  of  California  : 


ExECunvB  Department,  \ 


I  have  this  day  approved  an  Act  creating  a  Board  of  State  Prison  Commis- 
sioners and  defining  tiieir  duties. 

As  this  Act  is  one  involving  an  expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the 
one  specific  object  of  providing  for  the  security  and  maintenance  of  our  State 
Prison  convicts,  and  after  but  a  brief  experiment  in  attempting  the  management 
of  this  branch  of  expenditure  under  the  direction  of  State  authorities,  contem- 
plates a  return  to  the  "  leasing  system,"  I  have  deemed  it  not  improper  to  sug- 
gest the  reasons  which  induce  me  to  give  approval  to  an  Act  which  may  be,  and 
possibly  is,  defective  in  some  particulars,  and  will  require  additional  legislation 
to  carry  out  fully  the  design  of  the  legislative  department — that  of  saving  to  the 
State  as  much  as  possible  in  its  future  management  of  this  expenditure — and  at 
the  same  time  sugge&t  such  additional  legislation  as  may  be  conducive  to  this 
purpose. 

Up  to  the  1st  day  of  June,  1855,  when  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May 
Tth,  1855,  the  State,  under  the  management  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  assumed 
the  control  and  expense  of  the  prisoners,  they  had  cost  the  State  comparatively 
but  a  small  amount  of  money;  and  by  many  they  were  regarded  as  a  source  from 
whence  would  be  derived  a  considerable  revenue  under  the  system  then 
adopted. 

Now  we  have  the  result  exhibited,  and  from  ofl&cial  data  the  reverse  is  shown 
to  a  most  alarming  extent. 

As  exhibited  by  a  report  made  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  two  branches  of 
the  present  Legislature  to  examine  State  Prison  afiairs  from  the  first  of  June — 
the  time  when  the  State  Prison  convicts  were  given  up  by  the  Lessee — to  the  first 
day  of  January,  the  expenditures  for  State  Prison  purposes  (including  the  wall) 
over  and  above  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  brick  manufactured  during 
the  period,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $382,226  84,  being  an  average  cost  per  month 
of  654.603  83. 

A  statement  of  the  expenditures  from  the  time  the  present  Board  of  Directors 
entered  upon  their  duties,  (the  first  of  January,  1856,)  which  they  have  furnished 
me,  shows  that  the  expenses  up  to  the  first  of  April  next,  exclusive  of  salaries  of 
Directors,  estimated  for  the  current  month  ;  also  of  an  estimate  of  $9,000  for  addi- 
tional provifiionB  for  the  same  period,  and  inolusive  of  the  sum  received  from  the 
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sale  of  brick,  will  amount  to  the  sam  of  $76,458  02,  being  a  monthly  average  of 
$25,486  The  aggregate  for  ten  months,  exclasive  of  the  proceeds  of  the  State 
Prison  labor,  amounts  to  the  enormous  sum  of  $458,684  86,  being  a  monthly  av- 
erage of  $45,868  48. 

Under  the  Act  just  approved,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  are  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  leasing  out  the  prison  labor  on  such  terms  as  will  relieve  the  State  of  all 
expenses  of  every  character  whatever,  incident  to  the  maintenance,  security  and 
proper  care  of  these  convicts,  except  the  salaries  of  Directors,  which  shall  in  no 
event  exceed  $15,000  per  month,  and  may  possibly  fall  short  of  it.  This  sum,  it 
must  bo  remembered,  includes  also  the  expense  for  the  erection  of  such  additional 
prison  buildings,  etc.,  as  are  now  or  may  be  necessary,  during  the  term  of  the  con- 
tract. 

The  enormous  expenditure  under  State  management  for  the  ten  months  the  ex- 
periment has  been  tested,  admonishes  us  that  the  abolishment  of  a  plan  so  expen- 
sive is  essential  to  our  financial  prosperity  ;  and  the  only  recourse  now,  is  a  return 
to  the  **  leasing  system,'^  by  which  we  will  at  least  know  in  advance  what  the  cost 
will  be,  and  under  no  possible  circumstances  can  it  exceed  one-third  of  the  average 
expenditure  under  the  law  which  this  one  repeals ;  wherefore  the  alternative  is 
presented,  either  to  adopt  the  new,  with  all  its  possible  objections,  or  to  retain  the 
old  law,  which  has  proven  so  alarmingly  expensive ;  hence  this  Act  has  received  my 
approval. 

I  submit  for  the  consideration  of  your  honorable  body  the  necessity  to  make  ap- 
propriations for  the  payment  of  the  legal  aod  valid  indebtedness  existing  against 
the  State  on  account  of  the  State  Prison  management,  under  the  law  repealed  by 
the  present  Act,  which,  from  the  first  of  January  to  the  first  of  April,  will  show  a 
deficiency,  according  to  a  report  furnished  me  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  of 
$61,458  02. 

If  it  is  deemed  necessary,  under  the  present  system,  to  retain  the  services  of  the 
Directors,  an  additional  appropriation  will  be  indispensable  for  the  payment  of  their 
salaries,  (amounting  to  $7,507  39,)  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  first  of  January 
next. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  have  authority  in  the  contract  they  may  enter 
into,  for  leasing  the  State  Prison  labor,  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  prisons, 
buildings,  &c.,  wheresoever  they  may  direct,  on  property  leased  or  owned  by 
the  State,  and  in  view  of  the  universally  recognized  fact  that  the  present  loca- 
tion of  the  State  Prison  is  objectionable,  I  would  suggest  that  a  place  be  desig- 
nated, or  for  such  purpose  that  authority  be  given  the  Commissioners,  as  a  site 
for  an  additional  Prison,  which,  from  its  location,  would  constitute  a  saving  of 
expense  in  the  transportation  of  prisoners  from  the  several  counties,  and  having 
regard  to  the  time  when  the  State  would  be  required  to  take  charge  of  the 
prisoners,  their  labor  would  be  rendered  most  remunerative.  For  this  purpose 
a  small  appropriation,  not  exceeding  $5,000,  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  site 
for  the  prison. 

Furthermore,  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  design  of  saving  expense  in 
the  mileage  allowed  for  the  transportation  of  prisoners,  to  specify  the  prison,  (at 
such  time  as  an  additional  one  shall  be  erected,)  to  which  convicts  shall  be 
taken  from  the  respective  counties  of  the  State. 

The  importance  to  be  given  such  suggestions  as  are  here  made,  having  refer- 
ence to  further  legislation  in  this  regard,  it  is  earnestly  desired  will  receive  your 
due  consideration  and  action  prior  to  the  close  of  the  present  session.

A  communication  was  received  from  Ex-Governor  Bigler,  in  relation  to  the  pub* 
lication  in  Spani&h  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  was 
ordered  printed,  in  connection  with  a  Report  heretofore  made  on  the  same  subject 
by  Messrs.  Brent  and  Taliaferro. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  vetoing  an  Act  in  rela« 
tion  to  Beporter : 

ExEcxmvB  Department,  ) 

Sacramento,  March  22,  1856. ) 

To  the  Assembly  of  California : 

An  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  concerning  the  office  of  Beporter,  passed  April 
12,  1850,  I  return  to  your  branch  of  the  Legislature,  the  same  in  which  it  origin- 
ated, without  approval. 

In  the  exercise  of  competent  legislative  authority  the  Act  to  which  this  is  supple* 
mentary  was  adopted,  whereby  the  Supreme  Court  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  Ex- 
porter, and  the  only  compensation  therein  to  be  given,  the  State  agreed  to  take 
three  hundred  volumes  of  Beports,  at  a  price  which  was  originally  affixed  at  $16 
per  volume ;  but  latterly  reduced  to  $10.  Under  this  law  Mr.  Hepburn  was  ap- 
pointed the  Beporter  of  the  Court,  performed  the  service  and  received  pay  for  the 
books  which  have  been  furnished.  It  was  in  the  character  and  nature  of  a  contract 
with  the  State  on  certain  stipulated  terms,  and  an  act  wholly  voluntary  on  the  part 
of  that  gentleman,  the  acceptance  of  the  position  on  the  terms  proposed  in  the  law — 
and  if  the  sale  of  books  have  not  yielded  a  sufficient  profit  to  remunerate  him  for 
his  services,  which  it  is  conced  were  ably  and  satisfactorily  performed,  is  a  source  of 
i^gi*et,  yet,  under  existing  circumstances,  cannot  constitute  the  subject  matter  of 
legislative  relief.  At  most  it  was  a  speculation  uncertain  in  its  results,  like  any 
other  contract  made  with  the  State ;  and  if  the  principal  is  now  to  be  established 
that  the  State  must  be  held  responsible  for  the  losses  an  individual  may  suffer  under 
a  contract,  then  I  apprehend  there  will  be  no  end  to  the  applications  which  wUl  be 
made  for  relief  under  like  circumstances. 

It  is  quite  as  much  as  can  be  required  of  this  State — ^financially  depressed  as  at 
the  present  period — to  pay  all  she  honestly  contracts  and  agrees  to ;  and  her  credi- 
tors and  tax  payers  have  the  right  to  require  a  strict  adherence  to  this  rule  of  hm- 
tion  in  ail  cases,  it  matters  not  hotv  trival  the  sum  involved,  until  a  more  auspicious 
period  shall  reveal  the  expenses  of  government  less  burthensom  thau  at  present. 

I  have  not  deemed  in  necessary  to  refer  to  more  than  so  much  of  the  Act  as  pro- 
poses to  pay  for  services  already  performed  under  such  contract  as  existed.    Of 
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eoaree  it  is  competent  for  tbe  Legishtnre  to  make  goch  arrangements  as  may  be 
deemed  proper  for  the  performance  of  these  duties  in  the  future.

Mr.  Lamon,  from  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  Joint  Eesolutions  introduced  by  Mr.  George,  on  January  15,  1856,  relative 
to  the  Pacific  Kailroad,  presented  a  substitute  therefor,  and  made  a  report. 

JM^.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Federal  Eelations,  to  whom  were  referred  the  Joint  Resolu- 
tions introduced  by  Mr.  George,  relating  to  the  establishment  of  a  Railroad  from 
the  Mississippi  River  to  some  point  in  the  State  of  California,  having  had  the  same 
tinder  consideration,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report ; 

The  Committee  regret  that  circumstances  attending  the  investigation  of  this  im- 
portant subject,  have  not  permitted  us  to  give  it  the  minute  examination  it  demands, 
feeling,  as  we  do,  that  it  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance  and  most  vital  in- 
terest, not  to  the  State  of  California  only,  but  to  her  sister  States  upon  the  Atlantic 
slope,  and  to  the  Union  as  a  whole.  The  intensity  of  our  interest  in  the  subject 
bas  increased  as  we  have  the  more  minutely  examined  it,  and  we  offer  the  result  of 
our  investigations  with  diffidence,  briefly  alluding  to  the  value  of  California  to  the 
Union  as  a  source  of  wealth,  considering  her  own  resources  only  ;  the  necessity  of 
developing  those  resources ;  an  increase  of  inhabitants  the  only  method  by  which 
tbey  can  be  developed  ;  and  a  speedy,  cheap  and  safe  means  of  intercommunication 
"irith  the  Atlantic  States  the  only  method  by  which  she  can  be  peopled  with  a 
population  desirable,  and  her  perfect  safety  insured. 
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Ad  attempt  to  estimate  the  value  of  California,  in  a  pecnniary  point  of  view, 
would  be  vain,  yet  your  committee  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  present  some  sta- 
tistics  relating  to  the  export  of  gold  from  the  State,  as  a  basis  for  calculating  the 
value  of  her  mining  interests  in  future.  The  amount  of  treasure  shipped  from 
California,  of  which  an  account  has  been  taken,  during  the  last  five  years,  is  two 
hundred  and  thirty  millions  of  dollars,  ($230,000,000.)  At  a  reasonable  calculation 
an  amount  equal  to  twenty  per  cent  of  this  shipment,  or  forty-six  millions  of  dol- 
lars, ($46,000,000),  has  been  carried  by  passengers,  and  consequently  has  not  come 
to  public  knowledge,  and  it  is  equally  reasonable  te  estimate  twenty  per  cent,  or 
forty-six  millions  of  dollars,  ($46,000,000)  as  the  amount  reserved  by  miners  and 
other  people  of  the  State  for  private  purposes. 

The  committee,  indeed,  consider  forty  per  cent,  in  the  latter  case,  as  nearer  the 
fact,  but  at  the  estimate  given,  we  Save  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-two 
millions  of  dollars  as  the  result  of  five  years  labor  in  the  gold  mines  of  California 
alone. 

But  aside  from  shipments  of  gold,  California  is  already  beginning  to  assume  a 
prominent  position  in  the  export  of  grains  and  products  of  her  soil,  to  the  various 
ports  upon  the  coast  and  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific,  as  well  as  to  the  countries  of 
Asia;  but  we  deem  it  sufficisnt  to  say  that,  during  the  year  1855,  these  articles  of 
export  from  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  amounted  to  four  millions  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  hardly  a  commencement  has  been  made 
towards  a  development  of  the  resources  of  the  State.  Discoveries  of  mineral 
deposits  are  daily  being  made,  surpassing  in  value,  richness,  and  extent,  former 
discoveries,  and  to  us,  the  conclusion  is  irresistible,  that  many  centuries  of  con- 
stant labor  will  not  suffice  to  exhaust  the  mountains  of  California  of  their  golden 
wealth.  The  surface  has,  in  comparatively  a  few  places,  been  skimmed  over; 
but  now  our  mining  population  are  diving  into  the  interiors  of  the  mountain 
ranges,  by  means  of  tunnels,  and  with  a  certain  prospect  of  success.  This  is  a 
fact  now  so  generally  known,  that  we  have  thought  it  necessary  to  revert  to  it 
only.  Aside  from  the  gold  deposits  in  the  State,  large  quantities  of  cinnabar 
are  found,  and  mining  for  that  article  has  already  assumed  a  character  of  great 
importance. 

The  discoveries  made  of  veins  of  silver,  copper,  galena,  and  beds  of  coal,  lead 
us  to  the  conclusion,  that  mining  for  these  minerals  will,  at  no  distant  day,  be  a 
prolific  source  of  wealth  to  the  State  and  nation ;  but  the  high  price  of  labor, 
and  the  fever  for  gold,  have  heretofore  prevented  other  metals  than  gold  from 
receiving  the  attention  their  importance  demands.  We  feel  it  proper  to  men- 
tion in  this  connection,  that  the  fertility  of  the  soil  of  California  is  unsurpassed 
by  any  State  in  the  Union,  and,  that  probably  no  country  in  the  world,  of  equal 
extent,  can  boast  of  so  productive  1  mds,  or  a  more  salubrious  climate,  than  ours, 
from  one  extreme  of  the  State  to  the  other.  California  has  an  area  of  188,981 
^square  miles,  of  122,947,840  square  acres  of  land,  with  a  seaboard  of  between 
seven  hundred  and  eight  hundred  miles  in  length;  and  yet  the  population  of  this 
vast  territory  does  not  probably  far  exceed  four  hundred  thousand  white  inhab- 
itants, and  these  mostly  congregated  in  mountain  villages,  and  the  cities  and 
villages  of  the  plains,  so  that  our  soil,  which  is  capable  of  sustaining  a  popula- 
tion more  dense  than  even  China,  is  left  untilled,  save  an  occasional  spot;  and 
the  immense  resources  of  the  State,  for  agricultural  as  well  as  mineral  produc- 
tions, remain  undeveloped. 

Your  committee  look  upon  it  as  an  axiom,  that  in  order  to  develop  the  re- 
sources of  the  State,  the  number  of  her  inhabitants  must  be  increased.  But  the 
present  means  of  intercommunication  between  California  and  the  Atlantic  States 
are  too  limited,  expensive,  inconvenient,  and  uncertain,  to  afford  us  reasonable 
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grounds  of  hope  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  desirable  result,  other  than  by 
the  establishment  of  a  railway  from  the  western  frontiers  of  the  States  upon  the 
Atlantic  slope,  to  some  point  upon  the  Pacific  coast.  But  there  is  another,  and, 
in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  a  more  important  view,  plainly  showing  to  all 
who  give  the  subject  a  candid  examination,  that  this  great  work  is  an  impera- 
tive duty  of  the  General  Government  without  delay. 

The  United  States  cannot  reasonably  hope,  at  all  times  to  be  at  peace  with 
the  powerful  nations  of  the  old  world,  and  should  the  mischance  occur,  that  our 
beloved  country  be  embroiled  in  war  with  any  European  nation,  the  great  ex- 
tent, and  unprotected  condition  of  our  seaboard,  make  California  the  most  vul- 
nerable point  of  attack  in  the  Union.  Unless  the  means*  of  ready  transit  for  sol- 
diers and  munitions  of  war  across  the  continent  be  provided,  nothing  could  pre- 
vent the  landing  of  hostile  forces  on  our  coast,  or  the  descent  of  armies  upon  us 
from  the  north,  through  Oregon,  or  through  ^  Mexico,  from  the  south.  Under 
Buch  circumstances,  the  blow  for  a  time  would  not  only  be  disastrous  to  Califor- 
nia, but  to  the  whole  country. 

Your  committee  call  your  attention  to  the  important  and  almost  startling 
fact,  as  stated  in  some  of  the  public  prints,  that  British,  French,  and  Mexican 
capitalists  have  undertaken  the  building  of  a  Railroad  from  Vera  Cruz  to  the 
city  of  Mexico,  the  termination  of  which,  ultimately  will  be  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
The  preliminary  arrangements  for  its  construction,  it  is  understood,  are  already 
made,  actual,  bona  fide,  cash  capital  is  secured  to  complete  the  w^ork.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  building  the  road  to  the  city  of  Mexico,  will  be 
$12,000,000;  six  millions  have  been  subscribed  by  that  city.  No  reflective 
mind  can  fail  to  see  the  effect  of  that  road  upon  the  United  States.  Unless 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Road  be  built,  that  road  will  command  the  principal 
trade  and  passage  between  the  Atlantic  States  and  the  States  on  the  Pacific 
coast.  The  money  expended  in  that  trade,  or  upon  passage,  will  go  to  increase 
the  wealth  of  foreign  capitalists.  The  wealth  which  Americans  should  by  inte- 
rest and  nature  inherit,  will  be  drawn  into  the  coffers  of  those  inimical  to  the 
prosperity  of  our  country. 

In  case  of  hostilities  between  our  government  and  any  European  nation,  that 
road  will  be  the  scene  of  rapid  transit  for  our  enemies,  while  our  own  soldiers 
would  be  compelled  to  force  their  way  for  two  thousand  miles,  on  foot,  along 
the  track  where  a  Railway  should  carry  them,  and  by  their  necessary  delay, 
California,  the  coming  glory  of  the  United  States,  might  be  wrested  from  her 
hand,  through  her  own  unpardonable  negligence.  A  Railroad  between  the  old 
States  and  California,  would  be  an  instrument  of  greater  terror  to  an  invading 
power,  than  forts  and  arsenals.  The  general  government,  and  each  State  in 
the  Union,  is  interested,  and  should  exercise  an  active  interest  in  the  safety  and 
well-being  of  California,  because  her  sons  are  here. 

There  are  other,  to  the  minds  of  the  committee,  important  considerations  in 
favor  of  the  General  Government  taking  immediate  action  in  this  great  work. 
California  has  already  secured  to  herself  the  attention  of  the  world,  ihe  Eu- 
ropean, when  contemplating  a  trip  to  Australia,  regrets  that  his  course  does  not 
lead  through  California.  Merchants  at  Asiatic  ports  have  surrounded  the  name 
of  California  with  a  golden  halo.  There  is  not  a  settled  portion  of  the  United 
States  which  has  not  been  electrified  by  the  positive  influence  of  this  young 
State,  and  with  just  reason.  Taking  the  maps  of  the  civilized  world,  Califor- 
nia is  now  the  converging  point  of  the  nations  of  the  earth.  There  are  but  few 
men  in  any  nation  boasting  of  civilization,  who  have  not  a  friend  in  California. 

In  this  connection,  the  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  drawn  to  the  in- 
creased commercial  interests  resulting  to  the  Union  from  the  establishment  of 
this  Railroad.    While  there  are  many  articles  of  commerce  which  will  ever  fol- 
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low  the  slower  transportation  by  sail  vessels,  there  are  others,  by  the  exchange 
of  which  a  greater  profit  is  realized,  which  take  the  more  speedy  conveyance, 
as  experience  has  proved  that  the  more  rapid  mode  of  transit  is  the  most  profit* 
able,  the  cheapest  and  best; 

By  the  establishment  of  a  Railroad  from  the  Missonri  or  Mississippi  river  to 
the  Pacific,  San  Francisco  wonld  be  within  ten  days  travel  of  Boston,  New  York, 
Charleston  or  Savannah.  The  more  profitable  trade  of  the  Atlantic  States  and 
Europe  with  the  Celestial  Empire,  the  southern  countries  of  Asia,  and  the 
Islands  of  the  Pacific  would  naturally  follow  this  channel  as  the  cheapest  and 
most  expeditious,  audit  viould  be  useless  to  remark,  that  the  revenue  of  the 
General  Government  would  be  enhanced  in  proportion  as  the  trade  of  nations  is 
drawn  through  this  channel.  Travel,  a  great  source  of  wealth  to  those  within 
its  influence,  wouUi  in  this  direction  be  immense;  and  along  the  line  of  the  road 
would  spring  into  life  and  activity  new  States,  to  swell  the  revenue  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  increase  the  wealth  of  the  nation.  The  people  of  London  and 
Paris  and  the  nations  of  Europe,  seeing  their  coast  but  twenty-one  days  from  the 
coast  of  the  Pacific,  would  feel  dissatisfied  until  they  had  passed  over  the  great 
American  Railroad,  and  placed  their  feet  upon  the  golden  soil.  Business  men 
and  men  of  independence  in  the  old  States,  desirous  of  spending  their  winters  in  the 
lovliest  of  climates,  will  avail  themselves  of  this  Road  for  a  sojonrn  of  a  few 
months  annually  in  California:  and  those  wasting  in  ill-health  or  fleeing  from  the 
ravages  of  disease  will  hasten  to  it  as  the  healthiest  land  in  the  world. 

This  is  not  the  language  of  declamation,  but  calm  conviction  based  upon  ex- 
perience: the  natural  course  of  events  and  the  principles  of  the  human  mind. 
California  is  second  to  no  State  in  her  attachment  for  the  Union.  Your  com- 
mittee will  be  permitted  the  suggestion,  that  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  founded  as  it  is  in  the  attachment  of  the  people  to  its  institutions,  and 
dependent  for  its  support  upon  that  attachment,  should  adopt  every  reasonable 
measure  for  increaslDg  the  bond  of  union,  by  the  more  intimate  alliance  of  in- 
terest. Experience  in  the  Atlantic  States  has  proved  that  those  sections  which 
are  united  by  means  of  speedy  conveyance  from  one  extreme  to  the  other,  there- 
by causing  a  constant  interchange  of  feeling  and  interest,  and  more  closely  allied 
in  sentiment  than  those  sections  which  have  not  been  favored  with  such  facilities 
of  intercourse.  So  this  national  Railroad,  your  committee  believe,  would  more 
strongly  cement  the  bond  of  union  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  States,  as 
well  as  the  Atlantic  States  themselves,  and  each  individual  of  the  nation,  in 
whatever  extreme,  would  feel  that  he  has  an  interest  in  this  national  work,  of 
which  he  would  never  willingly  be  disfranchised,  and  it  follows,  as  a  natural 
sequence,  that  he  will  also  feel  interested  in  the  welfare  of  every  State  in  the 
Union. 

The  committee  hardly  deem  it  necessary,  in  this  day  of  progress  and  enlight- 
ened reason,  to  revert  to  the  constitutionality  of  an  apropriation  by  Congress  of 
lands  or  money,  or  both,  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  work  so  greatly  to  the  en- 
hancement of  the  general  welfare  of  the  Union.  That  question  has  already  been 
settled  by  former  appropriations  of  lands  for  the  benefit  of  railroads,  in  the 
States.  But  another  matter  presents  itself  for  consideration  in  this  connection, 
by  an  appropriation  of  alternate  sections  or  divisions  of  land  along  the  line  of 
the  road,  for  the  purpose  of  building  it  the  General  Government  would  be 
greatly  benefitted,  by  an  increase  of  revenue,  consequent  upon  the  rapid  and  per- 
manent settlement  of  the  country  through  which  the  road  must  pass.  The  tariff 
being  the  same,  the  revenue  must  increase  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  arti- 
cles imported,  and  imports  will  augment  in  proportion  as  demand  for  them  in- 
creases. The  demand  for  articles  of  import  would  be  as  great,  by  people  settled 
along  the  line  of  this  road,  as  by  an  equal  number  of  people  in  the  States,  now 
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cettled.  More  than  this,  immense  tracts  of  land  which  now  are  useless  to  the 
General  Government  would  be  brought  into  market,  and  become  of  great  value. 
But  your  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  pursue  this  part  of  the  subject  fur- 
ther. With  regard  to  the  practicability  of  the  enterprize,  the  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  no  Californian,  acquainted  with  the  various  railways  in  the  At- 
lantic States,  and  who  has  traveled  the  overland  route  to  California,  can  enter- 
tain any  doubt,  "as  Nature  has  already  graded  the  road  for  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  miles,  and  the  remainder  is  by  far  less  difficult  to  be  surmounted  than 
many  of  the  routes  in  the  Atlantic  States."  As  to  which  would  be  the  better 
route,  although  there  is  no  diversity  of  opinion  in  the  committee  respecting  it, 
yet  they  deem  it  better  that  no  opinion  be  expressed,  leaving  that  to  the  result 
of  a  survey  by  a  competent  corps  of  Engineers. 

Respecting  the  granting  of  the  right  of  way  for  the  road  through  any  portion  of 
the  State  of  California,  there  could  hardly  be  found  a  dissenting  voice.  Every 
Californian  feels  the  necessity  of  having  the  road,  and  will  be  found  ready  to  do 
anything  within  the  bounds  of  California  liberality  to  secure  its  early  accomplish* 
ment. 

Estimates  have  formerly  been  made  upon  the  cost  of  building  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Railroad,  varying  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  and  fifb^  millions  of  dollars ; 
but  the  committee  having  had  the  matter  of  the  cost  under  consideration,  taking 
the  middle  or  Platte  River  Route  as  the  basis  of  their  calculation,  have  arrived  at 
the  conclusion  that  a  medium  between  these  extremes,  from  one  hundred  milliona 
to  one  hundred  and  fifteen  millions  of  dollars,  will  be  much  nearer  the  probable 
cost. 

There  are  now  in  operation,  and  in  process  of  construction  in  the  United 
States  16,000  miles  of  railroad,  of  which  the  Chicago  and  Galena  road, 
it  is  believed,  pays  the  highest  dividend,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  capital 
invested;  but  your  committee  are  satisfied  that  dividends  on  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  railroad  must  be  much  greater  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  capital 
employed  in  its  construction  than  the  road  referred  to,  as  the  travel  and  freight 
passing  over  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  road  cannot  but  be  proportionally  much 
greater  than  that  over  the  Chicago  and  Galena  road,  and  your  committee  are 
further  firmly  of  the  opinion,  from  a  knowledge  of  the  country  through  which 
the  Chicago  and  Galena  road  passes,  and  the  route  over  which  we  are  satisfied 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  road  must  pass,  that  the  cost  of  buildiug  the  latter  road 
cannot  be  proportionally  greater  than  the  expenses  of  constructing  the  Chicago 
and  Galena  road. 

Tour  committee  think  it  not  proper  to  withhold  an  expression  of  opinion,  that 
BO  great  a  work  as  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad  should  not  be  left  to  Indi- 
Tidual  enterprize,  believing  that  it  can  hardly  foe  so  accomplished;  and  admitting 
it  can  be^  it  would  be  impolitic  in  creating  a  monopoly  which  wduld  be  danger- 
ous; the  immense  profits  of  the  road,  going  as  they  would  in  that  case,  to  a 
few  individuals  only,  when  they  should  be  distributed  to  the  people  of  the  States. 
They  are  also  equally  of  the  opinion,  that  it  should  not  be  exclusively  a  work  of 
the  General  Government — for,  although  in  the  latter  case,  if  properly  conducted, 
the  profits  would  benefit  the  whole  nation,  the  throwing  of  such  immense  pat- 
ronage into  the  hands  of  the  General  Government,  would  give  to  the  few  who 
manage  its  concerns,  too  great  an  opportunity  for  injustice  and  fraud.  Tour 
committee,  therefore,  have  thought  it  proper  to  suggest  the  outlines  of  a  plan  by 
which,  with  such  assistance  as  may  be  obtained  from  the  General  Government, 
the  road  can  soon  be  built,  and  every  individual  in  the  Union  be  benefited  by  it, 
while  peculation  will  almost  certainly  be  prevented,  which  we  now  submit: 

Each  State  in  the  Union,  or  as  many  as  see  fit,  should  make  itself  a  party  or 
stockholder  in  the  road,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  taxable  property  within 
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its  limits.    By  a  reference  to  the  statistics  of  taxable  property  in  the  United 
States,  the  amount  of  snch  property  will  be  found  to  be  nine  billions  of  dollars. 
A  tax  of  two  and  a  half  mills  on  a  dollar  levied  by  e-ech  State,  on  the  taxable 
property  within  its  borders,  would  amount  annually  to  twenty-two  millions  five 
.  hundred  thousand  dollars.    Such  a  tax  levied  by  each  State,  for  five  consecu- 
tive years,  would  alone,  and  without  assistance  from  the  General  Government, 
.  except  the  granting  of  a  charter,  and  the  expense  of  surveying  the  route,  build 
the  road.    But  your  committee  cannot  doubt  that  the  General  Government  will 
,  grant  assistance  to  the  enterprize,  sufficient  to  defray  at  least  one  half  of  the 
,  expense  of  completing  it.    Now  if  th(^  Legislature  ot  each  State  were  to  submit 
to  its  people,  the  proposition  asking  them  to  vote  upon,  and  express  their  wil- 
,  lipgness  or  unwillingness  to  be  taxed  to  the  amount  of  two  and  a  half  mills  on 
the  dollar,  for  the  purpose  of  building  this  road,  and  at  the  same  time  set  before 
.them  the  ultimate  advantages  which  would  accrue  to  them  by  its  construction; 
your  committee  are  of  opinion,  from  their  knowledge  of  the  enterprise  and  pub- 
lic spirit  of  our  brethren  in  the  Atlantic  States,  that  a  large  majority  in  each 
State  wonld  vote  in  favor  of  being  taxed. 

It  is  doubtful,  even  if  the  heaviest  capitalists  wonld  object  to  such  taxation, 
although  the  greater  burthen  would  fall  on  them.  The  plan  then  proposes,  that 
.  each  Legislature  submit  to  its  respective  people  the  proposition  of  a  tax  of  two 
and  a  half  mills  on  a  dollar  on  the  property,  for  the  purpose  of  building  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  people  are  in  favor  of  it, 
the  plan  further  proposes  that  each  State  (or  so  many  as  vote  in  favor  of  the 
proposition)  select  one  Railroad  Director  and  one  Engineer,  and  one  Assistant 
Engineer,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  such  offices,  as  in  other  roads. 

As  soon  as  laws  are  passed  by  the  respective  States,  levying  such  tax,  the 
labor  upon  the  road  can  commence,  and  the  circulating  medium  cannot  be  se- 
riously affected  by  the  concentration  of  a  large  amount  of  money,  for  that  would 
soon  find  its  way  back  to  every  section  of  the  States,  to  purchase  articles  for 
.  the  road,  and  means  of  subsistence  for  the  laborers  upon  it,  thus  keeping  up  a 
constant  circulation,  and  preventing  the  accumulation  of  a  large  amount  of 
money  at  one  time.    Arrangements  also  might  be  made,  by  which  the  States 
.  could  pay  in  their  amounts  at  different  times,  which  would  remove  all  objection 
to  a  fancied  "  tightness  "  in  the  money  market,  from  a  concentration  of  capital 
at  any  one  point.    If,  however,  these  regulations  should  be  thought  insufficient, 
each  State  could  issue  bonds  for  the  amount  of  taxes  collected  for  this  purpose, 
drawing  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest,  and  retain  thd  money  in  har  possession, 
for  a  term  of  years,  or  until  the  dividends  from  the  road  cancel  the  amount. 
Should  the  latter  suggestion  be  deemed  the  most  feasible,  each  State  could  issue 
her  bonds  immediately  upon  her  passing  a  law  levying  a  tax  which  would  expe- 
.  dite  the  work.    As  before  stated,  the  plan  proposes  that  each  State  holds  stock 
.in  the  road  in  proportion  to  the  amount  paid  in  by  her,  and  when  the  road  is 
:  completed,  the  dividends  to  each  State  will,  of  course,  be  in  proportion  to  that 
.  amount,  and  your  committee  are  confident  in  the  opinion,  that  in  a  few  years 
•  the  entire  amount  contributed  will  be  returned  to  the  States  respectively,  in  the 
.  way  of  dividends,  which  they  can  constitute  into  a  perpetual  school  fund,  or 
mi^e  such  other  disposition  of  as,  in  their  wisdom,  they  shall  see  fit. 

Should  this  or  some  similar  plan  be  adopted,  the  cost  of  the  road  would  fall 
.  lightly  upon  the  entire  people  of  the  United  States,  and  grants  made  by  the  General 
wvemment  for  the  load,  would  be  indirect  grants  to  the  people  of  each  State  in 
the  Union,  which,  as  an  ultimate  result,  must  suggest  itself  to  the  mind  of  every 
one  of  ordinary  capacity. 
L,.ii.;Wi^r]ramd  to  the  appointing  of  Oomniiasion^rs  to  visit  the  several  legislative 
bodies  oi  the  Union,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  their  influence  in  behalf  of  this 
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work,  the  committee  can  see  no  necessity  for  sach  appointment,  believeing  that  a 
calm  statement  of  facts,  as  set  forth  in  this  report,  will  convince  those  honorable: 
bodies  of  the  importance  to  them  and  their  interest  with  us  in  the  success  of  this 
enterprise,  and  secure  for  it  their  hearty  co-operation.  The  interests  of  the  nation 
require  that  this  work  he  accomplished  ;  and  when  directed  to  it,  intelligent  minds 
cannot  fail  to  enter  upon  it  with  zeal  and  give  to  it  their  earnest  support. 

In  view  of  carrying  out  the  matters  contained  in  this  report,  your  committee 
submit  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  as  a  substitute  to  those  referred  to 
them  for  consideration,  and  recommend  their  adoption : 

"  Whereas,  the  isolated  position  of  California,  the  unparalleled  accumulation 
of  her  wealth,  the  rapid  increase  of  her  foreign  and  domestic  commerce,  and  the' 
safety,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  her  people,  require  that  measures  be  tjaken  by' 
parties  interested,  and  especially  by  the  Qeneral  Government,  immediately  to 
provide  for  the  protection  of  our  people  against  foreign  aggression,  to  cement 
more  closely  the  bonds  of  union  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  Pacific  and  those 
of  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  to  make  our  country,  as  it  should  be,  the  highway  of 
the  nations  of  the  world.    Therefore 

Resolved,  (by  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  California,)  That  our  Senator  and 
Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  urge  upon  that  body,  the  necessity 
of  establishing  a  Railroad  from  the  Missouri  or  Mississippi  rivers  to  some  point 
in  the  State  of  California,  and  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  procure  the 
passage  of  a  law  in  Congress  providing  for  the  construction  of  such  Road,  by 
the  donation  of  alternate  sections  or  divisions  of  the  public  lands  along  the 
route  of  said  Railroad,  or  by  the  appropriation  of  money  from  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  or  both,  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as  shiill  bei 
necessary  to  secure,  at  an  early  day,  the  completion  of  this  great  national 
work. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  of  a  tax  of  five  mills  on  a  dollar  on  all  taxable 
property  In  this  State,  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  tax  of  two  dollars  per  capita 
on  all  able  bodied  men  in  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Railroad  be,  and  is  hereby  submitted  to  the  people  of  CalTfotnia,  to 
be  voted  upon  at  the  general  Election,  in  September  next. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  of  the  State  be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of 
this  report  to  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Congress,  and  to  the  Execu- 
tive of  each  State  in  the  Union,  and  that  we  ask  their  hearty  co-operation  with 
us,  by  using  their  mfluence  for  the  early  accomplishment  of  thi?  great  work  of 
mutual  benefit. 

The  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration,  that  portion  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's Message  referred  to  them,  having  reference  to  the  Pacific  Railroad,  and 
respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  it  back  to  the  House  incorporated  with,  and  a|8 
a  portion  of  tins  report: 

PACIFIC  RAILROAD. 

The  rapid  progress  which  has,  during  the  past  year  been  made  in  developing 
the  vast  and  unequalled  resources  of  the  Pacific  country,  togetiier  with  the  evi- 
dent fact,  that  additional  population  alone  is  required  on  this  coast  to  give  it  stiB 
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greater  prominence  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  and  immensely  to  augment  the 
national  prosperity  and  wealth,  has  called  forth  from  our  people  a  uni?ersal  de- 
mand for  the  speedy  construction  of  a  thoroughfare  across  the  continent,  con- 
necting the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans. 

The  growing  importance  of  California — ^the  wants  of  her  people,  and  the  re- 
quirements of  her  fast  augmenting  commerce,  would  seem  to  demand  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Federal  Government,  and  that  prompt,  decisive,  and  judicious 
legislation  which  should  ever  characterize  its  action  in  matters  involving  the 
national  welfare,  or  the  prosperity  of  the  individual  States. 

That  it  is  peculiarly  the  province  of  Congress,  at  least  to  lend  a  helping  hand 
to  this  vast  undertaking,  uniting  with  bands  of  iron,  and  the  more  indissoluble 
bonds  of  a  common  interest,  the  extremes  of  our  mighty  confederacy,  few  will 
deny.  Forming  a  part  of  the  same  free  republic — having  a  common  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  nation — ^partaking  of  the  same  blessings,  and  submitting  to  the 
same  burthens: — enjoying  identical  institutions,  with  similar  laws  and  language, 
and  firmly  united  in  feeling  with  our  sister  States,  the  people  of  California  are 
yet  more  widely  separated  in  distance  from  the  parent  Government  than  they  are 
from  the  Empires  of  China  and  Japan.  With  all  their  wealth,  free  institutions, 
commercial  importance  and  mineral  resources,  they  are,  at  this  time,  on  a  far  off 
coast,  beyond  the  protecting  arm  of  the  General  Government,  and,  in  case  of 
war,  are  left  almost  entirely  to  their  own  resources  to  defend  their  hearths  or 
repel  aggression.  With  our  national  fleet  at  a  distance  of  fifteen  thousand  miles, 
an  army  of  rescue  would  be  compelled  to  travel  through  a  foreign  country  or 
traverse  an  unpeopled  waste,  across  a  continent,  with  stores,  munitions  of  war, 
and  artillery,  ere  we  could  receive  succor  in  case  of  invasion.  It  is  a  wise  maxim 
and  one  now  especially  worthy  of  consideration,  which  teaches  governments 
"  in  time  of  peace  to  prepare  for  war,"  and  it  is  the  part  of  true  wisdom 
for  the  General  Government  to  attend  to  the  wants  of  our  people  in  this 
respect,  ere  their  necessities  shall  demand  it,  or  the  threatened  safety  of  the 
youngest  and  brightest  star  of  the  confederacy  show  the  fallacy  of  a  procrasti- 
nation which  has  already  been  felt  too  long,  and  which,  in  the  end,  mustiredound 
to  the  injury  of  California,  if  not  irreparable  loss  to  the  Union. 

The  time  has  at  length  arrived  when  our  people  can  no  longer  brook  delay, 
and  when  renewed  and  constant  exertions  on  our  part  are  eminently  demanded, 
to  press  upon  Congress  the  importance  and  the  necessity  of  an  early  completion 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad. 

It  is  true,  that  now,  while  all  Europe  is  trembling  on  the  verge  of  an  inter- 
minable warfare,  and  while  her  battle-fields  ring  with  the  clang  of  arms  and  the 
roar  of  artillery — while  thrones,  principalities  and  kingdoms  rock  with  internal 
discord,  and  the  mutterings  of  popular  outbreak  are  heard  on  every  side,  we  are 
calmly  enjoying  the  blessings  of  continued  peace,  and  in  plenty  and  prosperity 
reveling  in  the  fruits  of  abundant  harvests  and  peaceful  pursuits. 

But  we  know  not  how  long.this  happy  state  may  continue — how  long  we  may 
be  exempt  from  the  ravages  of  foreign  war — or  how  soon  a  combination  of  the 
great  Powers  of  the  earth  may  wreak  vengeance  or  envy  upon  our  own  people. 
Standing  in  the  vanguard  of  nations  in  commerce,  civilization,  and  enlightened 
progress — ^in  agriculture,  manufactures,  arts,  literature  and  science — in  all  that 
elevates  the  man,  dignifies  the  race,  or  makes  renowned  a  people,  it  is  our  duty, 
which  prudence,  if  not  necessity,  should  dictate,  to  be  prepared  for  any  emer- 
gency; to  be  ready  as  well  to  meet  an  enemy  at  the  threshold,  as  to  give  succor 
to  a  friend. 

While  we,  with  hospitable  arms  and  generous  liberality,  extend  an  invitation 
and  kindly  greeting  to  the  downcast  and  oppressed  of  every  land,  and  offer  a 
home  and  protection  to  those  who  seek  our  shores  to  share  our  privileges  and 
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burthens,  and  enrich  the  State,  we  should  not,  in  the  days  of  prosperity,  forget, 
that,  in  the  course  of  events,  and  from  the  very  necessity  of  things,  we,  too,  may 
be  called  upon  to  defend  our  honor  and  our  homes  against  the  aggressions  of  an 
invading  foe.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say,  that  in  such  an  event,  in  our  present 
condition,  California  would  be  entirely  unable  to  protect  herself.  With  an  open 
and  almost  unprotected  seaboard  of  seven  hundred  miles  in  extent,  her  cities, 
from  north  to  south,  would  be  liable  to  capture  and  destruction,  ere  succor  could 
reach  these  shores:  her  people  could  be  harassed,  their  property  destroyed,  their 
commerce,  domestic  and  foreign,  completely  annihilated,  and  a  sufficiently  pow- 
erful armament  could,  for  a  time  at  least,  terminate  the  political  existence  of 
this  the  brightest  gem  in  the  galaxy  of  States. 

To  avert  so  dire  calamities,  and,  also,  to  foster  and  extend  our  varied  commerce, 
to  advance  our  prosperity,  and  to  add  to  the  glory  and  wealth  of  this  young  State, 
as  well  as  to  promote  the  dignity,  importance  and  welfare  of  the  whole  Union,  is  the 
province  and  the  duty  of  the  Congress  ot  the  nation.  In  no  way  can  this  so  well 
be  accomplished — in  no  way  so  many  blessings  he  vouchsafed  and  insured,  or  evils 
untold  averted,  as  hy  the  speedy  construction  of  a  great  national  highway  from  the 
Mississippi  to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific. 

But  the  benefits  of  this  enterprise,  although  immensely  important  to  California, 
will  not  be  confined  solely  to  her,  and  it  is  not  alone  in  her  behalf  that  we  urge  the 
measure  upon  the  consideration  of  Congress.  The  railroad  across  the  continent  is 
a  great  national  work,  eminently  worthy  of  the  enterprise,  industry,  wealth  and  en- 
ergy  of  this  great  Confederacy. 

Its  magnitude  and  utility  to  the  whole  Union,  embracing,  with  its  branches,  every 
section  of  the  country,  and  uniting  with  iron  bands  the  outermost  portions  of  a 
mighty  empire,  render  it  a  proper  object  for  the  exhibition  of  the  powers  and  re- 
sources of  the  United  States,  and  when  once  completed,  will  forever  remain  a  mon- 
ument to  the  intelligence,  progress,  wisdom,  and  energy  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

As  a  thoroughfare  for  the  certain  and  speedy  transportation  of  mails,  munitions 
of  war,  and  emigrants  who  may  desire  to  find  a  new  home  on  the  Pacific,  as  well 
as  to  increase  the  facilities  required  by  the  commerce  of  the  world,  and  that  frequent 
and  safe  intercommunication  and  friendly  interest  necessary  between  the  people  of 
the  same  great  confederacy,  this  road  is  demanded  by  every  consideration  of  justice, 
necessity,  and  propriety. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  truly  important  question,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  this  young  giant  republic,  with  itfl  three  millions  of  square  miles  of  territory, 
extending  from  ocean  to  ocean,  over  a  space  of  twenty  degrees  of  latitude,  (being 
nearly  one  million  square  miles  more  than  the  Eussian  possessions  proper),  with  its 
twenty-six  millions  of  inhabitants, — with  its  unequalled  resources  of  wealth,  and  all 
the  elements  of  true  greatness,  has  no  national  highway,  no  grand  thoroughfare  ex- 
tending across  its  compact  territory ;  in  truth,  has  no  reliable  means  of  transit  for 
its  mails,  munitions  of  war  or  troops,  from  one  portion  of  the  continent  to  the 
other. 

In  order  to  remedy  this  great  want  now  beginning  to  be  felt  as  a  necessity  by 
our  people,  I  regard  it  as  the  duty  of  Congress  to  provide  at  an  early  day  for  the 
building  of  the  road,  and,  if  necessary,  to  lend  the  name,  credit  and  territory  of 
the  nation  in  assisting  in  its  speedy  completion.  So  far  as  the  construction  of  the 
road  by  Congress  is  concerned,  I  deem  it  proper  to  state,  that  I  regard  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Eailroad  as  a  necessity  of  the  age,  as  a  great  national  enterprise,  and 
that  the  constitutional  power  of  Congress  to  provide  for  its  construction  through 
territory  eocclusively  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Federal  Government,  by  the 
donation  of  alternate  sections  of  such  territory,  or,  if  necessary,  by  the  appropria- 
tion of  treasure  from  the  coffers  of  the  nation,  cannot  be  questioned.  The  refined 
distinction,  advanced  by  some,  between  the  donation  of  lands,  and  the  appropriation

of  money  derived  from  the  sal^  of  those  lands,  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  anthorized  by 
any  principle  of  constitutional  construction,  nor  can  it  be  derived,  either  expressly 
or  impliedly,  from  the  language,  context  or  tenor  of  that  instrument.  '  With  refer- 
ence to  the  great  question  of  internal  improvements  I  desire  here  to  state,  that  the 
position  taken  by  the  framers  of  the  Oonstitution  itself,  and  by  the  great  lights  who 
followed  them,  whose  names  and  deeds  are  now  history,  as  understood  by  me,  has 
always  been  that  Congress  possessed  the  constitutional  power  to  commence,  carry  on 
and  complete,  with  the  public  funds,  if  necessary,  each  and  every  work,  ncUiond 
in  its  character,  and  which  is  requisite  to  advance  the  prosperity  and  provide  for  the 
common  defense  and  general  welfare  of  the  whole  people. 

In  a  word,  the  line  of  distinction  drawn,  is  between  a  system  of  internal  improve- 
ments for  the  special  benefit  of  individual  States,  and  those  larger,  more  extended 
and  important  enterprises  which  embrace  in  their  nature  the  well  being  of  the 
whole  nation-— those  national  undertakings  which  are  necesssary  to  preserve  its  unity, 
defend  its  outposts,  and  provide  for  the  protection  and  fostering  of  its  extended  for- 
eign and  internal  commerce.  As  such  a  work,  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  Eailroad 
pre-eminently  deserves  to  receive  the  aid  and  care  as  well  as  the  resources  of  the 
nation. 

In  conclusion  of  this  highly  important  and  interesting  snbject,'I  would  simply  re- 
mark, that,  in  my  opinion,  the  most  advisable  plan  to  secure  tlie  early  completion 
of  this  great  work,  would,  perhaps,  be  the  donation  of  alternate  sections  of  land  on 
the  route  selected,  and,  if  need  be,  the  lending  of  the  name  and  credit  of  the  na- 
tion, with  a  lien  upon  the  road  itself,  as  security  for  payment. 

The  first  would  not  only  be  amply  sufficient  in  a  short  time,  to  raise  funds  to  com- 
plete the  road,  but  would  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  the  alternate  sections  reserv- 
ed by  the  Government,  so  that  while  the  country  now  unpopulated  would  be  opened 
up  to  the  industry  and  enterpri&e  of  our  people,  the  revenue  of  the  nation  derived 
from  the  sale  of  these  lands  would  not  be  diminished  but  actually  increased.  The 
latter  would,  perhaps,  be  necessary  to  be^n  the  work  and  assist  in  its  speedy  com- 
pletion, and  would  assuredly  secure  the  Government  from  loss." 

In  conclusion,  your  committee,  feeling  that  this  subject  is  one  of  most  vital 
importance  lo  California  and  the  Union,  cannot  but  express  the  hope  and  belief 
that  the  Legislative  bodies  of  the  Union  will  look  favorably  upon  the  enterprise 
and  join  with  ns  in  the  work.

The  undersigned,  of  your  Committee  on  Military  Aflfairs,  to  whom  was  referifed 
Senate  bill  No.  109,  a  bill  for  an  Act  amendatory  of  and  supplementary  to  an 
Act  concerning  the  Organization  of  the  Militia,  passed  April  25th,  1855,  begs 
leave  to  make  the  following  Minority  Report. 

The  bill  proposes  to  levy  an  additional  tax  of  seventy-five  cents  on  every  per- 
son liable  to  perform  military  duty.  The  undersigned  believes  it  inexpedient  to 
burthen  the  people,  now  groaning  under  most  enormous  taxation,  for  the  sup- 
port of  an  organization  entirely  useless,  and  wanting  the  merit  claimed  for  it  by 
its  admirers.  There  is  no  justice  in  a  proposition  to  tax  the  people  of  the  State 
to  support  a  few  volunteer  companies  organized  in  the  cities  for  the  recreation 
ot  young  men,  and  to  exhibit  their  awkwardness  to  an  admiring  multitude  of 
boys  and  idlers.  It  is  argued,  that  the  defenceless  and  isolated  condition  of  our 
State  demands  the  organization  of  volunteer  companies,  in  order  to  qualify 
enough  persons  to  officer  the  militia  of  the  State,  in  case  of  invasion.  That  we 
should  be  supplied  with  arms  and  munitions  to  arm  and  equip  the  militia  of  the 
State,  in  such  an  emergency,  the  undersigned  will  readily  admit,  but  the  well 
contested  and  victorious  battles  of  the  citizen  soldiery,  "who,  taken  from  the 
quiet  pursuits  of  life  and  transported  in  ten  days  to  battle  on  the  bloody  fields 
of  Mexico,  proved  themselves  equal  to  any  emergency,"  this  exemplification  of 
the  eflSciency  of  our  militia  is  fresh  on  the  minds  of  all.  The  utility  of  the  militia 
system  has  long  been  questioned,  and  in  many  of  the  older  States  it  has  been 
abolished  entirely:  in  other  States  the  system  exists  only  as  a  time  honored 
institntion  and  a  jubilee  day  to  their  citizens. 

From  these  considerations,  with  numerous  others,  the  undersigned  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill.

Oektlemen: 

The  undersigned,  late  State  Treasnrer,  would  respeetfolly  state  to  jonr  hon- 
orable bodj^  that  his  books  and  papers  connected  with  the  said  ofi^e  are  now 
being  examined  by  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  both  Honse«,  and  that 
said  committee,  owing  to  the  magnitude  of  the  transactions,  and  the  large 
amount  of  vouchers  to  be  investigated,  have  appointed  Mr.  N.  A.  H.  Ball  as 
their  clerk,  who  is  required  to  make  a  statement,  upon  which  said  committee  are 
to  base  their  report,  and  that  I  have  seen  and  examined  the  statement  that  will 
be  submitted  to  said  committee  by  Mr.  Ball,  and  know  the  same  to  be  wholly 
wrong,  and  if  acted  on  by  the  committee  will  inflict  gross  iujustice  upon  me,  as 
it  is,  to  my  knowledge,  not  a  fair  or  correct  ExHinrr  of  the  transactions  of  my 
office.  I,  therefore,  do  most  solemnly  protest  against  any  report  that  may  be 
made  upon  any  statement  of  Mr.  Bali,  as  I  am  fully  persuaded  he  is  entirely  ig- 
norant of  the  nature  of  the  laws  governing  said  office,  and  of  the  peculiar  trans- 
actions relative  thereto,  and  is  incompetent  to  do  myself  or  the  State  justice.

In  making  this  request  of  your  honorable  body,  for  another  commission,  I 
would  distinctly  state,  that  I  do  not,  by  so  doing,  intend  or  wish  to  cast  any 
reflections  as  to  competency,  or  integrity  of  motives,  upon  the  present  Joint 
Committee,  as  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  the  wish  of  the  committee  to  discharge 
their  duties  faithfully,  but  from  the  multiplicity  and  magnitude  of  the  transac- 
tions in  my  office,  amounting  to  about  two  millions  eight  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, that  i^  is  impossible  during  the  session  of  any  one  Legislature,  for  any  com- 
mittee to  give  the  same  a  complete  and  thorough  investigation,  and  attend  to 
their  other  duties. 

I  would  now  most  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to  grant  my  request, 
as  my  character  as  an  officer  and  a  private  citizen  are  at  stake.

A  portion  of  the  Sierra  Delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No. 
215,  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  define  the  time  when  the  officers  of  Sierra  coun- 
ty shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  have  had  the  same  undur  con- 
sideration, and  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  : 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  having  passed  both  houses, 
cannot  be  made  the  subject  of  this  report,  except  as  far  as  the  amendments  that 
were  made  by  the  Senate,  which  it  is  impossible  to  say  are  not  necessary,  as  it 
is  the  opinion  or  the  Committee  that  the  bill  will  be  unconstitutional  without 
them  ;  our  objections  are  that  the  bill  does  not  make  the  different  terms  of  ofiice 
equal,  and  also  that  it  makes  more  difficulties  than  it  remedies. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  present  officers  elect  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the 
first  Monday  of  the  month  succeeding  the  election  in  the  year  1858.  This 
gives  them  a  term  of  two  years  three  and  a  half  months.  The  next  officers  will 
have  a  term  of  two  years  and  two  months,  while  those  elected  at  the  election 
of  1860,  will  have  but  one  year  and  ten  months  to  serve,  and  thus  it  would  be 
every  other  term  thereafter.  Those  elected  at  the  general  election  of  this  state 
-will  have  a  term  of  office  four  months  longer  than  tliose  elected  at  the  Presiden- 
tial election,  for  the  bill  provides  that  they  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  their  office  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  first  month  succeeding  their 
election.    Those  elected  at  the  general  election  of  this  State  will  enter  upon  the 
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discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  oflSce  npon  the  first  Monday  of  October,  while 
those  elected  at  the  Presidential  electiou  could  not  do  so  aiitil  the  first  Mouduj 
of  December. 

Another  objection  to  the  bill,  as  it  now  stands,  is.  that  it  brings  the  election 
of  County  ofiarers  on  the  same  day  of  the  Presidential  election,  which,  as  the 
law  now  is,  is  avoided.  Your  Committee  are  aware  that  some  measure  is  neces- 
sary at  the  present  time  to  protect  the  County  officers  elect,  and  save  the  county 
the  expense  of  holding  another  election,  and  can  now  see  no  other  remedy,  inas- 
much as  it  is  too  late  in  the  session  to  introduce  a  bill  that  would  be  without  the 
objection  above  named.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  Assembly  concur  in 
the  Senate  amendment,  and  trust  to  future  legislation  to  correct  the  evils  that 
the  present  bill  inflicts.

him  a  voucher  for  any  payment  made  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

And  in  the  event  that  such  non-resident  foreigner  or  foreigners  do  not  appear 
or  claim  said  Estate,  or  proceeds,  and  produce  said  evidence  within  said  ex- 
tended term  of  three  years,  then  said  Estate  or  proceeds  shall  be  and  become 
the  property  of  the  State,  and  sh^U  be,  by  the  Treasurer  of  State  pUced  to  the 
credit  of  the  School  Fnnd.

three  from  El  Dorado. 

Dnriiig  Jan- 
nary,  twenty  new  cases  wf»re  received;  in  February,  twenty-four;  and  in  March, 
tweuty-six, — seventy  in  all,  since  January  1,  1856.

•      An  Act  to  regulate  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Sacramento,  is  here- 
with returned  without  approval. 

This  Act  proposes  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Chief  Engineer — now  six  hun- 
dred dollars — to  two  tliousand  dollars  per  annum.  Also,  to  give  salaries  of  six 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  each  of  the  two  Assistant  Engineers,  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Delegates,  who,  by  existing  laws,  receive  no  compensa- 
tion, thus  increasing  the  salaries  of  these  four  oflBcers  of  the  Fire  Department, 
three  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

This  is  a  matter  of  local  importance,  and  under  ordinary  circumstances  I 
would  have  given  sanction  to  the  Act,  although  a  knowledge  of  the  financial 
embarassments  of  the  city  of  Sacramento  is  quite  snflficient  to  satisfy  any  indi- 
vidual that  the  municipal  expenses  cannot,  with  a  due  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  her  faith  and  credit,  be  augmented  to  any  considerable  degree;  more  especially 
in  the  salaries  paid  her  public  officers;  and  whilst  it  would  doubtless  be  an  aet 
of  justice  to  the  Chief  P^ngineer  that  some  addition  should  be  made  to  his  salary, 
so  as  to  render  a  proper  equivalent  for  his  time  ueces.«!arily  devoted  to  this  de- 
partment, yet  it  is  quite  certain  that  an  increase  of  expenditure,  as  proposed  by 
this  Act,  would  be  beyond  the  ability  of  the  city  to  pay  at  the  present  time, 
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and  in  returning  the  Act  for  your  further  consideration,  I  am  fully  satisfied  that 
it  is  bill  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  a  larpre  portion  of  the  business  ram,  property 
holders  and  tax  payers  of  the  city,  as  evidenced  by  a  petition  quite  numerously 
signed,  which  has  been  presented  to  rae  asking  that  I  should  veto  ti.e  bill. 

This  request  I  cannot  hesitate  to  accede  to,  under  an  exi^ting  state  of  facts 
which  jifforded  no  opportunity  for  an  expression  'of  public  opinion,  by  a  direct 
vote  of  the  people,  or  by  petition,  before  final  action  was  taken  by  the  Legisla- 
ture.

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  your  Committee  on  Corporations,  to  whom 
was  submitted  Sena^le  bill,' entitled  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  to  provide  for  tlie 
formation  of  Corporations  for  certain  purposes,  have  had  tlie  same  under  care* 
ful  consideration,  and  after  mature  deliberation,  most  respectfully  ask  leave  to 
report  the  bill  back  to  the  House,  with  the  recommendation  of  its  indefinite 
postponement. 

In  a  most  scrutinizing  investigation  of  the  nature  of  the  above  bilt,  your 
committee  have,  in  their  opinion,  found  it  first,  unconstitutional;  secondly,  dq- 
just;  and  thirdly,  we  believe  it  to  be  impolitic.  We  believe  it  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional because  it  is  an  infringement  upon  the  rights  of  free  trade,  and  puts  a 
limit  thereto,  and  consequently  is  contrary  to  the  policy  of  our  country.  It  is 
unjust  because  out  of  the  many  incorporated  companies  organized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law,  the  California  Steam  Navigation  Company  is  the  only  one 
proscribed  by  this  bill,  as  the  object  of  its  special  iegielation,  when  in  fact,  if 
this 'company  can  be  propeily  considered  a  monopoly,  so  also  are  stage  compa- 
nies, ditch  companies,  mining  companies,  and  all  other  corporate  bodies  coming 
under  the  provisions  ot  the  general  law  regulating  such  organizations,  and  con- 
sequently, if  it  is  right  to  proscribe  one  company,  it  is  right  and  proper  to  pro- 
scribe all,  and  not  single  out  one  company  as  the  object  of  special  legislation. 

It  is  impolitic,  because  if  the  General  Incorporation  Law  is  actually  lame, 
and  affords  undue  privilege,  it  ought  to  be  repealed,  and  not  used  as  the  means 
of  special  legislation. 

We  object  to  the  bill  before  us,  moreover,  because  it  would  prove  inoperative; 
f  )r  while  both  the  object  and  effect  of  the  bill  would  be  to  disorganize  the  Com- 
pany in  question,  they  can  continue  their  capital  in  the  same  business,  and  act 
independent  of  law. 

Finally,  while  your  committee  feel  no  sympathy  with  monopolies,  and  are 
willing  to  engage  in  any  just  legislation  to  proscribe  it,  they  cannot  at  the  same 
time,  give  their  consent  to  a  special  legislation,  which  they  believe  us  unjust  as 
it  is  unwise.

The  Constitution  that  may  have  been  agreed  upon 
and  adopted  by  such  Convention,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people,  at  a  special 
election,  to  be  provided  for  by  law,  for  their  ratification  or  rejection.  Each 
voter  shall  express  his  opinion,  by  depositing,  in  the  oallot-box,  a  ticket,  whereon 
shall  be  written  or  printed,  the  word>,  **  For  the  new  Constitution,''  or  *'  Against 
the  new  Constitution."  The  returns  of  such  election,  shall,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Convention  shall  direct,  be  certified  to  the  Executive  of  the  State,  who  shall 
call  to  his  assistance  the  Controller,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  State,  and  com- 
pare the  votes  so  certified  to  him.  If,  by  such  examination,  it  be  ascertained 
that  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  at  such  election,  be  in  favor 
of  such  new  Constitution,  the  Executive  of  this  State  shall,  by  his  proclamation, 
declare  such  new  Constitution  to  be  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California.

To  the  Assembly  of  California: 


To  your  honorable  body  (in  which  the  same  originated)  I  return,  for  your 
further  consideration,  **an  Act  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County  of  San  Joaquin  to  issue  Bonds  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  Funded 
Indebtedness  of  the  County,  and  create  a  Fund  for  the  Payment  of  the  Princi- 
pal and  Interest  of  the  same." 

Two  objections  are  presented  why  this  Act  connot  receive  my  approval.  By  , 
the  terms  of  it,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  authorized  to  issue  new  bonds  for 
the  payment  of  the  former  funded  debt  of  the  county,  falling  due  in  July  next, 
which  reads,  (vide  Sec.  3,)  "  and  the  principal  shall  be  redeemable  at  such  time 
or  times  as  the  Board,  in  their  discretion,  may  fix;  no  limitation  as  to  the  time 
the  payment  shall  be  prolonged  or  shortened,  is  provided  in  the  Act,  but  left 
wholly  and  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Again,  these  bonds  are  to  be  sold  to  the  best  bidder  for  cash,  after  an  adver- 
tisement for  twenty  days,  and  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of 
the  outstanding  bonds.  There  is  implied  no  limitation,  no  restriction,  as  to  the 
price  these  bonds  are  to  be  sold  for — simply,  "  the  best  bid;"  and  it  is  not  very 
difficult  to  comprehend  the  result  of  such  an  arrangement. 

To  realize  a  sufficient  sum  to  redeem  the  outstanding  bonds,  due  in  July  next, 
which,  I  am  informed  amount  to  about  thirty  thousand  dollars,  on  account  of 
the  vast  difference  between  the  prevailing  rates  of  interest  in  the  money  market 
m  this  State,  and  the  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  proposed  in  the  bill,  nevr  bonds 
would  doubtless  have  to  be  sold  to  nearly  double  the  amount  now  outstanding. 
By  the  folly  of  such  financial  operations,  in  more  than  one  county  and  city  in 
the  State,  their  citizens  are  now  suffering  the  burthensome  evils  of  taxation,  to 
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a  (le^rreo  alsnOv^t  intolerable,  and  a  visitation  of  tbo  evils  on  the  tax-payers  of 
San  Joaquin  county,  v»ould  be  the  inevitable  result,  were  the  Act  to  become 
a  law. 

As  I  have  had  occasion  previously,  under  like  circumstances,  to  surr.rrest  to 
your  honorable  body,  sound  policy  utterly  forbids  commiUiiig  to  the  hanris  of 
any  Board  of  Supcrvisois,  an  unlimited  (ii^cretion  which  nuiy  oj.cratr-  so  dctri- 
inentally  to  tiy^  'public  welhire;  and  whilst  I  vrould  not  rcii'.ct  tl'.e  s!iL>-htrst  dis- 
credit ui)on  the  »Supcrvisors  of  this  parlicular  county,!  irel  a.s-u.cii  th-:t  due 
rell(Ctio:i  will  render  npi.r.rent  the  force  of  lliesc  objeet^'is.

Senate  bill  No.  128  was  read  a  first  and  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

The  following  Senate  resolution  was  taken  up: 

Whereas,  the  distance  of  California  from  the  seat  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, and  the  great  centre  of  population  and  commerce  of  the  confederacy,  and 
its  isolated  and  undefended  position  as  a  member  of  the  Union,  separated  from 
the  other  States  by  vast  tracts  of  two  Oceans,  on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the 
other  by  the  broad  Territories,  which  are  the  property  of  the  United  States, 
mike  it  indispensable  to  the  growth,  prosperity,  and  security  of  this  State,  and 
to  the  Union;  the  justice,  the  common  defence,  and  the  general  welfare,  in  view 
whereof,  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  ordained  and  established, 
that  a  means  of  communication  overland  should  be  provided  between  this  and 
the  other  States  of  the  Union,  by  the  construction  of  Mail  Routes  and  good 
Boads,  protected  by  Military  stations,  and  supplied  with  water,  whereby  our 
population  may  be  increased,  our  resources  developed,  and  California  made  capa- 
ble of  protecting  itself  in  the  event  of  War. 

And  whereas,  it  is  essential  to  the  permanency  of  this  Union,  that  the  various 
States  of  which  it  is  composed,  should  share  equally  the  advantages,  and  bear 
each  one,  its  due  proportion  of  the  obligations  and  burdens  of  the  Federal 
compact, 

And  whereas,  California  being  one  of  these  United  States,  and  the  Federal 
Government,  the  owner  of  all  the  public  lands  within  its  limits,  and  of  the  terri- 
tory which  separates  it  from  the  other  States,  and  the  recipient  of  all  the 
revenues  collected  at  its  ports,  is  deprived  of  the  political  power,  and  of  the 
material  resources,  whereby  it  might  otherwise  provide  for  itself  access  to 
the  Atlantic  seaboard,  and  avail  itself  of  its  splendid  commercial  position,  and 
the  inestimable  advantages  of  its  soil  and  climate,  and  for  these  reasons,  it  is 
the  more  necessary  and  proper  that  the  Federal  Government  should  use  the 
powers  with  which  it  is  invested  by  the  Constitution,  and  the  sources  of  wealth 
at  its  command,  to  overcome  these  disadvantages  of  distance  and  isolation,  and 
to  strengthen  the  political  bands  which  hold  the  States  together  in  Union. 

And  whereas,  although  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  the  union  of  these 
States  was  established,  can  never  be  fully  and  effectually  secured  to  California, 
without  the  facility  of  communication  afforded  by  one  or  more  Railroads  across 
the  continent,  yet  material  and  immediate  advantage  may  be  derived  from  the 
establishment  of  Mail  Routes,  and  the  construction  and  defence  of  good  Wagon 
Roads  across  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  which  separates  California  from 
the  other  States,  and  along  the  line  best  adapted  to  the  wants  of  Immigrants — 
Therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  great  present  neceessity  of  the  State  of  California  is  the 
Immediate  construction  of  an  Immigrant  Road  between  the  frontier  of  the  State 
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of  Missouri  and  the  settlements  of  the  State  of  California,  along  the  old  Immi- 
grant Trail  of  1849  and  1850. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  territory  intermediate  of  the  two  States  is  public  do- 
main, the  duty  of  building  this  road  should  devolve  upon  the  General  Govern- 
ment, and  be  paid  from  the  Federal  Treasury. 

Resolved,  That  for  additional  convenience  to  the  Immigrant,  and  for  giving 
protection  froii  the  Indians,  the  Government  should  establish  at  convenient  dis- 
tances, Military  posts  and  workshops — should  cause  the  streams  to  be  bridged, 
ferries  to  be  established,  wells  to  b^  dug,  and  such  excavations  and  improve- 
ments to  be  made  to  the  road  as  it  may  require,  and  as  can  be  done  with  rea- 
sonable expenditures  of  money. 

Resolved,  That  the  building  of  an  inter-ocQanic  Railroad  between  the  States 
of  the  East  and  the  Pacific,  is  a  work  of  great  importance  and  great  magnitude, 
requiring  vast  expenditures  of  treasure,  and  no  inconsiderable  time;  that  w>iile 
we  look  hopefully  forward  to  its  j5nal  consummation  as  the  great  work  of  the 
age,  and  one  from  which  our  Pacific  country  is  to  reap  incalculable  advantages, 
w^e  are  willing  tfo  leave  to  the  patriotism  and  judgment  of  our  rulers,  the  accom- 
piishment  of  this  great  national  work. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  great  satisfaction  of  the  agitation  of  this 
subject  by  the  people  of  Missouri;  that,  while  the  matter  is  of  common  impor- 
tance to  tlie  whole  Union,  iui.s?ouri  and  California  are  more  immediately  inte- 
rested in  tlie  commencement  and  completion  of  this  work,  and  that  the  corpora- 
tors of  the  *' Missouri  and  California  Overland  Transportation  Company,"  have 
the  best  wishes  of  tlie  ]>eo}):e  of  this  State  for  their  success,  and  any  material  aid 
which  we  can  render  for  tlieir  encouragement,  shall  be  cheerfully  yielded. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  general  wish  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California 
that  Coiigress  should  at  once  make  snch  generous  appropriations  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  road,  and  the  establishment  of  military  posts  along  the  same,  as 
will  secure  its  immediate  commencemeut  and  its  early  completion.  That  we  re* 
gard  tlie  prosperity  and  welfare  of  our  State  and  people  as  eminently  depending 
upon  this  road;  that,  as  a  matter  of  necessity  to  ourselves,  safety  to  oar  pos- 
sessions, and  protection  to  our  property,  it  is  a  matter  of  first  importance,  and 
should  command  the  earnest  and  respactful  attention  of  all  our  legislators  who 
have  pro])er  regard  for  the  mtCuTity  of  our  national  possessions^  the  fidehty  of 
our  allegiance,  and  the  wclia:e  ci  the  whole  Union. 

Resolved,  finaUy,  That  a  committee  of  fifly-three  persons  be  elected  by  this 
meeting,  whose  duty  it  slirdl  he  to  memorialize  Congress  upon  this  subject,  and 
to  have  such  memorial  distributed  for  signatures  throughout  the  entire  States, 
and  generally  to  do  what  may  be  for  the  best  advancement  of  this  enterprise.

Your  petitioner,  a  citizen  and  tax-payer  of  the  county  of  Sonoma,  and  in  part 
representing  the  interests  of  the  people  of  Sonoma  and  Mendocino  on  this  floor, 
w^ould  most  respectfully  represent:  that  a  bill  approriating  the  sura  of  $2400  out 
of  the  State  Treasury  for  the  relief  of  certain  citizens  of  El  Dbrado  county  (for 
performing  a  duty  which  every  good  citizen  owes  to  the  State)  has  met  with  a 
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favorable  consideration  in  this  Assembly,  and  will  probably  become  a  law,  there- 
by appropriating  a  sum  out  of  the  State  Treasury  nearly  double  to  what  has 
been  paid  into  it  from  the  property  tax  of  El  Dorado  county  for  the  present  fiscal 
year. 

Your  petitioner  would  further  represent,  that  the  tax  collected  and  doe  from 
the  counties  of  Sonoma  and  Mendocino,  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  for  the  pre- 
sent fiscal  year,  amount  to  about  $18,000;  and  further,  that  certain  citizens  of 
the  county  of  Sonoma  have  claims  against  the  State  for  time  spent,  and  money 
expended  in  the  pursuing  and  capturing  of  sundry  murderers,  thieves,  and  rob- 
bers, which,  (in  the  opinion  of  your  petitioner,)  are  more  just  and  meritorious 
than  the  claims  of  the  jiarties  asking  for  relief  in  said  bill. 

Your  petitioner  believing  that  when  the  people's  money  is  lo  be  appropriated 
for  the  objects  contemplated  in  saiil  bill,  that  the  people  who  pay  said  taxes 
should  have  at  least  an  equal  share  with  those  who  do  not.  He  also  believes 
that  he  would  be  censurable  if  he  should  remain  idle  while  the  game  of  grab  is 
being  played  by  the  reform  representatives  of  the  people's  interests,  and  not  se- 
cure for  the  people  of  his  county,  at  least,  a  small  proportion  of  the  mdney 
which  has  been  exacted  of  them  in  the  way  of  burdensome  taxes,  and  for  the 
purpose  alone  of  supporting  the  government  of  this  State. 

Therefore,  as  the  time  has  expired  for  the  introduction  of  new  bills,  hewonld 
earnestly  pray  the  Assembly  to  grant  him  leave  to  introduce,  at  an  early  day, 
four  bills  lor  the  relief  of  certain  persons  therein  named,  residents  of  the  county 
of  Sonoma,  for  time  and  money  spent  in  pursuing  and  capturing  notorious  mur- 
derers and  thieves,

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  FederaJ  Relations,  to  whom 
were  referred  the  substitute  resolutions  on  the  Pacific  Railroad;  with  instructions 
to  amend  the  same,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  dissent  from  the  action  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  committee,  in  suppressing  the  second  resolution  in  said  substitute, 
for  the  following  reasons: 

First — That  the  minority  thinks  it  highly  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  Road, 
that  California  should  show  an  active  interest  in  the  work,  greater  than  words 
without  action  can  express. 

Secondly — From  a  belief  that  prompt  action  by  California,  in  favor  of  that 
resolution,  would  tend  more  strongly  to  convince  the  other  States  of  the  IJQioa 
of  the  determination  of  California  to  have  the  Road,  than  any  other  course  of 
action  she  could  adopt — and 

Thirdly — Because  he  believes  that  the  striking  out  of  that  resolution,  is  from 
motives  of  mistaken  policy,  based  upon  a  fear  of  submitting  the  question  to  the 
people  of  the  State. 

The  minority  of  your  committee,  therefore,  never  fearing  to  express  his  trne 
convictions  upon  any  questions  of  public  policy,  let  the  consequence  to  himself 
be  what  they  may,  and  heartily  endorsing  the  views  set  forth  in  the  report,  a 
portion  of  which,  this  resolution  is  intended  to  carry  out,  and  believing  that 
eventually  the  proposition  will  be  adopted  by  the  people  of  California,  and  by  many 
States  of  the  Union,  cannot  but  express  his  dissent  to  the  erasure.  The  minority 
cannot  convince  his  own  mind,  that  the  simple  submission  of  a  proposition  to 
the  people,  for  an  expression  of  their  opinion  respecting  it,  (and  nothing  further 
is  proposed  in  that  resolution,)  can  either  do  the  people  an  injustice,  or  endan- 
ger the  popularity  of  those  submitting  such  question,  unless  the  proposition  be 
manifestly  absurd;  and  he  will  further  add,  that  if  public  favor  is  so  capricioas. 
that  in  order  to  preserve  his  own  popularity  he  must  refrain  from  asking  an  ex- 
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pression  of  opinion  from  his  friends  and  constitnents,  upon  important  matters  of 
public  policy  and  interest,  he  does  not  desire  popularity.

The  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Beatty,  Heiskell  and  Bell  as  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  notice,  Mr.  Gray  presented  the  following  protest: 

Mr,  Speaker: 

In  accordance  with  notice  given,  I  now  ask  leave  to  present  my  protest 
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against  the  late  action  of  the  House  of  Assembly  upon  Assembly  bill  IN'o.  2, 
entitled  an  Act  to  repeal  the  several  Charters  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  to 
define  the  boundaries  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  consoli- 
date the  government  thereof. 

This  bill,  after  having  been  presented  and  laid  before  the  members  of  this 
House  for  two  mouths,  and  having  been  amended  in  many  points  was  engrossed 
and  Gnally  passed  by  the  House  on  the  18th  day  of  Marcii,  and  transmitted 
to  the  Senate,  where  it  was  read  a  first  and  second  time  by  title,  and  referred  to 
the  appropriate  committee.  While  the  bill  was  at  this  stage  in  the  Senate,  it 
was  stated  in  the  House  that  a  certain  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  George  had 
been  omitted  in  the  engrossment  of  the  bill  in  the  House.  It  was  true  that  the 
amendment  referred  to  contained  only  a  provision  which  was  already  incorpora*- 
ted  in  three  distinct  sections  of  the  engrossed  bill,  namely:  Section  1,  3,  and 
2d  sub-division  of  section  74,  and  it  was  also  true  that  neither  the  recollection 
nor  ihe  Minutes  of  the  Clerk,  nor  Journal  of  the  House,  furnishes  any  evidence 
of  the  adoption  of  any  such  amendment. 

Although  printed  copies  of  the  engrossed  bill,  as  it  went  to  the  Senate,  were 
laid  before  every  member  of  the  House,  yet  it  was  alleged  that  it  was  necessary 
for  the  house  to  have  the  engrossed  bill  itself  before  them  for  inspection,  in  or- 
der to  proceed  properly  in  the  matter,  and  accordingly  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted. 

Whereas,  doubts  are  entertained  in  regard  to  the  correctness  of  the  engross- 
ed copy  of  the  Assembly  bill  Ko.  2,  which  has  been  transmitted  by  the  Assem- 
bly to  the  Senate;  whereas,  the  Assembly  deem  it  due  to  the  dignity  of  the  As- 
sembly, and  the  members  thereof,  that  an  investigation  should  be  had  in  regard 
to  the  supposed  errors  in  the  engrossed  copy,  and  certain  charges  connected 
therewith ;    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  be  respectfully  requested  to  return  the  said  As- 
sembly bill  Xo.  2  to  the  Assembly. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Senate 
and  present  such  request. 

This  resolution  was  adopted  on  the  27  th  of  March,  and  the  bill  was  on  the 
same  day  transmitted  to  the  House  from  the  Senate,  not  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
ing re-considered,  but  for  the  purpose,  it  is  presumed,  expressed  in  the  House 
Tesolution,  namely,  tliat  an  investigation  might  be  had  in  regard  to  the  supposed 
errors  in  the  engrossed  copy. 

If  any  such  error  had  occurred,  so  that  the  document  to  the  Senate  did  not 
embrace  the  wJiok  bill  as  it  passed  the  House,  they  were  such  clerical  mistakes 
as  might  frequently  occur,  an#might,  doubtless  be  eoyrected,  because  such  cor- 
rections would  not  alter  the  bill  which  was  passed.  Further  than  this,  the 
House  had  no  power  over  the  bill,  because  it  is  an  undoubted  rule  of  parliamen- 
tary law  that  a  question  once  carried  cannot  be  questioned  again  at  the  same 
session,  but  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  House,  and  a  bill  once  rejected, 
anotlier  of  the  same  substance  cannot  be  again  introduced  at  the  same  session, 
(JelTerson's  i\Uinual,  Sec  XLIII,)  and  so  inflexible  has  this  rule  been  consider- 
ed, that  it  has  sometimes,  in  matters  of  the  most  extreme  importance,  been 
deemed  expedient  to  close  the  session  for  one,  two,  or  three  days,  and  commence 
a  new  one,  so  that  the  same  subject  may  be  renewed.  In  other  cases,  to  remedy 
defects  in  bills  once  passed,  supplementary  or  explanatory  Acts  have  been  passed, 
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or  a  committee  on  one  bill  has  been  instructed  to  receive  a  clause  to  rectify  the 
mistakes  in  another,  (Jefferson's  Manual,  same  section.)  To  modify  this  rigid  rule 
of  common  parliamentary  law  is  the  object  of  the  56th  Standuig  Rule  of  the 
House,  which  is  as  follows: 

'*When  a  question  on  a  motion,  or  on  the  final  reading  or  passx^ge  of  a  bill  or 
resolution  shall  have  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  in  the  negative,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  majority  to  move  a  rooonsideration  thereof  on 
the  same  day,  or  by  giving  notice  thereof  on  the  succeeding  day,  &c."  No  such 
motion  was  made  on  the  same  day,  nor  on  the  succeeding  day,  nor  was  notice  of 
a  motion  to  reconsider  given  at  any  time,  and  the  bill  had  gone  out  of  the  pos- 
session of  the  House  for  ten  days;  but  the  House  suspended  the  rule  that  was 
the  effect  of  this  Act.  Although  under  the  rule,  the  tim^  had  gone  by  within 
which  they  could  reconsidered,  yet  the  rule  itself  constitutes  the  only  authority 
which  the  House  had,  to  reconsider  at  any  time.  The  rule  was  not  intended  to 
take  away  or  to  restrict  the  right  to  reconsider;  but  to  confer  the  right,  to  be 
exercised  within  a  limited  time;  which,  however,  had  not  been  exercised.  The 
suspension  of  the  rule,  therefore,  had  no  effect;  for,  with  or  without  the  rule,  the 
House  had  no  right  to  touch  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill  upon  which  the 
final  judgment  of  the  House  had  been  pronounced  ten  days  before,  and  which 
had,  by  its  own  voluntary  act,  gone  out  of  its  possession.  Nor  was  it  necessary 
to  reconsider. the  vote  by  which  the  bill  passed,  in  order  to  decide  upon  and 
insert  the  amendment — said  to  have  been  omitted,  because  it  was  assumed  that 
this  was  in  the  bill  itself,  as  it  passed,  and  was  a  part  of  it.  There  was  nothing 
to  do,  then,  but  to  correct  a  clerical  error;  although  even  this  was  unnecessary; 
the  same  provision,  in  more  clear  and  comprehensive  words,  being  already  incor- 
porated in  three  distinct  sections  of  the  bill. 

But  the  House  having  got  the  bill  into  its  possession,  in  order,  as  was  repre- 
sented in  the  message  sent  to  the  Senate,  that  an  investigation  should  be  had  in 
regard  to  the  supposed  errors  in  the  engrossed  copy,  and  certain  charges  con- 
nected therewith,  proceeded  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  bill  originally 
passed;  and  through  a  select  committee,  with  special  instructions,  inserted  sundry 
amendments,  which  had  never  before  been  proposed,  and  also  struck  out  some  of 
the  provisions  of  the  bill — erasing,  interlining,  and  mutilating  the  bill  upon  the 
face  of  it, — all  this  took  place  ten  days  after  the  passage  of  the  bill,  and  its  trans- 
mission to  the  Senate,  and  after  it  had  there  been  committed  to  a  special  com- 
mittee. 

Against  this  unparliamentary  proceeding  in  violation  of  the  laws  and  rules  by

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Mr.  Gage  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  him 
to  introduce  a  bill.

Mr.  Hunt  gave  notice  that  on  to-morrow  he  would  move  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  just  taken. 

The  following  reports  were  received  from  committees: 

Mr,  Speaker: 

A  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining  Interests,  to  whom  was 
referred  bill  Xo.  142,  to  exempt  Mining  Claims  from  forced  sale  in  certain  ca- 
ses, beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  have  no  proof  in  the  form  of  petition  or  otherwise,  that  the 
present  laws  regulating  the  Mines,  particularly  in  relation  to  the  execution  and 
sale  of  Mining  Claims,  are  sufficiently  obnoxious  to  require  amendment  or  repeal, 
or  that  the  miners  and  traders  are  dissatisfied  with  the  present  regulations. 

We  have  become  satisfied,  from  an  intimate  and  practical  knowledge  of  rain- 
ing operations,  and  a  close  scrutiny  of  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  that  should, it 
become  a  law,  instead  of  working  to  the  advantage  of  the  miner — the  person 
whom  its  introducer  intends  benefiting,  it  would  be  injurious  to  his  interests  at 
present,  and  put  a  quietus  on  future  extensive  mining  operations. 

It  requires  no  proof  to  state,  ♦hat  the  mines  at  the  present  time,  present  a 
striking  contrast  from  what  they  were  when  gold  was  first  discovered,  and  re- 
quire now,  what  was  not  absolutely  necessary  then,  abundant  labor  and  exten- 
sive capital,  to  develop  their  rich  mineral  resources.  No  longer  do  we  see  the 
antique  pan  and  rocker  used  exclusively  in  the  abstraction  of  the  shining  metal 
from  the  soil  in  which  it  is  contained,  but  in  thoir  stead,  has  the  way  been 
opened  for  the  successful  advent  of  innumerable  machines,  complicated  and  ex- 
pensive. The  miners  now,  instead  of  picking  along  the  river's  bank,  or  in  shal- 
low ravines  and  gulches,  must,  perforce,  delve  deep  into  the  bowels  of  those 
mighty  hills  over  which  he  has  in  former  times  so  thoughtfully  traveled,  for  that 
remuneration  which  earlier  times  afforded,  or  be  content  with  the  scantiest  pit- 
tance. To  accomplish  this,  are  required  not  only  hard  labor  and  extreme  per- 
severance, but  a  stronger  and  more  potent  motive  power — capital;  and  which 
comparatively  few  of  the  miners  at  the  present  time  possess. 

The  trader  freely  lends  his  means  to  give  impetus  to  persevering  and  laborious 
exertion,  and  even  is  willing  to' call  to  his  aid,  his  name  and  credit,  and  asks  in 
remuneration  the  ability  only  of  the  miner  to  pay,  subject  to  existing  laws. 

The  present  system  operates  as  a  link  to  bind  with  bands  of  common  interest, 
the  miner  and  the  eastern  capitalist,  interlinked  by  the  merchants  of  San  Fran- 
Cisco,  and  the  inland  cities,  with  the  trader  in  the  mines,  and  so  strong  is  the 
reciprocating  interests  between  them,  that  the  severance  of  one  link  from  the 
chain,  would  be  fatality  to  the  circle. 

A  continuous  system  of  credit  and  accommodation  is  kept  up,  which  cannot 
be  dissolved  or  impaired  without  entailing  ruin  on  all  parties,  prostrating  the 
interests  of  thousands,  and  bringing  the  financial  condition  of  the  country  into 
alarming  but  inevitable  bankruj)tcy. 

The  miner  would  no  longer  ply  his  picli^  or  strike  his  drill,  to  drive  a  Laborious, 
extensive,  and  uncertain  speculation;  tor  the  trader  would  not  aid  him  at  his 
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own  peril,  without  one  shadow  of  security,  except  his  integrity  and  honor,  as  a 
man. 

The  present  yield  of  gold  derived  from  the  principal  source  of  an  extensive 
outlay  of  capital,  would  be  curtailed  immeasurably,  and  the  undeveloped  rich- 
ness of  the  mineral  regions  would  remain  a  subject  of  speculative  imagery  upon 
which  to  reflect,  but  i.ot  to  touch  or  use. 

The  passage  of  this  bill,  at  the  present  time,  while  it  would  not  benefit,  in  any 
essential  particular,  the  honest  miner,  but  would,  in  numberless  instances,  work 
to  his  disadvantage,  would,  at  the  same  time,  inflict  an  irreparable  injury  upon 
a  large,  industrious,  and  honorable  class  of  citizens  known  as  traders,  from  whom 
a  very  large  proportion  of  the  revenue  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  mining 
counties  is  derived. 

The  introduction  of  a  system  affecting  a  change  so  radical  and  novel  as  is  set 
forth  in  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  would  result  in  unequalled  disaster  to  all  par- 
ties.    It  would  leave  the  miner  in  humiliating  dependency. 

Instead  of  having  the  sovereign  power  of  directing  his  own  actions,  of  labor- 
ing for  himself,  and  of  carrying  on,  in  his  own  name,  and  on  his  own  account, 
extensive  mining  operations,  he  would  be  the  suppliant  slave  to  money  and  to 
moneyed  men,  dependant  for  his  bread  upon  the  beck  and  nod  of  arrogant  and 
scheming  capitalists,  who,  knowing  their  power,  would  not  scruple  to  curtail  the 
wages  of  the  laborer  to  a  mere  living  figure. 

The  restrictive  clause  in  this  bill,  which  affects  to  exempt  mining  claims  under 
a  certain  value,  does  not  prevent  a  virtual  and  an  entire  exemption;  for,  if  a 
claim  cannot  be  taxed,  because  it  has  no  estimable  value,  neither  can  it  be  set 
aside  as  liable  for  debt,  on  account  of  an  assumed  value  which  may  be  given  it. 

This,  taken  with  the  fact,  that  very  few  claims  in  the  mines  are  worth  two 
thousand  dollars,  which,  by  this  bill  would  become  exempt  from  any  liability 
incurred  by  the  owner,  renders  the  saving  clause,  as  far  as  the  creditor  is  to  be 
affected  by  it,  nugatory. 

Your  committee  cannot  believe  that  a  law,  such  as  is  contemplated  by  this 
bill,  is  asked  for  by  any  considerable  nuniT^er  of  miners,  or  that  they  would  re- 
ceive any  substantial  benefit  from  its  effects;  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  the  sys- 
tem of  credit,  which  has  enabled  many  of  them  to  obtain  wealth,  and  which  still 
upholds  and  sustains  them,  would  receive  its  death-stroke,  entailing  present  ruin 
on  themselves,  and  future  ruin  on  the  financial  prospects  of  the  country. 

We  would  represent  that  no  class  of  citizens  is  divested  of  the  responsibility 
of  having  their  property  liable  for  fair  and  honorable  idebtedness,  and  they  can  see 
no  good  reason  why  miners  should  be  an  exception  to  this  rule  ;  nor,  do  we 
believe,  they  ask  it.  We  hold  to  the  principle,  that  the  property  of  every  citi- 
zen should  be  held  amenable  to  his  creditors  for  his  liabilities,  except  so  far  as 
the  laws  upon  our  statute  books  afford  him  protection,  and  believing  that  the 
passage  of  this  bill  would  effectually  damn  the  interests  of  those  its  originators 
would  serve,  bring  to  the  trader  disaster  and  almost  inevitable  bankruptcy,  cre- 
ate unlimited  distrust,  and  consequent  suffering  in  the  mines  at  least — effectually, 
for  the  time,  impede  the  progress  of  gigantic  mining  operations — in  short,  affect 
every  class  of  citizens  in  the  State,  from  the  miner  to  the  agriculturist,  and 
plunge  us  into  dependency,  destitution,  and  insolvency.  Your  committee  would, 
in  the  most  respectful  manner  possible,  recommend  the  indefinite  postponement 
of  the  bill.

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Mr,  Speaker: 

Your  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No. 
227,  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  immediate  procurement  of  Arms  for  the  use  of 
this  State,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor,  respectfully  report: 

That  the  subject  embraced  in  the  bill  is,  owing  to  the  peculiar  condition  of 
California,  one  of  great  importance,  and  should  receive  immediate  action  by  the 
Legislature  of  this  State.  That  this  State  needs  Arms  and  Munitions  of  War, 
it  i«  believed,  all  will  readily  admit,  and  the  only  question  to  be  investigated  is, 
as  to  the  manner  or  means  to  be  used  in  the  procurement  of  the  same. 

Your  committee  find,  that  California  is  equitably  entitled  to  a  quota  of  arms 
from  the  General  Government,  for  the  years  1850,  1851,  and  1852,  which  if 
allowed  by  the  General  Government,  would  amount  to  three  thousand  stand,  or 
arras  to  the  value  of  $60,000. 

This  claim  is  based  upon  the  following  grounds,  viz :  the  General  Govern- 
ment has  set  apart  an  annual  appropriation  of  $200,000,  for  the  purpose  of 
arming  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  and  each  State  is  to  receive  an  annual 
quota,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  her  enrolled  militia.  California  received 
no  arms  for  the  years  above  referred  to,  from  the  fact,  that  the  Adjutant  Gene- 
ral failed  lo  make  his  return  of  the  enrolled  militia  of  the  State,  consequently, 
no  issue  was  made  to  the  State  for  those  years,  although  we  had  at  that  time  a 
constructive  military  organization. 

Your  committee  believe,  that  if  this  claim  was  properly  represented  to  Con- 
gress, a  special  Act  would  be  passed  by  that  body,  appropriating  arms  to  the 
State  for  those  years;  besides,  we  are  informed  by  the  Adjutant  General,  that 
the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  officers  of  the  War  Department,  are  fully  satis- 
fied of  ( ur  unprotected  and  exposed  condition,  and  have  promised  to  render 
every  aid  in  their  power  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  special  Act  by  Congress,  to 
appropriate  thirty  or  fifty  thousand  stand  of  arms,  (probably  of  the  improved 
style,  to  this  State,  in  advance.  Requisitions  for  arms  from  the  counties  of 
Klamath,  Siskiyou,  Mariposa,  Plumas,  Placer,  Sonoma,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Los 
Angeles,  and  San  Bernardino,  are  now  on  file  in  the  Adjutant  Generals  Office, 
which  the  State  has  not  the  ability  to  fill. 

Your  committee  therefore  believe,  that  they  are  fully  warranted  in  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  the  bill  under  consideration,  and  that  the  co-operation 
of  our  members  in  Congress,  the  officers  of  the  War  Department,  and  the  xVdju- 
tant  General  of  this  State,  will  secure  to  this  State  a  large  and  valuable  quan- 
tity of  arms  for  the  protection. of  our  citizens,  and  the  defense  of  the  State.

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Military  x^fl'airp,  to  whom 
was  referred  Assembly  bill  No.  227,  a  bill  for  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  procure- 
ment of  Arms  for  the  use  of  the  State,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor, 
have  had  the  same  under  careful  consideration,  and  ask  to  make  the  following 
report: 
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You  are  aware  that  the  Legislature,  a  few  days  shiee,  passed  a  bill  levying  a 
direct  tax  on  the  people  of  the  State,  to  support  a  few  Volunteer  Companies, 
and  purchase  '*KibbeV'  tactics.  In  defence  of  that  bill  it  was  urjjed  that  it  was 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  procurement  of  the  State's  quota  of  arms,  and  we 
are  now  asked  to  make  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars  to  defray  ex- 
penses and  compensation  of  the  Quarter  master  General,  to  proceed  to  the  Seat 
of  the  General  Government,  and  procure  the  arms  which  was  said  to  have  been 
provided  for  in  the  bill  above  mentioned,  an  inconsistency  that  the  undersigned 
cannot  reconcile,  unless  it  be  to  make  ''sure  doubly  sure,"  or  a  determinatioa  to 
crush  the  people  with  taxation,  and  squander  their  money  broad-cast. 

By  an  Act  of  Congress,  passed  1853,  au  appropriation  of  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  annually  was  made  to  arm  and  equip  the  militia  of  the  several 
States  and  Territories.  The  State  of  California  is  entitled  to  her  proportion  for 
six  years,"  and  has  received  it  for  the  years  1853,  1854,  and  1855,  aud  from  the 
failure  of  the  then  Quarter  Master  General  to  make  the  proper  report,  the  State 
has  not  received  her  share  of  arms  for  the  years  1850,  '51,  and  '52. 

The  undersigned  is  confident  that  a  requisition  and  statement  of  the  facts  by 
the  proper  authority  of  this  State,  assisted  by  our  Senator  and  Representatives 
in  Congress,  to  the  Department  at  Washington,  the  remainder  of  the  State's 
quota  of  arras  will  be  forwarded  without  incurring  an  additional  expense  of  two 
thousand  dollars.  By  the  passage  of  this  bill,  leave  of  absence  will  be  granted 
to  the  Adjutant  General,  and  from  the  imminently  threatened  conflict  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  (as  represented  by  the  friends  of  th3 
**tactic  bill''  recently  passed)  the  undersigned  thinks  the  presence  of  the  Chief 
Military  officer  of  the  State  indispensable  to  the  welfare  ot  the  CommoLwealth 
and  the  preservation  of  human  life.  From  these  considerations  the  uuderagned 
would  most  respectfully  advise  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill.

2 J.  Because  the 
Thirteenth  Judicial  District  is  now  one  of  the  largest  in  the  State,  extending  as 
it  does  over  about  o  le-fifth  of  the  entire  territory  of  the  same.  3d.  IJecaase 
the  Tiiirteenth  Judicial  District  will  include  five  counties,  in  all  probability,  in 
the  next  year,  exclusive  of  tke  County  of  Stanislaus  ;  whereas,  the  Fifth  Judicial 
District,  to  which  that  county  now  biilongs,  without  it,  would  only  contain  four 
counties.

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bills  Nos.  90  and  91, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

At  the  time  th^y  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  they  addressed 
a  note  to  the  Attorney  General,  requesting  his  opinion  in  regard  to  the  consti- 
tutionality of  the  legislation  proposed  in  the  bills  before  them,  and  have  been 
favored  with  the  written  opinion  of  that  officer,  and  your  committee  are  of  opin- 
ion that  they  cannot  better  discharge  the  duties  they  are  entrusted  with  than  by 
presenting  that  very  able,  concise   opii  ion  to  the  Assembly,  which  is  as  follows: 

In  the  matter  of  ihe  proposed  amendments  to  the  Act  providing  for  the  for- 
mation of  Corporations,  whereby  it  is  sought  to  regulate  the  rates  of  fare  and 
freight  to  be  charged  by  Steam  Navigation  Companies,  the  law  of  1850  provides 
for  the  formation  of  such  companies,  and  declares  that  they  shall  have  certain 
powers,  and  among  others,  to  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  existing 
laws  of  the  State,  and  for  the  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  company,  it  pro- 
vides furtlier,  the  manner  of  subscribing  and  paying  in  the  capital  stock,  and 
their  duties  and  liabilities;  but  nowhere  places  any  restriction  upon  their  rights 
to  lix  and  contract  for  any  rates  of  Ireight  and  passage,  or  interferes  with  their 
privilege  so  to  do,  as  necessity  or  circumstances  may  require. 

A  private  corporation  is  a  contract  between  the  government  and  the  corpora- 
tors, anil  the  Legislature -cannot  repeal,  impair  or  alter  the  rights  and  privileges 
conferred  by  the  Charter  against  the  consent  of  the  corporation,  and  without  its 
default  judicially  ascertained. —  You7ig  vs.  Harrison^  6:  Geo.  Beps,,  130. 

**  A  corporation  is  private  distinguished  from  public,  unles  the  whole  interest 
belongs  to  the  government,  or  the  corporation  is  created  for  the  administration 
of  political  or  niuiicipal  power." — Rundle  vs.  ihe  Delaware  ^'  RarUan,  Canalf 
1850;   Wallace,/  275. 

"Substantive  alterations  of  the  Charter  of  a  corporation  by  the  Legislature, 
without  the  concurrence  of  the  corporation,  are  unconstitutional  and  void."-^ 
The    Commonwealth  vs.   Culleii,  13  Fen%.  Stale  itcp^.,.  133 

A  corporation  Charter  is  within  the  constitutional  provision,  that  no  State 
shall  pass  any  laws  impairing  the  obligation  of  a  contract. — 13  J'ted.  75. 

"  An  Act  of  incorporation  is  a  contract  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  any  legislative  act  which  impairs  it  by  enlarging  the  powers  of  the 
State  over  the  body  corporate,  as  by  abridging  its  franchise,  { which  is  its  right 
and  privilege  to  lix  and  take  reward  for  their  transportation  of  goods  and  pas- 
sengers, )or  which  alters  it  in  any  material  point,  is  *'void."" — 6  Smecds  Sf  Marshy 
599. 

''The  Legislature  has  no  power  to  alter  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  a 
corporation  }>urely  private,  in  any  particular,  without  the  consent  of  the  corpo- 
porators." — Browti  vs.  Hamsnel:  6  Barr,  86. 
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"The  objection  to  a  law  on  the  gronnd  that* it  impairs  the  obligation  of  aeon- 
tract  does  not  depend  uj-on  tlie  extent  of  the  change  which  the  law  may  msiive, 
in  it;  any  di  viatlon  from  its  terms,  by  imposing  conditions  not  expressed  in  ihe 
contract"  (or  Charter,  as  was  not  here,)  ''however  minute  and  apparently  imma- 
terial in  their  effect,  is  within  the  con^^titn^ional  prohibition.  A  contract  enter- 
ed into  between  the  State  and  individuals  is  as  fully  protected  by  tins  prohibi- 
tion, as  a  contract  between  individuals  "  An  Act  of  the  Legislature  is  equiva- 
lent to  a  contract,  and  when  performed,  is  a  contract  executed,"  (as  licre,  we 
have  gone  on  under  the  Act,  and  incorporated  and  invested  our  capital,)  ''and 
whatever  rights  are  thereby  created,  a  subsequent  Legislature  cannot  impair." — 
Winter  vs.  Jones:  10  Geo.   Reps.,  190. 

**  A  law  granting  to  certain  individuals  the  right  to  organize  and  form  a  cor- 
poration, with  powers  to  construct  a  road,  take  tull,  &c.,  is  a  cnntrad  within 
the  protection  of  tlie  Constitution,  prohibiting  the  passage  of  laws  impairing  the 
obligation' of  the  same." — BacLus  vs.  Lcbanmi,  11  \V.  If.  10. 

*'  Private  corporations  are  the  private  pro|)erty  of  tlie  corporators,  they  are 
designt'd  to  regulate  private  interests;  large  inveslmen/.s  are  made  in  pursuance 
of  their  authority;  and  the  tenure  by  which  such  corporate  property  is  held,  is 
like  that  of  an  individual  to  his  farm  or  persoiml  estate,  and  an  invdsicn  cf  such 
corporate  power,  is  like  a  violation  of  private  rights,  one  of  the  strongest  rea- 
sons why  these  private  corporations  should  be  cautiously  granted,  arises  from 
the  inviolability  of  the  rights  acquired  under  them." — 13  Ward,  337,  338. 

•*  One  of  the  tests  that  a  contract  has  been  impaired,"  (says  the  Court,  in 
speaking  of  a  Bank  charter,)  *'  is,  that  its  value  has  l)y  Legislature  Ixjcn  dimin- 
ished. This  is  not  a  question  of  degree,  or  manner,  or  cause,  l)ut  of  encroach- 
ing in  any  respect  on  its  ol)ligation,  dispensing  with  any  part  of  its  force,  so  if 
the  obligation  of  a  contract  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  duty  iniposed  by  it,  here 
the  duty  impo."^ed  by  the  State  to  adhere  to  it  own  deliberate  grant  is  in;triiTed 
with,  and  altered.'' — 6  Uowardh  U.  S.  Rep,  327. 

The  case  of  Middlesex  Tnrnpike  Company  rs.  Freeman,  10  Conn  Rep ,  90, 
and  91,  holds,  that  when  the  rates  of  toll  were  fixed  by  \\\^  charter,  iliey  could 
not  be  afterwards  altered  by  the  Legislature  without  the  assent  of  the  com- 
pany. 

In  a  similar  case,  in  the  State  of  Xew  York,  when  the  constitutionality  of  a 
g^eneral  law  was  before  the  Court  of  Errors,  tlie  Chancellor  says:  "  The  Act  of 
1820,  never  meant  to  divest  the  company  of  the  right  of  to'l  in  such  a  case,  or 
to  reduce  the  rate  of  toll  from  12  to  (i  cents.  The  Legislature  we  are  to  pre- 
Rume,  never  meant  any  such  thing,  and  it  would  be  highly  disrespectful  to  snp- 
|K>se  it,  because  it  would  be  an  unconstitutional  act — an  assun>ption  of  jjovver, 
an  1  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  private  ])roper'y. — 10  Johnson^s  Reps.,  447-8. 

If  they  cannot  reduce  an  established  rate  of  toll,  couhl  they  reduce  a  rate 
established  by  the  company,  under  a  permission  given  them  by  their  charter,  to 
establish  the  same  ?  !•  contend  not.  Nor  could  the  Legislature  deprive  them 
of  the  right  to  fix  such  rates  as  they  might  deem  just  and  proper,  iVoni  sur- 
rounding circumstances,  it  no  legislative  restrictions  had  been  imposed  in  the 
charter. 

Bat  in  the  case  under  consideration,  the  above  rules  apply  with  more  force  in 
any  of  the  cases  cited.  This  was  a  |>rivare  corporation  for  priv  to  interest,  It 
was  an  object  of  the  Legislttiu'e,  at  the  time  of  the  pissage  of  that  law,  to  en- 
courage the  const rnction  of  steamboats,  anfl  the  formation  of  companies,  willi 
capital  sutlicient  to  fully  supply  all  the  Jiecc.-r.itics  of  commerce  hy  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  waters  of  the  State.  One  of  those  inducements  was  the  want  of  any 
restriction  upon  the  companies  fixing  such  rates  of  freight  and  passage  as  neces- 
Kity  or  circumstances  might  require,  so  as  to  insure  a  liberal  return  and  beneficial 
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profit  upon  their  investment.  Under  thnt  law,  and  upon  snch  an  indnccmpnt, 
parties  form  pucli  corporate  bofiics,  iiiv(  st  Ihiir  capital,  and  commence  opira- 
tioiis,  wiicreljy  iheii"  contract  with  the  8  ate  is  executed,  mid  tlie  Slate  tnn.s 
ronnd  and  says,  now  you  siip.ll  carry  at  ratts  that  may  be  ruinous.  Such  a  doc- 
trine is  prciiostevous,  and  un.vnj?j)ortcd  by  the  juiuciphs  L-.id  down  in  the  case  of 
Dartmouth  Co! l.'j:c  —  ]V<uJw'n'rl,  -i.      Wlaah/ns  U.  S.  AV; >.!?.,  518. 

Sec  the  broad  dnctrinc  of  tliat  case  :  IC  they  <an  fix  three  ctnts  a  mih)  they 
c;Ji!  one  mill,  antl  not  viohiic  the  contract  or  impair  a  rijL*lit 

A/i"ain,  suppose  the  company  to  have  contracted  with  mcrclinnts  to  carry 
frei.i'ht  to  thi'in  at  ^a)\\\v  polat  ha/.anhm.s  and  tn lions,  at  the  a.izrccii  rate,  l»y  the 
year,  where,  to  run  boats  at  ihv^  rates  j}r<i|  o^im),  w(»nhl  be  rnii;ons  to  the  tom- 
j)nuy,  are  tluy  thus  to  snllVr,  while  t!cy  are  bound  to  rullil  their  contraet  with 
l^nch  mereliunts  ?  Certainly  not.  Ti>eir  contract  with  the  mnTJiaJits  is  nooti, 
and  no  Letjrishitnre  can  (it  |  rive  tlicm  irom  huvini::  it  ]>er.o:-nied  l)y  tln^  (ohij^auy. 
But  tlic  Le«ii?;lature  says  it  shall  l)e  penal  to  eniorcf^  pe"lormanc<'  ot  .-neii  a  eou- 
tract  n^^un^t  those  merchants.  Docs  such  a  law  impair  th'.-  obliicatiun  uf  a 
contract  ? 

Ajrain  :  It  is  a  seltlad  ]>rinc:|ilc  of  law,  that  no  rights  that  become  vested  or 
accrue  on  aceount  of  such  ;^ran'<  or  coiitracts  can  be  afrecKnl  by  a  rejM  al  (ff  the 
law  under  which  they  \^c^*  vesttd.  Tlins,  suj  pose  tiic  Lr^'ishitnre,  by  a  law, 
authorize  in<livi<iuals  to  mort.iraj!:e  tlicir  j)ersonal  pro[)n'ty,  or  jn;dccany  contract, 
ean  it  be  said  that  u  rcpeul  Oi  l!ie  law  allects  thu<e  coninicis?  .  Ceriainiy  not. 
(Courts  have  ^'une  Si  far,  as  to  hohl  tint  a  mortua«:e  remedy  by  sale  can  not  be 
aifecied  by  a  law  providinir  for  a  fv)r«e|osure  by  a  court  on'y. 

ThecMse  referred  to  in  (i  Uowani's  U.  S.  Reports,  o-i7,i*c.  v^as  a  case  whore 
the  Li«2ivl:;ture  attempted  to  d«'i.y  to  tlie  b  i:k  the  ri::ht.  to  contract  by  an 
assi^ii-umcni  of  its  discounted  notes,  which  it  only  held  nnu'-r  the  charier  i)y  im- 
])!:catio;i;  but  the  Court  held  it  w:is  a  rig-iit  ti:e  Ivink  to-ik  rs  f'  //Mr>>''//,  to 
carry  (mi  its  business;  ai^d  as  a  ri^ht,  tht-y  eouh;  not  la  «hv(  -tci'  <  i'  it.

That  the  ri^rht.s  of  a  corp(»ration  »r<'ated  under  a  general  law.  are  of  the  saniw 
nature  as  th.ose  of  corporations  created  by  a  charter  cxpres>ly  trrantid  in  conn- 
tri(S  where  that  mode  is  reeo;iiiized  by  the  fundamental  law.  Tiiat  the  repe.l 
of  the  general  law  would  not  annihilate  the  corpoiations  that  ha\e  alrtady 
created  unih  r  it,  and  that  an  amemiment  of  the  law  cannot  br;  nj.nie.  to  luke

the  Lejfislature  liad  authority  over  the  suVjjeet,  unrestricted  either  by  treaties, 
or  the  Coiisiitutioti,  or  by  grants  to  corpo<*atioiis,  the  policy  of  the  course  con- 
templated in  these  bills,  is  certainly  questionable. 

The  effect  of  sunh  a  law,  would  be  to  notify  the  world  ih«t  we  do  not  llold  tOi 
the  dot.'triuc  that  trade  will  not  regulate  itself  better  than  it  can  be  done  by 
legal  enactments. 

It  wouiit  be  to  clnij!^  t\\o.  ri^-ht  to  the  control  of  those  public  ihoronghfares,. 
and  «*vtMi  to  j)rohibit  their  navii^ation  at  all,  which  would  probably  interfere 
fieriously  with  the  ri«^lits  of  other  States. 

Your  committee  are  also  s:itisli(M.l,  that  a  uniform  rate  per  mile  throughout 
the  Stjite  would  operate  injurion>ly.  -There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  cost  ^f 
freigluin?  on  sonit*  routes,  tor  instance,  froia  Colusi  to  Red  Bluffs,  on  the  1^'acra- 
inento,  would  re<^uire  rates  tliree  or  four  times  greater  than  those  necessary  be- 
tween i'^un  Francisco  and  Sacnunento,  and  the  passage  of  the  bill  would  amount 
to  a  prohil)ition  on  the  route  first  oientioned. 

Tiiese  cousiderations  induce  your  cocumittce  to  recommend  that  said  bill*  b» 
iudetinitely  postjwiicd.

As  this  House  has,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  refused  to  pass  a 
bill  that  has  for  its  object  the  protection  of  the  people  of  this  State  against  a 
monster  monopoly,  we  feel  it  our  duty  as  friends  to  the  bill  and  as  a  representa- 
tion of  a  portion  of  the  people  of  this  State  to  enter  our  protest  upon  the  Jour- 
nals of  this  House,  in  order  that  the  people  whom  we  have  the  honor  to  repre- 
sent may  well  understand  our  position. 

We  consider,  that  when  a  Legislature  enacts  a  law  and  parties  take  advan- 
tage of  the  defects  of  that  law  (if  there  be  such,)  that  the  same  power  that 
makes  the  law,  has  a  most  undoubted  right  to  amendttr  repeal  the  same. 

Prompted  as  we  are  by  feelings  of  right  and  justice,  we  do  here  most  solemnly 
protest  against  the  action  of  this  House,  by  which  it  refused  to  pass  Senate  bills 
Nos.  90  and  91,  entitled  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  concerning  Corporations.

Your  committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  commnnications  from  the 
State  Controller,  asking  for  Appropriation  to  meet  sundry  Outstanding  Claims 
against  the  State,  have  considered  the  same,  and  beg  leave  to  report  a  bill  ap- 
propriating the  sum  of  Twenty  thousand  dollars,  ($20,000.)  That  amoant 
being  required  to  meet  the  paymeut  of  claims  heretofore  unprovided  for. 

Your  committee  have  had  also  before  them,  the  account  of  L.  W.  Wright, 
for  services  performed  Surveying  the  Boundary  lines  between  the  Counties  of 
Santa  Clara,  Santa  Cruz,  and  San  Francisco.  This  claim  amounts  to  $2,668, 
and  the  number  of  miles  run  with  compass,  is  sixty-one — averaging  a  fraction 
over  $43  per  mile — an  amount  greater,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  thaa 
the  State  should  pay.  But  your  committee  think  the  claimant  should  be  al- 
lowed  a  fair  compensation  for  the  services  performed,  and  believing  that  that 
price  can  be  better  ascertained  in  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  would  respect- 
fully recommend  the  subject  to  their  consideration. 

Your  committee  also  beg  leave  to  report  back  to  the  House,  without  recom- 
mendation, Senate  bills  139,  and  169,  together  with  Assembly  bill  133,  and  iht 
account  of  J.  M.  Sheppard,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  any  farther  consid- 
eration of  claims  against  the  State.

The  first  section  of  an  Act  to  provide  for  funding  the  ontstand- 
ing  Debt  of  the  City  of  Oakland,  and  to  prevent  the  creation  of  new  Debts  by 
said  City,  approved  April  3,  1855,  is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 
The  City  of  Oakland  is  hereby  authorized  to  fund  its  outstanding  legal  indebted- 
ness, accrued  prior  to  the  twenty-first  day  of  April  1856,  in  manner  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  for  this  purpose  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of

Mr,  Speaker : 
A  majority  of  the  Calaveras  Delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  certain  peti- 
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tions  from  the  citizens  of  Calaveras  county,  prayinf^  for  the  removal  of  the 
CoiiDty  Seat  of  saifl  connty,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  ask 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

About  eighteen  months  ago,  the  question  of  the  removal  of  the  County  Seat 
was  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people.  By  a  large  majority,  the  voters  of  the 
county  refused  to  remove  it;  the  tax  payers  of  the  county  have,  since  that  time, 
had  to  pay  an  onerous  tax  for  the  erection  of  public  building^,  which  buildings, 
if  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  is  granted,  will  be  of  no  further  use  to  the  county. 
Calaveras  is  already  in  debt  over,  sixty  thousaud  dollars,  and  each  new  election 
serves  to  increase  ihe  debt.  However,  the  majority  of  the  delegation  would 
waive  all  opposition  to  the  passage  of  a  law,  submitting  this  question  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  connty,  if  it  had  been  mode  to  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  voters  of 
the  county  desired  it.  The  vote  of  Calaveras  is  over  forty-five  hundred;  the  pe- 
titions contain  the  signatures  of  only  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  five  persons,  and, 
if  they  are  all  voters,  they  do  not  comprise  over  one-third  of  the  voters  of  the 
county.  In  every  instance  where  the  Legislature,  at  the  present  session,  has 
granted  to  the  voters  of  a  county  the  right  to  locate  their  County  Seat,  it  has 
been  done  because  the  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  county  petitioned  for  it.  In 
the  present  case,  not  over  one-third  have  petitioned  for  the  removal.  It  would 
be  wrong  to  compel  an  election  to  be  held,  on  the  s.howing  of  a  minority.  The 
majority  of  the  delegation  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners 
should  not  be  granted,  and  that  no  bill  should  be  introduced,  at  the  present 
session  of  the  Legislature,  on  the  subject.  No  one  can  be  seriously  injured  by 
leaving  this  matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  next  Legislature.  The  people 
will  then,  if  they  really  desire  the  removal  of  the  County  Seat,  cause  petitions  to 
be  sent  here  which  contain  a  majority  of  the  names  of  the  voters  of  the  county; 
and,  in  such  an  event,  there  can  be  no  doubt  their  wishes  will  be  complied  with.

The  State  of  California  has  bow  an  existence  of  over  seven  years,  yet,  to  her 
shame  be  it  spoken,  she  does  not  possess  any  claim  to  a  building  to  hold  the 
annual  sessions  of  the  Legislature  in,  or  to  afford  apartments  for  any  of  her 
State  oflBcers. 

It  has  been  said,  and  perhaps  with  some  degree  of  justice,  that  her  heavy 
debt  should  preclude  her  erecting  public  buildings,  at  an  enormous  exr€nse,  but 
this  cause  no  longer  exists,  as  the  great  reduction  in  the  price  of  materials  and 
labor  renders  it  easy  to  erect  a  suitable  building  that  will  supply  the  wants  of 
the  State  for  years  to  come,  at  about  half  the  cost  that  it  would  a  few  years 
ago;  and  yonr  committee  believe  that  the  people  of  the  State  are  anxious  to 
see  a  suitable  building  erected  at  Sacramento,  that  the  State  may  no  longer  be 
a  houseless  wanderer. 

The  bill  under  consideration  proposes  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  pfer 
annum,  payable  in  thirty  years  from  date,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable 
building  for  a  State  Capitol.  It  is  estimated  by  good  and  responsible  mechanics, 
that  a  building  such  as  it  is  acknowledged  California  requires,  can  be  erected 
for  the  amount  proposed  to  be  appropriated,  and  we  are  prepared  to  show  that 
the  State  would  be  a  gainer  by  the  operation  about  ten  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  The  interest  on  the  bonds  would  amount  to  $21,000,  while  the  State  is 
now  paying  $30,372  per  annum  as  rents  for  the  various  State  officers.

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  minority  of  a  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill 
No  218,  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  State  Capitol  in  the  City  of 
gacrameuto,  regrets  that  a  difference  of  opinion  with  the  majority  compels  him 
him  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  bill  under  consideration  contemplates  the  expenditure  of  $300,000,  for 
the  erection  of  a  State  Capitol,  but  is  so  incautiously  expressed  and  destitute 
of  the  limitations  imperatively  demanded  by  every  consideration  of  pullic  wel- 
fare, that  the  undersigned  cannot  but  regard  it  as  fraught  with  untold  evil  to 
this  State  should  it  become  a  law.  There  is  no  clause  in  the  bill  which  prevents 
the  Commission  from  altering  the  plans  or  specifications,  when  once  adopted, 
and  involving  the  State  in  an  indebtedness  for  extra  work,  pqual  to  the  entire 
amount  of  the  original  contract.  The  omission  of  such  provision,  the  undersigned 
believes,  is  a  fatal  error  in  the  bill  and  calculated  to  embarrass  the  State  were 
the  Treasury  ^o  fuU  as  to  require  depletion.^ 

The  history  of  building  State  Capitols  and  all  other  buildings  of  a  public  char- 
acter admonishes  us  to  examine  closely  the  plans  and  estimates  before  embarking 
in  their  construction. 

Tiie  erection  of  the  State  Capitol  of  Mississippi  well  nigh  ruined  that  State. 
The  State  House  of  Ohio  has  already  cost  about  $1,200,000,  and  is  not  yet 
completeted;  while  those  of  Illinois  and  Indiana  have  materially  added  to  the 
indebtedness  oli  those  States.  The  erection  of  a  Court  House  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville was  disastrous  to  the  county  of  Jefferson,  and  the  very  building  in  which 
we  are  now  sitting  has  cost  the  county  of  Sacramento  double  the  amount  of 
the  original  contract. 

-  The  bill  under  consideration  appoints  as  a  Commissioner  a  gentleman  who 
acted  as  such  in  the  erection  of  this  builaiug.  The  bill  also  contemplates  the 
appointment  of  a  Superintendent,  with  a  salary  of  $3,500  per  annum,  whose  du- 
ties will  merely  be  a  sinecure  for  the  next  six  months. 

The  undersigned  is  unable  to  see  the  necessity  for  such  Superintendent,  until 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  submitting  plans,  except  it  be  to  give  such  Super- 
intendent time  to  see  what  private  arrangements  can  be  made  by  using  his  influ- 
ence in  the  adoption  of  plans. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  believes  that  the  appropriation  of  $300,000  is 
a  mere  entering  wedge  for  future  extravagance  and  enormous  outlays.

In  obedience  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Assembly,  on  yesterday,  ''That 
the  Enrolling  Clerk  be  requested  to  report  to  this  House,  to-morrow,  the  amonnt 
of  assistance  they  now  have,  and  how  much  they  will  need  during  the  remainder 
of  the  session. 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report:  that  by  authority  of  reso- 
lution heretofore  adopted,  he  has  employed  two  assistants. 

At  the  present  moment  there  are  only  some  five  or  six  bills  in  my  office  for 
enrollment,  most,  if  not  all  of  which  will  be  enrolled  and  in  readiness  for  the 
Committee  on  Enrollment  during  the  day. 

I  have  no  data  that  would  enable  me  to  f  eport  what  additional  assistance  will 
be  required  during  the  remainder  of  the  session,  as  the  amount  of  aid  to  be  re- 
quired must  entirely  depend  upon  the  number  of  bills  that  may  be  matured  and 
passed,  which  have  originated  in  the  Assembly. 

I  take  it  for  granted  that  every  member  of  the  Assembly  is  aware  of  the  fadt, 
that  all  bills  that  pass  the  Legislature  must  be  enrolled  before  being  presented 
or  the  approval  and  signature  of  the  Governor,  and  that  all  such  as  fail  of  this 
requirement,  are  as  signally  defeated,  as  if  indefinitely  postponed  by  the  action 
of  either  House. 

I  am  advised  that  such  was  the  fact  of  many  bills  that  passed  both  branches 
of  the  Legislature  at  the  last  session,  and  that  in  some  instances  as  high  as  $50 
and  $100  was  paid,  by  interested  parties,  to  have  their  bills  enrolled  in  time  to 
have  the  Governor's  sanction  before  the  hour  of  adjournment. 

I  may  add,  that  should  the  Consolidation  Bill  (for  San  Francisco,)  become  a 
law  to-day,  it  would  require  the  time  of  one  clerk  some  four  or  five  days  to  enroll  it.

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  House,  passed  Feb.  11th,  1856,  he 
employed  one  assistant  to  aid  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  does  not 
design  asking  further  assistance,  being  desirous  of  economising  the  expenses  for 
clerk  hire.  At  previous  sessions  of  the  Legislature  the  Engrossing  and  Enroll- 
ing Clerks  have  been  allowed  one  assistant  each,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  under- 
signed, one  clerk  is  sufficient  for  the  timely  completion  of  their  labors.

Hox.  J.  T.  Farley,   S'peaker  of  House  of  Assembly: 

The  undersigned,  Commissioners  appointed  by  an  Act  creating  a  Board  of 
State  Prison  Commissioners,  and  defining  their  duties,  approved  March  21, 1856, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report: 

That  on  the  26th  day  of  March,  1856,  they  leased  the  State  Prison  gronnda, 
with  all  the  property  attached  thereto,  as  also  tlie  labor  of  the  State  Prison 
Convicts,  to  JAMErt  M.  Estell,  for  the  period  op  Five  Years,  from  the  26th 
Day  of  March,  1856,  and  that  they  have  made  formal  delivery  of  the  same 
to  the  said  Lessee,  for  the  particulars  of  which,  we  refer  you  to  a  copy  of  the 
Lease  and  Schedule  A,  herein  accompanying,  and  also  a  copy  of  '*  A  Supple- 
itiental  Agreement,"  ail  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  establish  a  branch  of  the  State 
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Prison  at  some  other  point  than  the  one  now  occopied,  we  would  snggest  that 
ati  appropriation  be  made  to  enable  the  Commissioners,  or  whoever  else  may  be 
desJv^nated  to  perform  the  duty,  to  procure  a  site  for  the  erection  of  the  afore- 
mentioned Prison,  and  also  to  obtain  the  dra^ngs  of  the  necessary  plans  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  Prison  building^ ^ 

We  would  also  state,  that  in  order  to  the  proper  construction  of  the  buildings 
and  walls,  contracted  to  be  erected  for  the  State  by  the  Lessee,  it  will  require 
frequent  visits  of  one  or  all  of  the  Commissioners,  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  involving  an  expense  much  greater  than  is  provided  for  in  the  Act  creating 
the  Board  of  State  Priv«;on  Commissioners.  We  would,  therefore,  suggest  that 
Hu  appropriation,  equal  to  the  actual  expenses  necessary  to  be  incurred,  be  made 
for  that  purpose. 

After  a  careful  personal  examination  of  the  premises,  your  Commissioners  are 
satisfied  that  the  attention  of  the  present  Board  of  State  Prison  Directors  is  not 
required,  at  the  State  Prison,  as  now  conducted,  and  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  their  salaries  be  ordered  paid  for  one  year,  and  the  office  abolished. 
A  great  public  necessity  requires  this  course,  and  we  have  no  doubt  but  that  the 
incumbents,  will  yield  a  cheerful  and  hearty  concurrence  in  the  above  sugges- 
tion. 

In  making  the  foregoing  remarks  and  suggestions,  we  may  have  departed 
from  a  strict  line  of  duty,  but  we  indulge  the  hope  that  they  will  be  received  by 
your  honorable  body,  and  all  whom  they  may  concern,  in  the  spirit  in  which  they 
are  intended.

Governor,  G.  W.  Whitman,  Controller  of 
the  Srate  of  California,  and  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California, 
cou^tituting  the  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners,  created  by  Act  of  the 
Lf^gislature  of  said  State  of  California,  entitled  an  Act  creating  a  Board  of 
»^tHte  Prison  Commissioners,  and  defining  their  duties,  approved  the  Twenty 
First  day  of  March,  A.  D.  ISoG,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  James  M.  Estell, 
party  of  the  second  part;  witnesseth, 

That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants 
and  agreements  hereinafter  mentioned,  reserved  and  contained,  on  the  part  and 
on  behalf  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  to  be  done,  kept  and  performed, 
hath  granted,  bargained,  demised  and  to  farm-letten  to  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  his  heirs  and  assigns:  All  that  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  Land, 
situate  on  Point  San  Quentin,  in  the  County  of  Marin,  and  State  aforesaid, 
and  known  as  the  State  Prison  property,  consisting  of  Thirty  Six  acres  of  Land, 
more  or  less,  together  with  all  and  singular,  the  Prison  and  Houses,  and  all 
improvements  and  Houses  rhereon  situate:  also,  all  the  Shipping  Vessels,  Boats, 
Fixtures.  Implements,  Tools,  Furniture,  Stock  and  other  property  belonging  to 
the  State  of  California,  now  on,  attached  to,  or  connected  with  said  State 
Prison,  together  with  the  labor  of  all  the  Convicts  now  in  said  State  Prison,  or 
who  may  hereafter  be  confined  therein,  during  the  continuance  of  this  Lease. 
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Topjether,  with  any  and  all  Real  Estate,  or  other  property  that  may  hereafter 
be  purchased  or  acquired  by  the  State  of  California  for  State  Prison  purposes, 
or  in  any  manner  connected  with  the  same.  To  have  and  to  hold  the  premises 
and  property  above  described  and  mentioned,  and  the  labor  of  said  State  PriPon 
Convicts,  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
from  the  date  of  these  presents  for  and  during  and  until  the  end  of  the  full  term 
of  five  years  thence  next  ensuing,  and  to  be  fully  completed  and  ended. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  and  stipulated  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to 
and  with  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  that  on  the  Inst  day  of  each  and 
every  calendar  month,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Siid  term  of  five  years, 
mentioned  as  aforesaid,  that  the  State  of  California  will  pay  to  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  the  just  and  full  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  to  be  paid  in 
CO  iformity  with  the  law  creating  said  Board  of  Commissioners  and  defining  their 
pow^ersand  duties,  and  with  the  limitations  hereinafter  stipulated. 

And  the  said  James  M.  Eslell,  party  of  the  second  part  covenants  and  agrees 
to  and  with  the  State  of  California,  party  of  the  first  part,  that,  for  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  premises  property  and  the  labor  of 
the  State  Prison  Convicts  above  mentioned,  and  the  said  several  sums  of  money 
to  be  paid  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
as  above  mentioned,  that  he,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  will  receive  and 
take  charge  of  all  convicts  now  confined  in  said  State  Prison,  or  any  other 
State  Prison,  which  may  be  established  by  authority  of  law,  or  who  may  here- 
after be  convic*ed  and  sentenced,  or  commuted  to  imprisonment  in  the  State 
Prison  or  State  Prisons  now  established,  or  which  may  be,  in  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, during  the  said  term  of  five  years  above  mentioned,  and  that  he,  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  will  safely  keep  the  said  Convicts,  as  required  by  law, 
in  said  Prison  or  Prisons,  for  and  during  said  term  of  five  years,  at  his  own 
proper  cost  and  expense;  will  provide,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Prison 
Commissioners,  the  necessary  and  proper  Overseers,  Guards  and  Employees  for 
said  Prison  or  Prisons,  and  to  furnish  to  said  State  Prison  Convicts  suitable, 
proper  and  wholesome  food,  drink,  clothing  and  medical  attendance,  and  to  treat 
such  convicts  humanely,  and  with  all  due  degree  of  kindness,  consistent  with 
their  security  and  safety. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenants  and  agrees,  that  he 
will,  at  his  own  proper  cost  and  expense,  establi>h  and  erect  such  bull  ings, 
prisons,  and  walls,  and  make  such  other  improvements  on  the  premises  above 
mentioned  and  described,  or  which  may  be  purchased  or  acquired  for  such  State 
Prison  uses  and  purposes  by  authority  of  the  State,  as  will  conduce  to  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  properly  keeping,  securing,  working,  clothing,  feeding,  and 
providing  medicines  and  medical  attendance  for  the  State  convicts,  and  treating 
and  using  them  humanely,  and  without  subjecting  the  State,  in  any  way  or  man- 
ner, to  any  payment,  charge,  expense  or  demand,  for  the  same,  except  the  sala- 
ries of  the  Slate  Prison  JDirectors,  now  in  office,  but,  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  agrees  to  furnish  the  Directors,  when  necessarily  residing  at  the 
prison,  with  fuel  and  provisions  out  of  the  stock  supplies  for  the  general  use  of 
the  prison. 

The  work  and  buildings,  as  before  described  and  referred  to,  is  to  be  done  in 
accordance  with  a  plan  or  plans  and  specifications,  which  shall  be  approved  by 
thn  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  at  such  times,  at  such  place  or  places,  and  of 
such  msiterials,  as  they  may  order;  and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  cove- 
nants and  agrees,  to  and  with  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  acting  on  behalf 
of  the  State,  that  he  will  use  due  diligence  for  the  capture  and  recovery  of  all 
or  any  convicts  that  mny  escape  from  said  State  Prison  or  Prisons,  and  that  he 
will  pay  such  reasonable  rewards  for  their  apprehension  and  return,  during  the

continnance  of  this  lease;  said  rewards  to  be  assessed  by  the  Board  of  State 
Prison  Commissioners. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  aj^rees  to  release,  and  does  hereby  re- 
lease to  the  State  of  California,  all  claims,  whether  lefjal  or  equitable,  which  be 
has  a|;ainst  the  State  of  California,  arising  out  of  his  former  connexion  with  the 
State  aforesaid,  as  the  Lessee  of  the  State  Prison  and  convict  labor,  or  for  pro- 
perty or  materials  sold  to  or  used  by  State  offii'ers  or  employees  of  said  prison 
for  the  use  of  the  State.  Also,  a  chim  of  forty-eight  thousand  eijrht  haudred 
dollars,  more  or  less,  for  property  purchased  by  the  State  Prison  Directors,  or 
other  State  oflScers,  from  Archibald  Woods,  Esq.,  and  to  hold  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia harmless  from  such  claim,  or  any  part  thereof.  Also,  a  claim  for  two  mil- 
lion two  hundred  thousand  bricks,  more  or  less,  purchased  by  the  State  Prison 
Directors,  and  used  in  the  construction  of  the  State  Prison  walls. 

And  it  is  further  covenanted,  stipulated,  and  agreed,  by  and  between  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts,  during  the  continuance  of  the  terra  of  thig 
lease,  that  the  said  State  Prison  shall  be  governed,  controlled,  and  managed,  in 
accordance  with  the  provihions  of  "  An  Act  entitled  an  Act  creating  a  Board  of 
State  Pris  )n  Commissioners,  and  deiiuiag  their  duties,"  approved  March  twenty- 
first,  A.  D  1856. 

And  it  is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  that 
at  the  expiration  of  the  five  years,  that  he  will  quit  and  surrende"  the  premises 
and  property  aforementioned,  and  all  walls,  priron  or  prison  buildings,  and  per- 
manent fixtures  of  any  and  every  kind,  which  he  may  erect  on  property  now 
owned  or  occupied  by  the  State,  or  which  may  be  purchased  or  acquired  by  the 
State,  for  State  Prison  purposes,  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  to  such  parties 
as  the  State  may  by  law  authorize  to  receive  the  same,  in  as  good  condition  and 
state,  as  reasonable  use  and  wear  thereof  will  permit,  damages  by  the  elements 
excepted,  the  property  now  owned  by  the  State,  as  described  by  schedule  A. 

It  is  also  stipulatej  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  partie>  hereto,  that  sim- 
ultaneous with  the  execution  of  this  contract,  and  prior  to  the  same  taking

Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  G.  W.  Whitman,  Controller  of 
the  State  of  California,  and  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California, 
coujposing  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  created  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
Caliloruirt,  creating  a  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners,  and  deiining  their 
duties,  apy)roved  AJarch  21st,  1856,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  James  M.  Es- 
tell,  of  tlie  county  of  San  Fraucisco,  State  of  California,  party  of  the  second 
part;  witiiesselh. 

That  whereas,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  did,  on  the  26th  day  of  March, 
A.  I).  1856,  lease  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the  State  Prison  Grounds, 
at  Point  San  Quentin,  in  the  county  of  Marin,  and  State  of  California,  together 
with  ail  the  property  attached  thereto,  and  the  labor  of  the  State  Prison  con- 
victs, for  the  term  of  five  years,  from  the  26th  day  of  March,  1856: 

Now,  therefore,  in  explanation  of  said  contract,  and  to  confirm  to  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  the  full  benefit  o*f  the  same,  it  is  hereby  agreed  by  the 
8!iid  party  of  the  first  part,  that  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  the 
privilege,  and  be  at  full  liberty,  to  work  said  State  Prison  convicts  at  any  and 
all  mechanical  branches  of  business  that  he  may  choose,  provided^  that  the  said 
convicts  shall  not  be  emp'oyed  at  any  kind  or  description  of  labor  that  shall 
greatly  endanger -their  lives,  health,  limbs,  or  safe  keeping.  It  is  further  agreed 
and  understood  between  the  tsaid  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect,  in  any  manner,  the 
sureties  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  on  the  bond  given  by  him  at  the 
time  of  executing  the  contract  referred  to  herein.

The  undersigned  begs  leave  most  respectfully  to  represent  to  yonr  honora- 
blftbody,  that  a  large  portion  of  the  deficiency  of  the  Surveyor  (leneraPs  OfiBce, 
for  the  past  year,  is  unprovided  for  by  the  General  Deficiency  Bill. 

The  indebtedness  constitating  this  deficiency  has  been  incurred  either  under 
the  Act  concerning  the  office  of  Surveyor  General,  passed  April  17,  1860,  or  un- 
der Acts  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  a  list  of  which  is  given  on  the  first  page 
of  the  Surveyor  General's  Annual  Report;  and  in  every  case  the  Attorney 
General  has  given  his  opinion  that  there  was  an  appropriation  in  the  Act,  and 
that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Controller  to  audit — or  that  the  Surveyor  General 
was  "  bound  by  law"  to  comply  with  the  Acts,  and  that  the  claim  for  necessary 
expenditures  would  be  a  legal  one  against  the  State. 

In  accordance  with  his  oath  of  office,  he  has  performed  the  duties  imposed 
upon  him — employing^  assistance  upon  the  credit  of  the  State,  purchasing  instru- 
ments and  materials  necessary  for  his  office,  upon  the  same,  or  upon  his  own 
credit,  or  paying  for  them  cash  from  his  own  funds,  (the  Controller  having  re- 
fused to  audit  under  every  Act,)  yet,  a  greater  part  of  the  accounts  for  these 
things,  certified  as  correct  by  the  undersigned,  are  unprovided  for. 

A  communication  embodying  the  above  facts  was  sent  to  the  Senate,  and  was 
by  that  honorable  body  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims;  of  which  the  hon- 
orable Senator  from  Monterey,  Mr.  Ashley,  is  chairman,  and  after  a  strict  ex- 
amination, that  gentleman  reported  a  bill  which  passed  the  Senate,  and  has  been 
before  your  honorable  body  for  several  days.

The  sum  it  appropriates  {$8,200),  with  the  amount  contained  in  the  general 
appropriation  bill  for  translating  the  laws,  aggregates  an  expenditure  for  the 
■ingle  item  of  transkting,  uaezampled  in  former  ^legislatiofi  of  the  State,  and 
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betokens,  at  least  to  mj  mind,  eyidenoe  conclnsire  that  dne  inquiry  was  neyer 
bad  into  the  merits  of  those  claims  the  bill  proposes  liqaidating.  With  this  be- 
lief,  I  conld  neyer  gire  mj  approval  to  the  Act,  and  had  resolved  to  retnm  it 
withont  such  approval:  bat  having  this  day  received  to  the  State  of  California,

To  th$  Assembly  of  CiUifornia: 

An  Act  appropriating  Money  for  the  benefit  of  the  Orphan  Asylums  of  San 
Francisco  and  San  Rafael,  is  herewith  returned  without  approval,  and  I  would 
beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  the  reasons  which  impel  me  to  make  such  dispo- 
sition of  the  Act. 

At  the  time  I  subscribed  the  oath  of  office  as  the  Executive  of  this  State,  I 
gare  expression  to  certain  opinions  in  relation  to  the  objects  for  which  indebted- 
ness might  be  constitutionally  crated,  and  appropriations  made,  and  entertaining, 
as  I  now  do,  these  same  opinions,  I  will  recal  them  to  your  recollection. 

After  referring  to  Article  YIII  of  the  State  Constitution,  I  proceeded  to 
remark,  that  **  in  my  view,  no  constitutional  objection  can  arise,  in  making  all 
needful  appropriations  for  supporting  the  various  departments  of  the  State  Oo- 
Ternment.  But  here  the  authority  ceases;  and  each  and  every  appropriation  for 
purposes  not  absolutely  and  necessarily  embraced  within  the  class  of  expendi- 
tures required  to  support  the  State  Government,  or  such  as  fall  within  the  ex- 
ception— **  in  case  of  war,  to  repel  invasion,  or  suppress  insurrection," — the  Con- 
stitution utterly  forbids  and  prohibits,  unless  previously  submitted  to  the  people 
for  thoir  sanction  and  ratification  in  tne  prescribed  manner." 

The  opinions  enunciated  on  that  occasion  were  given  without  regard  to  any 
dspecial  object,  were  general  in  their  application,  and  as  such,  can  recognise  no 
exception,  which  is  not  brought  within  the  rule  therein  prescribed. 

The  Act  under  consideration  proposes  an  appropriation  to  each  of  the  Orphan 
Asylums  of  San  Francisco  of  Five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  that  of  San  Kafael 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars* 

These  Institutions,  although  charitable  in  their  character,  and  as  such,  neces- 
sarily commend  themselves  to  the  benevolent  consideration  of  every  person,  are 
yet,  not  ''State  Institutions;"  neither  are  their  charities  so  extensive,  nor  their 
resonrces  so  abundant,  as  would  enable  them,  even  with  the  aid  of  the  gratui^ 
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BOW  a^ed,  to  become  the  homes  of  the  anfortwate  oupbans  fnm  all  parts  of 
the  State. 

They  are,  I  believe,  incorporated,  yet  a,re,  in  all  essential  particulars,  private 
institutions,  and  in  no  wise  under  the  authority,  direction  or  control  of  the  State 
authorities,  as  are  the  public  charities,  established  and  sup^rted  by  the  State, 
and  therefore  the  appropriation  now  made,  would,  as  a  precedent,  authorize 
money  of  the  State  to  be  appropriated  for  any  private  object. 

It  is  a  matter  of  unfeigned  regret  that  I  am  compelled  to  return  the  Act  with- 
out approval,  but  the  conscientious  discharge  of  my  duty,  however  reluctant  it 
may  be,  forbids  me  doing  otherwise.

An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Heirs  of  Estates,  in  which  Funds  were  lost  through 
flk  robbery  committed  in  June  last,  upon  Thomas  G.  Bruntou,  at  that  time  Pub- 
lic Administrator  of  Tuolumne  county,  is  herewith  returned  to  your  honorable 
body,  without  approval. 

This  bill  proposes  the  payment  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  of  such  amounts  as 
judgment  may  be  recovered  against  Judge  Brunton,  for  monies  which  were 
entrusted  to  him  as  Public  Administrator,  and  which  be  may  be  able  to  estab- 
lish were  stolen  from  him  at  the  time  indicated. 

I  hold  that  it  is  incompetent  for  the  Legmlainre  to  make  appropriations  out 
of  the  public  Treasury,  unless  for  purposes  necessary  in  the  support  of  the  State 
Government  in  its  various  departments.

toy  legislative  body  over  whom  it  might  be  his  fortune  to  preside,  and  for  whicli 
yoa  have  my  sincere  and  heart-lblt  greititade. 

It  k  now  my  privilege,  before  adJotHHiing  this  body,  to  ask  yon  how  many  of 
US  have  faithfirily  acquitted  ^orselves  as  legislators  and  appreciated  the  sacred 
rdatioBflhip  we  have  borne  to  those  we  represent;  how  many  of  ns  have  re- 
membered that  the  offioe  of  enacting  laws  to  govern  oiir  own  countrymen  is  the 
most  sacred  we  can  hold  on  earth  ?  And  how  many  of  ns  have  remembered 
that  before  we  were  permitted  to  enter  upon  our  duties  we  solmnly  pledged  our 
honor  and  recorded  oar  oaths  to  the  effect  that  in  all  our  official  conduct  we 
would  act  only  fot  ihoso  whom  We  represent,  and  not  for  ourselves  ? — 
Have  we  all  fulfilled  those  obligations,  or  have  some  of  us  been  willing  to  sink 
bar  honbr,  onr  oaths  and  onr  loost  sacred  office  to  Increase  our  Own  transitory 
fortunes  f  What  indeed,  is  the  fortune,  the  fame,  or  even  the  life  of  any  indi- 
vidual, when  compared  with  the  fortune,  the  welfare  and  honor  of  a  whole  peo* 
pie  f  But,  gentlemen,  we  are  not  responsible  to  each  other  for  our  official  con- 
duct ;  how  well  each  has  remembered  and  performed  his  duty  is  not  for  us  here 
to  determine. 

There  is  a  higher  and  holier  tribunal  before  which  we  must  all  appear  and 
each  answer  for  himself,  and  upon  our  own  individual  heads  will  rest  the  honor 
or  odium  of  our  public  and  private  conduct ;  but  at  a  moment  like  this,  when 
we  are  about  to  separate  most  of  us,  perhaps  forever,  we  should  possess  no  feelings 
but  those  of  friendship,  and  no  wish  but  that  of  having  faithfully  discharged  our 
duty  to  our  constituents,  to  ourselves,  and  to  our  Ood.  Whatever  may  have  oc- 
curred in  the  heat  and  excitement  of  debate,  I  feel  that  at  such  a  moment  as  this 
any  resentment  in  me  would  be  thoughtless  and  unmanly,  and  I  trust  the  same  feel- 
ing actuate  every  member  of  this  body.  And  gentlemen,  for  your  generous  for- 
bearance with  me  in  all  my  faults,  your  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  towards 
me  during  the  session  which  is  now  about  to  close,  will  hereaft-er,  for  the  brief 
period  which,  by  the  blessings  of  Him  in  whose  hands  our  breath  is,  I  may  be 
permitted  to  live,  be  cherished  among  the  happiest  of  the  bright  memories  of 
the  past,  and  will  ever  be  fondly  and  sacredly  treasured  in  my  heart  of  hearts.
